The  regular  staff  meetings  were  attended  by  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  on  the  7th,  ll+th  and  21st»  Matters  that  were  of  significance 
to  the  Naturalist  Division  were  presented  to  the  staff  at  this  time  by 
him. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  also  functioned  as  a  member  of 
the  committee  on  arrangements  for  the  arnual  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Mammalogists  and  has  beer  workirg  on  the  plans  for  this  meeting  which 
will  be  held  at  Mammoth,  Yellcv/stone  National  Park,  from  June  25  to 
June  28. 


Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  been  asked  with  members  of 
the  staff  in  Yellowstone  to  cooperate  with  the  Montana  State  officials 
in  conducting  a  Conservation  Week  in  Montana.  Dr.  Harold  Tascher  of 
Montana  State  University  is  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  of  this 
group  and  the  complete  plan  for  their  vreek  and  its  activities  has  not 
yet  been  consummated. 

On  February  20  there  was  a  special  conference  h^ld  in  the 
conference  room  on  the  Canyon  sign  project.  This  was  attendf^d  by  the 
Division  heads  and  the  signing  program  for  that  area  was  thoroughly 
discussed.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  this  meeting. 
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The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  in  collaboration  with  Mr,  C.  K. 
Skinner,  Chief  Ranger,  prepared  a  special  memorandum  covering  the  needs 
in  the  hydrothermal  areas  for  the  proper  signing  of  the  areas  to  afford 
protection  and  safety  to  people  and  protection  to  the  thermal  pheno- 
mena. This  inemoran.dum  was  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  for  future 
action, 

A  lengthy  memorandum  containing  the  textual  information 
necessary  on  interpretive  and  infoiinati  onal  signs  was  submitted  to  the 
Superintendent  so  that  an  order  could  be  made  for  the  preparation  and 
purchase  of  these  signs  so  that  they  would  be  available  for  installation 
before  the  1930  season.

Research  ard  Obsp'rvation 

On  February  3  Chipf  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  made  a  trip  over  a  portion  of  the  hot  spring  terraces  to  the 
open  area  above  the  old  C.C.C.  camp.  On  this  trip  water  samples  were 
taken  from  several  of  the  hot  springs  and  these  were  sent  to  Dr.  Carl  T", 
Georgi  of  thp  University  of  Nebraska  who  is  studying  bacteria  life  forms. 

In  the  ar-'-a  n'^ar  Glen  Creek  more  than  300  head  of  elk  were 
observed  and  photographed,  and  one  cow  moose  was  seen.  On  this  same  day 
a  trip  was  made  out  to  the  Lamar  Valley  for  th'=>  purpose  of  photographing 
the  new  elk  trap  on  Crystal  Creek  and  securing  wildlife  pictures. 
More  than  i+OO  head  of  elk  were  grouped  together  in  cr^  band  and  a  series 
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of  l6ran  colored  movies  made  of  this  herd.  These  pictures,  combined 
with  others,  will  be  made  into  a  movie  showing  the  elk  management 
operations » 

Another  field  trip  was  made  to  the  Lamar  Valley  on  the  l^th 
and  a  series  of  pictures  taken  of  137  elk  captured  in  the  elk  trap  on 
the  night  of  the  lUth. 

Mr.  Olaus  Muri<=  of  Lloose,  Wyoming,  who  obtained  elk  specimens 
in  January,  was  granted  a  permit  and  secured  25  skulls  from  the  several 
hundred  skulls  savpd  from  the  elk  reduction  operations*  Mr.  Murie 
will  use  these  skulls  in  his  comparative  studies  of  th=  elk  of  New 
Zealand  and  United  States.

This  same  institution 
was  given  one  bull  bufl'alo  skull  for  use  in  its  Zoology  Department, 

The  labratory  space  under  the  old  storehouse  v/as  fixed  up  with 
shelving  and  cupboards  during  the  month  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in 
April  msny  of  the  museum  accessioned  materials  now  inadequately  stored 
in  the  Red  Storehouse  will  be  given  better  storage  in  this  unit.  There 
is  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  done  to  place  thes^  facilities  in  satis- 
factory condition. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park    Jfeturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Park   Ifeturalist  YiTatson  was   on  duty  all  month  except  for   annual 
leave  taken   or  the  21st  -   8  hours,    and  the   31st  -   2  hours. 

Clerk-stenographer  Betty  Lee   Proznick  was   on   duty  all  month. 

The  Efficiency  Ratings   of  the   personnel   of  the   Naturalist 
Division  were  made   at  the   end  of  the  month  and  the  work  of  the   employees 

during  the   past  year  was   reviewed  with  them. 
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The  personnel  action  for  the  transfer  of  Robert  F,  Upton  to 
Yellowstone  rational  Park  was  completed  at  the  close  of  the  month  and 
his  travel  orders  and  instructions  to  report  here  were  sent  to  him. 
The  date  of  his  anticipated  arrival  in  Yellowstone  I\fe.tioRal  Park  is  not 
yet  known. 

During  the  month  careful  estimates  were  prepared  on  personnel 
which  would  be  required  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  1951  fiscal  year* 
A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  given  over  to  trying  to  set  up  a  schedule 
of  entry  on  duty  for  seasonal  personnel  for  the  195^  season  and  to 
correlate  this  with  thp  funds  available  for  employing  help. 

Research  and  Observation 

Three  field  trips  were  made  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
in  company  with  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Breyntor  Finch  to  Soda  Butte 
Creek  area  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  winter  pictures  and  making 
field  observations.  On  one  of  these  trips  Mr,  Ralph  Crane,  of  Life 
Magazine,  was  along.   On  the  third  attempt  it  is  thought  that  satis- 
factory pictures  of  the  desired  subject  matter  were  obtained* 

During  the  month  correspondence  was  carried  on  with  seasonal 
park  ranger  naturalists  Richard  Schroeder,  Lowell  Biddulph,  Kenneth 
Az*mitage  and  Kenneth  Diem;  all  of  whom  propose  to  conduct  research 
problems  in  the  field  of  natural  history  for  the  purpose  of  preparing 
either  masters  or  doctorate  theses  for  higher  degrees »  Mr,  Schroeder 
hopes  to  do  res^^arch  work  on  rodents  for  a  masters  degree  at  the  Brigham 
Young  Univ-^rsityj  Mr,  Biddulph  plans  to  pursue  a  subject  on  outdoor 
recreation  for  a  doctor's  degree  at  the  University  of  Utah;  Mr.  Armitage 
plans  to  conduct  a  limnological  study  on  the  Firehole  River  for  a  masters 
degree  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  Mr.  Diem  has  been  thinking  of 
conducting  a  range  research  study  in  Hayden  Valley  with  respect  to  the 
bison  population  there. 

Park  Lfeturalist  lYatson  has  spent  more  than  a  weeks  time  in  the 
preparation  of  an  article  f.or  use  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Eature  Motes ♦ 
The  story  will  probably  be  run  in  tv«ro  issues  in  company  with  other 
Nature  Note  a'^ticles.  The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  has  spent  some  tim^ 
reviewing  Nature  Notes  material  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  March- April 
issue  will  be  prepared  early  in  Aprils 

Library 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  ordered  several 
books  which  are  out  of  print  but  most  of  these  had  been  sold  and  were  not 
obtained.   Some  newly  published  titles  have  been  ordered*  The  books  sent 
to  the  Dieter  Book  Bindery  for  the  library  have  not  yet  been  returned  but 
it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  arrive  early  in  April,

Natural  History  Association 

Several  publications  were  reviewed  by  the  ^ecutive  Secretary 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  were  desirable  as  sales  items.  Kone 
of  these  were  selected  for  addition  to  the  list  available. 

The  i-ssociation  hss  arranged  for  the  employment  of  Miss  Joan 
Swartzlow  as  librarian  for  the  1950  season.  As  yet  no  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  employment  of  an  association  clerk  to  handle  the  book 
sales  business. 

A  supply  of  multilith  stencils,  ink  and  other  mat-^riels  were 
obtained  by  the  Association  and  also  a  supply  of  paper  for  publishing 
Nature  Botes. 

The  Association  multilith  was  used  to  run  off  5'^0  copies  of 
an  eight  page  form  for  use  in  the  Storehouse  in  issuing  food  stuffs  to 
mess  houses. 

During  the  month  orders  were  placed  and  books  received  from 
a  number  of  publishing  houses.  These  books  were  purchased  for  resale 
at  the  information  desks  and  at  the  months  close  all  orders  had  been 
placed  to  bring  thp  Association's  sales  stock  up  to  a  level  sufficient 
to  handle  the  anticipated  summer  business. 

The  Association  purchased  during  the  moijth  six  l600  ft,  l6mm 
film  cans,  six  1200  ft.,  lornm  film  cans  and  six  800ft.,  l6mm  film  cans. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  Association  to  return  to  the  Society 
for  Visual  Fducation  5»000  defective  2x2  Eodaslide  binders.  These  are 
being  replaced  by  the  Society, 

Equipm-ent  end  Supplies 

No  new  equipment  or  supplies  Y/ere  obtained  by  the  Division 
during  the  month  through  the  Nistionel  Park  Service.  Two  view  camera 
tripods  which  have  long  been  unused  because  they  were  broken  v;ere  r-^- 
pairt^d  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  in  his  work  shop  at  home  and  should 
give  service  for  several  years  again.  The  Bell  and  Howell  tripod  for 
the  l6nm  movie  camera  v/as  repaired. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Four  days  time  was  given  over  to  the  editing  of  l6mm  movie 
film  and  weeks  of  work  remain  to  place  this  library  in  A-1  condition. 
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A-  reel  of  800  ft,  of  original  colored  wildlife  shots  were 
sent  to  Mr.  Tiatt  Dodge,  Regional  Jjaturalist,  Region  Three,  et  Santa  Fe, 
Ih'w  Mexico.  Mr.  Dodge  selected  from  these  scenes  footage  for  use  in  a 
picture  being  prepared  by  him  on  the  wildlife  of  the  national  parks  and 
monuments.  This  film  was  returned  by  Mr,  Dodge  as  soon  as  he  had  re- 
moved the  footage  required  for  a  movie. 

At  th«=  close  of  the  month  the  Division  received  from  the  Direc- 
tor's office  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  I6OO  ft,  movie  on  Yellowstone 
Ifetional  Park,  This  film  was  a  valuable  addition  to  our  library  and 
will  be  vpry  useful  durin.g  the  coming  season.   It  would  still  be  very 
desirable  for  us  to  obtain  the  original  of  this  film,  from  the  State 
Department  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  effort  will  contiiiue  to  be  put 
forth  to  obtain  this  footage  back. 

The  Division  sent  an  800  ft,  reel  of  l6mm  movies  to  Scotts 
Bluff  on  loan  where  it  was  used  in  presenting  a  number  of  programs  to 
schools  and  civic  groups  by  the  superintendent  of  that  monument.  This 
film  was  returned  to  this  park  at  the  close  of  the  month,

Maseum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  museums  at  Old  Faithful,  Madison  and  Norris  were  examined 
during  the  month  and  no  serious  damage  from  rodents  or  the  weather  was 
observed  except  at  Norris.  This  museum  has  a  section  of  the  cornice 
from  the  roof  broken  off  by  the  over-load  of  snow  and  it  will  be  necessary 
to  make  physical  repairs  to  th*^  structure  before  the  season  begins. 

Three  days  during  the  month  were  given  over  to  placing  in 
order  the  red  storehouse  and  laboratory  storage  areas.  Mary  accessioned 
specimens  were  transferred  from  the  museum  to  the  laboratory  storage

Two  bison  scalps  were  treated  with  salt  in  order  to  preserve 
them  pending  possible  requests  from  institutions  for  them  ss  specimers 
to  mount.  The  skulls  of  these  animals  and  an  additional  number  from 
elk  and  bison  have  been  placed  in  an  enclosure  so  that  scavengers  can 
clean  them.  These  will  be  used  at  the  various  museums  and  areas  where 
they  might  add  atmosphere. 

The  headquarters  museum  received  a  shipment  of  old  records, 
pictures  and  literature  from  Mr.  George  L.  H.  Ash  of  LaJolla,  California. 
Many  of  these  items  are  valuable  additions  to  the  park's  historical 
records  and  will  be  accessioned  as  p^rt  of  our  museum  artifacts. 

Personnel 


Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except 
for  one  hours  annual  leave  on  the  6th  and  seven  hours  on  the  26th. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  through  April  21,  except 
for  one  hours  annual  leave  on  April  6.  Mr.  Tfatson  left  for  a  three  week 
vacation  on  April  23« 

Clerk-stenographf^r  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month. 

Mr.  Robert  F.  Upton,  Park  Naturalist  vice  Wayne  B.  Alcorn 
left  Petrified  Forest  National  Monument  for  Yellowstone  on  April  20. 
He  utilized  annual  leave  enroute  and  arrived  in  Yellowstone  on  April  29« 
Mr.  Upton  will  enter  on  duty  in  an  active  work  status  on  May  1.

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All  seaeoP-al  park  ranger  naturalists  and  other  personnel  of 
the  Division  who  have  been  selected  for  appointment  to  positions  v^ere 
notified  as  to  the  dates  on  which  they  should  report  for  entry  on  duty. 
The  full  Naturalist  Division  program  will  be  under  vray  by  June  19  with 
the  first  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  entering  on  duty  May  22» 

Pesearch  and  Observation 

April  12  was  spent  in  the  field  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
and  at  that  time  a  trip  was  made  to  Tower  Falls  and  Antelope  Creek  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  pictures  and  making  observations.  Photographs 
were  made  of  the  ice  cone  at  Tower  Falls,  landscape  scenerj?"  end  some  of 
the  geological  phenomena.  The  afternoon  of  the  12th  was  spent  exploring 
Mammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  and  observations  were  made  of  changes  which 
_have  recently  occurred  there. 

Opal  Spring  at  the  base  of  the  terraces  and  the  new  spring 
on  the  Palette  Spring  terrace  level  are  verj'  active  and  exceedingly 
beautiful.  The  old  Palette  Spring  is  still  active  but  flows  a  very 
small  quantity  of  water.  There  are  four  very  active  springs  in  the 
Angel  Terrace  area;  a  new  one  having  developed  out  near  the  edge  of  the 
old  terrace  basins  where  the  springs  were  so  active  in  the  1920 's. 
The  terrace  basins  and  algal  growth  in  this  vicinity  are  of  unusual 
forms  and  color,  Narrow  Gauge  Terrace  and  spring  continues  to  be 
exceedingly  active  with  wat^r  coming  out  of  many  vents  along  the  crest 
of  |;,he  terrace  and  has  built  up  a  large  series  of  terraces  and  basins 
all  along  this  large  rib  of  travertine.  The  Minerva  Terrace  and  Springs 
are  very  active  flowing  down  over  the  sinter  in  several  directions  for 
a  long  distance.  The  Cleopatra  Terrace  and  spring  is  compl^^tely  dry 
and  gives  no  sign  of  possible  activity  there.  The  Main  Terrace  is  v<=ry 
active  at  the  site  of  Blue  Spring  and  has  flooded  an  extensive  area  of 
basins  with  some  of  the  water  flowing  down  over  the  front  of  Jupiter, 

The  foot  paths  over  the  terraces  are  in  a  very  poor  state  of 
repair.  The  board  walks  which  were  installed  have  some  broken  planks 
in  them  v;hich  must  be  fixed  before  they  will  be  safe  for  heavy  travel 
end  the  asphalt  v/alks  h&ve  virtually  ©11  weathered  out  and  in  many 
places  there  are  deep  pits  which  make  walking  dangerous.  Before  the 
season  gets  under  way  an  extensive  program  of  walk  improvements  should 
be  carried  on  in  this  area. 

The  osprey  nesting  at  Kagle's  Nest  Rock  in  Gardiner  Canyon 
were  first  observed  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  in  their  nesting  site 
on  April  5.  The  Northern  violet-green  swallows  were  vyii-g  with  the 
bluebirds  for  nesting  sites  at  Mammoth  or  April  8  and  Western  robins 
and  mountain  bluebirds  were  seen  in  numbers  on  April  2.   Sandhill  cranes 
were  seen  and  watched  for  some  time  on  April  15  near  Nymph  Lake  and 
on  April  19  a  pair  were  obsei^ed  doing  their  mating  dance  in  the  meadows 
at  Norris.  On  a  trip  to  Frying  Pan  Springs  area  on  the  15th  elk  in 
large  numbers  were  seen  on  the  slopes  of  Terrace  Mountain,  near  Roaring 
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A  dormsnt    iJupiter  Tefrac«.

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Movmtain  and  Nymph  Lake.  Moose  were  seen  in  Willow  Park  and  the  Hoodoo 
areas.  Three  trumpeter  swan  were  seen  on  Nymph  Lake  and  one  lone  swan 
was  sitting  on  th'=>  snow  out  at  the  ed^e  of  Swan  Lake,  This  bird  was 
observed  when  going  out  to  Nymph  Lake  and  in  the  same  place  later  that 
day  when  returning. 

On  April  19  the  day  was  spent  in  the  field  by  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Cordon,  At  that  time  a  number  of  pictures  were  made  of  the  road 
opening  operations  and  natural  history  subjects.   Bull  elk  still  carrying 
their  antlers  were  observed  at  Roaring  Mountain,  A  group  of  bison  on  the 
Madison  River  below  Madison  Junction  proved  to  be  of  exceeding  interest 
in  that  it  was  the  first  time  that  either  of  th^  naturalists  had  observed 
mature  bison  in  such  a  playful  mood.  These  huge  animals  were  playfully 
jumping  and  gambolling  about  like  young  lambs.   They  would  chase  each 
other  around  and  thej/-  would  bunt  and  push  each  other  and  occasionally 
would  roll  about  in  the  dust*  They  all  seemed  especially  delighted  with 
the  spring  like  weather.  Many  of  the  elk  observed  were  in  poor  flesh 
and  the  bison,  although  very  active  did  not  appear  to  be  as  healthy  and 
vigorous  as  those  observ^^d  ir  the  Lamar  Valley  area*  ^idence  of  two 
dead  deer  was  observed  along  the  Firehole  River  above  the  Firehole  Cascades, 

In  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  there  have  been  several  interesting 
changes  in  the  activity  of  thp  hjnirothermal  phenomena.   One  of  the  major 
changps  of  importance  has  been  that  there  is  an  apparent  dividing  of  the 
steam  release  from  the  Black  Growler  Vent  with  the  development  of  a 
new  vent  about  10  feet  down  into  the  Valentine  Crater  rim  from  the  Black 
Growler  Vent,  These  two  roaring  vents  are  undoubtedly  supplied  their 
energy  from  a  common  source  for  observation  of  them  for  several  minutes 
indicated  that  violent  bursts  of  pressure  were  simultaneous  in  the  two 
vents  and  the  pressure  at  the  old  Black  Growler  Vent  is  not  as  great  as 
in  other  years  due  to  this  division.  The  loud  roaring  noise  is  not  as 
evident  as  in  the  past  because  with  the  pressure  rel^^ased  from  two  vents 
it  is  no  longer  as  rigidly  confinpd  and  does  not  make  as  much  noise. 

Last  ypar  and  the  y^ar  before  comments  were  made  with  respect 
to  the  apparent  change  in  the  prevailing  breeze  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Black  Growler  Vent  which  has  brought  about  the  deposition  of  vapors  on 
the  lodgepole  pine  forest  which  encroaches  upon  the  geyser  basin  and  the 
subsequent  destruction  of  many  of  these  trees  by  this  ice  mass.  This 
past  winter  the  same  sort  of  situation  has  prevailed  and  a  strip  of  trees 
some  30  feet  wide  and  probably  100  feet  long  has  been  broken  down  by  the 
influence  of  ice  which  probably  has  had  its  origin  from  the  vapors  of 
the  Black  Growler  steam  vent. 

Library

Several  shipments  of  books  for  resale  by  the  Association  have 
been  received  during  the  month  in  addition  to  which  2,000  U.  S.  Geological 
Survey  topographic  maps  of  Yellowstone  Park  w-^rp  obtained  for  resale 
purposes. 

The  Association  published  Yellowstone  Ifeture  Notes  and  390  copies 
were  placed  in  the  mail  on  April  21. 

Additional  supplies  were  purchased  by  the  Association  for  the 
future  publication  of  Nsture  Notes. 

Final  arrangements  wer'^  made  by  the  l^xecutive  Secretary  for 
the  employment  of  Miss  Joan  Swartzlow  as  librarian  for  the  1950  season 
and  it  is  anticipated  her  entry  on  duty  will  be  or  June  15 ♦ 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

One  of  the  old  lantern  slide  filing  cas-^s  is  being  converted 
by  us  into  a  2x2  slide  file  case.  This  has  required  the  manufacture  of 
60  additional  slide  strips  and  a  complete  reassembling  of  all  slide  panels. 
This  project  will  be  completed  in  May  and  will  give  additional  fine 
storage  and  filing  for  another  25OO  2x2  slides. 

Materials  havp  been  cut  and  are  ready  to  assemble  into  units 
which  will  make  20  individual  2x2  slide  boxes  for  use  by  seasonal  park 
ranger  naturalists  when  giving  their  evening  talks.  The  availability 
of  these  individual  boxes  will  afford  additional  protection  to  the 
Kodaslides  and  will  provide  an  added  convenience  for  the  seasonal  park 
ranger  naturalist  in  his  work. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Three  hundred  fe^t  of  l6nm  colored  movies  were  exposed  during 
the  month,  the  subject  matter  being  snow  plowing  operatiors,  wildlife 
and  the  hydrothermal  areas.   Two  rolls  of  K-135  film  was  exposed  on 
these  same  subjects.  A  large  number  of  direct  positive  black  and  white 
2x2  slides  wpre  made  of  maps,  historical  documents  and  other  items  for 
use  as  visual  aids  in  the  interpretive  program.  Twenty-four  Lpc5  black 
and  white  negatives  were  exposed  and  th"  films  developed. 

All  2x2  colored  slide  sets  have  been  assembled  and  are  ready 
for  issuance  to  the  six  field  stations  for  their  use  in  the  interpretive 
program.  Seventeen  2x2  colored  slides  were  sent  out  by  the  Yellowstone 
Library  and  Museum  Association  for  duplication.  Fight  prints  of  each 

will  be  made  so  that  they  can  be  added  to  the  sets  already  assembled  for 
each  station.

These  were 
placed   in  the   chapel   but  have  not  yet  bi^en   installed   in  their   permanent 
position  due   to  the   difficulty  of   obtaining   a  special   bolt  with  which 
to  fasten  them  to   the  pews.

The  Chief   Psrk   Ifeturalist  and  Park  Naturalist  Upton  partici- 
pated  in  the   fire   school   activities  for  one  day  during  that  training 
period   and   Chief   Park  Natur-alist  Condon  projected  three   training  movies 
for  the   school   trainees  on  May  10. 

Interpretive  Services 

Chief  Park  Neturalist  Condon  presented  a  l6mm  colored  motion 
picture  to  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  on  the  evening  of  May  27 o 
This  picture  and  talk  dealt  with  the  19^49-50  --^  management  program. 
In  addition  to  this  picture  the  Yella^stone  Park  sound  notion  picture 
by  the  Ford  Motor  Company  and  two  other  silent  motion  pictures  were 
presented  to  this  group. 

The  new  Yellov.stonc  sound  motion  picture  prepared  by  the  Ford 
Motor  Company  vras  presented  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  four  audiences 
during  the  month;  on  the  5"^^.  to  Jfetional  Park  Service  personnel;  on  the 
10th  to  the  fire  training  school,  on  the  19th  to  the  National  Federation 
of  Federal  Employees  state  convention  in  Glacier  Park  and  on  the  27th 
to  the  Absaroka  Conservetion  Committee  group  and  visitors.   At  these

Geyser,  Midway  and  Lower  Geyser  Basins. 
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Research  &jid   Observaticn 

Field  trips  vmre  made    into  the  park   on  May  2,   l.'iay  I5,   May  25, 
and  May  ^1   hy  the   Chief   Park  Naturalist   and   Park  Naturalist  Upton   accom- 
panied him  on  thr^e  of  these   trips. 

Of  unusual   iiterest  was   the  finding  of   an  American  bittern   on 
thp  Giohon  River   just  b<=!lov,r  the   Norris  Rang-^r   Station   on  Hay  25.      This 
bird   is   not   carri-^d   on  the   regular   check  list   of   birds    of   the   park   and 
was  the  first  occasion   it  had  been  observed  here  by  either  Naturalists 
Condor  or  Upton. 

Throughout  the  month  there  have  been  large  numbers  of  Canadian 
geese,   ducks   and   other  water  fowl   along  the   streams   and   shores   of  the   lakes 
as   they  opened  up«     Elk  calves  w^re   observed  toward  the   end   of  Llsy   in   the 
area  around  the  Mai-nmoth  C.C.C.   camp,   on  S'^-an  Lake  Flat  and  one  was   seen 
on  the  Me.dison  River.      On  llaj  J>1  five  black  bear  were   seen   along  the   road 
between  Mammoth  and   Old  Faithful.      The  bison  ar^   scattered  extensively 
over  a  good   portion  of  the   park   and  ?/ere   commorly  s^en  along  the  Gibbon, 
Madison,   Firehole,  Yellowstone    and   Lamar  River  drainages   and   large  numbers 
of  them  were   seen   in  Hayden  Vall'^y  foad   along  the   eastena   shore   of   Yellow- 
stone  Lake.      Sever   young  bison  calves  vrere   s^en  with  the  h^-rd   in  the   Lower 
Geyser  Basin  on  Hay  7«     The   trumpeter   sv^ran  have   been  establishing  themselves 
on  many  of   the    small   lakes    and  were  nesting  on  most  of  them  by  mid-May, 
There    is   a  pair  n^^sting  on  Svj-an   Lake   again  this   5''ear,    a  pair  nesting  near 
the   junction  of  the   Lamar  River  and   Slough  Cre*=k,    a   pair  on   Geode   Lake   and 
apparently  non-nesting  birds  have   established  themselves   on  Nymph  ajid  Beaver 
Lakes  where   on  three   occasions   swan  were    seen  on  the    ssone  dayo      On  May  2 
a  mature  bull   elk,    still   carrying  his   antlers,  was   observed  aiid   photographed 
in  the    Upper  Geyser  Basin  near  Calthos   Spring 

The   snow  across   the  Norris -cutoff   on  May  2  m.easured  62   inches 
and  in  the   Canyon  area  it  was   possible  to  walk  anyv/here   on  the  hard   packed 
snow  without   snowshoes   or  skis      and 'a  hike  was  made   down  the   Can^Aon  rim 
to  the   present  Grand  View  observation  platform,   to   the   proposed  new  Grand 
View  Lookout  and   to   Look  Out  Point.      In   several   places   tracks   of  moose, 
elk,    coyote   and  even  buffalo  W'^re    seen  where   t?ie   animals  were  walking 
across   the   top  of  the   snow  without  breaking  through. 

Sandhill  cranes  were  observed  apparently  establishing  themselves 
in  Elk  Park,  in  the  meadow  below  Nymph  Lake,  en  the  Fountain  Flats,  in  the 
Gibbon  Meadov/s   and  near   th^  Mud  Volcan.o   in  Hayden  Valley, 

Physical   evidence   in  the   Lower  G<=yEer  Basin   it-dicates   that   the 
Morning  Geyser,   the  Fountain  Geyser   and   Clepsydra  Geyser  which  were   erupting 
with  an   appreciable   degree   of   regularity  during  the   19U9   summer   season  and 
fall   have  not  eroapted  for  several  months   and   at  the   close   of  May  these 
geysers   have  not  ypt  played.      It   is   thought  that  probably  with  the   change 
in  weather  conditions   and   a  warming  of   the   atmosphere   that   it  m.ay  be   a 
change  will   develop  in  this   group. 

The  walk   in  the   Norris  Geyser  Basin  near   Colloidal   Pool  was 
destroyed  by  the  development  of   intensive  thermal  activity  and  extensive 
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repairs  were  necessary.   The  Engineering  Division  placed  vitreous  tile 
and  concrete  in  this  section  and  repaired  the  path  only  to  have  it  burst 
out  e.gein  later  in  the  month  and  additional  repairs  had  to  be  made. 

"Intensive  information  was  supplied  to  Mro  Leslie  Pengelly  of 
the  Idaho  State  Gajne  and  Fish  Departiaent  on  elk  shipments  made  to  the 
state  of  Idaho  from  Yellowstone  Park  during  past  years  and  the  tagging 
records  of  these  animals.   This  information  was  supplied  him  for  his 
use  in  extensive  studies  which  he  is  making  on  elk  in  Idaho. 

Collecting  permits  were  issued  during  the  month  to  Dr.  Alan   A. 
Beetle  of  the  Universitir  of  Wyoming  to  collect  plant  specimens  and  to 
Mr,  Chester  Stojanovich  of  the  U,  S.  Public  Health  Service  to  collect 
larvae  of  the  i,edes  mosquito.

A  copy  of  lllr,  Winston  ^.,    Benko's   paper  on  the  trumpeter   svvan 
was   received  and   placed   in  our  library  pamphlet  file.      This  paper  is   a 
tjrpewritten  manuscript  accompanied  by  photographic   illustrations   and  has 
not  been   released  for  publication.      It  was   presented   to  us  for  a  reference 
source   on  this  bird,     A  paper  entitled   "'Reminiscence'   on  a  Trip  Though 
the  Yellov/stor.e  Country  in   187V  hy  lir,  Wallace  was   received  from  Mr-, 
iierrill  G.    Burlingame   of  Montana  State   College.

REVISED  May  1949 
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The  month  of  June  has  been  a  period  of  exceptional  activity 
for  the  Naturalist  Division*  The  final  preparations  for  a  busy  season 
have  been  made  and  all  seasonal  personnel  are  employed  and  have  entered 
on  duty.  The  entire  interpretive  program  was  in  full  operation  by  the 
20th  of  June  with  the  exception  of  two  self-guiding  nature  trails  which 
will  be  completed  in  July©  The  weather  was  cold  and  stormy  for  part 
of  the  month,  but  toward  the  end  travel  had  picked  up  and  activities 
were  well  attended  by  park  visitors* 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  book  sales 
business  was  established  at  the  museum  information  desks  at  Mammoth, 
Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge.  The  religious  services  program 
for  the  various  denominations  for  the  summer  was  arranged  for  and  a 
program  established*  There  was  some  out  of  the  park  activities  by 
division  members*  Many  details  for  the  American  Society  of  Maramal- 
ogists  meetings  were  arranged  for  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
and  these  meetings  proved  to  be  a  success » 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  under  the 
administrative  supei^T-ision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  all  month 
except  for  a  three-day  period  -  June  21  to  June  23  -  when  he  was  gone 
to  Salt  Lake  City,  Diaring  this  period  of  time  Park  Naturalist  ?/atson 
was  in  charge  of  the  division© 

Park  Naturalist  V/atson  has  been  assigned  administrative 
responsibilities  for  certain  phases  of  the  activities  of  the  division 
at  Tower  Falls,  Canyon,  Fishing  Bridge  and  West  Thumb,  Park  Naturalist 
Upton  has  been  assigned  similar  responsibilities  at  Old  Faithful, 
Madison,  Norris  and  Mammoth, 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Park  Naturalist  Watson,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston  went  to  Livingston,  Montana  on 
June  1  to  confer  with  Congressman  D'"Pwart  and  members  of  the  Gardiner 
School  Board  on  school  matters  which  might  affect  the  children  and 
residents  of  Yellowstone  Park. 
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Dr,  Donald  'Vyhite  of  the  IT.  S.  Geological  Survey  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  for  conference  and  a  visit  on  June  ?• 
Dr,  Vi/hite  was  very  much  interested  in  the  hydrothermal  arf^as  and  has 
done  some  research  work  there  in  the  past  for  he  studied  the  Worris 
Geyser  Basin  in  the  fall  of  19U8.   Dr.  \'*Jhite  v;as  very  much  interested 
in  the  possibilities  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  preparing 
a  topographic  map  of  the  area  ard  also  a  geologic  map  of  this  park. 
He  is  putting  forth  every  effort  which  he  can  to  stimulate  the  activity 
of  the  Geologic  Survey  toward  the  preparation  of  this  material. 

Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  preparpd  and  presented  a  special 
paper  on  Yellowstone  Watioi al  Park's  interpretive  program  in  Salt  Lake 
City  on  June  22  to  the  Nature  Study  Society's  annual  meetings.   Gnief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  gone  from  the  park  from  June  21  to  the 
night  of  June  23 • 

The  Mammoth  canteen  was  fixed  up  by  members  of  the  naturalist 
Division  and  was  used  by  the  American  Society  of  Mammalogists  for 
their  annual  meeting  place  from  June  25  through  June  28.  Projection 
equipment  and  other  services  were  provided  by  the  Chief  Park  Natur- 
alist's office*  A  copy  of  the  program  of  the  itoerican  Society  of 
Mammalogists  meeting  is  attached  to  this  report. 

Regional  Niaturalist  Carl  Swartzlow  was  in  the  park  from 
June  21;  to  the  morning  of  Jvine  29.  "While  here  Regional  Naturalist 
Swartzlow  discussed  with  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  their 
problems  and  reviewed  matters  pertaining  to  the  museum  prospectus 
for  this  area.  He  also  v/ent  over  personnel  matters  with  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  and  attended  some   of  the  ionerican  Society  of 
Maamalogists  meetings, 

Mr.  Victor  H.  Cahalane,  Chief  Biologist  of  the  National 
Park  Service  was  in  Yellowstone  for  the  j&mericgn  Society  of  Mammal- 
ogists meetings  and  spent  some  time  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office* 

Dr.  Clarence  Cottam,  Associate  Director  of  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  visited  the  park  headquarters  museum  and  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist's  office  during  the  period  of  the  Mammalogists 
meeting. 

Dr.  Hugo  G.  Rodeck  of  the  University  of  Colorado  Museum 
was  in  th?^  office  and  obtained  on  an  indefinite  loan  basis  a  bison 
head  which  was  saved  from  the  operations  at  the  Lamar  Unit  last  winter. 
Dr.  Rodeck  expects  to  prepare  this  head  in  a  full  sized  mount  and 
utilize  it  for  exhibit  purposes  in  the  Colorado  University  Museum. 

Mr.  Winston  Banko  of  the  Red  Rock  Lakes  Refuge  was  in 
Yellowstone  Park  on  June  28  and  visited  the  Chief  Park  Jfeturalist 's 
office.  He  reports  that  plans  ere  in  progress  for  the  aerial  census 
of  the  trumpeter  swan  of  the  Red  Rock  Lakes  area  aiid  the  Yellowstone

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  entire  religious  services  program  for  the  park  was  in 
full  effect  on  June  25  when  at  that  time  Roman  Catholic,  Protestant 
and  Latter  Day  Saint  services  were  held  at  the  various  stations 
throughout  the  park.  The  two  student  ministers  arrived  in  the  park 
to  begin  conducting  Protestant  services  at  some  stations  on  June  l+o 
Services  were  conducted  by  these  men  June  U,  H,  18  and  25.  These 
student  ministers  are  Mr.  Warren  Ost  and  Mr,  Donald  Bower  from  the 
Princeton  Seminary.  Their  work  during  the  month  has  been  very  commend- 
able, the  services  have  been  well  attended  by  employees  w^d  park 
visitors  and  the  program  to  date  has  been  very  successful.  The 
Park  County  Ministerial  Association  conducts  Protestant  services  at 
Mammoth  and  Old  Faithful.   The  Latter  Day  Saints  conduct  services 
s.t  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful,  Fishing  Bridge  and  Canyon*  A  copy  of 
the  religious  services  announcement  is  attached  to  this  report, j 

In-Service  Training 

The  following  talks  were  given  by  the  Chief  Park  Natur- 
alist or  by  members  of  the  division  to  Yellowstone  Park  Co^  employees 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  proper  orientation  for  them  arjd  an 
indoctrination  to  Yellowstone  Park  and  its  lore*   June  6  -  I50 
Yellowstone  Park  Co.  employees  at  Maiiinaothj  June  11  -  I60  Yellow- 
stone Park  Co.  employees  at  Canyon  Lodge j  June  22  -  at  Fishing 
Bridge  to  75  employees;  June  23  -  at  Canyon  Hotel  to  200  employees 
and  200  guests.  Ci-   June  20  a  special  fire  protection  training  film 
was  shovjn  in  the  recreation  hall  in  Mammoth  to  Uo  people.  On  June  12 
there  was  a  program  given  at  park  headquarters  to  the  seasonal  park 
ranger  naturalists  for  their  pre-season  training  and  orientation 
at  which  there  were  18  people  in  attendance.   On  the  evening  of 
June  30  8-  talk  end  orientational  program  was  given  to  18  temporary 
park  rangers  and  an  additional  75  guests  who  attended  the  program. 

The  Naturalist  Division  conducted  an  in-service  training 
progrejn  for  inexperienced  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists.  Seven 
men  participated  in  this  progrejn  and  they  were  Roeder,  Beal,  McNutt, 
Downing,  Murphy,  Turner  and  Asmussen.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
Park  ITatui-alist  Y/atson  and  Park  Naturalist  Upton  conducted  the  train- 
ing activities  which  lasted  for  three  days  from  June  12  through 
June  ll].«  (  A  copy  of  the  training  program  as  given  to  these  men  is 
attached  to  this  report,} 

Interpretive  Services 

During  the  month  a  text  for  signs  publicizing  the  inter- 
pretive services  which  are  available  to  the  visitors  was  prepared 
and  taken  to  Livingston,  Montana  on  June  9  for  printing  by  the  job 
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printer  there.  These  program  announcements  were  paid  for  by  the 
Yellowstone  Lihrary  and  Museum  Association.  fA   copy  of  the  infor- 
mation which  was  prepared  in  printed  form  for  posting  on  bulletin 
boards  is  attached  to  this  report.) 

On  June  9  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  went  to  Livingston, 
Montana  where  he  presented  a  talk  to  the  Methodist  ministers  wives 
association  on  Yellov/stone  Ifeticnal  Park©  There  were  70  women  in  • 
attendance  at  this  meetings 

The  full  program  of  interpretive  services  was  in  operation 
on  June  20  and  activities  have  been  well  attended  by  the  visitors 
since  that  date* 

On  June  20  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Upton  went  to  West  Thumb  where  they  laid  out  a  nature  trail 
to  be  used  at  that  stationa  This  trail  follows  dovm  the  lake  shore 
for  a  distance  of  about  3/h   of  a  mile  end  then  comes  back  through  the 
woods  to  the  point  of  beginning  and  has  along  it  many  interesting 
features  which  can  be  interpreted  to  the  visitor. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  a  JO-minute  talk  to  the 
American  Society  of  Mammalogists  on  June  26,  There  were  127  people 
present.  This  same  group  of  people  were  taken  on  a  wildlife  search 
trip  in  the  evening  and  97  people  participated  and  traveled  on  this 
trip  in  19  automobiles.  On  the  trip  a  large  number  of  antelope,  elk 
and  moose  were  seen. 

The  self-guiding  nature  trail  at  Korris  Geyser  Basin  was 
established  and  water-proof,  treated  labels  are  being  used  in  an 
attempt  to  contend  with  the  basin  fog  and  general  weathering  condi- 
tions which  prevail  in  that  area.  The  interpretive  programs  at  several 
of  the  stations  have  been  audited  by  members  of  the  permanent  Natur- 
alist Division  and  a  reviev;-  of  them  made  with  the  seasonal  men  con- 
ducting them,

Maseum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  v/as  opened  to  public  visitation 
on  June  7»  The  shutters  on  this  building  were  taken  off  on  June  5 
and  it  was  given  a  thorough  house  cleaning  before  opening  to  the 
visitors.   The  rest  rooms  of  this  building  were  repainted  and  thor- 
oughly fixed  up. 

The  shoring  poles  were  removed  from  all  museums  during;  the 
month,  the  shutters  were  taken  off  and  the  museums  were  open  for 
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business  on  the  following  dates i  Norris  -  June  5;  Madison  Junction  - 
June  l6;  and  Fishing  Bridge  -  June  ?•  The  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth 
museums  were  opened  in  May  and  were  open  to  visitors  throughout  the 
entire  month  of  June, 

New  flag  poles  were  erected  at  Norris  and  Madison  on  June  29 
and  at  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  on  June  30« 

Glass  was  placed  in  three  pictures  which  were  taken  to  the 
Big  Hole  Battlefield  for  display  in  the  museum  there*  ,

The  vfork  progrsjn  for  all  personnel  in  the  division  and  their 
tours  of  duty  have  been  made  up  for  the  season  and  the  schedule  as  in 
operation  is  planned  to  be  in  effect  for  the  balance  of  the  season* 

Miss  Mildred  J.  ^ricson.  Park  Ranger  Naturalist,  was  on  two 
days  sick  leave  and  one  day  leave~"without-pay  during  the  month. 

Research  and  Observation 

On  June  5  Park  Ifeturalist  Upton  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  made  a  trip  arovmd  the  loop  to  Fishing  Bridge  and  Old  Faithful 
and  at  that  tijne  delivered  the  sales  publications  to  the  Old  Faithful 
museum  for  the  beginning  of  that  operation.  Observations  were  made 
on  wildlife,  snow  conditions  and  other  factors  on  this  trip»  The 
Fishing  Bridge  museum  was  opened  ard  some  of  the  shutters  removed*} 

Former  Park  Ranger  Naturalist,  William  B.  Sanborn  had 
published  in  the  J\xn.e   issue  of  Natural  History  an  article  on  an 
experience  which  he  had  on  Swan  Lake  Flat,  This  article  was  entitled 
"An  Electrical  Bath  in  Yellowstone",  Mr,  George  D,  Marler  has  pre- 
pared an  interesting  article  for  publication  on  the  thermal  phenomena 
of  the  Upper,  Midway  and  Lower  Geyser  Basins,  This  is  being  submitted 
in  the  near  future  to  a  scientific  journal  for  publication. 

On  June  29  the  interesting  thermal  area  above  the  Mad  Volcano 
was  visited  again  and  was  found  to  be  of  unusual  interest.  The 
spectacular  mud  volcano  at  this  spot  has  shifted  its  zone  of  activities 
some  30  feet  ar-d  is  now  cutting  into  the  hillside  and  has  formed  a 
bank  approximately  9  feet  high.   The  bursts  of  activity  throw  the  black 
mud  often  to  heights  of  25  feet.  This  particular  hydrothermal  feature 
is  of  unusual  interest  and  those  visiting  Yellowstone  Park  who'  are 
interested  in  such  phenomena  should  not  fail  to  visit  this  spot. 

On  this  same  day  the  Hayden  Valley  dump  ground  on  Trout 
Creek  was  visited  and  in  this  general  area  I6  different  grizzly  b^ars 
were  observed,  and  in  addition,  in  the  valley  several  large  bands  of 
elk  were  seen  and  two  fairly  large  herds  of  bison. 
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•Qa  June   30  ifi  the  early  moniing  Park   Ifeturalist  Robert  Upton 
observed  31   cow  elk  accompanied  by  l6  calves   down  on  Stevens  Creek 
near  the  Stevens   Creek  Ranger  Station,     intelope  does   end  kids  have 
been  commonly  seen   in  the  Gardiner- St evens   Creek  area^  ) 

Black  bears  with  cubs  have  not  been  cosmonly  seen   so  far 
this  spring,   but  there  has  been  one  mth  two  cubs   and  one  with  one 
cub  which  quite  regularly  are    seen  along  the  Tov/er  Falls   road.      No 
other  female  bears  with  this   years   cubs  have  been   reported   as  being 
seen  on  trips   around  the   park  by  members   of  the  Naturalist  Division. 

(a  large   cave-in  in   the   roadway  occurred   in   the  cottage   area 
near  the  west  comer  of  the  recreation  hall   at  about  10:00  a.m.    on 
June   22,     This   cave-in  was   investigated   and  photographed  by  Park 
Naturalist  ViTatson.     The  hole  was   about  30  f'fc*   ^y  20  ft<,   at   its   greatest 
points   of   opening  and  was  found  to  be  about  25   ft,   deep  with  a  stream 
of  water  flowing   south- southwest.     This  hole  was   filled  by  the   road 
crew  before  the  close  of  the  month  and  the  road   again  put  into   opera- 
tion  into   the   cottage   area«j 

' On    June  26  after  conducting  the  wildlife   search  for  the 
Jlcierican  Society  of  Mammalogists    a  trip  was  made   in  on   a   little   side 
road  into  the  Gardiner  River  valley  and  there  a  large  band   of  elk 
was   seen.     In  addition  to  this   large  band   several    smaller  groups  of 
elk  were  seen  scattered  throughout  the  valley  area  to  the  north  and 
west,     Karly  in  the  month  calves  were  seen  in  some  numbers  on  the 
north  side   of  the   park  at  the   lower  elevations  between  Mammoth  and 
Gardiner  and  in  the  Stevens  Creek  area.     Some  of  th^se  were  photo- 
graphed and  many  of  them  had  been  tagged  by  Montana  Fish  and   Game 
men  who   are  conducting  a  research   study  on  the       movements   of   the 
Gallatin  and  Northern  Yellowstone  herds.      On  Jvme   18   in  the  early 
morning  a  band   of  approximately  300  head  were   seen  in  the  Gibbon 
Meadows.  ; 

Librajry 

A  number  of  text  books  which  have  value  as  reference  soiirces 
for  current  information  in  the  various  fields  of  science  were  given 
to  the  library  by  Miss  Frances  Gray,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Pocatello,  Idaho  through  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Ted  J,  Parkinson, 
A  number  of  these  books  were  turned  over  to  the  Mammoth  school  for 
their  reference  library© 

The  books  which  were  returned  by  the  Dieter  Book  Binders 
have  been  properly  classified,  cards  prepared  for  the  card  index 
files  and  the  books  filed  in  the  stacks  by  the  librarian. 

Field  libraries  were  sent  to  Fishing  Bridge,  Canyon  and 
Old  Faithful  stations.  In  addition  to  these  some  books  were  checked 
out  for  reference  purposes  by  the  park  ranger  naturalists  stationed 
at  Norris,  Madison,  West  Thumb  and  at  Tower  Falls.

"F^quipment  and  Supplies 

All  quarters  out  in  the  park  to  be  occupied  by  seasonal  park 
ranger  naturalists  were  readied  for  their  occupancy  by  Park  Naturalist 
Upton*  The  quarters  were  occupied  by  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists 
as  they  reported  for  duty  and  the  Government  property  in  them  was 
charged  to  the  individual  occupying  each  set  of  quarters© 

The  projection  equipment,  screen,  binoculars  and  other  equip- 
ment furnished  to  the  field  were  sent  out  and  signed  for  by  the  park 
ranger  naturalist  in  charge  at  each  station. 

The  l£mm  motion  picture  equipment  was  made  available  for  use 
by  the  Protection  Division  in  presenting  training  films  to  fire  guards, 
fire  control  aids  and  other  personnel  throughout  the  month. 

During  the  month  an  order  was  placed  for  the  purchase  of  two 
double  beds,  complete  with  springs  and  mattresses* 
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Photographic  and  Visual  Mds 

All  photographic  albums  have  been  gone  through  by  Miss  R«iee 
Olson  and  the  pictures  and  titles  in  them  have  been  securely  pasted 
in.  In  addition  to  this,  photographs  which  had  not  been  mounted  or 
placed  in  the  albums  have  been  placed  in  them.  Miss  Olson  has  also 
bo\md  200  Kodaslides.

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The  month  of  July  was  characterized  with  afternoon  thunder 
showers  and  several  periods  of  unseasonably  cold  weather.  Morning 
activities  were  in  general  well  attended  by  park  visitors,  but  the 
afternoon  trips  and  the  evening  programs  were  on  several  occasioxis 
interfered  with  by  storms  and  some  of  them  were  cancelled  because 
of  the  wet  weather.  In  many  instances  it  became  necessary  to  move 
activities  inside  the  museum  buildings  where  only  small  crowds  could 
be  accommodated. 

Travel  throughout  the  month  held  out  vVell  and  the  people 
were  using  the  interpretive  facilities  on  a  comparable  basis  to  the 
191+9  season. 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  under  the 
direct  administrative  supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon^ 
and  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Upton  carried  out  general  administra- 
tive responsibilities  at  th^  stations  assigned  to  them  on  the  east 
and  west  sides  of  the  main  loop.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  audited 
the  evening  program  and  activities  at  Canyon  on  July  6,  the  program 
and  activities  at  Old  Faithful  on  July  10,  the  evening  program  at 
Mammoth  on  July  11,  the  evening  program  ard  other  activities  at  Fishing 
Bridge  on  July  13  and  again  reviewed  the  progrsm  at  Old  Faithful  on 
July  25 »  Park  Naturalist  Watson  performing  his  duties  made  ten  trips 
into  the  field  and  on  four  of  these  occasions  he  audited  programs  at 
field  stations.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  audited  program  activities  at 
Canyon  on  two  occasions.  Mammoth  on  two  occasions  and  at  Old  Faithful 
on  one  occasion. 


Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  prepared  for  consideration  three 
memorandums  concerning  the  realignment  of  the  road  in  the  Daisy  Geyser 
area  in  order  to  afford  more  adequate  protection  to  the  geysers,  hot 
pools  and  springs  in  that  area,  and  to  provide  great^^^r  safety  to  the 
visitor  in  the  area  and  more  adequate  parking  facilities.  Another 
memorandum  was  prepared  concerning  the  erection  of  a  more  suitable 


(* 
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fence  around  Old  Faithful  Geyser,  or  the  elimluation  of  fencing  entirely 
in  that  area.  Suggestions  were  made  as  to  the  type  of  fence  which 
might  be  suitable  and  its  general  location.  The  third  memorandum  was 
prepared  on  the  desirability  of  erecting  signs  on  the  Molly  Islands 
which  would  keep  boating  parties  from  coming  ashore  on  these  islands 
and  disturbing  and  molesting  thi^  birds  on  these  rookeries. 

Mr.  Gerald  FitsGerald,  Chief  Topographic  Fhgineer  for  the 

United  States  Geological  Survey  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalists 

office  on  July  10  and  discussed  at  that  time  the  proposed  preparation 

of  a  new  topographic  map  of  Yellowstone.  Mr.  FitzGerald  was  taken  to 

the  Superintendent's  office  and  there  the  plans  of  the  U.  S.  Geological 

Survey  for  the  preparation  of  this  map  were  discussed  with  Mr,  Rogers.

Mr.  Drew  Chick,  Park  Naturalist  of  Ifetional  Capital  Parks, 
was  in  Yellov/stone  Park  from  July  21  through  July  23,  and  at  that  time 
visited  the  Chief  Park  Ifeturalist's  office  at  park  headquarters  and  spent 
considerable  time  at  various  park  museums. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Grover,  Women's  Travel  "Editor,  and  Barbara  Hall, 
Rural  Radio  Network  commentator,  Cornell  University,  Ithica,  New  York 
were  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  July  21  end  at  that  time 
made  a  I5  minute  wire  record iiig  of  an  interview  on  Yellowstone  Park 
for  possible  use  in  a  future  radio  network  program  out  of  Ithica  for 
Cornell  University. 

Hiss  Elizabeth  Beker,  Vfomens  Travel  Editor  for  the  Shell  Oil 
Company  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  2i4th  and  at 
that  time  obtained  a  15  minute  interview  on  Yellowstone  Park  which  she 
expects  to  use  on  a  travel  broadcast  sometime  during  the  coming  winter* 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  church  services  for  the  Roman  Catholics,  Latter 
Day  Saints  and  Protestants  have  been  held  at  the  scheduled  hours  during 
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the  mouth  of  July.  Ati  intensive  program  of  activities  has  been  carried 
on  by  the  student  ministers  with  the  resident  employees  of  the  concessioners 
and  the  Park  Service.  Active  choral  groups  have  present^^d  programs  at 
Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth 

A  special  program  of  religious  significance  was  the  presentation 
of  religious  music  in  the  hotel  recreation  hall  on  the  evening  of  July  21 
by  the  Princeton  Seminary  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Jones.  This 
program  was  well  received  by  the  large  crowd  which  was  in  attendance. 

In-Service  Training 

• 

On  July  1  Chief  Park  Ifeturalist  Condon  gave  a  talk  to  the 
seasonal  park  rangers  who  were  making  a  trip  around  the  loop  as  part  of 
their  indoctrination.  This  talk  was  given  to  theDi  at  Lake  Butte. 

TJ5e  tape  recorder  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Asso- 
ciation was  used  several  times  during  the  month  for  the  purpose  of 
recording  the  interpretive  programs  as  presented  in  the  evenings  by  the 
park  ranger  naturalists.  Records  ^wre  made  of  the  master  of  ceremonies 
aspect  of  the  evening  program  and  the  evening  campfire  talk.  After 
these  talks  were  presented  the  park  ranger  naturalists  v/ere  given  an 
opportunity  to  listen  to  themselves  and  make  their  o\m.   observations 
of  improvements  which  they  might  make  in  presenting  the  material  that 
they  do  to  the  people. 

The  l6ram  sound  motion  picture  projector  and  the  kodaslide 
projectors  were  used  on  several  occasions  during  the  month  for  pro- 
jecting training  films  ard  pictures  to  fire  fighting  crews,  fire  control 
aids  and  other  personnel.  These  instruments  were  used  by  AssistBnt 
Chief  Ranger  Chapmen  and  Park  Ranger  Dennis  Hess. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  public  address  iinit  at  Old  Faithful  was  placed  in  use  and 
used  throughout  the  month  prior  to  each  daylight  eruption  of  Old  Faithful 
when  talks  were  given  by  park  ranger  naturalists.  Thousands  of  people 
have  learned  much  through  being  able  to  hpar  the  announcements  end  infor- 
mation presented  to  them  by  park  remger  naturalists  at  this  point. 

On  July  16  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  axid  on  July  1?  Park 
Naturalist  Upton,  served  e,s  special  guides  for  three  Eagle  Scouts  from 
North  Plainfield,  N-^w  Jersey,  These  scouts  were  Alfred  Fox,  Kent  Bruuson 
and  Robert  Kreidler,  These  young  men  were  competing  for  the  William  T. 
Romaday  gold  medal  award,  and  their  western  trip  to  study  conservation 
was  being  sponsored  by  the  D.  S.  Bureau  of  Reclamation.  Mr.  Edward  M. 
Joyce,  District  Information  Officer  of  the  Big  Horn  District  at  Cody, 
Yv''yoming  was  in  charge  of  the  party,  and  in  addition  to  the  scouts  there 
were  Mr.  Joyce's  son  and  Mr.  Charles  Knell,  photographer  for  the  Bureau 
of  Reclamation.  These  young  men  were  given  a  number  of  talks  on  the 
natural  resources  of  Yellowstone  Jfetional  Park  and  their  sigrdf icarce. 
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Park  Hatur&list  G^orgr  D.  Marl^r  conduct irg   a  perty 
of  250  Boy  Scouts    of  ^h"  Los  Ar.geles  council    on  a 
trip  through  th^   Upp-^r  G^ys^r  Basin   -  July  11,    1930 
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They  were  also  given  a  great  deal  of  information  on  the  national  parks 
ideals,  lend  use  policies  and  National  Park  Service  areas  and  their 
significance  to  the  people  and  as  areas  where  conservation  is  being 
practiced  in  its  highest  sense.  They  were  teiken  from  the  south  entrance 
around  the  main  loop  of  the  park  and  out  thf=;  eastern  entrance* 

On  July  16  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  served  as  guide  and 
«='yes  for  a  psrty  of  60  blind  people  who  entered  Yellowstone  Park  via 
the  west  entrance  in  two  specially  chartered  busses  out  of  Bozeman, 
Montana,  The  blind  were  having  a  school  at  Bozeman  ar;d  it  v/as  determined 
that  a  worthwhile  experience  for  th-^se  people  v\rould  be  to  S'^-e  Yellow- 
stone Park.  They  were  taken  under  Mr,   Condor's  guidance  around  the 
lower  loop  road  and  back  out  the  western  entrance.  On  this  trip  Mr, 
Cordon  talked  almost  constantly  from  9:30  a.m.  until  6:30  p.m.  and  these 
people  were  given  an  opportunity  to  see  considerable  and  learn  a  great 
deal  about  the  natural  resources  of  this  area,  A   special  effort  was 
made  to  get  these  people  to  points  vahere   they  could  hear,  feel  and  smell 
the  things  about  them  and  a  great  deal  of  time  was  given  to  a  graphic 
description  of  the  scenic  Isjidscape,  the  hydro  thermal  phenomena,  the 
vegetative  cover,  the  animal  life  and  the  activity  of  the  people  them- 
selves ♦  It  was  felt  that  this  trip  vms  highly  successfiil  snd  that  all 
members  of  the  party  had  a  delightful  aid  educational  experience » 

On  July  23  Mr,  Drew  Chick,  Park  Naturalist  of  National  Capital 
Parks,  presented  a  talk  on  the  National  Capital  Parks  and  the  inter- 
pretive program  there  to  a  large  audience  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  amphi- 
theater, Mr,  Chick's  program  was  thoroughly  appreciated  by  ever^'^one  snd 
was  very  well  presented. 

On  the  morning  of  July  23  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented 
a  20  minute  talk  to  23  members  of  the  Princeton  Choir  prior  to  their 
departure  on  a  trip  around  the  main  loop  of  the  park. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  the  evening  talks  at 
campfire  programs  as  follows:  Fishing  Bridge  -  July  26;  a  special  talk 
in  the  Lake  Lodge  to  lj.00  people  on  July   27  and  a  talk  on  the  winter  life 
in  Yellowstone  at  Old  Faithful  on  July  28.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  gave 
evening  campfire  talks  during  the  month  at  Fishing  Bridge,  Canyon,  Tower 
Fall  an.d  Mejianoth, 

On  July  11  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Marler  each  conducted 
a  party  of  2^0  Boy  Scouts  through  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  and  down  as 
far  as  Biscuit  Basin  on  a  special  trip.  These  boys  were  scouts  from, 
the  Los  iiigeles  council  returning  from  the  Scout  Jamboree  held  at  Valley 
Forge , 

Self-guiding  nature  trails  were  in  operation  throughout  the 
month  at  Norris,  Mammoth  ajid  Old  Faithful.  Plastic  spray  was  used  on 
the  trail  labels  for  the  Norris  area  ard  90  of  these  have  been  placed 
along  the  trail.  At  Old  Fcithful  there  are  3h  trail  labels  up  and  on 
the  Mammoth  trail  1+5.   It  is  hoped  that  during  the  month  of  August 
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people  can  be  stiiriulated  to  use  these  more  extensively  than  they  have 
during  July, 

During  July  a  large  number  of  oak  frames  left  by  the  U»?, 
Weather  Bureau  some  years  ago  end  salvaged  by  the  Naturalist  Division 
were  put  to  good  use  for  framing  program  announcements  of  the  Natur- 
alist Division  activities.   Twenty-one  of  these  new  sign  units  vfere 
completed  at  the  close  of  the  month  and  three  of  these  were  placed  up 
in  the  field  with  the  other  18  being  in  r^^adiness  to  be  ixistalled  by 
or  before  the  3nd  of  August » 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

At  the  Morris  museum  the  drinking  fountain  has  been  repaired 
end  is  serving  a  good  utilitarian  function  there. 

Under  Park  Naturalist  Upton's  direction  Miss  Mildred  Ericson, 
park  ranger  naturalist,  has  added  83  mosses  and  3  liverv/orts  to  the 
Yellowstone  Park  herbarium  from  the  Conard  collection.  Many  plant 
specimens  have  been  mounted,  new  folders  prepared  and  cards  for  the 
card  index  file  completed  as  well  as  other  herbarium  work  accomplished. 

The  cut  flower  exhibits  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  and  Mammoth 
museums  have  proven  to  be  very  popular  with  the  visitors  and  groups 
of  people  are  congregated  around  these  at  virtually  all  times. 

All  of  the  park  museums  have  been  v/ell  attended  by  the  visitors 
aiid  especially  so  the  Mammoth,  Norris  and  Old  Faithful  museums.  Unfor- 
tunately the  Fishing  Bridge  museum  is  removed  from  the  main  flow  of 
traffic  and  does  not  receive  the  heavy  use  that  some  of  the  units  which 
have  been  established  on  the  main  loop  highway  obtain,  \^The  statistics 
on  the  utilization  of  these  facilities  appears  on  the  regular  monthly 
statistical  report,/ 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park 
Naturalist  /rntson  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  was  on 
duty  all  month.   Clerk-stenographer  Froznick  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  for  three  days  annual  leave  taken  on  July  10,  11  and  12, 

All  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  were  on  duty  throughout 
the  month  and  carried  through  with  the  entire  interpretive  progreon  as 
scheduled  for  the  sumraer  season. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  ^ddie  Joe  Brown  suffered  a  sprained

The  West  Thumb  thermal  area  has  shown  during  the  month  of  July 
rejuvenated  activity.  The  Twin  Geysers  which  were  dormant  for  a  number 
of  years,  were  active  in  July  of  19^+9  end  erupted  with  great  violence 
on  six  recorded  occasions,  again  this  year  in  July  have  literally  gone 
berserk.  It  has  been  necessary  to  prevent  people  from  getting  near 
them  and  to  build  a  new  walk  around  them  for  public  use»  Their  active 
play  has  washed  away  a  section  of  the  old  welk  and  has  eroded  consider- 
able into  the  soil  banks  around  the  geyser  vent* 

The  active  phase  of  these  ge^'-sers  began  with  a  violent  eruption 
on  JuIa^  1  at  about  2:50  p.m.   This  eruption  was  followed  by  17  more 
equally  violent  periods  of  play  vifhen  the  geyser  would  erupt  to  a  height 
of  100  to  120  feet  and  the  duration  of  play  lasted  for  about  tw^o  to 
three  minutes.  These  geysers  "ivere  dormant  again  from  July  8  to  July  22 
when  they  again  enterf^d  en   active  phase  and  they  have  erupted  23  times 
up  to  the  close  of  the  month.  The  shortest  interval  between  eruptions 
d'uring  the  active  phase  of  these  geysers  has  been  180  minutes  and  the 
longest  interval  I4.O5  minutes.  The  length  of  interval  between  eruptions 
seems  to  have  no  effect  upon  the  duration  of  period  of  play  nor  upon 
the  violence  of  play. 

On  the  evening  of  July  28  an  unnamed  super-heated  hot  spring 
located  near  the  parking  area  on  the  north  end  of  the  Thumb  geyser  basin 
erupted.  This  eniption  was  of  a  violent  character  arid  indications  are 
that  it  will  probably  play  more  in  the  future.  Black  Pool  an.d  Abyss 
Pool  have  become  much  hotter  end  in  Abyss  Pool  the  water  has  become 
very  turbid  and  there  is  evidence  of  the  algal  growth  being  killed  in 
some  sections  of  these  pools.  All  in  all,  the  V/est  Thumb  thermal  area, 
because  of  this  increased  activity,  has  proven  to  be  exceedingly  inter- 
esting to  the  visitors. 

The  hydrothermal  activity  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  is  following 
its  customary  pattern  with  most  of  the  major  gej^sers  erupting  in  a 
similar  manner  to  that  which  they  have  in  the  past*  The  Gisntess 
Geyser  was^.in  eruption  on  July  2. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Kenneth  Armitage  has  been  actively 
engaged  in  conducting  research  on  the  limiiology  of  the  Firehole  River. 
Mr.  Armitage 's  problem  is  one  which  he  is  v/orkirg  on  for  an  advanced 
degree  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Dr.  Arthur  D.  Easier  of  that 
institution  thinks  that  the  problem  is  one  which  Mr.  Armitage  will 
have  to  work  on  for  at  least  two  seasons  and  is  of  such  an  extent 
that  it  will  readily  qualify  for  a  doctor's  degree. 

Park  Ranger  Ife-tura]  ist  Richard  K.  Schroeder,  who  is  stationed 
at  To^Arer  Fall,  has  been  progressing  with  his  research  work  on  the 
small  mammal  ecology  of  the  Mt.  Yfashburn  area  as  a  study  being  done 
to  qualify  him  for  a  master's  degree  in  zoology  at  the  Brigham  Young 
University  in  Utah,

A  collecting  permit  to  collect  plant  specimens  was  issued  to 
Dr*  Walter  P«  Cottam,  University  of  Utah. 

Aatelope  have  been  regularly  seen  along  the  north  side  of  the 
park  throughout  the  month  and  or  July  1  a  female  was  observed  serving 
in  the  capacity  of  baby  sitter  for  she  had  under  her  supervision  and 
direction  seven  young  kids.  This  observation  vms  made  on  Stevens  Creek* 

On  July  2  on  a  visit  to  Turbid  Lake  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  observed  about  300  Canadi&a  geese  congregated  there.  This 
large  flock  of  geese  have  been  observed  several  times  during  July 
by  other  members  of  the  l\aturalist  Division  and  were  photographed. 

The  trumpeter  swan  that  have  been  observed  by  members  of  the 
Naturalist  Division  during  the  month  of  July  were  as  follows;  one 
lone  bird  on  Beaver  Lakej  the  pair  at  south  Twin  Lake;  a  pair  on  Obsidian 
Lake,  three  adults  on  Grizzly  Lake;  a  pair  vi^ith  two  cygnets  were  observed 
the  fore-psrt  of  the  month  or.  Sivan  Leke,  but  at  the  close  of  the  month 
the  cygnets  have  disappeared,  A  pair  with  five  cygnets  were  observed 
early  in  July  on  the  sinall  lake  below  Madison  Junction,  but  at  the  close 
of  the  month  only  four  cygnets  seem  to  be  left,  A  pair  on  a  smell  lake 
in  the  Lamar  Valley  near  the  junction  of  the  Lamar  River  and  Slough 
Creek  had  tw^o  cygnets  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  there  is  only  one 
left.  On  Grebe  Lake  two  pair  of  adult  swans  "A-ere  found,  but  no  cygnets 
wei'e  observed  although  in  late  June  the  female  was  sitting  on  a  nest 
on  the  west  end  of  the  lake.   One  adult  was  observed  on  Lake  of  the 
Woods »  ilpparently  the  late  spring  and  adverse  weather  have  had  their 
effect  on  the  nesting  success  of  this  species  of  bird  this  year. 

Most  of  the  nesting  osprey  which  have  been  observed  have  been 
fairly  successful  in  their  nesting  and  there  are  several  pairs  with 
young  in  the  Grsnd  Canyon,  The  pair  nesting  on  l?agle  Nest  Rock  in  the 
Gardiner  Canyon  have  two  young  which  have  proven  to  be  of  great  interest 
to  the  travelers  up  and  down  the  Gardiner  Canyon,  Th^re  is  a  pair  of 
these  birds  which  are  nesting  near  the  seven  mile  hole  and  there  are 
two  young  in  this  nest. 

On  July  7  ei  trip  was  made  to  the  Molly  Islands  in  the  southern 
end  of  Yellowstone  Lake  for  the  purpose  of  making  observations  on  the 
bird  rookeries  there  and  to  bend  sea  gulls,  Caspian  terns,  cormorants 
and  pelicans.  This  party  consisted,  of  Robert  Upton,  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen, 
Frank  Rentchler,  Welter  Kittams,  Datus  Proper,  Kenneth  Armitage,  George 
Downing,  Herrold  Asmussen,  Kenneth  Diem  and  Dave  Condon,  The  party  did 
not  go  ashore  on  the  islands  because  the  birds  were  apparently  in  the 
mid-period  of  their  nesting  activity,  A  cruise  was  made  around  the  island 
and  a  study  made  of  them  with  binoculars.   It  was  d'^termined  that  there 
were  87  adult  pelicans  on  the  south  side  of  the  rocky  island  and  25  on 
the  north  side  for  a  total  of  112  pelicans.   Of  these  it  was  determined 
that  71  were  nesting  on  the  south  side  end   12  nesting  on  the  north  side 
for  a  total  of  63  birds  apparently  nesting.   Only  three  young  pelicans 
were  observed.  There  were  23  cormorant  nests  seen  with  birds  using  them, 
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Pod  of  young  p^^licans  on  th^  rocky  island  of  the 
Molly  Islands  -  July  2?,  1950>   Photo  -  Cordon 
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ar:d  a  total  of  10  Caspian  tern  were  counted.   It  was  thought  that  seven 
of  these  were  nesting.  There  were  hundreds  of  gulls  and  an  estimated 
33  to  1+0  young  gulls  were  seen.  On  the  sandy  islejid  there  were  2?  adult 
pelicans,  8  of  v/hich  were  thought  to  be  nesting;  four  Caspian  tern  were 
seen  on  this  island  and  there  were  dozens  of  gulls.  The  water  of 
Yellowstone  Lake  was  exceedingly  high  and  it  is  thought  that  many  of 
the  nests  were  probably  flooded  out  by  high  water* 

In  19^9  a  pa^rty  which  visited  the  island  wss  there  on  July  9 
and  at  that  time  all  nesting  activities  were  over,  m&jay  of  the  young 
birds  were  almost  feathered  out  and  virtually  ell   of   them  were  exceedingly 
active* 

On  July  27  a  party  again  went  to  the  Islands  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  banding  operations  which  it  was  intended  would  be  accomplished 
on  the  7th«  This  party  consisted  of  Robert  Upton,  Lowell  Biddulph, 
Robert  Ltontey,  Arthur  Geis,  Mma  Teuscher,  Eddie  Joe  Brown,  Frank  Rentchler, 
Kenneth  Diem,  Carl  Martin,  Joe  Vsnce,  Wilson  Condon,  David  Biddulph 
and  Dave  Condon.  Upon  the  parties  arrival  at  the  islands  they  found  that 
the  nesting  activities  for  all  sp^^cies  w^ere  apparently  over  and  that 
there  were  young  in  considerable  numbers  on  the  rocky  island,  but  that 
there  were  no  yotjng  birds,  or  apparently  no  concentration  of  birds  on 
the  sandy  island.  The  party  went  ashore  on  the  rocky  Islejid  and  banded 
58  young  pelicans,  297  gulls  and  one  Caspian  tern.  There  were  no  young 
cormorants  banded  because  the  party  did  not  have  bands  of  the  proper 
size  to  place  on  these  birds,  although  th<=re  were  35  young  cormorants 
on  the  island.  There  was  a  marked  contrast  in  the  numbers  of  young 
in  the  bird  colony  this  year  as  compared  to  19U9»  All  young  pelicens 
were  banded  and  there  were  only  58,  whereas  last  year  200  pelicans 
were  banded  and  it  was  felt  that  there  were  20  or  more  birds  that 
were  not.  The  estimated  population  on  the  islands  at  the  time  the  party 
was  there  as  made  by  the  various  members  of  the  party  totaled  up  to 
be  80  adult  white  pelicans,  1800  gulls,  700  yoimg  gulls,  35  young 
cormorants,  12  adult  conriorants,  3  young  Caspian  terns  and  9  adult 
Caspian  terns. 

Two  bands,  apparently  from  pelicans,  were  found  on  the  islands 
and  from  their  general  appearance  they  were  not  bands  that  had  been 
placed  on  pelicans  in  Yellowstone  Park.  These  were  sent  to  the  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  for  identification  and  information  concerning  them 
will  be  presented  in  next  months  report  if  it  is  availablso   In  addition 
to  these  bands  a  number  of  interesting  items  were  found  on  the  islands. 
Most  of  thpse  consisted  of  fishing  gear  of  various  kinds  which  apparently 
had  been  lost  by  fishermen  v/ho  had  hooked  fish  and  had  the  fish  get 
away,  Ttiese  injured  or  handicapped  fish  were  apparently  captured  by 
either  the  pelicans  or  gulls,  transported  to  the  islands,  the  fish 
consumed  and  the  fishing  tackle  left  as  a  residue.  This  large  assort- 
ment of  debris  is  going  to  be  photographed  and  made  a  part  of  our 
official  record  of  activities  which  apparently  occur  in  the  island 
area*

The  female  black  bear  which  apparently  has  a  backet  rim  around 
her  neck  for  a  collar  has  been  frequenting  the  roadside  in  the  vicirity 
of  the  Petrified  Tree  road  with  her  two  yearling  cubs  and  has  been  the 
source  of  considerable  speculation  as  to  just  what  the  apparent  collar 
is  she  has  around  her  neck« 

On  July  3  in  traveling  from  the  Floating  Island  Lake  to  Cascade 
Creek  at  Canyon  Park  Naturalist  Watson  saw  2i;  black  bf^ar  along  the  road- 
side.  On  July  20  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  sav;  l6  black  bear  at  the 
Tower  Fall  dump,  and  thpse  combined  with  animals  seen  along  the  roadside 
totalled  26  for  the  trip  from  Mammoth  to  Canyon  via  the  old  road* 

On  July  20  a  most  interesting  fight  between  two  large  dark 
brown  bears  was  watched  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  This  battle 
lasted  about  10  minutes  and  occurred  in  a  meadow  near  the  Tower  Fall 
duriipground ,  The  events  which  led  up  to  this  fight  were  interesting  in 
that  one  of  the  bears  was  apparently  a  bully.   He  had  his  ear  chewed 
up,  a  scar  across  his  face,  looked  as  though  his  nose  had  been  pushed 
in  and  in  general  was  a  rough  appearing  character.  He  dominated  the 
area  and  all  the  bears  around  showed  considerable  respect  to  him  -vuhen 
he  came  in  their  direction.  On  three  occasions  he  chased  a  very  hand- 
some appearing  large  brov/n  bear  away  from  the  durapground  and  on  each 
occasion  after  chasing  him  some  200  yards  they  would  return  slowly  to 
the  dump  site  and  then  within  a  very  few  minutes  repeat  the  process. 
On  the  fourth  trip,  however,  the  sleek  appearing  hrcvm   bear  decided 
that  he  had  run  far  enough  and  so  stopped  in  the  meadow  and  the  battle 
ensued.  It  was  one  of  a  rough  and  tumble  character  with  considerable 
strikjjig  of  the  forepaws,  standing  up  on  the  hind  feet  and  use  of  the 
jaws  in  biting,  the  claws  in  digging  and  also  accompanied  by  a  vocal 
refrain  consisting  of  roars  and  bellows  from  both  animals.   One  of  the 
interesting  turns  of  the  battle  was  -viiien  the  bully  apparently  gained 
some  advantage  and  the  fine  appearing  bear  placed  a  tree  betv/een  him- 
self and  the  bully.  There  was  an  exciting  chase  around  and  sxound  this 
tree  before  the  two  combatants  engaged  again  in  the  blow  for  blow- 
struggle.  The  bears  firjally  disappeared  in  the  dense  forest  still 
battling,  with  the  crashing  of  trees  and  brush  and  the  roaring  very 
audible*  Shortly  this  ceased  and  soon  thereafter  both  combatants  were 
back  near  the  dump  area. 

Four  black  bear  cubs  have  been  observed  between  Old  Faithful 
©jad  West  Thujnb  and  three  between  Tower  Fell  and  Canyon,  These  are  the 
only  ones  which  have  been  reported  to  this  office  so  far  this  year. 

Park  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle  has  conducted  his  research 
work  on  the  geographic  location  of  the  old  Bannock  Trail  and  has  made 
considerable  progress  in  establishing  its  original  geographic  location. 
In  conducting  this  work  he  has  at  times  found  Indian  artifacts  of 
various  kinds  which  have  been  accessioned  and  added  to  cur  museum 
archives. 

On  July  10  Park  Naturalist  Y/atson  with  Park  Jfeturalist  Replogle 
went  vrith  Mrs.  Ritchey  of  Gardiner,  Montana  to  several  Indian  sit'^s  on 
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the  north  slopes  of  Mt,  Everts,  On  this  trip  some  evidence  of  Indian 
useage  of  the  area  was  found,  hut  Park  Ifeturalists  Watson  and  Rpplogle 
are  doubtfixl  as  to  whether  cr  not  some  of  the  evidence  which  iirs.  Ritchey 
thought  indicated  old  abardoned  corrals  and  traps  were  actually  such* 
Further  investigating  of  this  matter  mil  be  carried  on  this  fall. 

The  wildlife  along  the  roadside  has  proven  to  be  highly  enter- 
taining to  park  visitors.  Flk   in  151k  Park,  near  Roaring  Mountain  and 
near  Madison  Junction  have  on  numerous  occasions  caused  traffic  jams 
comparable  to  any  created  by  bear  frequenting  the  roadside*  i  cow 
moose  and  her  calf  near  Cascade  Creek  at  Cajiyon  have  on  many  occasions 
blocked  the  highway  and  have  both  shown  considerable  disdain  for  picture 
takers  who  have  exposed  vast  numbers  of  pictures  of  them.  Bison  have 
frequented  the  Lamar  Valley  on  numerous  occasions  and  have  been  seen 
by  many  visitors.  They  have  been  r  egularly  seen  in  the  Lov/er  Geyser 
Basin» 

Library 

A  book  entitled  Yellov<stone  Highway  in  Wyoming  and  Colorado 
was  given  to  the  library  on  July  25  by  Dr.  C.  bT  Welle.  Miss  Joan 
Swart z low  has  continued  her  work  in  the  library  as  librarian  end  a 
largp  number  of  employees  end  interested  visitors  have  utilized  the 
publications  there.

Park  travel  for  the  month  of  August  was  heavy  and  the  inter- 
pretive facilities  afforded  by  the  Naturalist  Division  were  heavily 
used  by  park  visitors.   There  were  good  crowds  in  attendance  at  the 
programs  in  spite  of  adverse  weather  during  the  fore  part  of  the  month 
6jad  attendar.ce  at  programs  held  up  well  at  the  close  of  the  month 
when  travel  had  dropped  appreciably  over  the  peak. 

The  last  fev/  days  of  the  month  of  iugust  were  the  warmest 
and  most  delightful  days  so  far  as  weather  conditions  are  concerned 
for  the  entire  1950  season,  and  all  phases  of  field  activities  were 
stepped  up  to  take  advantage  of  the  splendid  weather, 

Administration  ^ 


The  activities  of  the  Ifeturalist  Division  were  under  the 
direct  administrative  supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon. 
Park  Naturalists  W.  Verde  Watson  and  Robert  F.  Upton  handled  special 
administrative  phases  of  the  work  at  the  various  stations  assigned 
to  them.  The  senior  park  ranger  naturalists  at  the  large  field 
stations  directed  the  activities  of  their  programs  and  all  phases 
of  the  Naturalist  Division  went  well  during  the  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  August  2  Mr.  Ben  Sharpsteen,  Production  Supervisor,  Walt 
Disney  Productions,  and  Mr.  Alfred  M.  Milotte  were  in  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office  to  go  over  details  concerning  the  photographing 
of  DP'ars  for  use  in  a  forthcoming  V/slt  Disney  release.  Mr,  Milotte 
and  his  wife  heve  been  in  the  park  throughout  the  entire  month  of 
August  and  have  obtained  some  exceedingly  interesting  bear  pictures 
to  date. 


On  August  3  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  met  vrlth  Rev, 
R.  N.  Buswell  of  Cody,  Wyoming  at  the  Lake  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of 
reviewing  with  him  the  Protestant  religious  service?  program  for  the 
park,  and  at  that  time  discussed  the  stadent  minister  program. 

On  August  8  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  a  conference 
in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on  thp  Gallatin  elk  herd  program. 
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In  attendance  at  this  conference  were  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston, 
Biologist  Kittams,  Chief  Ranger  Skinner,  Assistant  Chief  Rmger  Evans 
and  Superintendent  Rogers. 

Mr*  Larry  Madison,  motion  picture  photographer  who  last  year 
made  a  Yellovirstone  Park  movie  for  the  Ford  Motor  Company,  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Ifeturalist's  office  on  August  8  and  intended  to  make  a  water 
fowl  picture,  but  had  to  leave  the  park  before  he  could  make  it. 

On  August  l6  Chief  Park  Jfeturalist  Condon  took  Dr.  R.  H. 
Tha-ndrup,  Director  of  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  from  Aarhus,  Denmark 
with  him  into  the  field.  Dr.  Thamdrup  was  shown  the  features  along 
the  west  side  of  the  park  and  considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  Lower 
and  Upper  Geyser  Basins.  Dr.  Thamdrup  accompanied  Biologist  Kittams  on 
the  17th  to  Jackson  Hole  and  Teton  •'■National  Park  and  again  visited  in 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  18th. 

On  August  21  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  Park 
Engineer  Wohlbrandt  through  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  area  where  they 
reviewed  the  proposed  relocation  of  the  Black  Sand  Basin  road  around 
Daisy  Geyser  and  also  reviewed  other  installations  needed  with  respect 
to  paths  and  observation  platforms  in  these  basins. 

On  August  22  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  met  Mr.  Minoru 
lijima.  Director  of  the  Jfetional  Parks  of  Japan,  at  the  Canyon  Hotel 
and  conducted  him  around  the  lower  loop  of  the  park.  They  were  exceed- 
ingly fortunate  in  the  geyser  basins  and  were  able  to  see  many  of  the 
major  geysers  in  action.  The  most  important  of  those  seen  were  Grand, 
Castle,  Old  Faithful,  Great  Fountain,  Daisy,  Lion,  "iWhite  Dome  and  the 
Sapphire.  This  was  a  most  impressive  array  of  geysers  for  one  afternoon 
and  Mr.  lijima  was  highly  pleased  at  his  opportunity  to  see  so  many. 

On  August  2I4.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  met  and  visited 
with  Mr.  Luther  C.  Steward,  Natioi  al  President  of  the  Ife.tional  Federation 
of  Federal  Employees,  at  the  Old  Faithful  Inn. 

On  August  25  Professor  C.  E.  Tilley  of  the  Department  of 
Mineralogy  and  Petrography,  University  of  Cambridge,  England,  was  in 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  and  was  taken  to  and  shown  the  mixed 
rock  area  along  the  Gardiner  River  below  the  seven-mile  bridge. 

On  August  30  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  called  and  sat 
in  on  a  conference  with  respect  to  the  management  of  the  Northern 
Yellowstone  elk  herd.  At  this  conf'^'rence  were  Director  Newton  B. 
Drury  of  the  National  Park  Service,  Superintendent  Rogers,  Assistant 
Superintendent  Johnston,  Chief  Ranger  Skinner  and  Assistant  Chief 
Ranger  Evans. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  Yellowstone  Park  chapel  was  us^d  throughout  the  raonth  by 
the  Park  County  Ministerial  Association,  the  student  ministers,  the  Latter 
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Day  Saints   and  the  Roman  Catholics.     All   services  were  conducted  at  the 
regularly  scheduled  times   and  were  v;ell  attended  by  both  employees   and 
park:  visitors* 

A  special   communion  service  for  Yellowstone  Park  employees 
was  held  on  the  evening  of  August  30  at  9sU5  P«m.     The  service  was 
conducted  by  Rev,   E,   A.   Syms   of  Livingston,  Montana  and  was  arranged 
for  through  the  student  ministers.      There  were   about  200  people   in 
attendance   at  this   service   and  approximately  I50  of  them  made  their 
communion. 

The  Mammoth  Boys   Choir  was  taken  by  student  minister  Warren 
Cst  to   sing  at  the  Tower  Falls   and  Cenyon  services   on  August  20.      This 
was   a  new  experience  for  the  boys   and  they  performed  their  services  well.

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A   special  talk  on  Yellowstone  Ifetional  Park  was  given  to  a 
high  school  bsind  group  in  Gardiner,  Montana  on  Wednesday,  Aug^-ist  23 
by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  There  were  50  people  in  attendance 
at  this  program,  j 

The  balance  of  the  new  program  announcement  signs  v/ere  put 
up/by  Park  Naturalist  Uptonjin  key  spots  and  have  proven  to  be  very 
helpful  in  publicising  the  interpretive  program  to  the  park  visitors. 
These  program  announcements  are  in  addition  to  the  regular  easel 
announcements  which  we  have  placed  at  strategic  spots*  Before  the 
month  v/as  over  two  of  the  glasses  in  these  announcements  were  broken 
by  vandals  and  had  to  be  returned  to  Mam^noth  for  glass  replacement. 

The  entire  program  of  interpretive  activities  and  services 
was  conducted  throughout  the  month  until  lugust  20  when  it  became 
necessary  to  eliminate  some  items  from  the  program  at  park  headquarters 
due  to  the  departure  of  one  of  the  seasoi  al  park  ranger  naturalists. 
The  rest  of  the  program  vj-as  carried  on  throughout  the  month  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  sharp  curtailment  immediately  after 
the  first  of  September,  /  The  services  have  proven  popular  vrt.th  the 
people  and  statistics  on  the  attendance  at  the  various  museums,  camp- 
fire  programs  and  other  activites  are  presented  in  the  statistical 
report  foriu  which  accompanies  this,  ) 

The  three  self-guiding  nature  trails  which  have  been  in 
operation  at  Mammoth,  Norris  and  Old  Faithful  throughout  the  month 
have  proven  popular  with  park  visitors  and  at  the  museum  information 
desks  inquiries  have  been  made  on  several  occasions  as  to  the  location 
of  added  trails  virhich  they  might  use.  With  this  in  mind  plans  will 
be  instigated  for  the  development  of  additional  trails  another  season. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 


Park  Naturalist  Upton  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  his  time 
to  the  checking  of  museum  accessioned  items  in  all  museums  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  he  will  devote  much  of  his  time  during  September  and 
part  of  the  winter  to  bringing  up-to-date  museum  accession  records* 

The  grizzly  bear  at  Fishing  Bridge  museum  and  the  grizzly 
bear  hide  in  the  Mammoth  museum  have  been  abused  some  by  park  visitors 
and  although  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  injuries  to  these 
specimens  a  claw  was  cut  from  the  hide  at  Jilammoth,  and  two  claws 
pulled  from  the  one  at  Fishing  Bridge  even  though  the  ones  at  Fishing 
Bridge  were  riveted  on  with  small  rivets.  It  is  plarjned  to  obtain  a 
large  exhibit  case  to  place  the  specimen  in  at  Fishing  Bridge  before 
smother  season  arrives. 

Mildred  J.  Ericson,  Park  Ranger  Naturalist,  has  been  working 
on  the  herbarium  specimens  throughout  the  month  and  several  new  mounts 
have  been  added  to  this  collection. 
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Two  study  skins  W(=re  added  to  the  park  collection  during  the 
raonth.   One  of  these  '.vas  ari  olive-backed  thmsh  and  the  other  a  mirk. 
Both  of  these  were  accidentally  killed  -  the  mink  by  an  automobile  and 
the  thrush  by  flying  into  a  window  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum. 

The  cut  flower  exhibits  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  and  Mammoth  Mur^eums 
proved  to  be  ver.y  popular  with  the  visitors  throughout  the  month.   These 
exhibits  were  carried  through  the  month  of  ^gxist  and  terminated  on  the 
first  of  September* 

A  large  nxjmber  of  Indian  artifacts  have  been  accessioned  during 
the  month.  Most  of  these  were  found  and  txjmed  in  by  Park  Ranger  natur- 
alist V/ayne  F.  Replogle,  but  several  others  were  turned  in  by  individuals* 
In  Eiddition  to  these  Inditn  artifacts  a  large  number  of  historical  objects, 
documents,  photographs  and  published  literature  have  been  accessioned.

On  a  trip  to  Mt,  V/ashbum  on  August  27  nine  big  horn  evres,  two 
lambs   and  one  yoiuig  ram  were  observed   and  photographed.      One  ewe  was   a 
peculiar  appearing  animal   since   she  had  horns  that  protruded  straight 
out  to  each  side   instead  of  up  end  back  in  a  curved  manner.      Cue  of  the 
lambs  was   ill   and   seemed  to  have  the   sniffles   and  coughed   a  great  deal.

*"^    "         The  Xinnamed  mud  boiler  in  the  Mud  Volcano   area  has   continued   in 

a  violent   state   throughout  the  month   of  August  and   is   slowly  eating  its 
way  back  into  the  hillside   and  now  hias   a  vertical   bank  of   some   12  to   16 
feet   in  height.      The  decrease   in  the  water  content  of  the  mud  has   appre- 
ciably changed  the  character  of  the  activity  and   at  the   close   of  the 
month  instead  of   it  being  a  constant  violent  boiling  action  there  was   a 
tendency  toward  violent   explosions  where  mud  was   thrown  in  all   directions. 

Dr.   0.   B.   Cope  visited  the  Molly  Islands   in  raid-jkugust  for  the 
purpose   of   recovering  fish  tags   from  this   area  and   at  that  time  reported 
finding  on  the   island  II4  dead  young  pelicsns  which  had  been  banded  by 
the   party  in  late   July.     The   opportunity  to  make  a  detailed   investigation 
of  this   high  mortality  has  not  yet  occurred  but  it   is   anticipated  that  a 
visit  will  be  made  to  the   islands   in  early  September.     A  mortality  of 
this   extent   seems   exceedingly  odd  in  that   IJ4  dead  out   of  59  pelicans   this 
year  as   to  only  8  out   of  some  200  last  year   should  bear   careful  investi- 
gation. 
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Four  trees  with  old  dates  on  them,  three  of  them  at  Car-yon  and 
one  at  the  Natural  Bridge,  have  been  examined  for  obtaining  photographs 
for  historical  records  and  also  for  the  preparation  of  Kodaslides  for 
use  in  historical  talks » 

Observations  this  month  indicate  that  there  are  more  bears  seen 
along  the  roadside  between  Manmoth  and  Madison  Junction  than  during  iiugust 
of  19^9*  The  bear  feeding  practice  on  the  part  of  individuals  has  been 
exceedingly  bed  throughout  the  month  and  large  jams  of  cars  have  been 
observed  on  many  occasions  between  Mammoth  and  Canyon  via  Tov/er  Falls* 
On  every  occasion  when  trips  have  been  made  out  into  the  park  it  has  been 
necessary  for  park  naturalists  to  stop  and  break  up  traffic  jams  and  stop 
people  from  feeding  bears. 

An  unusual  observation  was  made  by  Mr.  Alfred  Milotte  at  the 
Tower  Falls  dump  where  he  has  been  spending  considerable  time  observing 
and  photographing  bears.  Two  black  bears  were  shot  in  the  Tower  Falls 
district  for  management  purposes  and  were  brought  to  the  dump,  Th^se 
bears  were  eaten  by  the  other  bears  at  the  dumpground  and  the  interesting 
aspect  of  this  cannibalistic  trait  was  the  fact  that  with  both  specimens 
the  bears  completely  left  alone  the  hearts  end   livers  and  did  not  e&t 
them.  Eventually  these  were  eaten  by  ravens  and  magpies,  ''ffliether  there 
is  something  about  these  tv/o  organs  which  is  not  palatable  to  b^ars  or 
some  other  reason  is  not  known,  but  in  both  instexxCes  this  happened* 

Park  Naturalist  Vfatson  states  that  "while  watching  four  cow  elk 
feeding  along  Obsidian  Creek  about  a  mile  north  of  Roaring  Mountain,  I 
v/as  interested  to  note  their  preference  for  the  flower  and  partially 
seeded  heads  of  wild  parsnip  and  the  flowers  of  the  monkshood.  Watching 
them  through  the  glasses  at  close  range  they  were  seen  to  be  rather  care- 
fully seeking  out  these  two  herbs,  and  a  survey  for  the  area  revealed 
almost  no  flowering  heads  of  either  plant  ei'ter  they  had  passed  through 
the  area,"

Research  and  Observation 

Mr,  Tom  McHugh  who  has  a  research  study  grant  from  the  New 
York  Zoological  Gardens  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office 
twice  during  the  month  discussing  plans  which  he  has  to  conduct  a 
detailed  study  on  bison*  Mr#  McHugh  had  been  studying  the  bison 
of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park  and  hopes  to  next  year  be  able 
to  sperd  the  entire  year  observing  the  free  bison  of  Yellowstone  Park* 

On  September  6  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Natur- 
alist Watson  made  a  trip  to  the  Holly  Islands  for  the  purpose  of 
checking  on  the  reports  made  in  last  month's  report  of  the  heavy 
mortality  of  yo\ang  pelicans  banded  on  July  27.   On  this  trip  as 
members  of  the  party  were  Mr,  Herbert  Ti^rison  and  family  of  Washing- 
ton D.  C«  The  day  proved  to  be  a  very  fine  one  and  a  number  of 
interesting  observations  w«re  made,  ^aroute  to  Lake  in  order  to 
take  the  boat  two  moose  were  observed  in  Blacktail  Lakes  reflected 
in  the  calm,  mirror- like  water*  Five  trumpeter  swan,  were  seen  on 
Alum  Creek.  They  appeared  as  ghosts  in  the  foggy  mists  which  hung 
over  this  stream*  A  number  of  black  bear  were  observed  out  early 
along  the  highway,  especially  between  Tower  Falls  and  Canyon* 

A  thorough  search  was  made  of  both  the  rocky  and  sandy 
islands  and  two  gull  bands  were  recovered,  two  fish  tags  and  one 
pelican  band*  Fifty-two  young  pelicans  were  observed  not  yet  able 
to  fly  in  the  bay  to  the  south  and  wpst  of  the  Molly  Islands  and 
since  there  were  only  fifty-eight  of  these  present  at  the  time  of 
banding  it  was  felt  that  the  mortality  was  probably  not  as  great 
as  reported  and  that  those  seeing  dead  birds  on  the  islands  had 
mistaken  young  gulls  for  young  pelicans*  hfter   thoroughly  exam- 
ining both  islands,  the  lakeshore  immediately  south  of  the  islands 
was  visited  and  about  one  hour  spent  searching  the  shoreline  area 
for  Indian  artifacts.  Four  good  arrowheads,  incomplete  portions  of 
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Colonel  Mervyzi  H.  Cowie,  Director  of  the  Kat3o.n£l  Parks  of  KT.ya,  f^est 
Africa,  viewing  the  Grard  Canyon  of  the  Yello"wstore  from  the  new  Grand 
View  Observation  r^latfonn,      Septemb^^r  lu,   1950 
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several  others,  one  scraper,  one  knife  and  a  number  of  chips  were 
found  in  this  short  time.   The  abundance  of  artifacts  in  this  ar^a 
seems  to  indicate  that  it  was  extensively  used  by  the  Indians.   In 
addition  to  the  pelicans  seen  there  were  1?  cormorants,  all  able  to 
fly,  and  some  25  to  30  adult  pelicens  which  came  into  the  area* 
There  were  very  few  California  sea  gulls  around* 

'"  "       On.   September  13,  ih   and  15  Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon 
visited  the  Big  Hole  Battlefield  National  Monument  accompanied  by 
Messrs.  Mattson,  Mattes  and  Finch,  This  trip  was  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  information  about  the  battlefield  area;  and,  while 
there  a  number  of  pictures  were  taken  by  Mr*  Condon,   The  weather 
was  very  adverse  with  several  inches  of  snow  being  on  the  ground 
and  the  skies  over-cast  and  stormy.  In  spite  of  this  it  is  thought 
that  a  number  of  reasonably  good  photographs  were  obtained  of  the 
area  which  can  be  used  in  future  planning  and  interpretive  work 
for  the  area. 

The  general  collecting  permits  for  all  forms  of  specimens 
in  Yellowstone  National  Park  which  were  requested  by  Park  Naturalists 
Watson,  Upton,  Condon  and  Biologist  Kittams  were  received  back  approved 
by  the  Director  on  September  22, 

Final  arrangements  were  made  with  Dr.  0.  J.  Murie  and  the 
Protection  Division  on  September  26  for  the  collecting  of  five  repre- 
sentative bull  elk  specimens  for  use  hy  Dr,  Murie  in  a  research  study 
which  he  has  been  making.  Plans  call  for  the  collection  of  these 
specimens  to  begin  on  October  3  eJ^d  to  be  terminated  as  soon  as 
possible. 

On  September  27  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  visited  geyser 
basin  areas  and  checked  on  the  clean-up  work  which  is  being  conducted 
by  the  crew  th'=re.  Several  pictures  were  made  of  debris  taken  from 
pools,  springs  and  geysers  and  observations  were  made  of  some  of  the 
debris  still  lodged  in  them  which  it  is  going  to  take  special  work 
to  remove* 

Of  unusual  interest  with  respect  to  the  th-^^rmal  area  clean- 
up was  the  amazing  results  obtained  when  the  old  Handkerchief  Pool  in 
the  Black  Sand  Basin  was  cleaned,  Mr,  Marler  and  his  crew  were  instructed 
to  attempt  to  clean  this  pool  and  after  several  hours  of  work  they 
were  able  to  remove  from  it  a  large  amount  of  debris  in  the  form  of 
sajid,  sinter,  sticks  and  other  materials  which  had  accumulated  in  it 
at  the  site  that  formerly  was  Handkerchief  Pool.  After  thoroughly 
cleaning  this  superheated  water  circulation  was  again  established. 
The  spring  overflowed  slowly  and  a  test  revealed  that  this  small 
spring  functioned  in  much  the  same  manner  that  it  did  when  it  received 
fame  as  the  Handkerchief  Pool,   It  was  decided  that  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  rejuvenated  and  is  again  a  functioning  thennal 
feature  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  publicize  this  fact.

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Of  unusual  interest  to  membfrs  of  the  Naturalist  Division 
was  a  conversation  which  took  plac^  with  Colonel  Merv^/n  H»  Cowie, 
Director  of  the  National  Parks  of  Kenya,  East  Africa.  In  this 
conversation  Col.  Cowie  commented  on  the  similarity  of  the  lion 
feeding  problem  which  they  have  in  the  African  parks  to  the  bear 
feeding  problem  Y^ich  exists  in  Yellowstone  National  Park.   Col« 
Cowie  stated  that  by  conducting  vigorous  enforcements  against  the 
feeding  of  lions  and  the  assessing  of  heavy  fines  on  those  people 
who  violated  these  regulations  that  their  problem  of  controlling 
lion  feeding  had  been  greatly  reduced  and  that  although  there  were 
complaints  at  the  heavy  fines  assessed  at  the  beginning  of  this 
vigorous  enforcement,  that  they  had  now  gained  the  admiration  and 
support  of  the  people* 

At  the  close  of  the  month  bison  in  increasing  numbers  have 
appeared  in  the  open  meadows  along  the  highway  and  as  many  as  I50 
animals  have  been  reported  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  area  at  one 
time.   Large  numbers  have  been  seen  in  the  Hayden  Valley  and  Pelican 
Creek  areas.  During  the  last  half  of  September  an  increasing  number 
of  Canadian  geese  have  been  seen  along  the  streams  of  the  park  and 
on  September  28  Park  Naturalist  Upton  made  a  count  of  the  number 
seen  from  Canyon  to  Fishing  Bridge  and  without  the  use  of  binoculars 
on  this  day  he  saw  1^9  geese.  Had  binoculars  been  used  undoubtedly 
a  greater  number  of  birds  wo^ld  have  been  seen.

A  snow  storm  at  the  close  of  September  and  the  beginning  of 
October  left  a  blanket  of  four  to  six  inches  of  snow  over  most  of  the 
park  and  discouraged  park  visitation  by  the  public.  YiTith  the  drop  in 
travel  the  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  sv/itched  from  public 
contact  v/ork  to  field  v/ork  and  to  the  v^rork  of  placing  the  museums  and 
other  facilities  in  proper  condition  for  winter  dormancy. 

Mid-month  weather  in  October  vias  nearly  perfect  and  brought 
bright  days  with  beautiful  skies.   These  Y/ere  utilized  to  the  maximum 
by  members  of  the  division  to  obtain  much  needed  pictures  of  the  geysers 
and  other  natural  features. 

Administration 

The  division  activities  were  directed  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  until  October  25  when  he  left  on  annual  leave.  For  the  balance 
of  the  month  division  activities  were  directed  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
who  served  as  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist. 


Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  a  special  trip  to  Missoula, 
Montana  to  attend  a  conference  on  conservation  education  which  was  called 
by  the  Extension  Divisions  of  the  Montana  State  College  and  Montana  Uni- 
versity. This  meeting  was  held  at  the  Nine-Mile  remount  station  of  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service  below  Missoula.  Meetings  were  held  on  the  7th  and 
8th.  Mr.  Condon  represented  Yellowstone  at  the  conference  and  Mr.  Ed 
Beatty  was  there  from  Glacier  National  Park. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

Regular  Sunday  School  services  vrere  held  in  the  Yellowstone 
Park  Chapel  on  each  Sunday  at  lOtJO  a.m. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana  visited  the  Yellowstone 
Park  Chapel  on  the  8th,  22nd  and  29th.  On  these  dates  he  conducted  non- 
sectarian  Protestant  services  at  7:50  p.m. 

Rev.  Vfebster  Clement  of  Livingston,  Montana  conducted  Lutheran 
services  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  on  Monday  evening,  October  25,

Interpretive  Services 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  a  program  on  the  l6th 
to  the  Livingston  Rotary  and  at  that  time  projected  the  Ford  Company 
motion  picture  on  Yellowstone  Park.   There  were  no  other  outside  acti- 
vities or  programs  conducted  by  the  division  and  there  were  no  inter- 
pretive activities  at  field  stations.   The  v.-ayside  exhibits  were  avail- 
able to  park  visitors  throughout  the  month. 

A  set  of  one  hundred  2x2  colored  slides  on  Yellowstone  Park 
were  sent  to  Ilr.  Morgan  Levelle  of  Van  Nuys,  California  on  loan  for 
his  use  in  presenting  a  series  of  talks  on  Yellov/stone  National  Park. 

Mus eum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museums  were  closed  during  the  month  of  October  and  by 
the  27th  it  was  deemed  desirable  to  place  shutters  on  the  vayside  ex- 
hibits. All  the  museum  buildings  were  braced  during  the  month  for 
winter  and  all  exhibits  and  exhibit  cases  were  covered  with  sheeting 
for  the  inactive  use  period  of  these  units. 

A  bull  elk  skull  and  antlers  viere   sent  on  indefinite  loan 
to  the  Midwood  High  School  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  for  their  use  in 
the  Science  Department  there.

Condon  to  working  up  a  program  of  personnel  needs  for  the  beginning 
of  the  1951  season  so  that  moneys  to  cover  these  planned  operations 
could  be  incumbered  by  the  Fiscal  Division.

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Research  and  Observe tion 

On  October  1  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  went  into  the  ^eld 
with  Mr.  Erwin  Verity  of  the  Walt  Disney  Productions  for  the  ouroose 
of  obtaining  tape  recordings  of  sounds  made  by  animals,  esoecially  the 
bugling  of  elk.  A  brush  tape  recorder  v^g  used  with  a  storage  battery 
supplying  the  pov/er  and  a  converter  to  convert  the  power  to  alternating 
current.   This  unit  worked  satisfactorily  and  some  tapes  v/ere  obtainedr 
Cn  October  2  Iilr.  Verit;/-  permitted  the  Naturalist  Division  to  make  tape 
recordings  from  the  sounds  which  he  had  obtained  and  a  good  reel  of 
bear  and  coyote  noises  is  now  on  file. 

On  October  3  and  Ii  the  Naturalist  Division,  in  cooperation 
vdth  the  Protection  Division,  went  into  the  field  ana  collected  five 
representative  bull  elk  specimens  for  use  by  Dr.  0.  J.  Murie  in  his 
study  of  the  elk  of  United  States  as  compared  to  those  of  Nevx  Zealand. 
On  October  3  four  fine  specimens  were  killed  by  Assistant  Chief  Ranger 
Leon  Evans.  'Working  on  the  project  v/ere  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
Park  Naturalist  Watson,  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Evans,  Storekeeper  Sd 
Schultz,  Dr,    0.  J.  Kurie,  Dri  Darling  and  there  was  some  help  given  by 
District  Rangers  Stevens  and  Ela.   The  locations  where  the  specimens 
v/ere  collected  on  the  3rd  vfere  as  follows:-^

One  young  bull  near  Norris  Junction 
One  mature  bull  nes.r  Canyon  Junction 
One  old  bull  on  the  old  East  Entrance  road 
One  young  bull  near  Squaw  Lake 

The  additional  specimen  needed  to  make  the  total  of  five  i?/as 
collected  on  October  I4.  by  Condon  and  Evans  near  the  Three-mile  campground 
near  Lake.   It  vm.s   a  fine  mature  bull.   The  hides  and  heads  of  these 
animals  were  given  to  Dr.  Murie  for  research  purposes  and  the  meat 
from  all  the  animals  vre.s  turned  over  to  the  Storehouse  for  use  in 
Government  mess  operations.   Tlie  time  selected  to  carry  out  these  coll- 
ecting operations  v^s  most  opportune  and  proved  to  be  the  only  time  of 
the  season  when  specimens  could  be  so  easily  obtained.  Dr.  Murie  vxas 
well  pleased  v<lth  the  skulls  and  skins  supplied  him  and  it  v.'as  most 
fortu;iate  that  weather  conditions  were  ideal  for  collecting  vd-th  such 
ease* 

On  October  3  five  trumpeter  svjan  were  observed  on  the  Beach 
Spring  Lagoon,  and  one  of  these  birds  showed  brilliant  red  on  its  neck 
and  breast.   Observations  with  binoculars  reves.led  that  by  som.e  means 
the  lov/er  mandible  had  been  torn  off  and  vj-as  hanging  by  a  shred  of 
skin  dovvn  the  neck.  Fresh  blood  had  gone  down  over  the  white  feathers 
of  the  bird  and  all  over  its  breast,  and  was  still  dripping  to  the 
ice  surface  of  the  lagoon.  District  Ranger  Stevens  had  returned  to 
Lake  station  to  obtain  a  small  caliber  rifle,  but  before  his  return 
the  bird  in  company  with  others  flew  out  onto  the  big  lake  and  did 
not  return,  so  could  not  be  killed  and  relieved  of  its  tragic  condition. 
The  bird  eventually  had  to  die  since  it  could  not  feed  and  vra.s  in  a 
pitiful  condition.

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and  Mr.  Condon  and  evidence  in  the  sno^v  and  on  the  ice  re-vealed  that  the 
bird  had  apparently  landed  on  open  water  on  the  lagoon,  had  come  out 
onto  the  ice,  had  traveled  across  it  and  came  out  onto  the  land,  stopping 
to  rest  in  several  places  leaving  a  crirason  stain  in  the  snow  from  the 
fresh  blood  at  each  place  where  it  had  stopped.  It  had  then  gone  out 
onto  the  ice  and  that  is  v/here  it  was  seen  by  those  mAio   traveled  n-ear 
this  -water.   Considerable  speculation  as  to  the  cause  of  the  injuries 
was  carried  on  by  observers  with  the  general  opinion  that  the  bird  had 
been  shot  either  outside  of  the  park  or  inside  the  park  and  had  flovm 
to  this  spot.   The  injury  had  occurred  only  recently  since  there  was 
still  very  fresh  bleeding  from  the  wound.

f  Trips  into  the  field  were  made  by  park  naturalists  in  the 

'  division  as  follows:   Condon  on  October  1,  3»  U,  9»  10>  H,  12,  13,  Inl- 
and 20;  7fetson  on  October  3,  9,  11,  12,  17,  20,  23,  2l|.  and  27;  and 
Upton  on  October  3,  5,  6,  11,  12,  13,  l6,  I7,  18,  2I4.  and  27. 


Park  Naturalist  Watson  on  October  3  had  the  opportunity  to 
pace  a  flock  of  geese  along  the  Yellov/stone  River  with  a  car  and  his 
speedometer  recorded  a  speed  of  from  I|.7  to  50  miles  per  hour  for  these 
geese  which  vrere  flying  in  a  smooth  and  effortless  manner. 

The  days  of  the  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th,  20th,  23rd  and  2i|th 
were  given  over  by  members  of  the  division  to  making  geyser  eruption 
observations  and  to  obtain  satisfactory  pictures  of  many  of  these 
hydrothermal  features.   In  addition  to  this  much  work  vb-s   accomplished 
toward  the  cleaning  out  of  debris  from  many  of  the  pools,  springs  and 
gej^ser  vents* 

Mr.  George  llarler  and  lulr.  John  Heaton  worked  throughout  the 
major  part  of  the  month  of  October  on  cleaning  debris  from  the  hydro- 
thermal  areas  and  concentrated  their  efforts  at  the  West  Thumb  Geyser 
Basin,  Norris  Geyser  Basin  and  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin. 

On  the  11th  an  attempt  vjas  made  to  bring  about  an  eruption 
of  the  liorning  Glory  Pool  so  that  it  could  clear  itself  of  debris. 
A  3-h   inch  fire  hose  ws-s  used  in  an  attempt  to  siphon  water  from  it. 
This  did  not  work  satisfactorily  for  the  hose  would  collapse  before 
siphoning  action  started.  On  the  20th  another  attempt  \ms  made  to 
bring  about  an  eruption  of  the  Morning  Glory  Pool.   It  was  felt  that 
if  the  water  level  were  lowered  and  hot  ivater  brought  to  the  surface 
from  below  that  a  condition  would  develop  which  would  bring  about  an 
eruption  of  this  spring.  On  this  day  five  men  used  scoop  shovels 
to  bail  water  from  Morning  Glory  Pool  and  after  several  minutes  low- 
ered the  \vater  level  three  inches.  A  vigorous  boiling  action  started 
with  an  up-surge  of  water  in  the  pool  and  an  overflow  of  v/ater  on  all 
sides  with  a  resounding  thumping  of  the  ground  area  by  apparently 
condensed  steam  bursts  at  depths.   It  ^m.s   thought  that  Korning  Glory 
might  erupt.   The  violent  boiling,  churning  action  of  the  v;ater  in 
the  pool  brought  to  the  surface  many  old  handkerchiefs,  paper  sacks 
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and  other  articles  of  debris.  An  attempt  vras  made  to  further  stimulate 
action  but  the  vmter  level  subsided  and  the  pool  did  not  erupt.   By 
this  time  it  vms  dark  and  it  v/as  determined  that  on  Monday,  October  23 
another  attempt  would  be  made  to  siphon  the  v;ater  level  dovm   to  a  point 
•where  eruption  v/ould  occur. 

On  the  23rd  Park  Naturalists  Vifatson  and  Upton  took  about  1,000 
feet  of  common  garden  hose,  and  this,  with  garden  hose  that  -was  available 
at  the  Madison  Museum  and  Old  Faithful  Iluseum,  \ms  used  to  install  12 
lines  from  the  interior  of  Korning  Glor^r  Fool  dovm  to  the  Firehole  River. 
Siphoning  action  v/as  started  in  the  first  of  these  lines  at  about  1;30  p.m. 
and  all  of  them  were  flowing  water  by  3! 00  p.m.   It  was  estimated  that 
about  1200  gallons  of  v:ater  per  hour  xvere  being  removed  from  Morning 
Glory  Pool  in  this  manner.   In  addition  to  the  siphoning  action,  scoop 
shovels  were  used  to  bail  water  from  the  pool  again.  As  soon  as  the 
vreiter  level  had  been  lowered  about  6  or  8  inches  the  thumping  effect  of 
steam,  bursts  v/as  felt  again  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  v;hich  had  occurred 
on  Friday.  The  water  in  the  pool  began  to  boil  vigorously  in  the  center 
and  the  water  level  rose  rapidly  in  the  pool  and  began  to  overflow  the 
pools  sides.   This  continued  for  about  2  minutes.   Considerable  refuse 
was  brought  to  the  surface  from  the  bottom  and  several  handkerchiefs 
were  picked  off  from  the  surface  as  they  floated  about. 

Before  the  siphoning  operations  were  begun  the  temperature 
vra.s  taken  of  the  water  and  it  recorded  1820F.  At  the  time  the  violent 
boiling  began  to  develop  in  the  pool  the  temperature  was  again  taken 
and  registered  19U°F.  After  the  period  of  violent  boiling  and  two 
minutes  of  overflow  the  action  in  the  Morning  Glory  Pool  receded, 
quited  down  and  the  v/ater  level  dropped  to  some  13  inches  belov/  the 
top  of  the  pool.  The  siphoning  action  of  the  12  garden  hoses  was  con- 
tinued but  the  water  level  did  not  seem  to  lovrer  any  further  and  it 
v/as  apparent  that  the  in-flow  of  -yjater  seemed  to  be  almost  balancing 
the  out-flow.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  vib.s   so  late  in  the  day  Park 
Naturalists  Watson  and  Upton  left  the  scene  and  returned  to  park  head- 
quarters.  George  liarler,  who  was  working  mth  them,  returned  to  Old 
Faithful,  leaving  the  hoses  continuing  the  siphoning  action.   Sometime 
between  5:I|.5  and  6jl5  p.m.  Morning  Glory  Pool  erupted  in  the  darkness, 
for  George  Marler  returned  at  about  6:20  p.m.  and  the  eruption  had  been 
completed  with  considerable  evidence  on  all  sides  that  a  large  volume 
of  water  and  debris  had  been  ejected  from  Morning  Glory.  As  near  as 
could  be  determined  the  water  level  in  T'orning  Glory  v/as  domx   out  of 
sight  although  the  intense  steam  vapor  made  it  difficult  to  determine 
just  how  far  down  this  level  was. 

On  the  following  morning  the  v/ater  level  in  Morning  Glory 
had  reached  some  h^  to  5  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  top  and  the 
ground  surface  around  the  pool  was  littered  with  debris  of  all  kinds 
which  had  been  throvm  out  by  the  eruption.   The  main  force  of  the 
eruption  had  carried  a  large  volume  of  water  and  debris  toward  the 
highway  from  the  pool.  Large  amounts  of  silt  and  sand  had  been  ejected 
from  Morning  Glory  Pool,  along  with  all  types  of  rubbish.   This  had 
washed  down  into  the  Firehole  River  and  had  been  sufficient  to  build 
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A  portion  of  the  debris  collected  after  the  eruption  of  Morning 
Glory  Pool.   October  2i+,  I95O 
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a  small  delta  out  into  the  stream.   The  better  part  of  the  day  v/as  spent 
by  Watson,  Upton  and  Marler  in  cleaning  up  the  debris  around  the  Morning 
Glory  area  and  in  salvaging  from  the  mud  and  sand  coins  and  other  mat- 
erials thrown  out.  Mr.  Marler  reported  that  a  hasty  count  of  coins  re- 
covered amounted  to  some  $9'J,3h»      This  figure  will  probably  be  different 
when  an  accurate  check  is  made.   In  addition  to  the  coins  there  ¥/as  a 
large  quantity  of  tax  tokens  of  all  types  and  shapes,  and  all  kinds  of 
odd  pocket  pieces.   There  were  over  80  handkerchiefs  recovered,  several 
towels,  some  v^sish  cloths,  many  pieces  of  wearing  apparel,  several  beer 
cans,  tv/o  Ingersoll  watches,  a  Notre  Dame  football  pendent,  pocket  knives, 
pocket  combs,  souvenir  coins,  vrhistles,  sun  glasses  and  a  variety  of 
other  items.  The  tax  tokens  collected  filled  a  5  pound  can.  A  detailed 
report  on  the  eruption  of  this  spring  and  the  debris  ejected  from  it  is 
being  prepared  by  Yx,   Marler  for  the  records. 

On  the  13th  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Upton  made  a  field  trip 
to  the  Lake  area  and  on  this  trip  attended  to  some  work  needed  to  be 
done  at  the  Pishing  Bridge  Huseum  and  cabin  area.   In  addition  to  this 
they  made  observations  on  the  vdldlife  and  photographed  some  of  those. 
Large  numbers  of  geese  were  observed  along  the  Yellowstone  River  and 
at  the  Mary  Bay  -  Beach  Spring  lagoon  area.   Trumpeter  swan  were  photo- 
graphed on  the  Yellov/stone  River,  as  v^rere  some  of  the  other  vre-ter  fowl. 
Several  muskrats  were  seen  along  the  river  betvreen  Lake  and  Canyon. 
Bison  were  seen  in  Hayden  Valley  and  at  Mary  Bay.  A  family  of  three 
otters  were  v.'atched  for  some  time  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Chittenden 
bridge  and  some  l6mm  motion  picture  film  was  exposed  of  them  even  though 
it  VIQ.S   very  late  in  the  day. 

Five  moose  were  observed  in  Willow  Park  on  October  12.  Four 
of  these  were  cove's  and  one  a  bull.  On  the  5^<i  tbjree  of  these  aniirs-ls 
were  watched  for  some  time  at  Pelican  Creek.  One  of  these  was  a  mag- 
nificent bull. 

On  a  trip  completely  around  the  loop  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  on  the  li+th  only  two  black  bears  were  observed.   Both  of  these 
vrere   brown  in  color  and  one  vra.s   seen  at  the  Overhanging  Cliff  and  the 
other  at  Duck  Lake.   The  sam.e  animals  were  again  seen  by  Park  Naturalist 
Upton  in  the  same  vicinity  on  the  18th. 

On  the  17th  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  Park  Naturalist  Upton 
collected  specimens  of  obsidian  sands,  volcanic  ash  and  travertine. 
There  was  100  pounds  or  more  of  each  of  these  specimens  collected  as 
samples  which  were  sent  on  the  19th  to  Dr.  Kans  F.  Winterkorn  of 
Princeton,  Nev/  Jersey  for  use  in  research  studies  being  conducted  by 
the  U.  S.  Navy.

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  during  the  month  reviewed  a  number 
of  book  lists,  book  catalogues  and  other  sources  of  library  materials 
and  orders  were  placed  with  the  various  book  dealers  for  publications 
which  it  seemed  desirable  to  obtain  for  the  Yellowstone  Park  Library.

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Two  microphones  were  obtained  by  the  Division  in  November. 
One  of  these  is  for  use  with  the  Sound  Scriber  Dictating  machine  and 
the  other  for  use  with  the  sound  moving  picture  projector  so  that  it 
can  be  used  as  a  public  address  unit  with  silent  films. 

Park  Naturalist  Upton  completed  the  physical  property  irven- 
tory  for  all  muse^Jms,  naturalist  quarters  ajad  storage  buildings  of  the 
division.  These  inventories  were  submitted  for  completion  to  the 
Storehouse. 

Photographic  and  Visual  jdds 

All  Kodaslides  used  at  the  field  stations  during  the  1950 
Season  were  checked  and  repaired  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson.  The 
total  shortage  for  the  1950  season  from  all  six  stations  was  six 
slides,  or  an  average  of  one  slide  per  station.  This  loss  occurred 
in  a  total  of  more  than  2700  slides  which  were  issued  to  these  stationso 
It  is  hoped  that  another  season  there  will  be  no  shortage  at  all. 
Park  Naturalist  Watson  devot-=^d  a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  classifi- 
cation of  Kodaslides  and  the  binding  of  these.  A  total  of  about  250 
were  bound  and  added  to  the  sets  and  general  file. 

Franz  Lipp  made  available  to  the  Naturalist  Division  a  total 
of  lip.  [4x5  Kodachrome  colored  pictures  which  he  had  made  in  the  park. 
From  these  14x5  colored  shots  22  were  selected  to  send  to  the  ''iJastman 
Kodak  Company  for  reduction  and  duplication  to  2x2  slides  and  the  re- 
mainder Were  returned  to  Mr,  Lipp  in  Chicago. 

Four  hundred  feet  of  l6ram  Kodachrane  movie  film  was  returned 
frcm  ""Jastman  processing  and  also  four  boxes  of  2x2  Kodaslides.   The 
16mm  movie  film  has  all  been  spliced  on  to  stock  reels  for  reviewing 
and  seme  editing  of  this  film  was  accomplished.

Admi  r\  \  stration 

The  division* s  affairs  were  directed  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  throughout  the  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

A  conference  was  attended  in  the  Superintendent's  office  on 
Friday,  December  8,  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the  elk  manage- 
ment program.  At  this  meeting  were  Franlc  Mattson,  Walter  Kittams,  W, 
Leon  Evans,  Curtis  K,  Skinner,  Acting  Superintendent  Fred  T,  Johnston, 
Gene  Sherman  of  the  Montana  State  Fish  and  Game  Department  and  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon, 

A  conference  was  held  with  Acting  Superintendent  Johnston  on 
December  22  to  discuss  a  proposed  plan  for  the  revision  of  the  head- 
quarters museuta  to  provide  more  space  for  library  expansion,  biological  ^ 
specimen  storage,  historical  and  archeo logical  specimen  storage,  geolo- 
gical specimen  storage,  a  visiial  aids  section,  a  multilith,  mimeograph 
and  printing  section  and  a  workshop, 

A  conference  was  attended  in  the  Superintendent's  office  at 
which  W,  Leon  Evans,  Curtis  K.  Skinner  and  Assistant  Superintendent 
Fred  T,  Johnston  and  Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  were  present.  The 
plans  of  the  Greater  University  of  Montana  to  organize  an  educational 
training  program  in  conservation  and  the  management  of  natural  resources, 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  wildlife  resoiarces  of  Montana,  were  dis- 
cussed and  the  part  which  Yellowstone  Park  as  a  federal  agency  might 
play. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sunday  School  services  were  held  each  Sunday 
morning  at  10:30  a,m,  throughout  the  month  of  December, 
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A  special  Christinas  program  was  held  in  the  Chapel  on  Simday 
evening,  December  24..  The  Rev,  E.  A.  Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana  pro- 
vided the  sermon  and  special  music  was  presented  by  the  adult  and  childrens 
choirs. 

Rev,  S,  A.  Syms  conducted  non-sectarian  Protestant  services 
at  7:00  p,m.  on  the  10th  and  24.th;  and,  a  holy  cofflmunion  service  on 
Sunday  evening,  December  31.

Interpretive  Services 

While  on  annual  leave  Park  Naturalist  Robert  F,  Upton  gave 
five  talks  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  to  a  total  of  200  people. 

The  sound  movie  on  Yellowstone  Park  prepared  by  the  Ford  Motor 
Company  was  presented  to  the  Park  County  Rod  and  Gun  Club  on  December  19. 

Ife-seum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  three  days  time  during  the 
month  preparing  drawings  and  a  detailed  plan  for  the  revision  of  space 
assignment  in  the  headquarters  museum  building.  This  plan  for  revision 
of  space  assignment  was  made  with  the  thought  in  mind  that  by  such  a 
plan  additional  space  could  be  obtained  for  the  expansion  of  the  museum 
accessioned  collection  storage.  The  plan  as  proposed  would  provide  cool 
storage  space  for  the  biological  specimens  and  sufficient  work  space  to 
properly  prepare,  classify  and  store  such  materials.  It  would  provide 
adequate  space  for  the  storage  of  archeological  and  historical  materials j 
adequate  space  for  the  proper  storage  and  work  space  to  study  and  prepare 
«^  geological  specimens j  make  provision  for  adequate  space  for  the  prepara- 
tion and  storage  of  all  visual  aids  materials  and  create  a  visual  aids 
unit  wherein  projection  of  pictures,  photographic  darkroom  work,  negative 
0^^  '  X      storage  and  all  work  pertaining  to  visual  aids  cc\ild  be  adequately 
handled.  The  plan  called  for  the  filling  up  of  a  unit  which  would 
handle  all  of  the  duplication  work  of  the  division  -  printing,  multi- 
li thing  and  mimeographing.  Under  this  plan  space  became  available  for 
the  creation  of  a  small  workshop  in  which  power  tools  could  be  placed 
and  museum  preparatory  work  done.  It  called  for  the  moving  of  the 
library  into  a  new  location  which  would  provide  space  for  expansion 
of  this  unit  which  is  now  very  much  crowded  and  requires  additional 
stack  space, 

A  set  of  sinter  specimens,  both  siliceous  and  calcareous,  were 
shipped  to  Dr,  Scheminzlqr  in  Austria,  These  were  sent  through  the  U,  S, 
Army  Occupational  Forces,  Educational  Branch,  as  a  cooperative  measure 
with  that  agency  and  the  specimens  were  sent  out  on  December  26, 
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All  exhibit  specimens  and  cases  in  the  headquarters  musexim 
were  dusted  thoroughly  during  the  month  and  covered  with  appropriate 
museum  covers  to  afford  these  protection  during  the  inactive  period 
of  this  museum. 

The  self -guiding  nature  trail  labels  were  refurbished  and 
properly  filed  so  that  they  will  be  readily  available  for  use  in  1951 • 

The  specimen  cases  in  the  headquarters  museimi  were  treated 
with  naphthalene  crystals  and  all  mounted  specimens,  study  specimens, 
the  herbarium  arid  other  units  subject  to  damage  were  given  a  similar 
treatment  with  both  naphthalene  and  "Chemo". 

Considerable  time  was  given  over  to  the  selection,  packing 
and  otherwise  preparing  skulls  and  casts  of  animal  tracks  for  shipment 
to  the  Chicago  Art  Institute  for  their  use  in  the  Franz  Lipp  exhibit 
which  vd.ll  be  held  there  next  su-maer.  This  shipment  v/as  made  on  Dec- 
ember 26  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  a  very  careful  preparation  of  the 
Moran  paintings  for  shipment  is  in  process  and  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  be  sent  out  to  the  Chicago  Art  Institute  early  in  January,

There  are  a  number  of  old  bull  elk  which  are  frequenting  the 
parade  ground  and  often  get  into  the  residential  area. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  varying  hare  in  the  general  14ammoth 
■  area  that  spend  the  day  time  in  their  lairs  under  buildings  and  in  the 
brush  and  at  night  are  seen  in  numbers  on  the  lawns.  Cottontail  rabbits 
are  also  reasonably  coiamon  and  are  often  seen  in  the  daytime. 

Two  different  coyote  have  been  observed  using  the  parade 
grounds  for  mousing  and  on  occasion  have  been  seen  during  the  daylight

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Park  Natiaralist  Watson  devoted  the  major  part  of  his  time 
diiring  the  month  of  December  to  the  binding,  classifying,  titling  and 
filing  of  2x2  colored  Kodaslides, 

A  review  of  the  visual  aids  materials  supplied  Yellowstone 
Park  field  stations  reveals  that  when  the  field  stations  used  the  old- 
fashioned  lantern  slides  and  balopticon  the  maximum  number  of  slides 
ever  supplied  a  station  for  their  use  was  421,  These  included  a  set 
of  i^O  song  slides.  During  the  1950  season  each  station  \m.s   supplied 
with  a  set  of  4-78  kodaslides,  exclusive  of  song  slides  and  it  is  anti- 
cipated that  for  the  1951  season  an  additional  75  slides  of  Yellowstone 
Park  subjects  will  be  added  to  each  of  these  sets.  The  visual  aids 
equipment  used  by  the  field  stations  has  been  improved  dui'ing  the  past 
two  years  to  the  point  where  at  the  close  of  the  1950  season  each  of 
the  six  stations  conducting  programs  were  using  the  Spencer  delinea- 
scope,  750  watt,  2x2  slide  projectors,  which  in  our  opinion  are  the 
best  projectors  available  for  this  type  of  material. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  devoted  considerable  time 
to  the  planning  of  scenarios  for  ten  proposed  I6mm  colored  motion 
pictures  for  use  in  the  interpretive  program  of  Yellowstone,  A  large 
part  of  the  film  for  use  in  the  preparation  of  these  pictures  is  already 
exposed  and  ready  for  assembling  into  the  final  form  for  duplication.

JANUARY  -  1951

The  activities  of  the  personnel  of  the  Naturalist  Division  have 
been  devoted  primarily  to  inside  work  diiring  the  month.  The  greatest 
effort  of  the  members  of  the  division  has  been  devoted  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  visiial  aids  material  for  use  in  the  field.  This  includes  the 
preparation  of  a  large  number  of  Kodaslides  and  extensive  work  with  16mm 
motion  picture  film.  Some  field  trips  were  made  by  division  personnel  for 
the  purpose . of  obtaining  additional  material  and  background  for  the  inter- 
pretation of  wildlife  management  operations. 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  division  were  under  the  supervision  of 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  throughout  the  month  except  for  the  period 
of  the  28th  through  the  31st. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  Natui-alist  Division  x-jas  especially  privileged  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  having  Chief  Naturalist  John  E,  Doerr  from  the  Director's 
office  and  Regional  Biologist  James  E.  Cole  in  the  park  from  January  5 
through  the  15th.  On  several  occasions  it  was  possible  to  hold  conferences 
and  review  the  Naturalist  Division's  activities  with  these  men, 

A  short  conference  on  wildlife  matters  was  attended  in  Acting 
Superintendent  Johnston's  office  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  on  the 
8th,  On  this  same  date  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  Adminis- 
trative Assistant  Joseph  Joffe  to  the  annual  Chamber  of  Commerce  banquet 
in  Livingston,  Montana. 

On  January  11  and  again  on  January  12  conferences  were  held  in 
Acting  Superintendent  Johnston's  office  on  wildlife  matters,  with  Chief 
Naturalist  Doerr,  Regional  Biologist  Cole,  Chief  Ranger  Skinner,  Park 
Biologist  Kittams,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Assistant  Chief 
Ranger  Evans  in  attendance.  At  these  conferences  the  wildlife  management 
problems  were  reviewed  and  there  v;^as  a  discussion  of  the  coyote  problem. 

On  January  15  Chief  Naturalist  Doerr  gave  over  the  morning  to 
a  review  of  the  Natui^alist  Division  problems  with  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  and  at  that  time  reviewed  personnel  matters  and  other  factors

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affecting  the  activity  of  the  division.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  15th  a 
conference  was  held  in  Acting  Superintendent  Johnston's  office,  and  then 
in  the  evening  Johnston,  Condon  and  Skinner  took  Mr.  Doerr  to  the  train 
in  Livingston. 

On  January  2L,   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the  sign 
coimnittee  meeting  and  submitted  to  this  committee  a  list  of  informational 
and  directional  signs  for  use  along  the  roadsides.  This  was  a  suggested 
v;ork  list  for  the  committee  in  bringing  the  present  sign  program  up-to-date, 

Religious  Services  and  Gliapel  Use 

The  regular  Sunda.y  School  services  v;ere  held  each  Sunday  at 
10:30  a.m.  tliroughout  the  month.  Rev.  E.  A.  ^yms  of  Livingston,  Montana 
conducted  a  Protestant  service  on  January  14  but  did  not  come  to  the 
park  on  the  28th  due  to  the  exceedingly  cold  wave  prevalent  at  that  time, 

In-Service  Training 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Nei;s  Letter  x-zas  published  each  week  by 
the  Naturalist  Division.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  prepared  two  new  headings 
for  use  on  this  letter. 

Chief  Pa.rk  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  special  in-service 
training  program  conducted  by  the  U.S.Forest  Service  and  the  Extension 
Division  of  the  Montana  University.  This  training  program  was  held  at 
the  Nine-mile  Remount  Station  of  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  and  was  conducted 
for  the  specific  purpose  of  providing  basic  training  to  persons  who  may 
be  called  upon  to  participate  in  community  forums  and  other  programs 
dealing  with  conservation  education.  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  W.  Leon  Evans 
accompanied  Mr.  Condon  to  this  training  program  which  was  held  January  28 
through  the  31st. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  only  interpretive  services  rendered  by  the  division  during 
the  month  was  the  losming  of  interpretive  visual  aids  materials  to  inter- 
ested groups  for  their  presentation  of  programs  on  Yellovxstone  Park 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

On  Janu£.ry  8  twenty-two  Moran  paintings  were  shipped  to  the 
Chicago  Art  Institute  by  Yellowstone  Park.  These  were  packed  by  Park 
Naturalist  Upton  for  shipment,  A  careful  inventory  of  all  accessioned 
paintings  and  pictures  was  made  by  Park  Naturalist  Upton  and  Clerk- 
stenographer  Proznick.  The  correspondence  files  were  reviewed  for  infor- 
mation on  these  accessioned  materials  v;hich  was  not  included  in  the 
accession  records  or  on  the  cards  and  this  information  was  added  to  them, 

A  series  of  measurements  were  made  on  the  bison  head  on  exhibit 
in  the  park  headquarters  museum  for  the  Boone  and  Crocket  Club  since  this

head  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  record  bison  heads  for  size.  The 
slcull  on  exhibit  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum  which  is  considered  to  be 
probably  the  largest  bison  slcull  in  the  vrorld  vdll  have  to  be  measured 
and  records  sent  to  this  group  after  the  museum  becomes  available  in  the 
spring. 

Rock  specimens  were  sent  to  six  different  institutions  for  use 
by  them  in  their  educational  programs.  In  addition  to  this,  eight  sets 
of  hand  specimens  were  made  up  and  properly  labeled  preparatory  to  meeting 
future  requests  when  they  are  received. 

Personnel 

Park  Naturalist  "i/atson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  8  hours 
of  sick  leave  and  5  hours  of  annual  leave. 

Clerk-stenographer  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
five  hours  of  annual  leave. 

Park  Naturalist  Upton  v;as  on  duty  all  month. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
five  hours  of  annual  leave. 

Research  and  Observation 

On  January  3  a  detailed  memorandum  covering  a  program  of  work 
projects  which  could  be  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  museum  and  in- 
terpretive activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  was  submitted  to  the 
Superintendent  for  consideration  as  part  of  the  conscientious  objectors 
work  camp  program  if  such  should  be  established  in  Yellowstone  Park, 

On  Janur-xy  5  and  8th  field  trips  were  made  out  as  far  as 
Baronett  Peak  on  Soda  Butte  Creek  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and 
Park  Naturalist  Upton,  These  trips  v^rere  made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
pictiires  and  observing  wildlife. 

On  Janu£5.ry  13  a  trip  was  made  \-ilth   Chief  Naturalist  Doerr  and 
Biologist  Cole  to  the  Lame.r  Valley  where  elk  trapping  operations  were 
observed  and  photographed.  On  this  date  20  head  of  marked  elk  were 
released  in  the  Travertine  Quarry  area  above  Gardiner  where  it  was  anti- 
cipated ths.t  they  wovid  be  hunted  by  sportsmen. 

On  the  l6th,  17th  and  18th  trips  were  made  to  the  Stevens  Creek 
area  by  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
pictures  and  v/atching  the  antelope  trapping  operations.  Although  weather 
conditions  v/ere  adverse  for  good  photography,  pictures  were  m&,de  of  the 
trap,  the  trapping  operations  and  the  capturing  of  the  animals, 

A  total  of  six  days  were  spent  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
in  reviewing  the  informational  and  directional  sign  program  of  the  park 
and  making  up  a  new  list  covering  all  informational  and  directional  signs

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along  roadsides  in  the  park.  This  list  was  completed  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  it  will  be  used  as  a  work  list  which  can  be  followed  as  soon  as  the 
sign  committee  can  make  trips  into  the  field.

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Park  Natm-alist  Uatson  devoted  considerable  tirae  during  the 
month  to  the  work  of  chairman  of  the  local  school  board  and  completion 
of  plans  for  the  termination  of  the  1950-51  school  year  and  planning 
for  the  1952  school  year. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  has  assumed  a  new  responsibility  in 
that  he  has  taken  upon  himself  scout  mastership  of  the  Yellowstone 
Park  Boy  Scouts,  Troop  No,  151,  and  has  in  his  organization  nine 
enthusiastic  boys.  At  the  end  of  the  month  all  boys  had  passed  their 
Tenderfoot  reij^uirements  and  were  v;ell  on  their  way  to  becoming  Second- 
Class  scouts.  This  program  promises  to  be  one  of  great  value  to  the 
local  community.

Interpretive  Services 

Park  Naturalist  Upton  during  the  month  spent  some  time

A  program  was  laid  out  for  the  proper  publicizing  of  the 
interpretive  services  for  the  1951  season  through  the  appropriate 
placement  of  informational  signs  announcing  the  program  activities 
v/hich  will  be  available  to  the  park  visitor,  A  total  of  76  such 
sign  announcements  are  planned  to  be  mounted,  framed  and  placed 
at  strategic  points.

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Research  and  Observation 

Former  Park  Ranger  Natiiralist  Wallace  Hennessy  is  preparing 
as  his  masters  thesis  the  treatment  of  a.n  analysis  of  the  interpretive 
program  and  services  of  Yellow/stone  National  Park,  lytr,  Kennessy  was 
in  Yellowstone  on  the  L4th,  15th  and  l6th  using  our  library  to  get 
additional  data  for  inclusion  in  this  paper »  At  that  time  he  was  given 
assistance  by  members  of  the  local  staff. 

Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Upton  made  one  field  trip  over 
the  Maiamoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  on  i-jarch  23,  and  at  ths.t  time  observed 
a  number  of  changes  of  special  significance  in  the  distribution  of  the 
hot  springs  there.  One  change  of  pronounced  significa.nce  v/as  the 
development  of  four  new  vents  near  the  road  between  Cheops  liound  a.nd 
the  Buttress,  This  area  has  been  dormant  for  many  years  although 
there  is  physical  evidence  of  former  hot  spring  activity.  In  con- 
junction with  this  change,  or  increase  in  activity,  there  has  been 
a  marked  decrease  in  activities  along  the  Narrow  Gauge  Terrace  which 
at  the  present  time  is  almost  doriaant.  This  partici^Lar  terrace  was 
very  active  during  the  year  1950, 

The  majority  of  the  bull  elk  and  buck  deer  in  the  vicinity  of 
Mammoth  have  shed  their  antlers  by  the  close  of  the  month  and  many 
V7ere  going  around  the  commimity  with  rather  defected  looks  due  to  their 
apparent  embarrassment  because  of  the  loss  of  the  magnificent  appendages 
which  once  adorned  their  brows.

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  found  it  necessary  to  spend  some  time 
working  on  school  problems  in  his  capacity  as  president  of  the  Yellowstone 
Park  School  District  No,  1,  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston,  Park  Natur- 
alist Watson  and  Park  Naturalist  Condon  visited  the  new  Gardiner  school 
plant  which  is  being  constructed  and  discussed  school  problems  with  Super- 
intendent Korn  of  the  Gardiner  District  and  Mr,  Tison,  president  of  the 
Gardiner  School  Board, 

Mr,  James  Simon  of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Natur-alist '  s  office  to  discuss  natural  history  matters  on  the 
11th,  12th  and  again  on  the  29th, 

On  April  11  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  sign  conference 
in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  with  Resident  Landscape  Architect  Frank 
l\fettson  and  Park  Engineer  Philip  Wohlbrandt,  The  regular  Yellowstone  Park 
sign  committee  meeting  in  the  conference  room  was  attended  by  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  on  the  27th. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sianday  School  services  were  held  in  the  chapel  each 
Simday  at  10:30  a,m.  The  Sunday  School  program  was  altered  to  a  class 
system  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month.  The  teachers  for  the  new  plan 
are:  l^fery  Armstrong  and  Betty  Galle,  Beginners;  Betty  Ela,  Primary; 
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Virginia  Fuller,  Intermediate  and  Junior;  and  Robert  Upton  the  Adult 
Bible  class. 

The  Reverend  E.  A.  Syms  conducted  non-denominational  Protestant 
services  on  the  evenings  of  the  8th  and  22nd,  On  the  29th  he  conducted 
a  general  commimion  service  for  all  persons  interested. 

The  Reverend  Webster  Clement  conducted  Lutheran  Services  at 
7:30  p,m,  on  the  evening  of  April  30, 

A  meeting  of  the  Church  Committee  on  April  16  laid  plans  for 
the  religious  services  program  for  the  1951  season.  The  student  minister 
program  for  Protestant  services  used  last  season  will  be  in  effect  again 
this  year  with  Warren  Ost  returning  from  Princeton  Seminary  and  bringing 
with  him  ySr,   Hemy  Strock,  Plans  are  that  their  first  service  will  be 
held  Sunday,  June  10, 

Interpretive  Services 

On  the  9th  Park  Naturalists  Upton  and  Condon  went  over  the  self- 
guiding  nature  trails  at  Old  Faithful,  Norris  and  Ifeiiimoth,  The  length  of 
these  were  measured  and  plans  made  for  properly  labeling  them.  During  the 
month  the  text  for  introductory  signs  to  these  trails  was  prepared  by  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist,  A  sample  of  the  type  of  text  is  the  one  for  the 
Norris  Geyser  Basin  trail: 

GREEN  DRAGON  SPRING  TRAIL 

Objects  of  biological  and  geological  interest  along 
this  trail  are  plainly  marked.  Watch  for  the  wayside 
labels.  Enjoy  an  instructive  and  pleasant  xralk.  Short 
loop  trip  1  mile;  entire  basin  trip  1-3/4-  miles.  Returns 
you  to  this  point, 

GUIDE  YOURSELF 

A  review  of  the  place  name  signs  and  informational  signs  damaged 
or  missing  was  made  for  the  hydro-thermal  areas  and  a  request  made  for  a 
total  of  53  porcelain  place  name  signs. 

An  article  on  the  Molly  Island  bird  rookeries  by  Eddie  J,  Brovm 
was  reviewed  by  the  Chief  Park  Nat\iralist  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 
article  be  rewritten  to  be  consistent  with  the  correction  of  facts  which 
was  supplied  to  Mr.  Broim, 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  a  talk  to  the  Livingston 
Rotary  Club  on  the  16 th.  The  subject  discussed  was  "The  Work  of  a  Park 
Naturalist  in  Yellowstone  Park", 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

A  complete  set  of  museum  survey  cards  was  prepared  dxiring  the 
month  on  the  parks  five  museums.  Upon  completion  these  were  sent  to  the 
Region  Two  office  for  review  and  transmittal  to  the  Director's  office,

All  museims  were  checked  during  the  month  and  found  to  be  in 
good  condition,  with  no  damage  having  been  done  during  the  winter  by  rats, 
squirrels  or  leaking  roofs.  Plans  were  made  to  get  all  structures  ready 
for  opening  in  l^j  and  early  June, 

A  review  was  made  of  the  Historic  Base  Map  and  Troop  Position 
ly&.p  for  the  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument.  Several  changes  were 
siiggested  in  order  to  make  the  map  more  accurate , 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
eight  hours  annual  leave  on  the  20th, 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  twenty 
hoxu^s  annual  leave  taken  at  odd  times. 

Park  Naturalist  Upton  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  twenty- 
four  hours  sick  leave. 

Clerk-stenographer  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
one  hour  annual  leave  taken  on  the  23rd, 

George  D.  Marler  reported  on  April  30  to  enter  on  duty  14ay  1 
as  a  laborer-fereman  on  geyser  basin  cleanup  work. 

The  personnel  for  filling  the  26  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist 
positions  were  selected  and  acceptances  received  from  all.  Three  addi- 
tional candidates  for  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  positions  were  con- 
tacted and  it  is  anticipated  that  after  July  1,  1951  all  seven  of  the 
new  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  positions  will  be  filled. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  David  Seal  was  in  the  park  at  the  Norris 
Geyser  Basin  from  the  13th  to  l6th  and  again  from  the  27th  to  29th.  Mr, 
Beal  is  working  up  a  masters  thesis  problem  in  zoology  on  the  relationship 
of  animal  life  forms  to  the  hydrothermal  areas  in  the  basin. 

On  field  trips  made  on  the  1st,  9th,  25th  and  30th  an  interesting 
array  of  observations  were  made  by  the  three  natux-alists.  Other  observations 
were  made  on  weekend  trips  into  the  park.  The  bird  life  has  returned  for 
spring  nesting  and  the  following  have  been  observed:  blue  heron  on  the 
Gibbon,  Firehole  and  Yellowstone  Rivers  and  in  the  glacial  potholes  near 
Mammoth;  pairs  of  sandhill  crane  have  been  seen  at  Nymph  Lake,  Elk  Park, 
Lower  Geyser  Basin,  Gibbon  meadows  and  in  Hayden  Valley;  golden  eagles 
were  seen  at  Mammoth,  Oxbow  Creek,  Lower  Geyser  Basin  and  Madison  River; 
bald  eagles  along  the  Madison  River  and  in  Hayden  Valley  near  Alum  Creek; 
87  Canadian  geese  were  counted  between  Mamiaoth  and  Old  Faithful  on  the  9th; 
pairs  of  trimpeter  swan  have  been  seen  on  Trumpeter  Lake,  Beaver  Lakes, 
Nymph  Lake  and  South  TinOJi  Lake;  harlequin  ducks  have  been  frequenting  the 
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Yellowstone  River  near  the  Yellowstone  bridge  on  the  Cooke  road  and  also 
the  Le Hardy  Cascades  area.  The  osprey  returned  to  Eagle  Nest  Rock  on  the 
31st  of  March  when  they  were  observed  by  I^Ir.  Joffe.  They  were  nesting  at 
the  month's  close.  By  the  end  of  the  month  chipping  sparrows,  bluebirds, 
redwing  blackbirds,  western  robins,  meadowlarks,  western  tanagers,  northern 
violet  green  swallows  and  a  variety  of  other  species  had  returned  and  were 
busy  with  their  nesting  activities. 

On  a  trip  as  far  as  Sedge  Creek  on  the  25th  by  Naturalists  Condon 
and  Watson,  53  bull  bison  were  seen  in  the  area  from  Canyon  to  Sedge  Greek, 
the  greatest  number  being  concentrated  at  Mary  Bay  on  the  east  shore  of 
Yellowstone  Lake,  The  bison  and  elk  in  Hayden  Valley,  along  the  lake  shore, 
down  the  Lfe-dison  River  and  in  the  geyser  basins  all  appear  to  be  in  much 
poorer  physical  condition  than  the  animals  in  Lamar  Valley  and  on  other 
northern  range  areas.  All  of  the  animals  in  these  areas  seem  to  be  feeding 
all  of  the  time  in  an  attempt  to  catch  up  on  their  depleted  physical  reserves. 
Along  the  lake  shore,  the  lyfe.dison  Valley  and  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin 
large  areas  are  very  comparable  to  cattle  feed  yards  for  there  are  thousands 
of  black  mounds  of  buffalo  chips.  These  areas  have  been  used  hard  by 
bison  and  elk  all  winter  and  are  being  grazed  close  now.  The  bison  have 
badly  scarred  the  roadside  trees  in  the  vicinity  of  ^fe.dison  Junction  and 
for  some  distance  to\>fard  West  Yellowstone, 

The  first  bear  observed  by  a  member  of  the  Naturalist  Division 
was  seen  on  the  Mammoth  Terraces  on  the  15th  by  Upton,  Several  have  been 
seen  since  that  date,  George  Marler  watched  a  grizzly  mother  and  three 
yearling  cubs  feeding  on  the  carcass  of  an  elk  about  -^  mile  below  14adison 
Junction  on  the  30th, 

A  total  of  seven  moose  were  seen  in  the  Willow  Park  on  the  9th, 
Others  were  seen  on  future  trips. 

The  thermal  activity  in  the  various  areas  has  shown  some  change 
over  the  winter  months.  On  the  Mammoth  terraces  the  four  new  spring  vents 
on  Prospect  Terrace  between  Cheops  Mound  and  the  Buttress  are  still  very 
active  and  promise  to  be  an  outstanding  attraction  for  all  parties  going 
over  the  terrace  loop  road.  Their  close  proximity  to  the  road  and  the  absence 
of  space  for  parking  will  undoubtedly  create  a  protection  problem  of  con- 
siderable importance.  The  Minerva  and  Palette  Springs  are  very  active 
with  their  water  flow  covering  an  extensive  area  and  creating  a  series  of 
beautiful  terraces.  The  rock  and  concrete  walls  which  controlled  the 
flow  of  two  springs  at  the  base  of  the  terraces  have  been  torn  out  and  the 
water  now  permitted  to  flow  to  the  north  is  creating  an  outstanding  mass 
of  algal  coloring. 

In  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  the  major  geysers  are  apparently  erupting 
with  the  regularity  of  last  season  for  the  Daisy,  Riverside,  Grand,  Beehive, 
Lion,  Plume,  Castle  and  Old  Faithful  have  been  observed  in  eruption.  The 
Giant  was  reported  to  have  erupted  early  in  the  month.  The  Morning  Glory 
Pool  was  exceedingly  beautiful  early  in  the  month  with  a  piire  white  throat, 
deep  blue  depth  and  a  brilliant  algal  border.  This  has  altered  at  the 
months  end  for  with  the  melting  snows  the  organic  stained  surface  water 
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has  entered  the  plumbing  system  of  this  pool,  the  Fan  Geyser  and  other 
pools  of  the  upper  basin  to  contaminate  them  with  amber  coloring  and  a  strong 
organic  smell  in  the  steam  vapors.  This  has  occurred  in  the  past  in  spring- 
time and  will  imdoubtedly  clear  up  by  about  the  1st  of  June, 

The  Foimtain  Geyser,  Morning  Geyser  and  Clepsydra  Geyser  in  the 
Lower  Geyser  Basin  show  no  evidence  of  having  erupted  during  the  winter 
months.  Algae  are  growing  out  some  distance  into  Clepsydra  Geysers  pools, 
the  Fountain  Geyser  has  taken  on  a  heavy  algal  growth  on  the  walls  of  the 
basin  and  at  the  present  time  is  a  thing  of  outstanding  emerald  green 
beauty. 

The  Round  Spring  in  the  Lower  Basin  has  resumed  activity  after 
two  years  of  dormancy.  It  is  now  hotter,  flowing  more  water  and  boiling 
more  violently  than  Condon  can  remember  seeing  it  in  the  past  twenty  years. 

Library 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Library  in  April  was  used  by  park  personnel 
and  Mr,  David  Beal  referred  to  it  for  information  with  respect  to  his 
research  study  which  he  is  conducting,  Mr.  Tom  McHugh  also  made  extensive 
use  of  it  to  obtain  information  on  bison.  The  regular  park  staff  found 
occasion  to  refer  to  it  many  times.

Natural  History  Association 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museian  Association  has  on  hand 
the  sales  publication  stock  for  the  1951  season,  with  the  exception  of 
Haynes  Guide  Books  which  are  obtained  as  needed  during  the  season.  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  preparing  sales  stocks 
for  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge, 

Sixteen  hundred  topographic  maps  were  badly  packed  and  poorly 
handled  in  transit  through  the  mails.  These  were  so  damaged  that  the 
Association  is  now  negotiating  vdth  the  Superintendent  of  Docimients  con- 
cerning them. 

One  new  book  has  been  added  to  the  sales  list.  This  is  "Steve 
Mather  of  the  National  Parks"  by  Shankland,  The  book  on  National  Parks 
by  Freeman  Tilden  has  yet  to  be  examined  before  a  stock  for  resale  is 
obtained. 

Several  new  forms  for  keeping  records  on  book  sales  v/ere  planned 
and  mioltilithed  d\iring  the  month. 

The  Executive  Secretary  ordered  power  tools  for  a  museum  workshop 
and  delivery  of  these  is  expected  right  after  the  1st  of  Ifey, 
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Book  Sales  for  April  vrere:

The  Association's  miiltilith  was  used  for  the  publication  of 
the  March-April  issue  of  Nature  Notes  which  was  placed  in  the  mail  on 
April  5. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Park  Naturalist  Upton  checked  out  of  the  storehouse  physical 
equipment  in  the  form  of  tables,  mattresses  and  other  units  for  use  in 
supplying  the  quarters  to  be  occupied  by  seasonal  personnel.  Considerable 
time  was  spent  in  reviewing  needs  of  quarters  in  order  to  improve  them. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  month  a  large  supply  of  materials  necessary  in 
operating  five  museums  vra.s  purchased  from  the  storehouse.  These  comprised 
prioarily  Janitorial  supplies.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  spent  considerable 
time  working  on  the  preparation  of  individual  sets  of  keys  for  each 
seasonal  employee,  these  to  be  charged  out  as  needed  and  returned  in  the 
fall. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

A  large  supply  of  duplicate  slides  was  returned  from  Mestons 
and  with  the  arrival  of  these  it  will  make  it  possible  to  add  103  new 
slides  to  each  set  of  2x2  Kodachromes  that  are  utilized  by  field  stations. 
The  quality  of  the  Meston  duplicates  appears  to  be  only  fair  to  good, 
and  not  of  an  exceptional  quality.  For  comparative  purposes  we  are  sending 
a  representative  group  of  the  same  slides  to  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company  for 
duplication  so  that  a  comparison  of  the  quality  of  the  work  done  by  the 
two  might  be  made. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  spent  four  days  in  the  darkroom  pre- 
paring prints,  developing  film  and  positive  2x2  black  and  white  slides 
of  historic  materials. 

Early  in  the  month  there  were  two  rolls  of  K135  film,  4-00  ft.  of 
l6ram  film  and  14  black  and  white  pictures  exposed.  Clerk-stenographer 
Bettilee  Proznick  did  considerable  work  on  the  filing  of  photographic 
prints  in  the  album  files  and  the  preparation  of  negative  index  materials. 

Fifty  feet  of  l6mm  colored  motion  pictures  made  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  mule  doe  deer  and  fawns at  the  time  of  their  birth  were  sent  to 
the  Eastman  Kodak  Company  for  preparation  of  two  duplicate  copies.  One 
copy  is  being  made  available  to  the  Montana  VJildlife  Research  Unit  at 
Montana  University  for  their  use  as  a  scientific  documentary  film,  and 
the  other  is  being  retained  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  files  for  our  use. 

The  16mm  motion  picture  film  on  Yellowstone  Park  prepared  by 
the  Ford  Motor  Company  was  carefully  analysed  in  order  to  determine  scene 
length,  type  of  scene  sequences,  methods  of  splicing  and  other  pertinent 
information  concerning  it  so  that  this  inf onmtion  might  serve  as  an 
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aid  to  us  in  the  assembling  of  exposed  film  which  we  now  have  on  hand. 
It  is  thoiight  that  the  methods  used  in  the  preparation  of  this  film  to 
build  up  and  hold  interest  were  of  a  high  quality  and  the  techniques 
followed  in  doing  so  show  up  in  an  analysis  of  the  film.  Park  Naturalist 
Upton  devoted  several  days  during  the  month  of  April  to  the  review  and 
filing  of  l6mm  motion  picture  film, 

A  supply  of  35iniii,  l6mm  and  black  and  white  film  was  purchased 
by  the  Natiiralist  Division  from  the  storehouse  stock  for  division  use.

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  primarily  given 
over  to  preparatory  v;ork  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  anticipated 
1951  season.  Final  arrangements  for  the  employiaent  of  the  summer  seasonal 
personnel,  the  opening  of  some  of  the  museums,  the  completion  of  texts  for 
interpretive  signs  and  other  such  v;ork  took  up  most  of  the  time  of  members 
of  the  division,  A  stormy  period,  including  snow  storms  at  the  mid-month 
and  another  at  the  close  of  the  month  to  some  extent  discouraged  visitors 
from  entering  the  park,  but  travel  was  still  considerably  heavier  than  in 
1950  and  extensive  use  was  me.de  of  those  interpretive  facilities  that  were 
available  to  the  public. 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  for  the  month  of  14ay 
were  under  the  direct  administrative  guidance  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon,  . 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  Mammoth  basketball  team  of  the  grade  school,  whose  play 
activities  during  the  winter  were  directed  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
played  West  Yellowstone  on  May  4  and  were  defeated  20-16  at  West  Yellow- 
stone, On  I^y  9  the  teams  met  again  at  Mammoth  in  the  canteen  building 
before  a  capacity  crowd  and  Mammoth  won  the  very  exciting  game  by  the 
score  of  18-17. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  a  talk  on  the  schooling 
prospects  for  the  children  of  Yellowstone  Park  employees  at  the  Parents 
and  Teachers  Association  meeting  on  May  8, 

Park  Naturalist  Upton,  as  a  member  of  the  Safety  Committee,  par- 
ticipated actively  in  the  committee  meetings  of  that  group. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  devoted  considerable  time  during  the  month 
of  May  to  Yellowstone  Park  school  problems  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
president  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  School  Board  and  there  was  considerable 
planning  and  other  work  to  be  done  to  satisfactorily  close  school  activities 
for  the  1950-51  school  year^

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Mr.  Franz  Lipp  and  Mr,  William  Strube  v/ere  in  the  Chief  Park 
Natur-alists  office  on  May  22,  and  at  that  time  made  arrangements  to  borrow 
additional  materials  for  use  in  the  Franz  Lipp  exhibit  vhich  is  to  be 
presented  by  the  Chicago  Art  Institute,  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Lipp's  visit 
he  attempted  to  obtain  some  sort  of  coiimiitment  with  respect  to  obtaining 
National  Park  Service  personnel  for  the  period  of  the  exhibit,  July  19 
to  August  19,  but  no  definite  encouragement  was  given  from  this  office. 

On  the  23rd  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  Resident 
Landscape  Architect  l^'rank  Mattson  and  Chief  Ranger  Curtis  K.  Skinner  on  a 
trip  around  the  loop  at  which  time  areas  were  selected  and  marked  for 
vista  clearings.  Pictures  were  made  of  the  areas  selected  and  will  be 
followed  up  as  soon  as  clearing  has  been  completed  in  order  to  show  the 
before  and  after  effects. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  other  members  of  the  naturalist 
staff  attended  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  meetings  on  the  27th 
and  at  that  time  the  tape  recorder  was  used  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
record  of  the  meeting, 

I^,  Paul  Franlce,  Assistant  Chief  Naturalist  of  the  National 
Park  Service,  came  into  Yellov;stone  on  the  26th  and  attended  the  Absaroka 
Conservation  Committee  meeting  and  spent  a  good  portion  of  the  time  during 
the  period  from  the  28th  through  the  31st  going  over  Naturalist  Division 
problems  with  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  members  of  the  staff  and  giving 
help  on  program  planning  for  future  activities,  Mr,  Franke  left  via  the 
South  Entrance  on  the  afternoon  of  the  31st.  While  he  was  here  he  was  taken 
to  Gardiner  where  he  had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  new  school  plant  which 
is  being  installed  there.  He  was  able  to  spend  the  29th  in  the  field  v;ith 
Park  Biologist  Kittams  and  foiind  it  possible  to  confer  with  Dr.  Carbine, 
Dr.  Cope  and  Mr.  uilliam  Dunn  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  on  both  the 
28th  and  31st, 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  activities  were  carried 
on  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  during  the  month  and  were  well  attended 
by  members  of  the  commiinity. 

The  Rev,  E.  A.  Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana  conducted  non-denom- 
inational Protestant  services  in  the  Chapel  on  the  evening  of  May  13  and 
the  evening  of  the  27th.  The  services  on  the  27th  will  be  the  final 
services  of  the  winter  program  to  be  given  by  Rev.  Syms  and  future  Prot- 
estant services  which  will  be  conducted  in  the  Chapel  will  be  held  by  the 
student  ministers  from  the  Princeton  Seminary. 

On  Sunday  evening.  May  22,  the  Baccalaureate  services  for  the 
Gardiner  high  school  were  held  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel.  Rev.  Warren 
Strain  of  Livingston,  Montana  delivered  the  Baccalaureate  address. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee  met  with  the  Park  Coimty 
lytLnisterial  Association  representatives  in  the  conference  room  at  park 
headquarters  on  May  14  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  Protestant  services 
that  will  be  conducted  in  Yellowstone  Park  during  the  1951  season  and  at 
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Giant  Geyser  in  eruntion. 
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that  time  arranged  to  fit  ministers  of  this  group  into  the  schedule. 

Arrangements  were  completed  for  the  student  ministerial  program 
for  the  1951  season.  Due  to  sudden  illness,  Rev,  Warren  Ost,  who  it  was 
anticipated  would  direct  the  program,  will  be  lanable  to  participate  but 
the  Princeton  Seminary  has  arranged  to  send  Rev,  Donald  Bower  and  student 
ministers  George  Colman  and  Henry  Strock.  Vac,   Bower  will  start  these 
student  ministers  off  with  a  Protestant  service  on  June  10  and  after  getting 
them  oriented  on  their  program  \-illl   leave  the  park  and  they  will  handle 
the  program  for  the  balance  of  the  season. 

In-Service  Training 

Park  Naturalists  VJatson,  Upton  and  Condon  attended  some  of  the 
sessions  of  the  park  rangers  conference  on  May  8  and  9.  On  May  9  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  discussed  with  the  group  in  training,  plans  for  the 
Naturalist  Division  activities  in  Yellowstone , 

The  Naturalist  Division  each  week  published  the  Yellowstone  Park 
Weekly  News  Letter. 

Interpretive  Services 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  presented  a  talk  on  l^lay  16  to  the  Lincoln 
School  in  Li"vingston,  Montana,  He  used  movies  and  Kodaslides,  The  pro- 
gram was  presented  at  3:00  p,m,  and  his  talk  lasted  about  4-0  minutes. 
There  were  350  pupils  who  enjoyed  this  program. 

On  May  2  t^.  Grant  Harris,  professor  at  the  Utah  State  Agricul- 
tural College,  with  a  group  of  about  21  range  management  students  visited 
the  heado^uarters  museum  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  talked  to  this 
group  about  Yellowstone  Park,  some  of  its  problems  and  its  lonique  pheno- 
mena. 

On  >fe.y  12  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  went  to  Butte,  Montana 
where  he  presented  a  program  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Montana  Society 
of  Engineers  in  the  Butte  Country  Club  house.  There  were  134-  members  of 
this  association  in  attendance. 

On  the  17th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  a  program  on 
Ye3J.owstone  Park  to  the  members  of  the  National  Federation  of  Federal 
Employees  Montana  State  convention  at  Bozeman,  Montana.  There  were  4-0 
people  in  attendance. 

On  the  evening  of  the  26th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  pre- 
sented a  program  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  using  motion  pictures  to  the 
Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  group  in  the  headquarters  canteen  building. 
There  were  about  35  people  present. 

During  the  month  considerable  time  was  spent  in  working  up  infor- 
mation on  signs  for  use  in  naming  places  and  features  of  Yelloivstone  Park, 
This  program  was  completed  and  submitted  and  signs  have  been  ordered. 
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Plans  for  the  program  of  interpretive  activities  for  the  1951 
season  were  completed  and  reviewed  by  the  park  naturalists  and  are  now 
ready  for  placing  into  action  by  the  entire  staff  as  the  season  progresses, 

Museim  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  wayside  exliibits  and  the  foyer  exhibits  at  the  Norris  Muse-um 
were  opened  for  public  use  on  May  17.  The  Canyon  exliibit  at  Artist  Point 
was  not  ready  for  public  use  until  May  31. 

The  Mammoth  museum  was   opened  to  the  public  eight  hours  a  day 
beginning  May  13  and  figures  obtained  from  the  register  indicate  that 
1500  or  more  people  used  the  museum  during  the  balance  of  the  month. 

On  the  22nd,  23rd  and  2^th  of  the  month  members  of  the  Division 
spent  considerable  time  on  a  general  cleanup  of  the  headquarters  museum 
basement,  storage  rooms  and  other  facilities  and  a  general  reorganization 
of  these  has  placed  them  in  readiness  for  summer  use. 

On  May  22  a  loan  was  made  to  Mr,   Franz  Lipp  of  the  skulls  of 
a  bighorn  sheep,  Roclgr  Mountain  mule  deer  and  American  bison.  These  are 
to  be  used  in  conjimction  with  the  Franz  Lipp  exhibit  at  the  Chicago  Art 
Institute . 

Personnel 

The  tours  of  duty  for  Park  Natur-alists  Watson  and  Upton  were 
changed  on  May  12,  For  the  balance  of  the  1951  travel  season  Park  Natur- 
alist Watson  ^^rill  be  off  duty  on  Fridays  and  Satiirdays  and  Park  Naturalist 
Upton  on  Sundays  and  Mondays, 

Park  Natiiralist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  14-  hours 
of  annual  leave.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
eight  hours  of  annual  leave.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all 
month  except  for  four  hours  of  annual  leave.  Clerk-stenographer  Proznick 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  25  hours  annual  leave. 

Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Marler  and  Park  Ranger  NatLiralist 
Parkinson  worked  on  Memorial  Day, 

Mr.  George  D,  Marler  entered  on  duty  as  Laborer  Leadman  on  l^lay  1 
and  v;orked  for  the  period  from  then  until  May  21  on  geyser  basin  cleanup 
work.  He  entered  on  duty  as  a  Park  Naturalist  on  May  21,  Mr.  Ted  Paikinson 
entered  on  duty  as  a  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  on  May  29, 

Park  Naturalist  Robert  F.  Upton  submitted  an  application  to  the 
Coordinating  Superintendent  of  Mt.  Rushmore  National  Memorial  requesting 
consideration  be  given  to  him  for  appointment  to  the  position  of  Superin- 
tendent of  Rushmore  Natioxial  Memorial.  This  application  was  submitted  on 
May  1. 
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Research  and  Observation 

On  May  4  a  large  grizzly  female  v/ith  two  of  this  years  cubs  was 
observed  crossing  the  highway  between  the  Madison  museiim  and  the  Terrace 
Spring.  This  was  a  beautifiil  animal  and  the  two  cubs  appeared  to  be 
healthy,  vigorous  bears. 

On  l^j  5   seven  antelope  v;ere  observed  in  the  sagebrush  flats 
above  Soda  Butte  on  Soda  Butte  Creek,  On  this  same  trip  107  bison  were 
counted,  and  in  one  herd  of  4.3  animals  observed  on  lower  Slough  Creek 
seven  of  these  were  this  years  calves.  Large  numbers  of  elk  were  observed 
throughout  the  month  on  the  northern  winter  elk  range  in  the  area  from 
Mammoth  as  far  out  as  Pebble  Creek,  On  l^y   5  four  coyotes  were  observed; 
three  of  them  together  on  Pebble  Creek  and  one  in  the  Horseshoe  area  near 
Junction  Butte « 

I^.  Tom  McHugh,  who  is  working  out  of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wild- 
life Park,  has  been  in  Yellowstone  several  times  diiring  the  month  to 
make  observations  on  Yellowstone  Park  bison  herds  in  the  Lamar  Valley, 
Hayden  Valley  and  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin,  Mr,   McHugh  is  also  photographing 
wildlife  in  l6mm  color,  2x2  Kodachromes  and  with  black  and  white  film, 

A  historical  landmark  was  removed  on  the  10th  of  May  when  the 
great  old  Doioglasfir  tree  which  leaned  over  the  road  on  the  approach  to 
the  upper  terraces  was  cut  down.  This  tree  has  for  years  provided  inspira- 
tion to  many  who  have  viewed  it  and  its  stark  silhouette  against  the  cloud 
banked  sky  with  the  Jupiter  Terrace  in  the  foreground  and  the  white,  snow- 
capped Sheep  Mountain  as  a  background.  The  life  of  this  tree  has  a  very 
interesting  story  to  tell. 

On  the  l6th  on  a  field  trip  to  Old  Faithful  and  return  Park 
Naturalists  Upton  and  Condon  spent  considerable  time  photographing  a 
calf  elk  near  the  old  Snow  Pass  road,  and  on  this  same  day  had  a  veiy 
unusual  and  interesting  experience  with  a  Richardson's  grouse  on  the  Old 
Fountain  Freight  road.  The  Richardson's  grouse  is  not  commonly  seen  in 
this  area  and  it  was  indeed  a  surprise  to  have  this  bird  act  more  like 
an  old  Plymouth  Rock  hen  than  a  wild  animal. 

On  the  21st  a  pair  of  trumpeter  svran  provided  passer-bys  with 
a  full  days  entertainment.  These  sv;an  had  settled  on  a  small  pond  at  the 
lower  end  of  Elk  Park  within  50  feet  of  the  highway  and  there  they  remained 
all  day  long  feeding,  preening  and  otherwise  enjoying  life.  Sixteen  ram. 
motion  pictures,  2x2  Kodachromes  and  black  and  white  film,  were  taken  of 
these  birds  and  many  cars  stopped  to  watch  while  they  v/ere  being  photographed. 
They  were  observed  at  7:30  in  the  morning,  again  later  in  the  morning, 
they  were  photographed  in  the  afternoon  and  upon  returning  from  Old  Faith- 
ful late  in  the  evening  they  were  still  observed  to  be  actively  engaged  in 
feeding  in  this  small  pond.  It  was  not  at  all  difficult  to  approach  vdlthin 
100  ft.  of  the  birds  and  a  closer  approach  could  probably  have  been  made 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the  water  surface  prevented  it. 

During  the  month  jji  travels  past  Willow  Park  an  increasing  number 
of  moose  has  been  revealed  frequenting  that  area  and  on  the  11th  seven 
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Trumpeter  Swan  in  Elk  Park, 
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animals  were  observed.  Some  still  pictures  and  16mii  motion  pictures 
have  been  made  of  animals  in  that  area.  One  large  bull  moose  was  noted 
to  have  a  broken  ear  which  hangs  dotm  and  flaps  about,  and  because  of 
tliis  physical  characteristic  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  make  observa- 
tions on  movements  which  this  animal  will  undoubtedly  make  during  the 
coming  summer. 

On  1-fe.y  14  Hot  River  below  J-Iammoth  took  on  a  peculiar  appearance 
and  an  investigation  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  revealed  that  the  customary 
clear  stream  of  hot  water  was  very  muddy  and  much  cooler  than  normal. 
Photographs  \jere   made  of  it  and  it  was  decided  that  probablj  high  water 
coming  do\-m  Clematis  Gulch  on  to  the  parade  ground  was  flowing  into  one 
of  the  many  caverns  or  holes  there  and  finding  access  into  the  supply  of 
water  that  feeds  Hot  River,  At  the  end  of  the  month  this  had  cleared  up. 

On  the  19th  of  May  Park  Naturalist  Uatson  coimted  97  bison  in 
one  herd  near  the  mouth  of  Hellr oaring  Greek,  Only  three  calves  were 
identified  in  this  group,  but  undoubtedly  there  were  others  present  for 
Mr,  Watson  found  it  difficult  to  see  calves  since  the  point  of  observa- 
tion was  about  two  miles  distant  from  the  herd. 

On  the  25th  while  conducting  the  local  Boy  Scout  Troop  on  a 
hike  from  Blacktail  Deer  Greek  over  Mt,  Everts  the  group  encountered  a 
rather  large  prairie  rattlesnake  at  an  elevation  of  about  6,300  feet 
on  the  old  Turkey  Pen  Trail  on  the  south  side  of  Rattlesnake  Butte, 
This  was  one  of  the  highest  elevations  that  this  particular  species  has 
been  reported. 

Of  unusual  interest  this  year  has  been  the  change  in  the  acti- 
vity of  the  Giant  Geyser  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  This  geyser,  v/hich 
for  the  past  several  seasons  has  erupted  maybe  once  or  twice,  during  the 
entire  year,  has  been  performing  with  remarkable  regularity  during  May, 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  it  is  almost  amazing  the  close 
relationship  in  the  interval  of  time  for  the  eruptions  of  this  geyser 
during  May,  It  erupted  a  total  of  six  times  during  the  month.

The  book  stocks  for  field  stations  were  assembled  during  the 
month  by  Park  Natui^alist  Watson  and  the  entire  summer  sales  stock  was 
taken  to  Old  Faithful  on  May  21,  The  summer  sales  stock  for  Mammoth 
was  placed  in  the  storage  area  and  publications  placed  on  sale  on  May  13. 
Fishing  Bridge  stock  was  assembled  and  will  be  taken  to  the  field  right 
after  Jime  lo 

The  Association  employed  Mrs.  Alice  Quist  to  serve  as  a.  seasonal 
clerk  on  Ife.y  28,  Mrs,  Quist  will  work  four  hours  each  day  for  six  days 
a  week  and  it  is  anticipated  that  with  her  help  a  great  deal  of  work  will 
be  accomplished  by  the  Association, 

The  power  tools  ordered  by  the  Association  in  April  arrived  during 
MsLj   and  have  been  placed  in  storage  in  the  museum  basement  pending  the 
development  of  space  for  a  workshop.  Tools  acquired  are:  a  tilting  arbor, 
table  saw,  a  5-inch  joiner  and  planer,  a  good  drill  press,  arbor  with  grinding 
wheels,  an  electrical  hand  drill  and  a  24.-inch  arm  jig  saw,  ¥ith  these 
tools  it  is  anticipated  that  a  fine  museim  workshop  can  be  set  up. 

During  the  month  500  topographic  maps  were  received  from  the 
Geological  Survey  in  replacement  for  those  damaged  in  a  large  shipment 
in  April, 

Yellowstone  Park  Nature  Notes  were  edited  and  multilithed  dioring 
May  and  will  go  out  in  the  mail  early  in  June, 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Old  mattresses,  bed  springs  and  other  out-moded  equipment  were 
taken  from  natui-alist  quarters  during  the  month  and  turned  in  to  the 
Storehouse  for  credit.  New  eqiiipment  and  materials  vere   taken  out  to 
replace  these.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  has  devoted  considerable  time  to 
getting  qioarters  ready  tor  occupancy  by  seasonal  men  upon  their  arrival 
here  and  in  addition  has  devoted  considerable  time  to  the  removal  of 
shutters  and  other  work  incident  to  the  opening  of  museums.  One  project 
which  has  taken  considerable  time  has  been  the  assembling  of  sets  of  keys 
for  issuance  to  seasonal  personnel  for  their  use, 
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Park  Naturalist  Upton  cleaned  and  repaired  the  projection  screens 
which  will  be  used  at  Mammoth  and  IJest  Thumb,  Park  Naturalisb  l/atson  dis- 
assembled and  thoroughly  cleaned  the  l6mm  Eastman  sound  motion  picture  pro- 
jector which  is  the  property  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Associa- 
tion, This  machine  is  now  in  first-class  condition  for  operation  during 
the  1951  season. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

During  the  month  four  rolls  of  X-135  film  were  exposed;  J+0 
-4x5  black  and  white  negatives  were  exposed;  24  9x12  cm  black  and  white 
pictures  v/ere  exposed  and  700  feet  of  l6mm  colored  motion  picture  film.

All  museums  in  the  park  were  open  and  the  division 
started  conducting  its  schedule  of  walks,  talks,  caravans  and  the  opera- 
tion of  information  centers  by  the  seasonal  naturalists  and  park  ranger 
naturalists*  Several  field  trips  were  made  by  permanent  personnel  and 
considerable  time  was  given  over  to  the  preparation  of  memoranda,  circu- 
lars and  other  essential  instructions  and  directives  which  served  to  assist 
the  personnel  entering  on  duty  to  be  properly  informed  so  that  they  could 
satisfactorily  carry  out  their  work. 

Admi  nistration 

The  over-all  program  of  the  Naturalist  Division  was  under  the 
administrative  supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Park  Natur- 
alists Watson  and  Upton  were  assigned  certain  administrative  responsi- 
bilities for  some  field  activities  and  they  will  cariy  through  on  these 
for  the  summer.

Wohlbrandt,  Chief  Electrician  McMullin,  lister  Mechanic  Robinson,  Jfester 
Plumber  Wiggins,  Administrative  Assistant  Joffe,  Assistant  Chief  Ranger

Mr,  Kenneth  L.  Diem,  a  former  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist 
in  Yellowstone  for  several  seasons,  stopped  in  at  the  Chief  Park  Natur- 
alist's office  for  a  brief  visit  on  the  26th.

The  student  ministers  from  Princeton  Seminary  arrived  in  the 
park  on  June  10  and  on  that  morning  conducted  their  first  non-denominational 
Protestant  service  of  the  1951  season.  Student  ministers  will  be,  Mr, 
Henry  Strock,  who  will  work  at  Mammoth  and  other  stations  on  the  upper  half 
of  the  loop.  Mr,  George  Colman  will  serve  Old  Faithful  and  those  stations 
on  the  lower  loop.  The  services  conducted  l^  these  young  men  v/ere  well 
organized  at  the  months  close  with  regular  services  being  held  at  all 
stations,  and  choral  groups,  bible  study  classes  and  other  functions  of 
this  type  having  been  organized  at  each  of  the  main  loop  stations, 

Roman  Catholic  and  Latter  Day  Saint  services  began  on  June  2A 
and  will  continue  for  the  balance  of  the  season, 

Dxiring  the  month  all  details  were  completed  for  the  entire  re- 
ligious services  program  for  Yellowstone  and  a  circular  prepared  outlining 
this  for  the  information  of  all  interested.  In  addition,  printed  posters

In-Service  Training

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area  which  will  serve  to  direct  people  to  the  new  path  to  Grand  View  Point, 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  1-1/2  hours  on  Grand  View  Point  on  the 
17th  and  during  that  interval  of  time  not  one  indiAdLdual  visited  it.  This 
is  thought  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  signing  that  directs 
people  to  the  walks  that  give  access  to  the  point. 

In  addition  to  the  regularly  scheduled  talks  which  are  part  of 
the  Yellowstone  interpretive  program,  the  talks  which  are  listed  as  in- 
service  training  for  employees  also  served  as  an  interpretive  service, 
both  for  the  employees  and  the  public  who  attended  these  programs. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museums  were  open  and  available  to  the  public  by  mid-month 
and  have  proven  to  be  popular  places  with  the  park  visitor.  Efforts  have 
been  made  to  touch  up  exhibits,  exhibit  cases  and  museum  interiors  and 
exteriors  so  that  they  present  a  polished  appearance,  and  much  credit  can 
go  to  the  janitors  at  the  museums  and  to  the  park  ranger  naturalists 
stationed  at  Morris  and  Ifedison.) 

A  pine  marten  was  recovered  by  Park  Naturalist  Replogle  on  the 
20th  after  having  been  killed  by  an  automobile,  and  this  animal  was  made 
into  a  splendid  study  skin  for  the  park  collection  by  Lowell  Miller, 

A  grizzly  bear  female  and  her  two  cubs  were  killed  by  District 
Ranger  Stevens  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  28th.  The  heads  of  these  animals 
were  turned  over  to  the  Naturalist  Division  and  have  been  cached  pending 
the  cleaning  of  them  by  decay  and  insects. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Lowell  Miller  is  handling  the  cut  flower 
display  at  the  MJaramoth  museum  and  Park  Naturalist  Lowell  Biddulph  is  main- 
taining a  splendid  display  of  this  kind  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museim, 
By  popular  demand  at  Camp  Roosevelt,  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Thad  Stevens 
is  maintaining  a  small  wild  flower  display  there. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  David  Beal  at  the  Norris  Museum  is  to 
be  commended  on  his  enthusiastic  interest  in  that  area  and  he  has  put  in 
considerable  time  improving  the  appearance  of  the  physical  structures  there,  'i 
The  four  exhibit  cases  have  been  given  two  coats  of  gray  enamel,  the  infor- 
mation counter  revamished,  all  wroiight-iron  frames  and  signs  have  been 
painted  with  black  enamel,  the  exhibit  cases  and  rock  trays  on  the  museum 
interior  have  been  polished  with  furnit\ire  wax  and  in  general  this  museum 
presents  a  polished  appearance. 

The  amphitheater  at  West  Thumb  is  in  a  very  delapidated  condition. 
It  needs  new  logs  and  the  screen  backing  has  one  post  rotted  off  which  has 
required  bracing  in  order  to  maintain  the  unit  in  an  upright  position. 
This  whole  installation  needs  renovation.  The  same  sit\jation  is  prevalent 
at  the  lyfejniaoth  amphitheater  area.

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A  detailed  memorandum  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Super- 
intendent on  June  28  justifying  the  carrying  throijgh  of  all  Naturalist 
Division  activities  over  the  4.th  of  July  holiday. 

Park  Naturalist  Robert  F.  Upton  submitted  his  application  to  the 
Region  Two  office  for  appointment  to  the  position  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
of  the  Black  Hills  areas.  This  application  was  submitted  on  Juae  8, 

Research  and  Observation 

The  Giant  Geyser  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  has  continued  to 
erupt  at  regular  intervals  during  the  month  of  June  and  so  far  has  main- 
tained the  schedule  of  between  five  and  six  days  between  eruptions. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Samuel  M,  Beal  had  an  \musual  experience 
on  June  24.  when  he  was  conducting  the  geyser  walk  and  was  fort\mate  enough 
to  have  members  of  his  party  witness  the  Grand  Geyser  eruption  at  10:20  a,m,, 
the  Giant  Geyser  erupt  at  10:30  a.m.,  the  Riverside  Geyser  at  10:50  a,m,, 
the  Daisy  Geyser  at  11:00  a.m.  and  the  Castle  Geyser  at  3J.:4.5  a,m.  This 
is  probably  one  of  the  most  spectacular  hydrothermal  shows  that  any  group 
of  people  has  ever  witnessed^ 

At  the  close  of  the  month  the  wild  flower  display  which  is  devel- 
oping along  the  roadside,  especially  around  Bunsen  Peak,  on  the  old  Tower 
Fall  road  and  on  the  slopes  of  Mt.  Washburn,  is  especially  beautiful 
and  is  arousing  a  great  deal  of  public  enthusiasm  and  interest. 

This  year  the  snow  flies  in  the  vicinity  of  Yellowstone  Lake 
have  been  greater  in  number  than  can  be  remembered  by  many  old-timers 
who  have  been  in  the  park.  There  were  literally  millions  of  these  insects 
in  the  air  and  so  many  of  their  dead  bodies  accumulated  in  places  that 
the  countryside  took  on  a  definitely  sour  smell.  There  were  days  in  mid- 
June  when  the  clouds  of  insects  were  so  dense  that  they  virtually  obscured 
vision  and  made  it  very  difficult  to  breathe  without  breathing  in  insects, 
and  it  was  virtually  impossible  to  carry  on  a  conversation  in  areas  where 
the  swarms  were  dense.  The  nimibers  gradually  declined  after  the  20th  of 
June,  and  after  the  months  close  they  were  not  in  evidence. 

The  black  bear  have  gradually  increased  in  number  along  the 
roadsides  since  the  first  of  the  month  and  on  a  trip  around  the  loop  on 
the  28th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  saw  29  black  bear.  Among  these 
were  five  females  with  cubs. 

Two  dead  antelope  were  observed  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
on  June  30  near  the  Stevens  Creek  ranger  station  road.  One  of  these 
was  a  mature  buck  and  the  other  this  years  kid. 

On  June  16  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  fortunate  enough  to 
see  a  female  antelope  immediately  after  giving  birth  to  twin  kids.  This 
blessed  event  occurred  near  the  junction  of  the  Stevens  Creek  ranger  sta- 
tion road  and  the  old  county  road.  Some  photographs  were  made  of  the 
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yoving  antelope  and  the  mother,  Vfithin  a  matter  of  less  than  15  minutes 
the  two  kids  were  sufficiently  strong  to  dash  off  with  the  mother  so  fast 
and  so  far  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  follow. 

A  hike  was  made  over  the  Mamraoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  on  June  16 
by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  it  was  found  that  considerable  damage 
is  being  done  to  the  springs  by  park  visitors.  Debris  was  found  choking 
the  Prospect  Spring  vent  and  this  was  removed.  It  is  thought  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  remove  foreign  rocks  from  the  terrace  areas  and 
that  sleeper  logs  should  be  used  as  protective  barriers  where  such  are 
needed. 

The  "Black  Dragon  Cauldron"  near  the  Mud  Volcano  area  was  visited 
several  tijaes  during  the  month  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  and  its 
activity  is  continuing  in  a  violent  manner.  It  is  at  the  present  time 
moving  to  the  south  into  a  large  bank  of  clay.  Before  long  it  appears 
that  water  from  the  "Sour  Lake"  will  gain  entry  into  the  crater  of  the 
"Black  Dragon  Cauldron"  and  this  will  undoubtedly  materially  change  the 
activity  of  this  feature, 

/ On  June  22  a  memorandum  was  submitted  to  the  Superintendent 
on  "The  Improvement  of  the  Protection  of  I^drothermal  Phenomena  of  Yellow- 
stone National  Park",  This  memorandum  was  14-  pages  of  siiggestions  for 
changes  and  improvements  which  might  prove  beneficial  in  affording  better 
protection  to  Yellowstone  National  Park»s  hard-pressed  hydrothermal  features. 

Along  the  old  road  to  Tower  Fall  in  the  Douglasfir  forest  there 
are  this  year  a  greater  nimber  of  the  Calypso  bulbosa,  lady  slipper  orchids, 
blooming  than  for  the  past  several  years,  A  careful  observation  on  the 
24.th  of  the  month  revealed  dozens  of  these  in  bloom  right  along  the  road 
shoiilder.  Along  this  drive  the  larkspur,  shooting  star,  ground  phlox, 
purple  phacelia,  lupine  and  balsam  root  are  brilliantly  coloring  the  land- 
scape. 

The  need  for  additional  protection  of  the  hydothermal  areas 
became  most  pressing  toward  the  months  end  and  on  the  28th  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  took  supplies  and  a  number  of  signs  to  Old  Faithful 
for  George  Msirler,  other  seasonal  naturalists  and  the  Janitor  to  mount 
on  wooden  blocks  and  place  in  the  geyser  basin  areas  in  an  attempt  to 
curb  the  misuse  of  many  areas. 

Bighorn  rams  have  been  reported  as  having  been  seen  on  the  top  of 
Mt,  Sepulcher  by  hikers  to  that  area.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  a  group 
of  local  scouts  watched  one  ram  near  the  top  of  the  mountain  on  the  22nd 
and  other  parties  have  reported  seeing  animals,  Mr,  Watson  and  his  scout 
party  had  the  unusual  e3q)erience  of  seeing  a  large  buck  antelope  at  an 
elevation  of  9,000  feet  on  Sepulcher  Mountain,  This  is  thought  to  be  a 
rather  high  spot  to  find  animals  of  this  type. 

Library 

Miss  Joan  Swart zlow,  employed  as  librarian  ty  the  library  and 
museum  association,  entered  on  duty  J\me  21  and  since  that  date  has  been 
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dassifying  books,  pamphlets  and  other  library  materials  which  have  been 
acquired  during  the  winter  season© 

The  field  libraries  for  Canyon,  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge 
were  taken  to  those  stations  during  the  month,  and  in  addition  a  large 
number  of  books  have  been  issued  on  indefinite  loan  to  personnel  in  the 
field  for  their  use^

Natural  History  Association 

The  Jfey-June  issue  of  Yellowstone  Park  Nature  Notes  was  multi- 
lithed  and  placed  in  the  mail  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  with 
317  being  mailed  and  89  distributed  locally. 

The  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  has  cooperated 
with  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  National  Memorial  Park  and  purchased  for 
them  2500  copies  of  Dr.  Laird's  publication  on  the  geology  of  that  area. 
These  publications  will  be  sold  at  the  memorial  park  and  the  Yellovrstone 
Library  and  Museum  Association  will  be  reimbursed  for  its  investment  from 
the  revenue  derived  from  these  sales.

Park  Naturalist  Upton  during  the  month  worked  up  detailed  physical 
property  records  of  all  property  in  quarters  and  other  equijment  which 
will  be  used  by  seasonal  personnel,  and  these  were  issued  to  the  personnel 
on  requisition  so  that  full  responsibility  for  its  proper  careand  return 
ia  placed  upon  the  employees  who  are  using  it. 
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One  of  the  large  jobs  of  the  month  has  been  the  preparation  of 
all  quarters  for  occupancy  by  the  seasonal  employees  coming  on  duty. 
These  were  equipped  with  the  necessary  furnishings  and  placed  in  readiness 
so  that  a  minimum  of  effort  was  required  by  people  moving  into  them. 
The  tent  top  at  Canyon  was  put  up  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  mid-month. 

Projection  screens  were  taken  from  storage  at  park  headquarters 
to  all  field  stations  and  put  up  and  in  readiness  in  sufficient  time  so 
that  all  campfire  programs  were  able  to  begin  on  schedule, 

A  two-room  cabin  which  formerly  vras  used  at  the  Jfejumoth  swimming 
pool  was  taken  to  West  Thumb  by  tfeister  Mechanic  R,  R,  Robinson  on  June  5 
and  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Watson  helped  unload  this  cabin  and  place 
it  in  position  for  use  liy  the  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  stationed 
at  West  Thumb,

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Travel  to  Yellowstone  for  •Qie  month  of  Jiily  has  been  heavier 
than  in  1950  and  the  people  have  been  actively  participating  in  the  in- 
terpretive program  presented  by  the  Naturalist  Division,  At  about  mid- 
month  a  stormy  period  deposited  considerable  snow  throughout  the  park, 
and  on  the  10th  and  11th  snow  was  on  the  ground  at  all  interior  stations. 
This  storm  greatly  hampered  the  walks  and  outdoor  programs,  but  did  not 
completely  stop  them.  Many  thunder  showers  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  month  have  interfered  with  some  outdoor  programs,  but  in  general 
all  of  the  programs  have  been  held  at  all  stations  with  only  a  reduced 
attendance  at  times  due  to  inclement  weather  and  a  predominance  of 
insect  pests.  The  moisture  has  been  sufficiently  great  during  the 
month  to  provide  a  fine  flower  de-\elopment  over  most  of  the  park  and 
a  great  display  of  wild  flowers  is  especially  evident  on  the  north 
side  of  the  park.  Attendance  at  the  interpretive  programs  for  the 
month  of  July  1951  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  1950, 

Administration 


The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Upton  carried  on  the  administrative  responsibilities  assigned 
to  them  for  the  various  field  stations,  and  the  park  naturalists  acting 
as  seniors  at  the  stations  have  carried  out  their  work  very  satisfactorily, 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  given  over  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  to  working  up  a  program  of  activities  and  a  termination  schedule 
for  employees  to  conform  with  the  limited  budget  allotted  the  interpre- 
tive division  for  operating  during  the  1952  fiscal  year.  The  division 
experienced  this  year  a  27,1%  cut  in  the  fimds  allotted  them  for  opera- 
tions over  that  which  were  given  to  them  diiring  the  1951  fiscal  year. 
This  cut  necessitates  termination  of  the  division  activities  on  a 
broad  scale  as  of  August  24-  at  the  close  of  duty  for  all  employees  on 
that  date. 

Ten  trips  were  made  into  the  park  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  routine  work  of  the  division,  work  asso- 
ciated with  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museimi  Associa-tion  activities 
and  to  audit  programs  conducted  by  the  seasonal  men  in  the  field,  Mr, 
Watson  audited  five  programs  and  listened  to  Park  Ranger  Naturalists 
Breitenbach,  Miller,  Alleman,  Beal,  Downing,  Turner,  Asmussen,  Biddulph 
and  Stevens  present  programs  or  act  as  master  of  ceremony.  Chief  Park 
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Natiiralist  Condon  made  14-  trips  into  the  field  during  the  month  for  the 
purpose  of  observing  the  activities  in  the  field  and  to  attend  to  other 
business.  Naturalists  whose  programs  were  audited  are:  Hennessy, 
Asmussen,  Downing,  Simonian,  Ijystrup,  Marler,  Beal,  Parkinson  and 
Armitage,  Park  Naturalist  Upton  made  five  trips  into  the  field  for 
observation  purposes  and  in  addition  supplied  field  stations  and  quarters 
with  their  physical  needs  and  supplies.  In  addition  to  this  he  worked 
on  the  installation  of  self -guiding  nature  trails  at  Mammoth,  Norris, 
Old  Faithful  and  Camp  Roosevelt,  Mr,  Upton  attended  programs  and  heard 
Armitage,  Chaffee,  Turner,  Asmussen,  Stevens,  Teuscher,  Biddulph, 
Breitenbach  and  Rennie  conduct  programs. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

A  conference  was  held  with  Mr,  John  S,  McLaughlin,  Assistant 
Regional  Director  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  on  Tuesday,  the  10th 
of  the  month,  at  which  time  the  programs  of  the  division  were  discussed 
and  especially  the  limitation  of  funds  and  curtailment  of  activities. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  conference  in  the 
Conference  Room  near  the  engineers  office  on  the  afternoon  of  July  10, 
In  attendance  were  Mr,  Tom  C,  Vint,  Chief,  Planning  and  Construction 
Division,  National  Park  Service;  Mr,  John  B,  Cabot,  Regional  Architect 
for  Region  Twoj  Mr,  Robert  G.  Hall,  Assistant  Regional  Director;  Mr, 
John  McLaughlin,  Assistant  Regional  Director;  Mr.  Charles  E,  Krueger, 
Regional  Landscape  Architect;  Mr,  Frank  I^ttson,  Resident  Landscape 
Architect;  Mr,  Phil  Wohlbrandt,  Park  Engineer;  I>fr.  Edmund  B,  Rogers, 
Superintendent  and  Mr,  Fred  T,  Johnston,  Assistant  Superintendent, 
At  this  conference  an  extended  discussion  was  carried  on  with  respect 
to  the  problems  with  which  the  Service  is  confronted  in  providing 
adequate  and  sufficient  protection  to  hydrothermal  areas. 

On  July  13  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  reviewed  the  illus- 
trations which  Mr,  Jack  E,  Haynes  anticipates  using  in  the  new  Haynes 
Guide  book. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson's  Scout  Troop  No,  151  of  lyfemnoth  was 
presented  with  its  charter  and  an  investiture  service  for  the  troop 
was  conducted  in  the  canteen  building  on  the  15th, 

A  conference  was  held  with  Mr,  Ernest  Anderson,  Chief  Clerk, 
and  Fred  T.  Johnston,  Assistant  Superintendent,  on  July  19  concerning 
the  allotment  of  funds  made  to  the  Naturalist  Division,  A  ratio  of 
distribution  of  funds  for  the  100  accounts  indicates  that  Account  112, 
Naturalist  Division,  will  be  reduced  by  27.1^.  Account  111,  Adminis- 
tration, will  be  reduced  by  1,1%  and  Account  113,  Protection  Division, 
will  be  reduced  by  12,8^,  An  attempt  was  made  to  alter  this  percentage 
ratio  so  that  activities  within  the  Naturalist  Division  could  be  carried 
on  in  a  little  more  normal  manner  than  will  be  possible  under  such  a 
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reduced  allowance. 

Dr.  Donald  White  of  the  U,  S.  Geological  Survey  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  July  27  and  expects  to  remain  in 
the  park  for  several  days  into  the  month  of  August.  He  anticipates 
visiting  the  Shoshone  geyser  basin  and  probably  the  Heart  Lake  geyser 
basin. 

Superintendent  E,  S.  Luce  of  Custer  Battlefield  National 
Monument  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  26th  and  at 
that  time  went  over  a  portion  of  business  associated  vrilth  the  Monument 
and  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  wherein  the  Associa- 
tion is  cooperating  with  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  in  acquiring 
sales  items  and  also  certain  physical  equipment  which  they  need, 

Mr,  James  Simons  of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park  and  I^. 
Don  Carlyle,  who  is  associated  with  the  Zoological  Gardens,  were  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  19th. 

On  the  12th  day  of  the  month  a  special  trip  was  made  in 
company  with  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston  to  Fishing  Bridge  and 
return,  and  at  that  time  pictiires  were  made  of  areas  which  need  improve- 
ment. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  religious  services  program  as  outlined  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  was  carried  on  throughout  the  month.  The  student 
ministers  have  been  carrying  out  an  active  program  around  the  loop  of 
the  park  organizing  choral  groups  and  at  the  present  time  have  active 
choruses  at  Canyon,  Lake,  Old  Faithful,  Mammoth  and  a  small  group  at 
Carap  Rooseveltj.ao<^e , 

During  the  period  July  9  through  the  13th  a  simmier  bible 
school  was  conducted  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  by  I4iss  Louise 
Frame,  Mss  Barbara  Frame  and  Miss  Pattsie  Pepper,  This  bible  school 
was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  the  local  children.  The  student 
ministers  assisted  v/herever  possible  in  conducting  this  program, 

Mr.  Warren  Ost,  who  headed  up  the  student  ministry  program 
in  Yellowstone  Park  during  the  1950  season  and  who  it  was  anticipated 
would  participate  in  this  program  during  the  1951  season,  returned 
to  the  park  on  the  31st  of  July  after  recovering  from  a  very  serious 
illness,  Mr.  Ost  will  be  a  member  of  the  student  minister  staff  for 
the  balance  of  the  season, 

A  conference  was  held  by  Mr.  Condon,  who  is  chairman  of 
the  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee,  with  Rev.  Buswell  of  Cody, 
looming  concerning  the  conducting  of  Protestant  services  on  the  east 
side  of  the  park  by  the  Cody  Ministerial  Association,  Arrangements 
were  made  for  Protestant  services  at  Fishing  Bridge  for  the  balance 
of  the  season.

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  talked  to  the  temporary  park 
rangers  on  their  pre-season  training  trip  on  July  1  at  Lake  Butte, 
On  the  evening  of  July  1  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  talked  to  the 
Canyon  Lodge  employees  and  the  guests  on  Yellowstone  Park  and  signi- 
ficant factors  pertaining  to  it.  There  were  300  persons  in  attendance 
at  this  talk. 

On  July  2U   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  projected  training 
movies  for  the  district  ranger  conference  which  was  held  on  that 
date  and  at  the  ssuae  time  at  this  meeting  a  discussion  was  conducted 
with  respect  to  the  various  aspects  of  cooperative  endeavor  between 
the  Naturalist  Division  and  the  Protection  Division, 

Interpretive  Services 

jSgain  this  year  it  was  the  privilege  of  the  National  Park 
Service  to  serve  as  hosts  to  a  tour  of  blind  people  from  the  Montana 
State  College,  and  on  July  16  Park  Naturalist  Dilley  and  Chief  Park 
Natui-alist  Condon  served  as  guides  in  conducting  two  bus  loads  of 
these  people  on  a  tour  aroimd  the  main  loop  road  of  Yellowstone  Park, 
There  were  a  total  of  64  blind  persons  in  the  party  and  at  the  close 
of  the  days  tour  it  was  deemed  that  a  very  successful  trip  had  been 
experienced  by  these  people.  They  entered  the  park  via  the  West 
entrance  and  left  out  the  Northern  entrance  late  in  the  evening. 

On  the  17th  of  July  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  traveled 
to  Bozeman,  Montana  where  he  talked  to  a  special  class  in  conserva- 
tion that  was  given  by  Dr.  Swanson  and  at  that  time  he  met  with  Mr, 
Robert  W,  Brink  and  completed  plans  for  the  visit  to  the  park  of 
the  Montana  Conservation  Council  on  the  26th  and  27th  of  July, 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  the  talk  at  Old  Faithful 
on  July  20  and  presented  short  informational  talks  to  audiences  at 
those  programs  that  he  attended  during  the  month.  Park  Naturalist 
Upton  presented  the  talks  at  Tower  Fall  on  the  27th  and  Canyon  amphi- 
theater on  the  31st,  Park  Naturalist  Watson  gave  talks  at  Ifemmoth 
on  July  11,  Tower  Fall  on  the  18th  and  at  Canyon  on  the  25th, 

The  Montana  Conservation  Council  caravan  trip  was  taken 
around  the  main  loop  of  Yellowstone  Park  on  July  26  and  27  by  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon,  The  group  consisted  of  40  people  who  are 
vitally  interested  in  the  conservation  of  the  resources  of  Montana, 
This  proved  to  be  a  very  interesting  group  and  it  is  thought  they 
left  Yellowstone  Park  with  a  far  better  conception  of  the  significance 
of  this  national  park  in  the  conservation  program  of  our  nation, 
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Additional  framed  and  glassed  poster  annoimcements  of  the 
interpretive  program  were  placed  at  strategic  spots  during  the  month, 

^"~       Park  Naturalist  Dilley  worked  with  Mr,  Upton  on  the  installa- 
tion of  the  self -guiding  nature  trails  and  prepared  labeled  script, 
helped  install  labels  along  the  trails  and  did  other  work  associated 
with  them.  There  are  now  86  labels  out  on  the  Norris  self-guiding  trail 
and  an  estimated  965  people  have  been  over  this  trail  during  July, 
Forty-five  labels  are  out  on  the  Old  Faithful  trail  and  the  estimated 
use  of  this  trail  is  1200  people.  Thirty-five  labels  have  been  placed 
out  on  the  Lost  Falls  trail  from  Camp  Roosevelt,  and  since  this  trail 
was  not  completely  installed  until  the  30th  of  the  month  no  attendance 
figures  are  given  on  it.  There  were  84  labels  placed  out  on  the  Mammoth 
self -guiding  nature  trail  up  Clematis  Gulch  early  in  July  and  it  has 
received  popular  use  by  visitors  in  the  Mammoth  area. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  museum  and  wayside  exhibits  have  been  available  to  the 
park  visitor  throughout  the  entire  month  and  each  of  these  has  received 
popular  use.  The  park  headquarters  museum  at  times  has  been  so  crowded 
that  it  was  difficult  to  move  about  in  the  structure,  and  at  the  Old 
Faithful  museum  after  each  eruption  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser  that  structure 
becomes  so  crowded  that  it  is  difficult  for  people  to  see  the  exhibits 
and  get  the  values  from  them  they  should. 

\  New  directional  signs  were  prepared  by  Mr,  Upton  for  directing 

people  to  the  rest  rooms  at  the  Madison  museum.  They  have  been  installed 
and  have  served  a  very  useful  purpose  at  that  point. 

During  the  month  paint  and  other  supplies  were  given  to  the 
janitors  at  the  Fishing  Bridge,  I-Jarataoth  and  Old  Faithful  museums,  and 
in  spare  moments  they  have  been  touching  up  spots  that  need  to  be 
repaired  in  order  to  place  them  in  a  satisfactory  appearing  condition. 

The  statistical  information  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the 
museians  and  exhibits  is  presented  in  the  statistical  report  which 
accompanies  this  report. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  was 
on  duty  all  month  except  for  eight  hours  sick  leave  taken  on  July  10, 
Park  Naturalist  Dilley  of  Everglades  National  Park  reported  on  July  3 
to  Yellowstone  Park  for  entry  on  duty  in  a  temporary  capacity  for  the 
summer  season  and  an  attempt  has  been  made  throughout  the  month  of 
July  to  give  Mr,  Dilley  an  opportimity  to  come  in  contact  with  all 
phases  of  the  activities  which  are  carried  on  in  the  Naturalist  Divi- 
sion in  Yellowstone  so  that  he  might  garner  as  much  experience  as 
possible  which  will  be  helpful  to  hiia  in  his  future  work  as  a  natur- 
alist in  the  National  Park  Service,  Mr,  Dilley  was  established  in 
his  quarters  in  the  apartment  house  on  July  3  and  since  that  date  has 
been  actively  participating  in  the  work  of  the  division, 
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Park  Natiiralist  Wayne  Replogle  was  confined  to  the  Yellowstone 
Park  hospital  on  the  evening  of  Jiily  9  and  was  released  from  that  hos- 
pital on  July  12.  Mr.  Replogle  was  siiffering  from  anaHei^  of  some 
sort  which  caused  his  eyes  to  swell  shut,  and  we  were  aH  pleased  to  see 
him  recover  from  this  illness. 

Due  to  the  limitation  of  funds  it  was  deemed  desirable  to 
close  down  the  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  on  July  4.,  and 
therefore  only  the  five  museums  were  kept  open  for  a  period  of  eight 
hours,  with  all  other  activities  having  been  closed  for  the  day.  It 
was  deemed  desirable  to  have  a  division  picnic  and  such  an  activity 
was  held  at  the  Squaw  Lake  campground  on  the  shores  of  Yellowstone 
Lake.  A  few  more  than  75  people  were  in  attendance  at  the  picnic 
and  it  was  thought  that  an  enjoyable  time  was  had  by  all,  and  in 
addition  that  it  was  a  substantial  contribution  toward  building  up 
good  morale  within  the  Naturalist  Division  organization. 

Research  and  Observation 

On  July  9  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  organized  a  party  which 
traveled  to  the  I'lolly  Islands  for  the  purpose  of  banding  birds  and 
making  observations  of  the  nesting  activities  at  this  rookery.  The 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  cooperated  with  the  Naturalist  Division  and 
provided  the  boat  and  a  boatman;  and.  Dr.  Cope  accompanied  the  group. 
Members  of  the  party  who  assisted  in  the  work  were:  Park  Naturalist 
W.  E.  Dilley,  Tom  McHugh,  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen,  Park  Ranger  Naturalist 
Joseph  Murphy,  Park  Naturalists  Robert  Upton  and  Herbert  T.  Lystrup, 
Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Ted  Parkinson,  Bert  Brown,  Wilson  Condon  and 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Three  hundred  California  gulls  were 
banded  and  200  white  pelicans.  There  was  a  very  large  concentration 
of  birds  on  the  rocky  island  and  only  a  limited  number  on  the  sandy 
island.  There  was  a  much  smaller  number  of  Caspian  terns  observed 
this  year.  The  sandy  island  was  not  visited  by  the  group  because  a 
pending  storm  threatened  to  influence  the  nesting  of  the  birds  and 
jeopardize  the  young,  so  no  detailed  census  was  carried  out  and  the 
group  left  the  island  as  soon  as  possible  after  carrying  through  with 
the  banding  activities.  The  colonies  seemed  to  be  as  large  or  larger 
this  year  with  the  exception  of  the  apparent  decrease  in  Caspian  terns. 
There  were  a  large  number  of  double-crested  cormorants,  white  pelicans, 
California  gvlls   and  ring-billed  gulls   on  the  islands,.'  Returns  from 
the  banding  operations  of  the  past  two  seasons  are  as  follows:

A  large  area  of  Douglasfir  is  turning  brown  on  the  northern 
side  of  the  park  just  inside  the  northern  boundary.  The  death  of  these 
trees  is  attributed  to  the  spruce  bud  worm  infestation*  Large  areas  of 
trees  have  turned  brown  as  far  as  Stevens  Creek  and  apparently  this 
infestation  started  out  of  the  park  on  Beatty  Gulch.  Before  the  summer 
is  over  it  looks  as  though  extensive  areas  of  Doiiglasfir  on  the  north 
side  of  the  park,  and  especially  on  the  slopes  of  Sepulcher  Mountain 
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will  be  affected  by  this  infestation  of  insect  pests. 

The  grizzly  bears  have  been  rather  commonly  seen  by  those 
who  have  visited  the  Trout  Creek  dimpground,  especially  late  in  the 
evening.  Park  Naturalist  Lox>rell  Biddulph  of  Fishing  Bridge  has  re- 
ported having  seen  as  many  as  29  of  these  animals  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  dump  ground  at  night.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  observed  eight 
of  these  animals  at  the  dump  on  July  4,  On  this  same  date  a  golden 
eagle  was  observed  on  Trout  Creek  in  the  same  vicinity  as  the  grizzly 
bears « 


On  July  10  and  11  Yellowstone  Park  experienced  an  unseasonal 
snow  storm  x^rhich  mantled  a  good  portion  of  the  park  area  with  several 
inches  of  snow.  Snow  depths  reached  as  much  as  eight  inches  on  the 
Dunraven  Pass  road  and  in  many  places  interfered  with  highway  traffic. 

Throughout  the  month,  especially  during  the  latter  half  of 
the  month,  a  number  of  elk  have  been  putting  on  a  rather  dramatic 
wildlife  display  in  the  meadows  in  front  of  the  Madison  Museum,  ]  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  observed  animals  in  the  numbers  shown  on  the 
following  dates: 

July  16-9  cows,  7  calves  and  1  bull 

July  26  -  11  cows,  8  calves  and  2  bulls 

July  29  -  Two  different  groups  were  observed  in  this 

general  area  -  one  consisting  of  13  cows  and

If  the  number  of  calves  in  relation  to  the  number  of  cows 
in  these  bands  of  elk  are  representative,  the  reproduction  ratio  for 
the  1951  season  has  been  high, 

™      On  July  23  the  Rabbit  Creek  dump  ir&s   visited  and  at  that  time 
11  black  bear  were  counted  on  the  diirap  area. 

It  is  of  unusual  interest  to  learn  from  Tom  McHugh  who  has 
been  carrying  on  detailed  observations  of  the  bison  herd  in  Hayden 
Valley  that  near  the  end  of  the  month  he  was  able  to  count  at  one  time 
JUiD   head  of  bison  in  one  large  concentrated  herd  near  the  upper  end 
of  the  valley,  Mr,  McHugh  reports  that  of  this  AA-0   head,  80  of  them 
were  this  years  calves. 

On  July  18  a  spectacular  eruption  of  the  Catfish,  Bijou, 
Mastiff  and  Giant  geysers  took  place  at  8:00  a,m.  At  this  time  the 
Mastiff  Geyser  played  to  a  height  of  approximately  150  feet  for  a  period 
of  10  minutes  and  ran  considerable  competition  to  Giant  Geyser  until 
such  a  time  as  the  Giant  finally  took  over  corariiand  and  carried  on  its 
.prolonged  eruption  for  the  benefit  of  a  large  number  of  park  visitors. 
In  previous  reports  information  has  been  given  on  the  unusual  regularity 
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of  the  eruptions  of  the  Giant  Geyser  for  the  1951  season,  and  I  vjant  to 
include  in  this  report  a  statement  on  eruptions  which  occurred  during  the 
month  of  July,  These  eruptions  were: 

July  5  -  11:25  a.m. 
July  11  -  5:50  p.m. 
July  18  -  8:00  a.m. 
July  23  -  11:32  a.m. 
July  31  -  4-:00  a.m.

On  July  24-  vandals  made  heavy  inroads  on  the  Daisy  Geyser 
and  a  large  quantity  of  soap  was  placed  in  it.  It  apparently  erupted 
violently  and  so  much  soap  was  placed  in  the  vent  that  soap  was  distri- 
buted throughout  the  entire  Daisy-Splendid  group  system.  On  the  25th 
following  the  vigorous  eruption  of  the  Daisy  apparently  caused  during 
the  night  by  soap  the  Splendid  Geyser  erupted  and  this  eruption  in 
turn  distiirbed  the  equilibrium  in  the  Daisy  Geyser  group  and  on  the 
25th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Park  Naturalists  I-^rler  and  Lystrup 
spent  a  good  part  of  the  day  working  with  the  various  springs  and  vents 
in  the  Daisy  Geyser  group  attempting  to  bring  the  Daisy  eruptive  cycle 
back  into  a  normal  period  of  activity.  Tliis  was  accomplished  about 
7:30  p.m.  on  the  25th  and  since  that  date  the  Daisy  Geyser  has  been 
acting  in  a  more  or  less  normal  manner.  The  Splendid  Geyser  was  known 
to  erupt  three  times  during  the  month  of  JiLLy.  On  the  10th  day  of 
the  month  it  erupted  at  10:15  a.m.  and  three  secondary  eruptions  occurred 
later  in  the  day  -  one  at  1:00  p.m.,  one  at  2:25  p,m,  and  one  at  3:00  p.m. 
At  the  time  of  the  3:00  p.m.  eruption  the  Brilliant  Pool  in  the  Daisy 
Group  also  played.  This  was  one  of  the  first  times  this  particular 
phenomena  had  been  observed.  The  Splendid  erupted  as  indicated  above 
on  the  25th  and  again  carried  through  vrith  a  normal  eruption  on  the 
31st  of  July.  This  normal  erniption  came  about  with  a  progressive 
increase  in  its  heat  which  was  in  evidence  each  time  the  Daisy  erupted 
and  finally  it  erupted  at  7:27  p.m.  A  secondary  eniption  occurred, 
as  near  as  we  could  determine,  at  9:30  p.m.  on  this  same  date.  In 
connection  with  the  vandalistic  acts  which  occurred  in  the  Daisy  Geyser 
on  the  night  of  the  2Ath,  two  large  boulders  v^ere  found  in  the  Daisy 
Geyser  vent  and  a  burlap  bag  which  apparently  contained  a  large  quantity 
of  soap.  On  the  morning  of  the  25th  a  large  part  of  the  soap  was  re- 
covered from  the  general  vicinity  of  the  Daisy  Geyser,  and  in  addition 
an  examination  of  the  roadside  area  indicated  that  in  addition  to  the 
two  boulders  which  were  found  accessible  in  the  vent  of  the  Daisy  Geyser 
tv;o  other  boulders  were  missing  and  in  all  probability  are  down  deep 
in  the  Daisy  vent.  In  addition  to  this,  three  large  boulders  had  been 
moved  into  the  Bonita  Pool  and  can  be  observed  in  the  bottom  of  it. 
It  is  anticipated  that  this  fall  in  the  geyser  basin  cleanup  program, 
if  one  is  conducted,  that  these  boulders  can  be  removed, 

Mr.  Wm.  J.  McCullum,  a  park  ranger  naturalist  from  Sequoia 
National  Park  who  is  conducting  a  research  study  on  the  interpretive 
programs  within  the  National  Park  Service,  was  in  Yellowstone  Park 
from  July  3  through  July  9.  He  was  given  all  assistance  possible  in 
bringing  about  a  satisfactory  collection  of  data  for  his  research 
problem,  h^,   McCullum  participated  in  the  Naturalist  Division  picnic 
on  the  4th, 
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On  Jiily  30  a  dog,  in  the  upper  geyser  basin,  was  released 
from  the  car  without  a  leash  on.  It  ran  across  a  portion  of  the  upper 
geyser  basin  and  jumped  into  one  of  the  Round  Springs.  Park  Ranger 
Naturalist  Breitenbach  and  his  wife  observed  the  dog  carry  out  this 
act  and  indicated  tiiat  it  lived  only  a  matter  of  seconds.  Instead  of 
jumping  back  out  of  the  pool  it  jumped  on  to^^fard  the  center  with  its 
second  lunge.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  cane  along  shortly  after  the  in- 
cident occurred  and  a  photograph  accompanies  this  report  which  shows 
the  aftermath  of  pets  which  are  not  properly  cared  for.  This  animal 
was  pulled  out  of  the  spring  and  taken  to  the  Rabbit  "Creek  dump. 


Park  Naturalist  Watson  had  the  interesting  experience  of 
watching  a  black  bear  feeding  for  qujite  some  period  of  time  on  Dunraven 
Pass,  and  his  observations  indicated  that  it  was  grazing  mostly  on  the 
basal  leaves  of  dandelion  plants  and  spent  a  long  period  of  time 
accumulating  this  sort  of  food,  I'fr,  Watson  also  reports  that  a  large 
new  beaver  lodge  has  been  constructed  by  the  colony  of  beavers  living 
on  Goose  Lake, 

The  trumpeter  swan  which  have  been  occupying  the  small  lake 
below  Madison  Junction  and  who  started  the  season  with  five  signets 
apparently  have  only  three  of  these  left  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

Park  Naturalists  Upton  and  Dilley  visited  the  Heart  Lake 
geyser  basin  on  July  16,  They  spent  the  entire  day  exploring  this 
hydrothermal  area  and  were  very  much  impressed  v;ith  the  absence  of  the 
evidence  of  vandalism  which  is  so  prevalent  in  the  geyser  basins  which 
are  subject  to  the  impact  of  mass  numbers  of  people.  Deluge  and  Rustic 
-geysers  were  observed  in  action  several  times  by  these  men. 

Library 

The  Yellowstone  Park  research  library  was  used  extensively 
during  the  month  by  employees  and  also  to  some  degree  by  park  visitors 
who  were  granted  special  permission  to  examine  certain  of  the  books 
in  that  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  Library  and  Museim  A^^so- 
ciation  librarian.  Mss  Joan  Swartzlow  continued  to  serve  as  librarian 
and  has  spent  the  major  part  of  the  month  classifying  and  properly 
filing  the  pamphlet  collecting  which  was  accumulated  during  the  winter 
of  1950-51,

Books  were  delivered  to  the  information  desks  at  the  various 
museums  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  three  times  during  the  month  and  on 
three  occasions  they  were  delivered  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
The  book  sales  for  the  month  of  July  have  increased  over  last  year 
and  additional  stocks  of  some  items  had  to  be  ordered  by  the  Association, 

Miss  Joan  Swart zlow  continued  as  the  librarian  employed  by 
the  Association  and  Mrs.  Alice  Quist  continued  her  services  as  Associa- 
tion clerk. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

The  Naturalist  Division  obtained  several  items  of  equipment 
during  the  month  of  July,  Among  them  v/ere  a  nex-/  Ax5  Speed  Graphic 
camera  and  case,  a  nev;  positive  view  finder  and  supplemental  lenses 
for  the  l6mm  Bell  and  Howell  Model  70-DA  movie  camera  and  a  photo 
developing  outfit.

Scrap  linoleum  was  obtained  by  Park  Naturalist  Upton  from 
the  carpenter  shop  and  during  the  month  he  delivered  it  to  the  natur- 
alist qiiarters  out  in  the  park  for  the  men  to  install  and  to  some 
degree  improve  the  splintery  condition  of  the  floors,  A  chest  of 
drawers  was  obtained  from  the  storehouse  and  exchanged  for  the  ice 
box  at  the  Norris  station  and  the  ice  box  was  transferred  by  Mr, 
Upton  to  quarters  No,  5.

AUGUST  -  195:^ 


General 


Activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  during  the  month  of 
August  followed  the  usual  routine,  with  the  permanent  personnel  making 
field  trips,  participating  in  the  interpretive  program  and  auditing 
the  activities  of  seasonal  personnel.  The  general  weather  conditions 
throughout  the  month  were  conducive  to  heavy  travel  and  although  late 
afternoon  showers  and  evening  rain  storms  inhibited  outdoor  programs, 
in  general  all  activities  of  the  division  were  carried  on. 

Administration 


The  Division's  activities  were  administered  ty  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  with  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Upton  functioning 
in  their  capacity  as  assistants  and  taking  direct  charge  of  certain 
field  administrative  problems.  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Upton  served 
in  a  relief  capacity  for  seasonal  personnel  toward  the  end  of  the  month 
in  order  to  make  it  possible  to  carry  out  the  complete  program  for 
August,  Park  Naturalist  Watson  made  twelve  trips  into  the  field  and 
Park  Naturalist  Upton  made  seven. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Chief  of  the  Branch  of  Interpretation,  H,  Raymond  Gregg,  and 
Regional  Naturalist  Carl  Swartzlow  arrived  in  Yellowstone  on  the  8th  of 
August  and  were  given  an  insight  into  the  interpretive  program  and 
other  Yellowstone  Park  problems  on  the  8th,  9th  and  10th,  They  left 
Yellowstone  Park  on  the  morning  of  the  11th,  A  special  meeting  was 
attended  in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on  the  morning  of  the  10th 
at  which  time  Messrs,  Swartzlow,  Gregg  and  Condon  discussed  Naturalist 
Division  problems  with  Mr,  Rogers,  The  visit  of  these  men  and  dis- 
cussions with  them  proved  to  be  very  helpful  to  members  of  the  Natur- 
alist Division  personnel. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  the  afternoon  of  Aiigust 
15,  16  and  17  with  Dr.  John  R.  Mahoney  and  his  party  of  I6  representa- 
tives of  various  federal  agencies, 

Mr,  Jack  Van  Couvering  of  the  Detroit  Free  Press  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  27th  and  obtained  information 
concerning  locations  where  certain  types  of  wildlife  pictures  might 
be  obtained.

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A  conference  to  review  master  plan  details  for  the  development 
of  the  Canyon  area  was  attended  in  the  conference  roan  by  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  on  the  31st  of  August. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  religious  services  program  as  scheduled  for  the 
summer  season  was  carried  out  throughout  the  month  of  August  with  regular 
services  for  Latter  Day  Saints,  Roman  Catholics  and  the  Protestant  faiths 
being  conducted  at  Mammoth,  Old  Faithful,  Lake  and  Canyon;  and,  with 
Protestant  services  being  held  at  Tower  Fall,  Fishing  Bridge  and  West 
Thumb. 

On  the  evening  of  the  17th  the  Yellowstone  Park  choral  groups 
under  the  direction  of  the  student  ministers  presented  the  Messiah  in 
the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel,  This  program  was  well  attended  by  a  capacity 
crowd  and  proved  to  be  of  an  exceptionally  high  qimlity. 

On  the  night  of  August  30,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  student 
ministers,  the  Rev,  E,  A.  Qyms  of  Livingston,  Montana  conducted  a  general 
communion  service  for  all  Ptotestant  faiths. 

On  the  evening  of  August  15  a  special  memorial  service  was 
held  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  honoring  the  life  of  Arnold  Van 
Heuvelen  who  disowned  in  the  Yellowstone  River  on  August  10,  Copies  of 
the  program  of  this  service  are  attached  to  this  report,  ^ 

In-Service  Training 

There  were  no  in-service  training  activities  carried  on  diiring 
August  other  than  the  issuance  of  the  Weekly  News  Letter.

The  full  scale  interpretive  program  for  the  Naturalist  Division 
was  conducted  during  the  month  up  to  August  24  when  it  became  necessary 
due  to  limited  funds  to  eliminate  virtually  the  entire  program.   It 
will  be  noted  from  the  accompanying  illustrative  photographs  with  this 
report  that  Yellowstone  Park  was  still  being  popularly  visited  by  large 
numbers  of  people  and  there  was  a  pronounced  demand  for  interpretive 
services.  By  this  date  personnel  of  the  division  had  dwindled  to  four 
men,  who  were  subsequently  augmented  with  additional  personnel  as  referred 
to  later. 

The  interpretive  program  followed  the  pattern  set  up  for  the 
season (and  report  No,  8m3  and  9m3  is  attached  to  this  report  showing 
the  use  of  the  program  by  the  public,  ) 

Park  Naturalist  Willard  E.  Dilley  of  the  Everglades  gave  two 
talks  during  the  month.  One  was  at  Tower  Fall  on  the  7th  entitled 
"The  Fraternity  of  National  Park  areas"  and  another  at  Jfemmoth  on  the 
22nd  entitled  "Everglades  National  Park",  Park  Naturalist  Upton  gave 
talks  at  West  Thumb  on  the  2nd,  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  10th  and  at  Ifemmoth 
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Electric  Peak  at  twilight 
August  16,  1951 
Photo  -  Condon 
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on  the  17th.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  gave  talks  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the 
1st  and  at  West  Thxanb  on  the  l6th.  Chief  Park  Natioralist  Condon  gave 
talks  at  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge  during  the  month. 

Museim  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museums  were  kept  open  during  the  month  except  the  lyfedison 
Junction  Museum  which  was  closed  on  the  24.th,  The  museums  served  as 
focal  points  from  which  interpretive  activities  were  carried  out  and 
also  as  interpretive  stations  themselves.  These  units  proved  to  be 
popular  with  park  visitors  and  it  was  noticed  that  there  were  always 
people  snooping  around  the  Madison  Museum  hoping  that  they  might  see 
what  was  inside  after  the  structure  was  closed  on  the  24.th,  These  units 
served  a  vital  need  and  shoiold  be  made  available  during  the  entire 
travel  season. 

Janitor  services  at  the  park  headquarters  museum,  Old  Faithful 
museum  and  Fishing  Bridge  were  not  available  after  the  24.th  and  it  was 
necessary  that  the  park  ranger  naturalists  on  duty  keep  these  imits 
in  some  semblance  of  an  orderly  appearance. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  fo\jr  hours  annual 
leave  taken  on  the  2nd,  Park  Naturalist  Upton  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  for  four  hours  annual  leave  on  the  18th.  Clerk-stenographer 
Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month.   Park  ranger  naturalists  were  on  duty

The  services  of  the  janitors  at  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing

An  unfortunate  incident  occurred  during  the  month  of  August 
when  on  August  10  Mr,  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen,  who  has  been  the  janitor 
at  the  tfemmoth  museum  for  several  seasons,  was  drowned  in  the  Yellow- 
stone River  when  he  fell  into  this  stream  while  fishing.  To  date  the 
body  of  Mr,  Van  Heuvelen  has  not  been  recovered  from  this  stream.  The 
Protection  Division  conducted  a  thorough  search  of  the  stream  and  full 
cooperation  was  rendered  to  this  division  by  members  of  the  Naturalist 
Division,  Park  Ranger  Naturalists  Replogle,  Rentchler,  Murphy  and 
Breitenbach  participated  in  search  parties  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Dilley  participated  in  the  search  of  the 
stream.  This  incident  brought  great  sorrow  to  all  of  Van  Heuvelen 's 
friends. 

Miss  Joan  Swartzlow  and  Mrs,  Arnold  Quist  continued  as  employees 
of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Assocation  throughout  the  month. 

Research  and  Observation 

On  August  6  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  headed  up  a  party 
for  a  climb  up  Electric  Peak,  This  party  consisted  of  W,  Verde  Watson, 
Joseph  Murphy,  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen,  Willard  Dilley,  George  Mattson, 
Wilson  Condon,  Kent  Watson,  Billy  Reed,  James  Abbie,  Edward  Kocher 
and  Carlton  Grimm,  The  climb  started  at  about  6:00  a.m,,  the  summit 
was  reached  at  12:00  noon  and  the  party  had  returned  to  Mammoth  by 
6:00  p.m,  Enroute  a  large  band  of  elk  was  seen  on  the  slopes  of 
Electric,  Pink-sided  juncos  were  commonly  seen,  signs  of  bears  were 
observed  but  none  were  seen,  a  duck  hawk  was  seen  near  the  top  of  the 
peak,  a  western  red-tail  was  seen  and  marsh  hawks  were  common  in  the 
meadows.  The  Hepburn's  rosy  finch  was  seen  near  the  mountain  top. 

On  August  18  Mr,  A.  H,  Koschmann  and  Mr,  W.  B,  Meek  of  the 
U.  S,  Geological  Survey,  Mineral  Deposits  Branch,  were  in  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist's  office  and  at  that  time  discussed  with  him  the  sidphur 
deposits  in  the  altered  rock  areas  of  Yellowstone,  It  was  their  desire 
to  examine  these  altered  rock  areas  and  determine  if  possible  any  signi- 
ficant similarity  that  they  might  have  to  an  altered  rock  area  in  the  Sun- 
light Basin  in  v;hich  there  were  supposed  extensive  siolphur  deposits. 
These  geologists  were  directed  to  the  solfatara  area  near  the  mouth 
of  Tower  Creek,  to  the  Crater  Hills  in  Hayden  Valley  and  to  the  Norris 
Geyser  Basin,  They  have  not  reported  anything  of  unusual  interest  to 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  since  their  visit  here  on  that  date.

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Mp,  Richard  P.  Sheldon  of  the  U,  S.  Geological  Survey 
and  members  of  his  party  were  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office 
on  the  morning  of  August  20  and  at  that  time  brought  in  a  collection 
of  fossils  ik  rock  saaples  from  the  phosphoria  fonaation  on  Red  Creeko 
This  group  of  geologists  have  been  making  a  detailed  section  of  the 
phosphoria  in  the  southern  Yellowstone  area  and  have  determined  that 
the  ideal  section  was  near  the  mouth  of  Red  Creek.  Their  work  has  been 
finished  and  they  have  now  left  Yellowstone, 


On  July-  22  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  took  a  party  to  the 
Molly  Islands  at  the  southern  end  of  Yellowstone  Lake  for  the  purpose 
of  observing  the  status  of  the  bird  colonies-  there  and  to  attempt  to 
determine  the  mortality  rate  among  the  young  birds  banded  in  July, 
Members  of  the  party  who  visited  the  islands  on  this  date  were:  R,  R, 
Robinson,  Roger  Miller,  S,  Greene,  W,  Verde  Watson,  Clayton  Rennie, 
David  M.  Beal,  Kenneth  Arnold,  Steven  Baker,  Wilson  Condon,  Kent  Watson, 
George  Mattson,  David  Stevens,  R.  Graham  and  Jerry  Johnston,  It  was 
found  that  the  gulls,  cormorants  and  terns  had  completely  abandoned  the 
islands  as  of  this  date,  but  that  there  were  still  a  large  number  of 
young  pelicans  unable  to  fly,  but  almost  entirely  feathered  out,  who 
were  still  using  the  island  as  a  roosting  area,  A  very  thorough  search 
of  both  the  sandy  and  rocky  island  revealed  a  nimiber  of  interesting 
things. 

On  the  sandy  island  there  were  no  bird  bands  recovered  nor 
were  there  any  fish  tags  found.  However,  on  the  rocky  island  searchers 
found  ^2  fish  tags  taken  from  trout  tagged  as  part  of  the  Yellowstone 
Peirk  fisheries  study.  There  were  4-2  gull  bands  recovered  from  dead 
sea  gulls  which  indicates  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  colony 
apparently  dies  annually,  for  there  were  300  young  gulls  banded.  There 
were  19  pelican  bands  recovered  out  of  the  200  which  were  banded  in 
Jiily,  In  addition  to  this,  on  the  rocky  island  there  was  an  elaborate 
array  of  fishing  gear  found,  and  this  varied  from  single  hooks  attached 
to  leaders  to  complete  pop  gear  assemblies.  These  apparently  were  lost 
ty  fishermen  when  they  hooked  a  fish  and  had  their  tackle  break,  and 
then  the  injured  fish  was  captured  by  either  pelicans,  or  sea  giills  and 
taken  to  the  islands  where  they  were  fed  to  the  young  birds. 

Library 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Library  was  used  extensively  during  the 
month  by  Service  employees  and  by  a  number  of  outside  research  students 
who  visited  it.  Mis  Joan  Swartzlow  continued  to  serve  as  librarian 
throughout  the  month.

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In  general  activities  of  the  Division  were  directed  toward  taper- 
ing off  and  subsequent  termination  of  all  services  to  the  public  except 
those  rendered  at  headquarters  during  the  winter  months.  By  the  23rd  all 
museums  were  closed,  and  none  but  permanent  employees  remained  on  the  staff. 
Much  effort  was  expended  by  permanent  personnel  in  effecting  these  termina- 
tion operations,  and  considerable  time  was  spent  by  them  in  helping  with 
and  supervising  cleanup  operations  in  the  geyser  areas.  In  general  weather 
conditions  were  conducive  to  travel  during  most  days  of  the  month,  and  thus 
rather  large  crowds,  considering  the  time  of  the  year,  were  noted,  espec- 
ially at  Old  Faithful,  and  the  highways  still  carried  a  fair  amount  of 
traffic. 

Administration 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  actively  in  charge  of  the  Divi- 
sion's work  until  mid-afternoon  on  the  24.th  at  which  time  he  departed  to 
carry  out  an  assignment  involving  travel  to  and  from  and  a  month's  time  in 
the  Director's  Office,  Park  Natinralists  Upton  and  Watson  carried  on  with 
regularly  assigned  duties  during  most  of  the  period,  although  Watson  was 
temporarily  removed  from  Division  activities  during  three  and  one  half  days 
late  in  the  month,  he  having  been  detailed  with  other  Yellowstone  men  to 
fire  duty  in  Olympic  National  Park,  In  connection  with  shut-dovn  opera- 
tions, inventories  and  thermal  feature  cleanup  operations  Upton  made  twelve 
trips  into  the  interior  of  the  Park,  Watson  made  six  trips  into  the  Park 
interior  in  connection  with  termination  operations,  thermal  area  cleanup 
and  scientific  specimen  collecting. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  the  13th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the  meeting 
of  Park  Service  Engineers  who  were  assembled  in  conference  in  Yellowstone 
during  the  latter  part  of  that  week.  The  following  day  he  talked  before 
this  group  relative  to  interpretive  problems  at  10:00  a.m.,  and  on  the  15th 
he  acted  as  guide  on  the  trip  which  this  group  of  men  made  aroxmd  the  grand 
loop  road  of  the  park. 

Colonel  Christopher  Jayawardana,  Chief  Commissioner  of  Boy  Scouts, 
Colombo,  Ceylon  visited  the  Division  office  subsequent  to  his  talk  to  the 
children  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  School,  Mr,  Jayawardana  was  pre- 
sent with  the  group  of  engineers  which  toured  the  park  with  Mr,  Condon  as 
guide  on  the  15th, 
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Mr,  Ralph  H,  Lewis,  Museum  Administrator,  from  the  Director's 
Office  was  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  on  the  18th,  l-fr, 
Lewis  and  Mr.  Condon  conferred  at  length  on  museum  matters  and  together 
made  a  survey  of  the  headquarters  muse-um  facilities  and  exhibits.  Later 
the  same  day  Messrs  Lewis  and  Condon  made  a  trip  into  the  park  in  the  course 
of  which  they  visited  the  wayside  exhibits  at  Willow  Park,  Obsidian  Cliff, 
Grand  Canyon  and  the  field  musexim  at  Fishing  Bridge,  Accompanied  by  Park 
Naturalist  Upton  on  the  19th  1^,  Lewis  visited  the  Norris,  Madison  and  Old 
Faithfiil  museums  and  the  Firehole  Cascade  wayside  exhibit, 

Mr,  Guy  D.  Haselton,  commerical  free  lance  movie  photographer, 
spent  considerable  time  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  llth. 
On  this  date  Yellowstone  movies  taken  by  him  were  viewed  (see  below),  Mr, 
Haselton  was  in  the  office  on  other  occasions  later  in  the  month,  on  one  of 
which  he  conferred  with  1^,  Condon  relative  to  tiorning  over  to  the  museum 
a  large  number  of  letters  written  by  N.  P,  Langford  to  one  of  ivfe-,  Haselton 's 
relatives  during  the  latter  part  of  the  19th  century. 

On  the  7th  Mr.  S,  Stillman  Berry  of  Redlands,  California  conferred 
with  Mr,  Condon  on  matters  relative  to  early  history  of  the  park  and  dis- 
played the  original  of  a  map  of  the  Yellowstone  area  which  bore  the  date 
November  20,  1880  and  P,  W,  Morris'  signature  as  Superintendent  of  Yellow- 
stone National  Park.  The  route  of  the  Folsom-Cook  expedition  of  1869  is  shown 
on  the  map  as  it  was  personally  traced  by  lyEr.  Folsom,  according  to  Mr, 
Berry,  Mr,  Berry  talked  of  eventually  turning  this  map  over  to  the  museum, 
and  did  leave  with  us  a  photostatic  negative  of  it  from  which  we  can  pro- 
duce usable  copies. 

Park  Naturalist  Upton,  member  of  the  Yellowstone  Safety  Committee, 
attended  the  monthly  meeting  of  that  group  on  the  11th, 

On  several  occasions  diiring  the  month  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
conferred  with  the  Superintendent  on  matters  relative  to  elk  reduction, 
hiring  of  George  mrler.  Park  Naturalist  GS-5,  to  make  special  geyser  ob- 
servations in  the  geyser  areas  during  the  winter  months,  and  other  subjects. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  religious  services  program  scheduled  for  the  summer 
season  was  terminated  on  the  9th  of  the  month,  the  last  services  being 
those  conducted  by  Mr,  Marren  Ost  at  Mammoth  on  the  morning  of  that  day 
and  at  Old  Faithful  during  the  evenings  This  program  was  exceptionally 
well  attended  at  all  points  where  presented  in  the  park,  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly to  be  hoped  that  it  may  be  continued  in  the  future. 

Rev,  E,  A,  Syms  of  Livingston  conducted  non-denominational  Pro- 
testant Services  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  at  7:30  p,m,  on  the  23rd 
and  an  Episcopal  Conimunion  Service  at  7:30  p,m,  on  the  30th  of  the  month. 

The  winter  Sunday  School  program  for  Yellowstone  Park  was  ini- 
tiated with  the  service  at  10:30  a,m.  on  the  l6th  in  the  Chapel,  Previously 
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and  subsequent  to  this  time  work  on  the  part  of  the  Sunday  School  Board 
res-ulted  in  organization  of  classes  for  the  different  age  groups  and  sel- 
ection of  teachers  for  each.  Park  Naturalist  Upton  has  been  very  active 
in  this  work,  and  his  efforts  in  this  regard  have  been  much  appreciated  by 
the  community. 

In-Service  Training 

Except  for  publication  of  the  Yellowstone  Weekly  News,  there 
were  no  in-service  training  'activities  carried  on  during  September, 

Interpretive  Services 

The  seasonal  staff  having  been  reduced  to  eight  men  by  the  1st 
of  the  month,  interpretive  activities  were  carried  out  on  a  limited  basis 
during  the  first  two  weeks  at  l^immoth,  Norris,  Fishing  Bridge  and  Old 
Faithful J  final  tennination  of  the  field  program  occurred  with  the  closing 
of  the  Old  Faithful  museum  on  the  23rd,  Though  travel  was  very  much  on 
the  wane  during  this  period,  the  sustaining  desire  of  the  public  to  make 
use  of  these  services  is  pointed  up  by  the  figures  shown  on  the  interpre- 
tive services  tabulation  which  accompany  this  report, 

Mr.  Condon's  interpretive  efforts  in  connection  with  his  appoint- 
ment as  guide  on  the  trip  with  the  engineers  on  the  15th  of  the  month  con- 
stituted the  only  services  of  this  nature  rendered  by  members  of  the  inter- 
pretive staff  during  September, 

Late  in  the  month  Park  Naturalist  Upton  removed  the  interpretive 
signs  from  the  various  nature  trails  and  placed  them  in  storage. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  museums  at  Ifcjnmoth,  Norris  and  Fishing  Bridge  were  open  and 
rendering  service  to  the  public  through  the  12th  of  the  month,  with  limited 
service  during  shut-down  activities  rendered  at  each  point  through  the  13th, 
The  Old  Faithful  museum  was  kept  open  through  the  22nd,  Because  of  its 
distance  from  the  main  highway,  public  use  of  the  Fishing  Bridge  museum  was 
rather  small  during  the  latter  days  of  its  operation,  but  substantial  crowds 
made  use  of  the  information  centers  and  interpretive  facilities  provided 
at  Mammoth,  Norris,  and  Old  Faithful  museums  right  up  until  closing  time 
in  each  case, 

Din-ing  Museum  Administrator  Lewis'  sojourn  in  the  park  he  visited 
all  museum  and  wayside  exhibits  to  determine  what  could  ajid  should  be  done 
to  improve  these  facilities.  Some  definite  plans  were  discussed  for  a  change 
of  the  Willow  Park  exhibit,  and  tentative  plans  were  discussed  for  improve- 
ment of  the  interpretive  plan  at  several  other  points.  It  is  believed  that 
some  real  good  will  derive  from  Mr.  Lewis'  survey  of  interpretive  facilities 
in  Yellowstone, 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  in  the  Park  until  about 
mid-afternoon  on  the  24th,  at  which  time  he  started  his  trip  to  Washington, 
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Bailing  and  siphoning  water  from  Morning  Glory  Pool.   A;iproxima.tely 
1000  gallons  of  water  per  hour  were  removed  and  the  level  reduced 
some  30  inches  in  the  eoiirse  of  which  the  temperature  rose  from  about 
170°  to  202*^,  but  an  eruption  did  not  take  place  as  it  did  in  1950,

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Do  Co  to  carry  out  a  temporaiy  assignmento  It  is  expected  that  he  will 
return  to  Yellowstone  about  the  middle  of  November,  Park  Naturalist  Upton 
was  on  duty  throughout  the  month,  as  was  Clerk-stenographer  Proznick  except 
for  nine  hours  annual  leave  taken  on  the  26th  and  28th,  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  was  on  duty  throughout  the  month  of  September,  but  three  and  one  half 
days,  the  2Ath  through  mj.d-day  on  the  27th,  were  used  in  connection  with  an 
assignment  to  duty  on  the  fire  in  Olympic  National  Parko  Park  P^anger  Nat- 
uralists still  on  duty  during  part  of  September  together  with  their  final 
termination  dates  were  as  follows:

Last  month's  report  mentioned  the  drowning  of  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen, 
janitor  at  the  headquarters  museum,  in  the  Yellowstone  River  on  August  10, 
and  the  inability  of  searchers  to  recover  his  body  from  the  stream.  Early 
in  the  day  on  September  15,  1951  fishermen  reported  to  the  Chief  Ranger's 
office  that  they  had  seen  a  body  in  the  Yellowstone  River  floating  above  a 
log  jam  in  the  vicinity  of  Calcite  Springs,  A  party  consisting  of  several 
park  rangers,  two  grounds  crew  men  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  headed  by 
District  Ranger  Grimm  was  organized  by  the  Chief  Ranger,  This  party  was 
joined  at  Tower  Fall  by  Chief  Buffalo  Keeper  Pierson  and  a  pack  horse. 
The  party  descended  into  the  canyon  about  2:00  p.m.,  and  by  about  3:30  p.m. 
had  recovered  Van  Heuvelin's  body  and  delivered  it  to  the  canyon  rim  via 
pack  horse.  The  same  evening  it  was  picked  up  and  delivered  to  Livingston 
by  the  Park  County  coroner  for  subsequent  shipment  and  interment  in  the 
east. 

Research  and  Observation 

In  an  attempt  to  comply  with  a  request  received  from  Mr,  Frank 
Holtraan  of  the  University  of  Tennessee  for  thennophylic  samples.  Park 
Natiiralist  Wiatson  spent  considerable  time  between  the  13th  and  19th  of  the 
month  collecting  fifteen  samples  of  slime  from  various  thermal  features. 
These  were  collected  in  the  Mud  Volcano  area  and  in  the  Norris,  Lower, 
I^dway  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins  and  on  the  Ifemmoth  Terraces.  In  connection 
with  this  project  rock  specimens  for  use  in  making  up  collections  to  satis- 
fy requests  from  schools  during  the  coming  winter  were  also  collected. 

During  the  period  from  the  20th  through  the  25th  a  concerted 
effort  was  made  by  members  of  the  thermal  area  cleanup  crew  consisting  of 
George  Marler,  Jack  Heaton,  and  David  Beal,  and  members  of  the  permanent 
staff  to  promote  an  eruption  of  the  Morning  Glory  Pool.  Such  an  eruption 
was  hoped  for  as  a  means  of  helping  to  clear  this  thermal  feature  of  the 
large  volume  of  miscellaneous  items  thrown  into  it  during  the  past  season 
by  park  visitors, 
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The  runoff  channel  from  Doublet  Pool  for  100  feet  is  almost 
solidly  marked  with  such  inscriptions  as  this,  which  are  not 
only  in  the  algae  but  reach  down  into  the  unconsolidated 
sinter  below,  September  1951

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On  the  20th  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  his  two  assistants  coop- 
erated with  the  field  crew  in  shoveling  and  bailing  water  from  the  vent  and 
the  installation  of  six   garden  hoses  as  siphons.  The  water  level  was 
materially  lowered,  down  to  about  29  inches  from  the  top,  but  no  eruption 
was  promoted  though  the  temperature  was  raised  to  about  182°o  The  following 
day  Upton  and  Watson  again  coopeiated  in  this  effort,  and  at  this  time  three 
more  hoses  were  placed  in  operation  making  a  total  of  9  which  were  estimated 
to  be  removing  not  less  than  900  gallons  per  hour.  Additional  v;ater  removal 
was  effected  by  bailing  and  the  level  was  again  reduced  to  about  28  inches 
below  the  edge  of  the  vent.  On  this  occasion  the  temperature  was  raised 
to  about  192°,  but  no  eruption  took  place.  Seven  of  the  nine  hoses  were 
left  to  siphon  from  the  pool  during  the  ensuing  weekend,  the  other  two 
having  developed  leaks  which  could  not  be  stopped.  On  the  24.th  the  field 
crew  sought  to  further  augment  the  water  removal  by  installation  of  a  2-inch 
pipe  siphon,  but  because  of  some  leakage  and  another  until  then  overlooked 
principle  this  added  facility  failed  to  perform. 

It  was  then  noted  that  the  temperature  of  the  pool  had  risen  to 
202°,  somewhat  more  than  2  degrees  above  boiling  for  that  elevation,  and 
that  many  steam  bubbles  were  in  evidence.  It  ^^ras  then  concluded  that  steam 
getting  into  the  lines  was  rendering  them  impotent  as  siphons  in  the  same 
manner  that  air  leaks  in  such  a  system  will  cause  siphons  to  cease  operation. 
By  this  time  Marler,  foreman  of  the  crev;,  had  about  decided  that  it  was  not 
going  to  be  possible  to  promote  an  eruption  of  the  Morning  Glory  this  year, 
but  concluded  to  play  his  last  card  -  the  soap  treatment.  This  was  admin- 
istered late  Monday  evening  after  all  visitors  were  out  of  the  area,  but 
failed  to  promote  the  desired  results.  The  laborious  and  time-consuming 
method  of  brushing  doxm   the  sides  of  the  pool  and  catching  the  debris  in 
a  basket  appears  to  be  the  only  effective  means  of  removal  of  the  evidence 
of  vandalism  from  the  Morning  Glory  this  season.  And  is  it  ever  a  dis- 
gusting sight]] I 

The  almost  complete  absence  of  large  mammals  diiring  the  latter 
part  of  the  month  along  the  main  highway  of  the  park  was  noted  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  staff.  The  rather  large  herds  of  elk  usually  seen  in  several 
well-remembered  meadows  were  not  present  this  year,  and  the  number  of  buffalo 
in  Hayden  Valley  and  the  usual  areas  between  Madison  Junction  and  Old  Faith- 
ful was  noted  to  be  considerably  less  than  previously.  One  moose  was  seen 
in  Willow  Park  late  on  the  21st, 

Five  sandhill  cranes  were  seen  by  staff  members  in  the  Lower  Geyser 
Basin  area  on  the  20th  and  one  pair  in  the  same  area  on  the  21st.  The  cry 
of  the  osprey  was  still  heard  along  the  Gardiner  River  below  Mammoth  right 
up  until  monthend.  More  or  less  coincident  with  the  leaving  of  many  of 
the  bird  species  from  the  Park  is  the  return  to  it  of  the  American  magpie j 
his  presence  is  much  in  evidence  in  the  headquarters  area  at  this  time. 

Library 

With  the  slackening  off  of  the  regular  park  season,  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  Library  of  course  experienced  less  use,  though  several  local 
residents  were  in  and  some  outside  research  people,  including  Dr.  Bradley 
of  Montana  State  College,  made  use  of  its  facilities «

Natural  History  Association 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  &.   Museum  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  10:00  a.m.  in  the  Chief  Park  Natioralist ' s  office  on 
September  24,  Directors  Wilcox,  Luce  and  Watson  were  not  present.  In 
the  absence  of  Park  Naturalist  Watson,  Chairman,  who  was  then  on  a  forest 
fire  assignment  in  Olympic  National  Park,  Park  Naturalist  Upton  served  as 
temporary  Chairman,  Joseph  Joffe  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  coming  year. 
Retiring  directors  were  reelected  to  the  Board,  and  the  regular  business 
of  the  annual  meeting  was  transacted.  The  reports  of  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary, the  Treasurer,  and  that  covering  book  resale  operations  and  receipt  of 
cash  were  read  and  accepted  by  the  Board,  Copies  of  all  these  reports  are 
on  file  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office. 

It  is  believed  pertinent  to  remark  here  that  the  clerk  hired  by 
the  Association,  Mrs,  Alice  Quist,  to  take  care  of  the  office  work  rela- 
tive to  resale  operations  did  an  exceptionally  fine  job.  The  increase  in 
hourly  pay  accorded  her  over  that  allowed  last  year  was  amply  justified 
by  the  additional  ajnount  and  quality  of  work  done.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
she  may  be  rehired  during  the  1952  summer  season. 

Book  sales  by  the  Association  were  terminated  at  Old  Faithful  and 
Fishing  Bridge  museums  on  the  12th  of  the  month  and  at  Mammoth  on  the  13th, 
Sales  by  the  Association  during  September  were  as  follows:

Late  in  the  month  considerable  time  was  spent  removing  negatives 
from  the  file  v/hich  show  "trouble  spots".  Later  these  were  examined  hy 
the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  those  deemed  by  him  most  appropriate  for 
use  in  showing  these  areas  in  compliance  with  a  memorandum  from  the  Direc- 
tor were  laid  aside  for  immediate  printing, 

A  considerable  set  of  negatives  showing  vista  clearing  areas  before 
and  after  was  also  removed  from  the  file  for  examination  by  Mr,  Mattson, 
Park  Service  Architect, 

During  the  afternoon  of  the  11th  two  reels  of  colored  movies  taken 
by  Mr,  Guy  D,  Haselton,  commerical  photographer,  were  viewed  by  members  of 
the  staff.  One  reel  portrayed  geysers  in  Yelloi-rstone,  and  in  as  much  as 
Mr,  Haselton  felt  that  the  commentary  on  the  sound  strip  might  be  in  error 
it  was  critically  heard  and  reheard  by  the  Park  Naturalists,  A  rather 
large  number  of  significant  errors  were  noted,  and  these  were  brought  to 
Mr,  Haselton 's  attention  both  verbally  and  by  memorandum  from  Mr,  Condon, 
Mr,  Haselton  is  to  be  complimented  for  having  submitted  his  film  for  criti- 
cism; if  this  were  done  more  often,  preferably  always  in  the  case  of  either 
films  or  articles  for  public  constimption,  the  amount  of  erroneous  thinking 
about  Yellovrstone  wonders  could  be  materially  reduced^ 

By  monthend  all  projection  eqiiipment  used  in  the  field  during  the 
past  summer  had  been  returned  to  storage  at  the  headquarters  museum  except 
the  large  screens  used  in  the  outdoor  amphitheaters;  these  were  placed  in 
storage  in  each  case  at  the  point  of  use.  All  slide  sets  except  that  in 
use  at  Old  Faitliful  have  been  turned  in  and  checked  for  breakage  and  loss, 
Mr,  Marler  has  indicated  that  there  was  some  loss  from  his  set  at  Old  Faith- 
ful, but  the  extent  has  not  thusfar  been  determined  by  this  office.  All 
other  sets  were  returned  virtually  entirely  without  loss.  Most  of  the  pro- 
jectors returned  from  the  field  have  been  checked  over,  cleaned,  oiled  and 
placed  in  storage  for  the  winter, 
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Park  Ranger  Natiiralist  Rennie  boiind  approximately  70  slides  while 
working  at  the  Iferamoth  museutn  desk  during  the  first  half  of  the  month, 
Rennie  did  good  work  on  this  project,  much  better  than  some  of  the  older 
hands  have  done,  but  even  so,  because  he  lacked  facilities  for  properly 
viewing  them  before  final  sealing,  about  20  of  them  had  to  be  redone  be- 
cause of  included  dust  and  lint.

REPORT  OF  THE  MTURALIST  DmSIQN  FOR 
OCTOBER  -  1951     tS 


Division  personnel  were  busy  dttrlng  October  with  inventories, 
final  buttoning  up  of  field  facilities  for  the  winter,  a  few  field  trips, 
routine  office  work  and  darkroom  operations.  Weather  during  the  period 
was  diverse  in  character,  beginning  with  several  days  of  rain  followed 
by  two  exceptionally  fine  days  on  the  8th  and  9th,  mid-month  weather 
culminated  in  a  rather  heavy  snow  fall  throughout  the  park  which  dropped 
amounts  from  four  inches  at  Mammoth  to  upwards  of  two  feet  on  the  passes 
and  a  foot  at  Old  Faithful.  Disagreeably  overcast  and  stormy  weather 
prevailed  until  the  25th  during  which  considerable  snow  fell  at  interior 
points  in  the  park  with  light  dustings  and  rain  at  Mammoth.  The  week- 
end of  the  28th  brought  a  few  more  typically  Yellowstone  beautiful  faH 
days,  which  were  quickly  followed  by  snow  on  the  29th  and  overcast  days 
at  monthend.  Late  season  visitors  were  still  on  hand  to  witness  eruptions 
of  Old  Faithful  during  the  first  half  of  the  month,  but  by  the  end  this 
traffic  iammer  was  performing  to  disinterested  winterkeepers  and  a  few 
bison  and  deer  grazing  in  the  vicinity.  Roads  remained  open  to  both  ¥est 
Yellowstone  smd  Old  Faithful  throughout  the  month,  but  one  could  drive 
most  of  50  miles  without  meeting  other  than  Service  vehicles,  which 
proved  that  Yellowstone » s  1951  visitor  season  was  over. 

Admi  ni.stration 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  being  still  on  duty  in  the  Direc- 
tor's Office,  I  was  in  charge  of  the  Division »s  activities  during  October. 
Routine  office  work,  darkroom  operations,  and  two  field  trips  into  the 
park  accounted  for  most  of  my  time  during  the  period,  while  five  field 
trips  in  connection  with  final  closing  down  of  field  facilities,  inven- 
tories, routine  office  work  and  some  darkroom  work  largely  accounted  for 
the  time  of  Park  Naturalist  Upton.  Clerk-stenographer  Proznick  kept 
relatively  busy  during  the  period  with  routine  office  jobs,  slide  binding 
and  processing  of  the  November-December  issue  of  Nature  Notes,  an  opera- 
tion in  which  both  Upton  and  I  cooperated  as  time  would  allow. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  qnTi»fll  fall  meeting  of  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee 
was  held  in  the  Mammoth  canteen  on  the  7th  of  the  month.  In  connection 
with  this  gathering  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  I  ran  about  1600  feet  of 
colored  movies  taken  of  wildlife  subjects  by  Division  personnel  during 
the  past  STamaer» 
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This  small  hot  spring,  for  lack  of  a  better  name  called  ''Roek  3pring" 
"by  Marler,  located  a  short  distance  northeast  of  the  Giantess  Geyser 
in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  contained  all  of  the  rhyolite  and  geyserit® 
rocks  shown.  They  were  placed  there  by  vandals  during  the  past  park 
season,  and  were  removed  by  Marler's  cleanup  crew  at  the  close  of  the 
season.

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On  the  11th  Mr,  Tom  McHiigh  from  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park 
was  in  this  office  to  allow  us  to  preview  certain  riovie  footage  which  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  had  Indicated  a  desire  to  obtain  from  him. 

Also  on  the  11th  Dr.  Kelker,  in  charge  of  about  twenty  wildlife 
students  from  Utah  State  College  at  Logan,  was  in  this  office.  Later 
the  same  day  I  talked  to  this  group  on  matters  of  general  interest  rela- 
tive to  the  park,  following  which  Park  Biologist  Kit tarns  talked  on  wild- 
life problems. 

Teppe  Lampio,  Biologist  of  the  Game  Research  Laboratory,  Helsinki, 
Finland,  was  in  this  office  on  the  29th,  at  which  time  plans  to  cooperate 
tovra-rd  getting  him  out  into  the  park  during  his  fortnight  stay  in  Yellow- 
stone were  discussed. 

Park  Naturalist  Upton,  member  of  the  Yellowstone  Safety  Commit- 
tee, attended  the  monthly  meeting  of  that  group  on  the  l6th. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

Plans  were  ccxapleted  during  the  month  for  an  active  religious 
program  in  the  ^femmoth  Chapel  during  the  winter  months.  Sunday  School 
services  with  one  of  the  local  children  serving  as  leader  were  held  at 
10:30  a.m.  each  Sunday  of  the  month.  Class  work  for  six  different  age 
groups  was  in  progress  during  each  of  these  services  beginning  October  7» 
<'Park  Naturalist  Upton,  who  took  great  interest  in  the  entire  religious 
program  and  did  much  to  organize  the  Sunday  School  classes,  will  be  missed 
when  he  leaves  soon  for  his  assignment  in  the  Black  Hills  area.) 

Religious  service  plans  for  the  winter  call  for  cooperation 
between  the  Mammoth  and  Gardiner  conmrunities  in  the  matter  of  church 
services;  according  to  this  plan  ministers  from  Livingston  will  conduct 
non-denominational  services,  one  at  Mammoth  and  one  at  Gardiner  on  Sun- 
days of  alternate  weeks  during  each  month. 

In-Service  Training 

Except  for  publication  of  the  Yellowstone  Weekly  News,  there 
were  no  in-service  training  activities  during  October. 

Late  in  the  month  a  report  in  the  form  of  a  memorandum  covering 
in-service  training  activities  in  Yellowstone  was  made  to  the  Director, 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Late  in  the  month  Park  Natiiralist  Upton  visited  all  the  field 
museums  to  remove  mice  from  the  traps  and  make  a  final  check  as  to  their 
condition  for  withstanding  the  winter  period  ahead.  Outside  exhibits  at 
Firehole  Cascades,  Obsidian  Cliff  and  those  in  the  arcade  of  the  Norris 
Museum  were  covered,  and  the  entire  Beaver  and  Artist  Point  exhibits  were 
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stored  in  the  headquarters  museum  early  in  the  month  pending  proposed 
work  on  them.  On  the  19th  of  the  month  all  cases  in  the  headquarters 
museum  were  washed  and  covered  with  sheets  for  the  winter.  At  the  same 
time  the  stage  coaches  located  on  the  porch  of  this  museum  were  covered 
with  heavy  canvas  for  winter  protection. 

Early  in  the  month  a  request  was  received  from  the  Boone  and 
Crockett  Club  for  a  picture  of  the  skull  of  "Old  Tex",  the  exceptionally 
large  bison  skull  which  has  been  on  display  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  Museum 
for  many  years  and  in  which  this  club  has  expressed  great  interest  on 
previous  occasions.  This  skull  was  brought  to  headquarters  late  in  October 
and  photographed  in  order  to  comply  with  the  request  and  two  8x10  glossy 
enlargements  were  forwarded  to  the  Boone  and  Crockett  Club  secretary  for 
inclusion  in  a  forthcoming  publication  of  this  club  on  the  subject  of 
record  big  game  heads.  It  appears  that  this  head,  if  not  the  largest 
bison  head  on  which  authentic  records  can  be  obtained,  is  at  least  veH 
up  toward  the  top  of  the  list  of  record  heads » 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  remained  on  temporary  duty  in  the 
Director's  Office  throughout  the  month  of  October,  and  I  \ja.s   in  charge 
of  the  Division's  activities  during  that  period  in  the  course  of  which 
I  used  30  hours  of  annual  leave  and  5  hours  sick  leave.  Park  Naturalist 
Upton  was  on  duty  during  the  entire  period  except  for  ten  hours  annual 
leave  used  on  the  22nd  and  30th,  Clerk- stenographer  Proznick  was  on 
duty  during  the  entire  period  except  for  5  hours  annual  leave  used  on 
the  10th  and  26th. 

Papers  relative  to  liiss  Proznick 's  leave-without-pay  during 
the  late  winter  and  early  spring  were  subonitted  to  the  Regional  Director 
about  the  middle  of  the  month.  Considerable  thought  has  been  given  to 
the  matter  of  a  clerk-stenographer  to  carry  on  in  her  absence  and  some 
investigation  has  been  conducted  relative  to  possible  candidates  for  the 
position.  At  month  end,  however,  it  was  still  impossible  to  make  any 
decision  as  to  a  successor,  and  the  field  of  prospects  was  small  indeed. 

Research  and  Observation 

The  predominately  stormy  character  of  the  weather  during  October 
served  to  move  wildlife  downward  a  bit  and  th\is  into  roadside  parks  and 
areas  of  habitation.  Large  animals  were  scarce  in  such  areas  in  September, 
but  were  much  in  evidence  especially  late  in  this  period. 

By  month  end  a  rather  substantial  number  of  deer  had  gathered 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Old  Faithful,  and  between  30  and  UO   head 
of  bison  could  be  counted  between  Biscuit  Basin  and  the  utility  area 
of  the  Upper  Basin,  On  the  9th,  AO  head  of  bison,  including  8  of  this 
years  calves,  were  counted  and  photographed  in  the  area  at  the  confluence 
of  Nez  Perce  Creek  and  the  Firehole  River,  and  on  the  l6th  a  band  of  simi- 
lar size  was  seen  in  the  Lower  Basin  just  north  of  Gentian  Pool,  A  small 
herd  of  bison  frequented  the  Madison  area  and  several  solitary  animals 
of  this  kind  also  grazed  in  the  meadows  there.  Small  herds  of  elk  were 
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This  pile  of  miscellaneous  debris  was  removed  froffi  the  unnamed  warm 
pond,  edge  of  which  shows  at  the  right,  which  is  located  close  bj   the 
intersection  of  the  southern  end  of  the  Fountain  freight  road  with 
the  main  highway  between  the  Midway  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins,

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to  be  seen  in  most  of  the  parks  between  headquarters  and  the  Upper  Basin, 
and  upwards  of  a  dozen  of  the  old  wapiti  bulls  which  commonly  frequent 
the  Mammoth  area  during  the  winter  were  in  evidence  as  well  as  a  few 
cows  and  calves. 

The  number  of  white-tailed  jack  rabbits  that  frequent  the 
lower  Ifejumoth  residential  area  is  large  and  the  presence  of  this  animal 
becomes  more  apparent  with  the  approach  of  winter  and  the  lightening 
of  his  fur.  The  lawn  in  the  rear  of  my   home,  in  the  area  mentioned, 
appears  to  consist  mainly  of  white  clover,  and  the  jacks  find  this  herb 
especially  to  their  liking.  Thus,  from  one  to  as  many  as  a  dozen  have 
been  counted  on  this  lavm  on  moonlight  nights,  and  others  were  seen  mun- 
ching the  grass  in  nearby  yards. 

Deer  in  sizeable  numbers  are  more  and  more  in  evidence  in 
the  Mammoth  area,  and  the  reappearance  of  certain  individuals  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  certain  back  doors  is  conclusive  evidence  that 
they  know  where  to  go  for  handouts  on  cold  mornings. 

On  the  9th  of  the  month  I  spent  considerable  time  in  the  com- 
pany of  George  M9.rler  viewing  some  classic  cases  of  vandalism  which 
had  especially  come  to  his  notice  during  the  cleanup  campaign  lead  by 
him  in  the  thermal  areas.  Large  piles  of  debris  removed  ty  his  crew, 
trash  and  rocks  remaining  in  certain  pools,  and  inscriptions  on  the 
formations  were  viewed  and  photographed.  The  proclivity  of  the  visitors 
to  throw  trash  about  was  reviewed  and  the  necessity,  if  an  atmosphere 
of  cleanliness  is  desired,  to  go  over  and  over  such  an  area  as  that  in 
the  vicinity  of  Old  Faithful  cone,  even  in  the  post  season  period,  was 
brought  out  ty  Mr,  Jferler,  His  crew  had  found  it  necessary  to  repick 
this  area  several  times  during  early  October,  It  having  become  nece- 
ssary to  shut  off  the  water  and  electricity  in  the  Old  Faithful  area, 
and  because  funds  for  this  operation  were  also  then  exhausted,  the  work 
of  this  cleanup  crew  which  consisted  of  Marler,  Beal  and  Heaton,  was 
terminated  on  the  12th  of  the  month. 

Library 

Use  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Library  during  October  wasn't  ex- 
tensive, though  a  few  research  people  and  some  Service  persorjiel  made 
use  of  its  facilities  during  the  period, 

A  rather  large  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  sent  to  the 
Dieter  Bookbinding  Company  late  in  the  summer  were  returned  to  us  on 
the  23rd  and  replaced  on  the  shelves  by  14iss  Proznick  soon  thereafter. 
As  usual,  the  binding  job  was  well  done,  but  two  books  were  improperly 
numbered  and  were  thus  returned  to  Dieter  for  correction.

The  routine  business  of  the  Association  was  carried  on  during 
the  month.  Book  sales  by  mail  and  to  employees  were  not  heavy.  Several 
letters  were  written  relative  to  Association  business  and  payment  requests 
covering  recent  expenditures  were  put  through  channels  for  processing, 
A  new  form  covering  Miscellaneous  Sales  was  set  up  and  an  adequate 
number  produced  for  several  month's  needs « 

Word  from  Superintendent  Luce,  Custer  Battlefield  National 
Monument,  received  late  in  the  month  to  the  effect  that  the  Microfilm 
Reader  ordered  for  him  by  the  Association  was  in  good  order  made  it 
possible  to  request  a  check  covering  payment  for  this  equipment,  which 
check  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Grisccmbe  Company  early  in  November, 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  Miss  Proznick  typed  and 
multigraphed  the  November-December  issue  of  Natijre  Notes »  and  by  month 
end  it  was  assembled  and  ready  for  the  mail.  The  cover,  drawn  by  Assis- 
tant Chief  Ranger  Scotty  Chapman  using  the  new  multigraph  pencil  recently 
obtained,  is  especially  well  done  and  serves  to  dress  up  this  holiday 
issue  of  the  Association's  publication  in  an  excellent  manner.  During 
the  month  a  rather  large  number  of  people,  some  old  and  scaae  new,  have 
written  in  to  establish  their  right  to  receive  Nature  Notes ,

It  has  long  been  the  desire  of  George  MJEirler,  who  has  been 
employed  for  many  seasons  by  this  Divisiion  as  a  park  ranger  naturalist 
and  for  the  past  three  seasons  as  a  seasonal  park  naturalist,  to  obtain 
employment  in  the  park  during  the  winter  with  the  assignment  to  extend 
his  summertime  geyser  observations  throughout  the  winter  period.  It 
having  been  generally  agreed  that  Marlar's  summer  observations  of  geyser 
activity  in  the  Firehole  Basins  were  of  highly  scientific  value,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  endeavor  to  comply  with  his  desire  to  spend  the  winter 
at  Old  Faithful  from  which  point  he  could  continue  his  thermal  studies 
during  the  cold  months.  At  this  time  effort  is  being  made  to  have  Marler 
certified  to  Yellowstone  as  a  GS-5  Park  Ranger  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  but  it  appears  that  such  an  appointment  cannot  be  consumated 
until  several  weeks  frcm  now,  at  which  time,  because  of  winter  conditions, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  establish  him  at  Old  Faithful,  As  a  stop  gap 
measure,  it  has  been  agreed  Isy   the  directors  of  this  Association  to  pay 
Marler «s  salary  at  the  GS-5  rate  until  such  time  as  it  is  possible  to 
execute  his  Civil  Service  appointment.  With  this  general  plan  in  mind, 
Marler  was  advised  to  establish  himself  and  family  in  the  Old  Faithful 
Ranger  Station  properly  prepared  to  spend  the  winter  "snowed  in",  and 
it  is  expected  that  his  temporary  employment  as  an  employee  of  this 
Association  will  begin  as  of  November  1,  1951« 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  requisitions  were  placed 
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American  bison  near  the  confluence  of  Mez  Perae  Creek  and  the  Plrehol@ 
River,  October  9,  1951.  This  herd,  which  totalad  4-2  animals,  included 
mature  animals  of  both  sexes,  yearlings  and  eight  calves  born  last  spring, 
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with  the  Chief  Clerk  covering  photographic  contact  printing  paper  and 
both  acetic  and  boric  acid  for  use  in  photographic  processing.  Receipt 
of  these  items  is  expected  early  in  November, 

During  darkroom  operations  on  the  31st  it  was  noted  that  the 
bulb  for  the  Omega  enlarger  had  btirned  out,  so  on  that  date  two  bulbs 
for  this  machine  were  ordered  from  the  manufacturer. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  darkroom  during  October, 
some  wildlife  and  thermal  pict\ires  were  taken,  slide  binding  and  black 
and  white  negative  records  and  files  were  brought  pretty  well  up-to-date 
and  two  slide  sets  were  sent  out. 

On  the  1st  Park  Naturalist  Upton  and  I  spent  the  day  turning 
out  bleedout  prints  for  use  in  connection  with  budget  justification  and 
mixing  chemicals  for  this  project.  Subsequently  I  spent  about  two 
full  days  in  the  darkroom,  and  in  the  course  of  the  total  time  on  dark- 
room operations  the  following  work  was  accomplished:

The  9th  was  a  beautiful  day  for  photography  and  was  the  only 
day  during  the  month  on  which  any  appreciable  amount  of  film  was  exposed. 
During  a  trip  to  Old  Faithful  15  exposures  of  4x5  black  and  white  film 
were  made  of  buffalo  and  vandalism  in  the  thermal  areas «  At  this  time 
also  two  Kodachrome  4x5  exposures  were  made  of  buffalo,  and  one  full  roll 
of  K135  was  exposed  showing  buffalo  and  vandalism. 

Between  other  jobs  during  the  month  Miss  Proznick,  after  having 
been  given  some  instruction  on  the  subject,  bound  a  considerable  nxmber 
of  transparencies  in  SVE  mounts.  She  has  done  good  work  on  this  project 
and  with  the  binding  of  about  125  slides,  has  brought  the  Division «s 
work  of  this  type  pretty  well  up-to-date.  In  addition,  she  boimd  about 
100  slides  for  Park  Biologist  Kittams  covering  range  studies.  At  month 
end  Miss  Proznick  had  also  brought  the  negative  record  and  file  up-to-date.

On  the  18th  a  Duophoto  negative  of  the  1880  Norris  map  mentioned 
in  last  month's  report  was  made;  this  from  a  print  of  the  map,  not  from 
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the  original  which  Mr,  Berry  displ^ed  in  this  office  during  September, 
Four  Duophoto  prints  were  made  from  our  negative,  two  for  Haynes,  Inc., 
and  the  white  on  black  and  black  on  white  prints  loaned  to  us  by  Mr. 
Berry  were  ret\irned  to  him  late  in  the  month  with  our  thanks , 

A  satisfactory  setup  of  "Old  Tex's"  skull  was  rigged  up  in  the 
basement  on  the  30th  and  two  4x5  flash  exposures  were  made  on  Super  IX 
film,  one  at  f8  and  a  25th  and  one  at  f6,3  and  a  25th,  both  of  which 
yielded  satisfactoiy  negatives,

5,  Endeavor,  weather  permitting,  to  remove  from  the  museum 
cases  and  photograph  several  small  mammals  and  some  birds, 

6,  Make  at  least  one  trip  each  to  Lake  and  Old  Faithful  for 
purposes  of  general  observation  and  photography  before 
roads  are  blocked  by  snovi  for  the  winter, 

7,  Place  the  November-December  issue  of  Nature  Notes  in  the  mail. 

8,  Make  up  approximately  80  bleedout  8x10  prints  for  use  in 

a  report  relative  to  vista  clearing  in  the  park  during  the 
past  season.

entered  on  duty  November  1,  1951.  It  is  planned  to  get  him  on  as  a 
Park  Naturalist  if  possible. 
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Research  and  Observation 

Mr,  George  D.  ^feLrler,  at  present  an  employee  of  the  Yel3.ow- 
stone  Library  and  MuseiM  Association,  is  stationed  at  Old  FaitM'ul  and 
is  making  detailed  observations  of  the  behaviour  of  certain  types  of 
hydrothermal  features  under  the  atmospheric  conditions  prevalent  dur- 
ing the  winter  months.  Mr,  Marler  is  making  several  regular  daily 
observations  of  the  physical  reaction  of  geysers,  pools  and  springs » 
It  is  hoped  that  from  his  observations  will  come  information  vxhich  will 
lead  to  a  more  accurate  prediction  of  activities  which  can  be  expected 
from  certain  interrelated  thermal  groups  under  given  atmospheric 
changes.  In  addition  we  hope  to  get  much  other  valuable  data  on 
geyser  activity. 

Park  Natui^list  Watson  visited  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  on 
the  9th  and  again  on  the  I6th  and  has  some  interesting  observations 
on  the  Black  Growler  steam  vent  to  report.  His  comments  are: 

"Considerable  time  was  spent  in  close  observation  of  the 
Black  Growler  at  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  at  the  end  of  which  it  was 
concluded  the  character  of  its  activity  has  changed  materially  since 
my  last  observations  late  in  the  spring.  It  is  believed  that  the 
pressure  has  increased  appreciably,  because  the  volume  and  pitch  of 
the  steam  blast  emanating  fl:*ora  this  source  seems  a  ppreciably  increased. 
Further,  it  was  noted  that  practically  no  water  was  being  ejected 
along  with  the  steam — act\ially  the  steam  seemed  to  be  about  as  dry 
as  is  possible  for  this  gas  to  be.  When  formerly  observed,  this 
feature  obviously  received  a  considerable  flow  of  water  into  its  sys- 
tem below  the  surface,  as  it  ejected  a  heavy  spray  with  great  force 
and  c  onsiderable  spluttering  and  splashing  at  intervals  of  from  15 
to  30  seconds  day  in  and  out.  It  appears  possible  that  the  steam 
channels  leading  to  the  surface  may  have  become  sufficiently  silici- 
fied  to  seal  off  incoming  water,  and  that  this  water  is  now  being 
expelled  predominantly  from  two  or  more  vents  a  few  feet  below  the 
Black  Growler,  I  have  long  been  imbued  with  the  thought  that  this 
feature  probably  continued  to  maintain  its  high  temperature  of  280  F, 
as  reported  by  Allen  and  Day  in  1927,  and  thus  was  much  sxurprised 
when  I  took  its  temperature  on  the  10th  of  November,  while  in  the 
Basifi  with  the  Boy  Scouts,  to  find  that  at  204  F,  it  registered  no 
higher  than  several  other  features  in  the  area.  This  vra.s  indeed  a 
bit  of  a  let  dovm,  as  I'd  thought  that  since  the  pressure  seemed 
greater  and  the  steam  dryer,  surely  the  temperature  WDuld  be  as  high 
if  not  perhaps  a  bit  higher  than  previously  recorded.  While  in  the 
area  on  these  occasions  several  objects  were  placed  adjacent  to  the 
Growler,  it  being  hoped  that  when  they  are  again  observed  in  the 
spring  some  significant  information  relative  to  the  amount  of  sili- 
ceous deposition,  which  seems  excessive  in  this  area,  may  be  revealed,"

The  work  of  the  Division  has  been  confined  largely  to  the 
museum  headquarters.  Some  members  of  the  Division  used  considerable 
annual  leave  during  the  month  and  this  cut  materially  into  the  volume 
of  work  accomplished.  Some  cooperation  and  aid  was  given  the  Pro- 
tection Division  on  two  occasions  with  their  elk  trapping  operations. 
The  weather  for  the  month  was  not  conducive  to  field  observations 
where  photography  was  to  be  one  of  the  objectives  of  trips;  therefore 
none  were  made. 

Administration 


The  Division,  pared  to  a  bare  minimum  of  personnel,  had 
its  activities  directed  by  Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  who  was  in 
the  Park  all  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  regular  staff  meeting  called  for  the  month  of  December 
was  attended  on  December  17th  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  At 
this  meeting  he  reported  in  detail  on  the  hunting  incident  in  which 
he  was  involved  on  Friday,  December  14-,  when  he  mistook  a  bunch  of 
horses  for  e3Jc  and  shot  one  of  these  animals. 

On  December  20  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Park  County  Rod  and  Gun  Club  in  Livingston, 
Montana.  He  accompanied  Biologist  Kittams,  Administrative  Assistant 
Joffe  and  Chief  Ranger  Skinner, 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  Yellowstone  National  Park  Chapel  was  used  for  the 
regular  religious  services  program  for  the  month  and  each  Siinday 
at  10:30  a,m,  there  was  the  regular  Sunday  School  Prograjn,  On 
December  23  the  Sunday  School  had  a  special  service  and  a  program 
was  presented  by  the  pre-school  children. 

The  Rev.  A.  W,  Seebart  conducted  a  church  service  in  the 
Chapel  on  the  l6th  and  on  the  23rd  the  community  had  a  special 
candlelight  service  with  the  Rev,  Ben  Davis  preaching  the  sermon. 
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In-Service  Training 

The  issiiance  of  the  regiilar  weekly  news  letter  to  all 
employees  contributed  some  to  in-service  training,  or  at  les-st 
morale  maintenance. 

Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  corresponded  v^ith  the  Fire 
Departments  of  several  large  cities  and  obtained  some  manuals  and 
outlines  for  use  in  training  the  fire  rescue  squad. 

Interpretive  Services 

No  public  contacts  have  been  made  as  part  of  the  inter- 
pretive service  but  materials  were  sent  to  former  Park  Ranger- 
Naturalists  for  their  use.  A  set  of  360  kodaslides  vrere  sent  to 
Frank  Shaw  for  his  use  in  presenting  a  series  of  talks  on  Yellow- 
stone. Also  a  16  mm.  movie  reel  was  sent  to  Mr.  VJallace  Hennessy 
for  his  use.  Reports  from  these  men  indicate  pleased  school 
audiences  and  they  are  retaining  the  material  into  January  to 
meet  requests  for  programs. 

Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  has  been  asked  to  provide 
the  Banquet  talk  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Montana  Conservation 
Council  in  Billings,  Montana  on  January  25.  He  also  has  been 
asked  to  participate  as  one  of  the  instructors  in  a  Wildlife 
Training  Course  to  be  given  at  Missoula,  February  3  to  7  inclu- 
sive. This  course  is  sponsored  by  the  United  States  Forest  Ser- 
vice, Montana  University  and  the  Montana  Wildlife  Federation. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  plans  for  the  installation  of  a  Moose  Exhibit  at 
Willow  Park  and  for  exhibits  to  go  in  the  Old  Faithful  Museum 
were  reviewed  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  for  his  additions  and 
suggestions  during  the  month  and  will  be  completed,  it  is  hoped, 
in  January. 

The  Chicago  Art  Institute  returned  to  Yellowstone  the 
Moran  paintings,  animal  track  casts  and  skulls  which  were  on  loan 
to  them  for  the  Franz  Lipp  exhibit.  These  were  all  checked, 
found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  have  been  carefully  stored  away. 

Personnel 

Mrs,  l^rjorie  Proper  continued  throughout  the  month  as 
clerk- typist  and  vias  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  kU   hours  of  annual  leave.  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  v;as  on  duty  all  month  except  for  16  hoiirs 
of  annual  leave,  Clerk-Stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  on 
annual  leave  all  month. 
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There  have  been  a  number  of  applications  received  for  Park 
Ranger-Naturalis'b  positions  and  in  addition  letters  asking  to  return 
•for  another  season  have  been  received  from  twelve  experienced  men. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  has  devoted  a  good  part  of  his 
time  during  the  month  to  a  review  of  all  published  materials  availa- 
ble on  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  preparatory  to  the  preparation  of 
an  interpretive  manuscript  telling  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  story. 

A  large  Richardson's  Grouse  has  moved  into  the  community 
and  has  been  making  the  rounds  to  all  back  porches.  There  is  some 
question  as  to  whether  this  is  the  same  bird  that  visited  the  a rea 
last  year.  The  Rocky  Mountain  Mule  Deer  are  common  all  day  long  in 
the  residential  area.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  large 
numbers  of  elk  vrere  visiting  the  parade  groimd  and  slopes  around- 
Iferamoth,  On  several  occasions  cows  and  calves  have  been  seen  in 
among  the  buildings.  This  hs.s  not  been  common  in  recent  years. 
On  the  19th  Park  Naturalist  v/atson  watched  eleven  Bighorn  feeding 
on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Everts  near  the  Eagle  Nest  Rock. 

George  Marler  reports  that  all  major  geysers  in  the  Upper 
Basin  are  erupting  regularly  and  that  some  have  actually  been 
functioning  on  a  shorter  interval.  The  Splendid  Geyser  has  erupted 
several  times  during  the  month  and  conditions  in  the  Daisy  group 
are  in  a  state  of  instability  which  may  result  in  a  marked  change 
in  this  geyser  group  for  the  1952  season.  The  Grand  and  Riverside 
geysers  have  been  erupting  on  a  shorter  interval  during  December 
than  they  did  during  the  summer  months.  The  Beehive  has  erupted 
with  great  regularity  several  times  a  week.  The  Giant  has  main- 
tained its  5  to  6  day  interval  for  December, 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  prepared  an  article  on 
Vandalism  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Regional  Office  for 
review.  He  also  spent  considerable  time  working  up  some  informa- 
tion to  send  a  i^iter,  Miss  Lucia  Lewis,  \iho   inquired  for  background 
material  for  an  article  she  is  preparing  on  some  phases  of  public 
vandalism. 

Natural  History  Association 

Mrs.  Alice  Quist  was  hired  by  the  Association  to  work  two 
afternoons  each  week  to  handle  the  Association's  booldceeping  and 
stenographic  work. 

Mr,  George  1-Iarler  remained  on  during  the  month  as  a  re- 
search employee  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  residing  a  t  the  Old 
Faithful  Ranger  Station. 
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Library 


The  Library  continued  to  grow  with  the  addition  of  several 
new  books.  During  this  month  several  of  the  employees  have  been 
making  regular  use  of  these  facilities  and  the  library  has  enjoyed 
greater  use  than  for  some  time.

The  weather  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  month  was  not  conducive  to  combined  observation  and  photo- 
graphic field  work.  Two  field  trips  were  made  and  some  observational 
data  obtained.  Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  library  research  by 
both  of  the  Park  Naturalists  on  duty.

The  activities  of  the  small  Division  staff  were  directed 
by  Condon, 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the  staff  meeting  held 
on  the  16th.  The  lellov/stone  Sign  Committee  of  which  Condon  is  a 
member  met  in  the  Conference  Room  on  the  24.th  and  at  that  time 
reviewed  the  Cajiyon  signing  problem. 

On  the  8th  l-Ir,  Ed  Ogle  and  Carl  Iwosaki  of  the  Life  magazine 
and  I^Ir.  Christopherson  and  Mr.  Peterson  representing  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post  were  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office.  Both  groups 
were  urged  to  return  in  the  summer  and  prepare  good  stories  on 
vandalism  problems. 

Travel  conditions,  depleted  funds  and  a  backlog  of  work 
made  it  necessary  for  Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  to  decline  the 
invitation  of  the  Montana  University  to  participate  as  one  of  the 
instructors  in  a  Wildlife  Conservation  Training  School  which  will  be 
held  at  the  United  States  Forest  Service  Nine  Mile,  Remount  Station 
out  of  Missoula  February  3  throiigh  the  7th. 

Condon  attended  the  Montana  Conservation  Council  annual 
meetings  at  Billings  on  the  25th  and  26th.  He  participated  in 
several  phases  of  their  program. 
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On  the  I8th  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  helped  the 
Protection  Division  with  their  elk  loading  operations  at  Lamar. 
Several  pictiires  of  the  operations  were  obtained  at  this  same  time, 

Mr.  Tom  McHugh  presented  to  the  people  of  the  Mammoth  Community 
on  Monday  night  the  28th  his  lecture  film,  'bonders  of  the  Wilderness". 
These  are  16  mm,  colored  movies  made  in  Jackson  Hole,  Teton  National 
Park  and  Yellowstone  National  Park,  The  picture  was  of  high  quality 
and  of  imusual  interest. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  devoted  a  lot  of  time  to  the 
preparation  of  estimates  for  the  1954-  fiscal  year  and  submitted  a 
thirteen  page  report  listing  the  needs  for  an  adequate  interpretive 
program,  with  detailed  justifications  for  all  items.  Items  covered 
included  a  permanent  Naturalist  Staff  of  seven  persons,  five  natural- 
ists and  t\ro   clerks,  a  seasonal  staff  of  forty-two  men.  An  appropria- 
tion sum  of  ;}79,270,59  to  pay  all  salaries  and  other  operations  costs 
for  the  Division,  In  addition  to  these  items  estimates  of  cost  and 
other  needs  were  made  on:  Cleanup  of  themial  areas;  Davelopment  of 
parking  facilities  in  thermal  areas;  New  flooring  for  the  Mammoth, 
Norris  and  Madison  Museums;  Improved  lighting  for  i'ishing  Bridge 
Museum;  Replacement  of  flagstone  walks  at  Old  Faithful  Museum  and 
Madison  Museimi;  Remodeling  for  added  space  in  the  l^-Iammoth  Museum  and 
for  the  construction  of  nev;  walks  in  the  thermal  areas. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Siinday  School  services  were  held  each  Sunday  in 
the  Chapel  at  10:30  a, 9,  The  children's  choir  has  been  complete  with 
a  full  twenty-four  members  and  have  provided  some  fine  music. 

On  the  13th  at  7:30  p,m.  Reverend  E.  A.  Syms  of  Livingston, 
Montana  conducted  the  non-denominational  Protestant  service.  The 
Mammoth  children's  choir  and  the  Gardiner-lylammoth  adults'  choir 
provided  the  music. 

Arrangements  were  made  in  late  January  for  Reverend  Warren 
W.  Ost  of  Princeton  University  to  meet  in  early  February  with  members 
of  the  Director's  Staff  in  Washington  to  discuss  with  them  the  various 
aspects  and  possibilities  of  the  student  ministry  program. 

During  the  month  the  Church  Committee  received  from  the 
student  ministers  at  Princeton  their  books  and  records  of  the  1951 
season's  operations.  11,04-9  persons  attended  the  services  conducted 
by  them  in  1951  at  main  centers  of  activity  in  the  park. 
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The  Church  Committee  received  in  early  January  altar,  lectern 
and  pulpit  hangings  which  are  given  to  the  Chapel  by  the  Van  Heuvelen 
family  in  memory  of  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen  who  was  drovmed  in  the  lellov;- 
stone  River  August  10,  1951. 

r  Interpretive  Service 

Movie  films  and  kodaslides  on  loan  to  former  seasonal  Park 
Ranger-Naturalists  were  returned  during  the  month,  Hennessy  and  Shaw 
both  presented  programs  to  California  audiences. 

On  the  25th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  a  program 
on  Yellowstone  Park's  resources  to  the  annual  convention  banquet 
\  gathering  of  the  Montana  Conservation  Council  in  Billings,  Montana, 
I  There  were  107  persons  present  representing  state,  federal,  agricultural, 
industrial  and  business  organizations  interested  in  the  wise  conservation 
of  OTor  resources,  Condon  also  participated  in  the  panel  discussion  of 
"Increasing  Responsibility  of  Public  Land  Operators  for  Conservation".

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Condon  visited  the  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument 
Museim  on  the  25th  and  at  that  time  studied  some  of  the  exhibit  panels, 
hoping  to  utilize  some  of  the  arrangement  ideas  in  completing  plans 
for  Yellowstone  wayside  exhibits  and  planned  museum  exhibit  revisions. 

The  sloills  and  capes  of  two  bison  bulls  were  shipped  out  on 
indefinite  loan  on  the  2Sth.  One  went  to  Illinois  University  at 
Carbondale,  Illinois,  the  other  to  the  Utah  State  Agricultural 
College,  Logan,  Utah. 

The  carpenters  were  working  on  the  installation  of  new 
storage  cupboards  in  Room  1  of  the  museum  basement. )  It  is  hoped  that 
this  project  can  be  carried  to  completion  in  February. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except 
for  14  hours  sick  leave  for  dental  work  and  4-  hours  of  annual  leave. 
Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty,  but  took  4-0  hours  of  sick  leave 
and  8  hours  of  annual  leave,  Clerk-Typist  Marjorie  Proper  was  on  duty 
all  month.  Clerk-Stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  on  annual  leave 
to  the  8th  and  has  been  in  a  leave  without  pay  status  since  that  date. 

George  D.  Marler  and  Alice  Quist  have  beenvorking  as 
co-operative  personnel. 
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There  has  been  a  very  favorable  request  to  return  to  duty 
j       for  the  1952  season  from  experienced  Park  Ranger-Naturalists  and  it 

looks  as  though  we  will  be  able  to  fill  ajLl  26  positions  with  men  who 
have  had  one  or  more  seasons  of  experience  in  Yellowstone.  The  big 
problem  is  going  to  be  to  arrange  for  satisfactory  housing  for  these 
people. 

At  the  close  of  the  month  a  request  was  made  for  a  man  to 
fill  the  GS-7  position  vacated  by  Robert  F,  Upton  and  another  request 
was  made  for  some  action  on  our  desire  to  put  George  D.  Marler  on  our 
Naturalist  staff  as  a  ^asonal  employee. 

Research  and  Observation

George  D.  Marler  reports  several  interesting  observations 

from  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  for  January,  There  are  23  bison  frequenting 

the  Old  Faitiiful  area.  It  is  thought  that  a  black  bear  is  hibernating 

under  the  Lodge,  The  Daisy  Geyser  which  for  years  has  erupted  on  an 

interval  of  approximately  90  minutes  has  up  to  February  1  erupted  only 

i  three  known  times  since  December  28,  The  Splendid  Geyser  which  is 

1  associated  with  the  Daisy  has  erupted  on  several  occasions.  The 

\  Brilliant  Pool,  an  intimate  member  of  the  Daisy  group  has  been  flooding 

•  almost  constantly,  a  pronounced  change  from  its  past  type  of  activity. 

•  The  dissipation  of  energy  through  this  flooding  is  undoubtedly  the 
I  factor  which  is  limiting  the  activity  of  the  Daisy  or  Splendid  geysers. 

The  Giant  Geyser  has  continued  its  vigorous  chain  of  eruptions 
and  during  January  erupted  seven  times,  the  greatest  number  recorded  for 
years  on  this  geyser.  One  eruption  interval  was  only  68  hours. 


Mr,  Tom  McHugh  arrived  in  Yellowstone  on  the  2  4-th  and  left  on 
the  30th.  Mr.  McHugh  was  here  to  gather  data  for  his  bison  research 
study  and  to  obtain  wildlife  winter  movies. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  with  Biologist  Kittams  made  a  three  day 
snowshoe  trip  from  Slough  Greek  to  Gardiner,  Montana  follo^^ring  down  the 
Yellowstone  River  valley.  Mr.  Uatson's  observations  and  comments 
concerning  this  trip  are  quoted: 

"The  thirty  mile  snowshoe  and  walking  trip  made  with  Park 
Biologist  Kittams  on  the  22nd,  23rd,  and  2Ath  of  January  was  much 
enjoyed  by  me,  and  in  the  course  of  it  a  great  deal  of  wide  open  coiontry 
was  scanned  and  some  perhaps  worthwnile  observations  made.  Overcast 
and  snov/y  weather  materially  reduced  the  range  of  observations  much  of 
the  time,  however,  and  also  rendered  it  impractical  to  take  pictures. 
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Vapors  iiQrsteriously  shroud  the 
Hot  Spring  Terraces  at  ivJainmoth,

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"The  leg  work  of  this  trip  started  from  the  Slough  Creek  mail 
box  at  10  a.m.  on  the  22nd,  at  which  time  it  v/as  a  few  degrees  below 
zero  and  fairly  clear.  After  crossing  Slough  Creek  we  took  the  general 
route  of  the  so  called  "high  trail"  down  the  country.  By  noon  it  was 
quite  windy,  overcast,  spitting  some  snow,  and  warming  up  a  bit.  The 
snow,  which  v/as  about  12  inches  in  depth  at  the  Slough  Creek  crossing 
only  moimted  to  about  two  feet  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Little  Buffalo, 
was  fairly  well  settled  and  webbing  \^ra.s  rela^tively  good.  This  condition 
together  with  pretty  fair  walking  conditions  experienced  along  some  of 
the  well-used  elk  migration  trails  rendered  progress,  between  periods 
of  observation,  comparatively  fast,  and  we  made  the  ten  m^,les  to  the 
Hellroaring  Cabin  by  about  5:1$  p.m.  Nine  hundred  elk  were  coimted  on 
this  day's  trip,  most  of  them  between  the  crossing  at  Slough  Creek  and 
the  so  called  "big  meadow"  well  down  toward  the  Little  Buffalo  country, 
Buffalo  numbering  19  head  were  counted,  all  between  the  Slough  Creek 
crossing  and  the  big  meadow, 

"Moderation  which  had  set  in  during  the  22nd  continued,  and 
during  the  night  at  Hellroaring  a  light  snow  fell.  The  morning  of  the 
23rd  was  heavily  overcast,  and  as  we  left  above  cabin  at  10:10  a.m.  it 
was  snowing  lightly.  Visibility  varied  from  poor  to  fair  throughout 
the  day,  and  snow  depths  varied  too  from  approximately  a  foot  at  Hell- 
roaring to  upwards  of  three  feet  on  the  ridge  between  the  two  Cottonv70od 
creeks  and  down  again  to  16  inches  at  Lower  Blacktail  Cabin.  Our  route 
this  day  followed  rather  closely  the  regular  trail  from  Hellroaring  to 
shortly  below  Baggley  point.  Here  it  was  decided  to  climb  the  high 
ridge  between  the  drainages  of  Little  and  Big  Cottonwood  Creeks  in  order 
to  see  into  Cottonwood  basin  for  the  purpose  of  counting  elk  there. 
This  dog  leg  from  the  regular  route  involved  rather  heavy  climbing  and 
the  webbing  was  definitely  in  the  tough  class,  but  it  did  make  possible 
some  significant  observations.  The  number  of  elk  seen  in  the  area  was 
not  large,  but  the  devastation  wrought  by  them  in  past  years  upon  the 
aspen  groves  east  of  Big  Cottonwood  and  upon  the  small  firs  of  the  ridge 
between  the  two  creeks  I  found  indeed  sickening.  Back  on  the  river  trail 
at  the  mouth  of  Cottonwood,  ve   walked  the  elk  trail  on  down  to  the 
Blacktail  Bridge  and  arrived  at  the  cabin  about  5:4-5  p.m.  in  a  light  snow 
storm,  having  covered  a  distance  of  11  miles.  In  the  course  of  the  day 
we  counted  115  elk,  mostly  in  the  two  Cottonwood  drainages,  and  15  deer, 
all  on  the  nose  of  the  ridge  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mouth  of  Big  Cotton- 
wood Creek.  Approsdmately  ten  head  of  buffalo  were  seen,  all  above  or 
in  the  general  vicinity  of  the  mouth  of  Hellroaring  Creek,  and  one  bighorn 
ram  was  spotted  below  a  cliff  not  far  up  the  canyon  from  Blacktail. 
Two  or  three  coyotes  had  used  the  trail  from  Cottonwood  down. 

"Further  moderation  took  place  during  the  night  of  the  23rd 
and  the  2/|,th  davmed  heavily  overcast  andmrm.  This  day  we  took  the 
river  trail  from  Blacktail  at  10:30  a.m.,  and  after  a  half  mile  of 
snowshoeing  to  reach  the  main  migration  trail  removed  our  webbs  and 
hiked  the  remaining  distance  to  Gardiner. 
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"As  was  noted  above,  this  trail  had  been  extensively  used  by 
elk  before  the  last  appreciable  snowfall  which  took  place  aroujid  the 
20th,  but  we  found  practically  no  evidence  of  use  since  then  except  by 
deer  andtt/o  or  three  coyotes.  We  counted  75  elk,  mostly  below  the  mouth 
of  the  canyon  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Bear  Creek  and  on  toward  Gardiner. 
!      Deer  were  rather  numerous,  34-  having  been  counted  b ef  ore  Bear  Creek, 
mostly  beti/een  the  csunyon's  mouth  and  tliis  creek,  and  an  additional 
28  between  there  and  Gardiner,  Only  ten  of  the  total  62  were  seen  in 
the  Yellowstone  Canyon  above  the  rapids.  Eleven  bighorn  sheep  were 
seen  during  the  day  as  folloxifs:  one  ewe  near  Blacktail,  one  ewe  near 
Bear  Creek,  two  ewes  below  this  stream  on  the  scarp  of  the  travertine 
cliffs;  one  ram  in  the  sliderock  below  Crevice  gulch,  two  rams  near 
Bear  Creek  (one  ewe  with  them) ,  and  one  ram  on  the  travertine  cliffs 
below  Bear  Creek,  two  lambs  with  the  ewes  on  the  cliff  below  Bear  Creek, 
Coyote  tracks  were  in  evidence  in  the  trail  all  day  long,  but  \je   had  no 
sight  of  even  one  of  these  animals,  V/alking  \ias   laborious  and  slow, 
for  although  the  snow  was  not  deep  on  the  average,  only  about  eight 
inches  at  the  mouth  of  the  canyon,  it  was  soggy  throughout  and  packed 
deep  into  the  lo^^r  places  of  the  trail  in  the  vicinity  of  Bear  Creeko 
Thus,  it  took  us  until  4:30  p.m,  to  complete  the  eight  mile  trip  to 
Gardiner, 

"I  guess  our  most  significant  observation  was  that  which  lead 
us  to  speculate  upon  what  had  become  of  all  the  elk  that  it  appeared 
had  recently  occupied  the  country  through  v/ hich w e  passed.  All  told 
we  counted  only  about  1100  of  these  animals  in  the  course  of  our  tliirty 
mile  trek,  yet  x^e  saw  what  appeared  to  be  sufficient  evidence  of  feeding 
holes,  trails,  etc,  all  the  way  from  Slough  Creek  to  well  below  Crevice 
Creek  to  indicate  the  recent  presence  of  a  number  far  larger  th^an  this. 
It  appears  to  me  that  a  v  ery  large  niimber  of  them  must  have  moved  down 
the  river,  then  deployed  below  Crevice  Creek  on  the  slopes  between  the 
river  and  the  Park  boundary  and  beyond  not  long  before  we  made  our   trip. 
I'm  wondering  if  more  time  in  the  lower  canyon  devoted  to  examination 
of  trails  leading  up  and  out  of  the  area  might  not  reveal  heavy  move- 
ment which  eventually  landed  large  numbers  of  elk  in  the  general  vicinity 
of  Deckard's  Flats,  From  there,  where?  Maybe  on  across  the  flats  and 
out  across  Bear  Creek  at  a  tiiue  when  hunters  w  ere  not  on  the  alert, 
Quien  sabe? 

"Another  interesting  observation  was  that  of  the  elk,  mostly 
bulls  judging flrom  their  presence  in  the  area,  ea.ting  the  dry  dead  bark 
from  previously  killed  aspen  in  the  groves  of  Cottonwood  Creek,  Evi- 
dence was  found  where  they  had  been  reaching  up  ten  feet  or  more  to 
reach  this  type  of  forage  while  standing  in  some  thirty  inches  of  snow. 
In  this  one  l8.rge  stand,  perhaps  300  by  75  yards  in  area,  there  exists 
no  tree  under  about  eight  inches  in  diaraeter,  and  most  are  from  this  size 
up  to  12  to  15  inches.  This  stand,  which  once  must  have  been  most 
luxurious,  now  displays  in  excess  of  fifty  percent  completely  dead  tree, 
and  the  rest  appear  to  be  half  dead  or  more.  With  trunks  black  from 
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Mule  Deer  bucks  sparring

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previous  gnawing  or  barren  as  a  result  of  subsequent  feeding  on  the 
dead  bark,  and  their  sprangly  dead  arms  reaciiing  upward  they  present 
a  sorry  and  disturbing  sight  which  somewhat  resembles  a  loosely  stacked 
pile  of  dead  brush  up  on  stilts.  Speculating  upon  our  observations  in 
this  grove,  I  am  lead  to  wonder  as  to  just  what  time  of  year  and  under 
what  weather  conditions  the  elk  carry  out  such  devastation  as  this? 
We  found  but  very  occasional  instances  where  these  animals  had  been 
trying  to  eat  the  green  bark  recently,  and  concluded  that  at  this  time 
of  year  it  was  simply  too  cold  and  hard  for  them  to  get  their  teeth 
into  it.  And  yet  at  some  time  in  the  past,  presijmably  during  rigorous 
winter  conditions,  every  one  of  these  trees  had  been  completely  girdled 
by  gnawing  which  subsequently  turned  the  trunk  almost  completely  black. 
The  steep  south  slopes  toward  the  Yellowstone  above  Cottonwood  present 
a  sorry  appearance  for  another  reason  too,  at  least  to  me.  Looking  up 
them  one  sees  that  most  of  the  old  Douglas  firs  have  fallen  down,  and 
on  these  slopes  he  sees  little  evidence  of  fir  reproduction.  Are  the 
elk  killing  off  this  species  of  flora  too,  or  is  there  some  other 
combination  of  adverse  forces  at  work  here?  Hurried  observations  made 
on  this  trip  indics.ted  to  me  that  ellc  have  rather  extensively  worked 
over  some  patches  of  fir  r  e'er  eduction,  and  I'm  wondering  if  they  may 
not  have  pretty  well  done  away  vri.th  seedlings  on  the  wind  swept  southern 
■  slopes  and  in  the  stands  where  they  have  spent  sufficient  time  to  crop 
every  tree  as  high  as  they  can  reach. 

"In  the  course  of  the  snowshoe  trip  down  the  Yellowstone 
drainage  three  pairs  of  bald  eagles  x^/ere  seen,  all  below  Blacktail." 

In  reply  to  a  request  from  the  Park  Coimty  Nevrs  of  Livingston, 
Montana  for  detailed  information  on  the  history  of  the  religious  services 
conducted  in  Yellowstone  and  on  the  story  of  the  construction  of  the 
Yellowstone  National  Park  Chapel  considerable  library  research  was  done 
by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  a  comprehensive  report  submitted  to 
the  paper  along  xdLth  some  pictiores. 
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Park  Naturalist  Watson  continued  his  detailed  review  of  all 
information  obtainable  on  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin, 

Natural  History  Association 

While  at  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  Condon  vent 
over  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  business  with 
Superintendent  Luce  and  discussed  with  him  the  possibilities  of  that 
area  organizing  for  an  association  of  their  own.  Investigation  of^ 
I  this  idea  will  be  carried  further  and  the  Custer  area  activities  will 
•  continue  to  be  a  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association  function.

The  division  activities  were  largely  confined  to  routine 
office  and  museum  work  for  the  month  of  February.

Considerable  correspondence  v;as  handled  during  the  month 
on  personnel  matters  and  a  selection  of  26  experienced  men  for  26 
positions  was  made.  These  men  were  all  notified  and  at  the  month's 
close  no  declination  had  been  received.  The  personnel  for  the  other 
seven  positions  authorized  will  be  selected  in  I'iarch  if  approval  for 
their  employment  is  received. 

On  the  18th  a  detailed  financial  statement  was  completed  on 
plans  for  the  Division's  operations  for  the  balance  of  the  1952 
fiscal  year  and  for  operations  during  the  1953  year.  These  w  ere 
submitted  to  the  Acting  Superintendent  on  the  19th. 

Research  and  Observation 

George  D.  Marler  continued  as  a  resident  observer  in  the 
Old  Faithful  area  a;nd  has  recorded  some  interesting  observations  of 
geyser  activity.  The  Giant  Geyser  erupted  nine  times  in  February, 
an  all  time  high  for  any  one  month  if  past  records  of  eruptions  of 
this  feature  arersliable.  All  of  the  major  geysers  and  other  theiraal 
phenomena  are  reacting  in  a  normal  pattern,  Mr,  I'hrler  reports  that 
many  of  the  animals  in  the  basins  are  very  poor  and  that  they  are 
beginning  to  die,  two  bison  being  dead  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Old  Faithful  and  imdoubtedly  others  throughout  the  basins,  ]_He  plans 
a  rather  careful  sui-vcy  of  the  open  areas  in  late  March.  ■ 

'  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  were  out  in  the  fresh 
air  on  the  afternoon  of  the  8th  and  at  that  time  watched  and  photo- 
graphed the  three  old  bighorn  rams  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Yellowstone 
Park  Company  buildings  at  Gardiner,  ' 
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On  the  9th  and  lOth  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  the 
days  taking  winter  scenic  and  tn-ldlife  pictures^ 

During  the  month  the  text  was  prepared  on  the  status  of  the 
birdlif e  and  small  mammals  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  for  inclusion 
in  the  anniial  wildlife  report  on  this  park. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  has  devoted  the  major  part  of  his 
worlcing  time  this  month  to  research  and  study  on  the  Norris  Geyser 
Basin.  He  has  prepared  a  rough  draft  of  the  manuscript  for  a 
handbook  on  this  area.

Arrangements  i^rere  made  for  the  reprinting  of  4-500  copies 
of  Dr,  Irwin  Douglass'  "Chemical  Features  of  Yellowstone",  The 
printing  will  be  done  by  the  Edwards  Brothers  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan 
and  the  publication  will  have  an  eye  catching  cover.

I  All  Nature  Notes  stencils  were  cut  and  Nature  Notes  will 
be  run  off  ajid  in  the  mail  the  first  week  of  lylarch. 

The  Association  acquired  three  pairs  of  8  x  35  Bausch  and 
Lomb  light  weight  binoculars  during  the  month.  These  will  be  used 
by  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  in  the  summer  and  by  the  Protection 
Division  on  elk  trapping  operations  during  the  winter.

The  black  and  white  film  exposed  by  Marler  at  Old  FaithfiLL 
was  processed  and  prints  from  these  negatives  are  used  in  this  report. 
From  the  film  supplied  George  it  is  anticipated  that  a  good  series  of 
winter  negatives  will  be  available  for  future  printing  when  needed.

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Park  Natiiralist  Watson  attended  a  Safety  Conimittee  meeting 
on  the  2Sth;  and,  in  addition,  during  the  month  he  devoted  considerable 
time  to  the  Yellowstone  Park  school  problems,  acting  in  his  capacity 
as  chaiiroan  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  School  Board. 

On  March  3  Park  Naturalists  Matson  and  Condon  attended  the 
regular  staff  meeting  held  in  the  Conference  Room. 

On  March  U   Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  accompanied  Biologist 
Kittams,  Resident  Landscape  /irchitect  Mattson,  Assistant  Superintendent 
Johnston,  Chief  Ranger  Skinner  and  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Chapman  as 
far  as  Geode  Creek  and  return  on  an  inspection  trip  relative  to  a 
selection  of  a  site  or  sites  for  fenced  roadside  demonstration  areas. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  services  were 
conducted  each  Sunday  in  the  Chapel  at  10:30  a.m.  In  addition  to 
these  activities  the  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  held  its  annual 
Sunday  School  picnic  on  Saturday,  l^ferch  15,  at  the  Lamar  Unit  in  the 
Lamar  Valley.  .   Tiiis  function  was  well  attended  by  residents  of  the 
community  and  a  great  deal  of  fun  was  enjoyed  by  all,, 

On  March  9  the  Rev.  L.  L.  Ortmyer  conducted  the  regular 
inter-denominational  Protestant  services  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Chapel. 

Planning  for  the  Easter  services  to  be  held  in  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  Chapel  on  Easter  Sunday,  .Ipril  13,  is  being  carried  tln^ough 
by  the  joint  Yellowstone  Park-Gardiner  church  group. 
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In-Service  Trainini^ 

On  lISLTch   18  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Watson  attended  the 
Red  Cross  first-aid  training  coiirse  which  was  being  conducted  in  the 
Manmoth  canteen. 

The  only  other  in-service  training  activity  was  the  regiilar 
weekly  issuance  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  News  Letter,  and  the  only  con- 
tribution made  to  this  by  the  Division  has  been  the  mimeographing. 

Interpretive  Services 

(Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  several  days  during  the 
month  of  ^fe.rch  editing  and  assembling  the  manuscripts  on  wild  animals 
of  Yellowstone  and  the  birds  of  Yellowstone  wliich  were  originally  pre- 
pared by  Park  Naturalist  Harold  Brodrick.  By  the  months  close  these 
manuscripts  had  been  retyped,  edited,  revie\ved,  covers  selected  for 
the  publications  and  were  in  general  ready  for  submission  to  a  publisher. 

An  article,  accompanied  by  illustrations,  on  vandalism  was 
sent  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  to  a  popular  magazine  in  hopes  that 
it  might  gain  publication,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  returned 
without  receiving  favorable  consideration. 

I  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  accepted  speaking  engagements 
in  Montaria  during  the  month  of  April.  It  is  anticipated  that  he  will 
present  programs  as  follows:  April  lA.   -  Rotary  Club,  Livingston; 
April  21  -  Lutheran  Brotherhood,  Livingston;  and  on  April  23,  24-  and  25 
it  is  planned  that  programs  vrill  be  presented  in  the  public  schools  of 
Butte,  Anaconda  and  Helena  during  the  Montana  Conservation  Week. 

Museum  Activities  aixd   Exhibits 

The  revision  of  the  Mammoth  basement  storage  facilities 
progressed  during  the  month  and  the  cabinet  work  on  a  number  of  built-in 
units  was  completed.  In  addition,  a  new  negative  file  cabinet  of  15 
drawers  was  added  to  the  photo  file  storage  units.  In  connection  v/ith 
the  addition  of  this  imit  it  was  necessary  to  rearrange  and  iflake  an 
entirely  new  floor  arrangement  in  the  basement  back  room.  The  Carpenter 
Shop  is  completing  construction  of  an  additional  herbariura  case  which 
when  finished  v/ill  provide  adequate  space  for  the  expajision  of  this 
part  of  our  museum  storage. 

Personnel 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month.  Clerk- typist 
Marjorie  Proper  was  on  duty  all  month.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  13  hours  of  sick  leave  taken  on  the 
15th  and  19th. 

The  Yellov;stone  Libraiy  and  Museum  Association  personnel 
consisted  of  George  D.  Marler,  who  was  on  duty  all  month  at  Old 
faithful,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Quist  who  worked  two  afternoons  per  week 
until  the  25th  at  which  tme  she  began  working  three  afternoons  per 
week. 
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Final  acceptance  has  been  received  from  27  experienced 
seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists,  and  in  addition  a  selection  has 
been  made  of  the  men  for  the  janitor  Jobs  at  the  three  park  museums. 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of  tiiae  during 
the  month  of  March  to  library  research  on  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  and 
has  converted  much  of  the  information  gained  into  a  manuscript  on  this 
section  of  Yellowstone  Park,  He  expects  to  have  a  completed  manuscript 
ready  some  t5jne  in  April.  Efforts  are  Leing  made  at  the  present  time 
to  obtaining  suitable  illustrative  materials. 

A  small  weasel  has  created  considerable  interest  in  the  resi- 
dential area  below  the  hill  where  he  has  frequently  visited  the  back 
porches  of  residents  and  is  reported  to  have  spent  a  good  portion  of 
his  time  under  the  Dwi^lit  Richards  house. 

A  great  deal  of  tiiae  was  devoted  to  the  completion  of  an 
index  to  the  Yellowstone  Perk  Nature  Notes  for  the  period  from  1936 
to  the  present.  This  index  was  completed  and  checked  and  plans  call 
for  the  multilithing  of  100  copies  for  distribution  to  people  holding 
complete  issues  of  this  publication. 

On  the  21st  the  first  reports  were  received  of  a  large  bi£Ll 
bison  having  taken  up  residence  in  the  Mariimoth  area  and  he  has  stayed 
in  the  vicinity  throughout  the  balance  of  the  month. 

The  Richardson's  grouse  which  adopted  the  coinmvmity  as  his 
home  last  fall  is  still  around  and  has  been  visiting  the  bird  feeding 
stations.   Robins,  Brewer's  blackbirds  and  one  red-winged  blackbird 
were  all  observed  before  the  close  of  March. 

George  1-Iarler  in  the  Old  Faithful  area  reports  a  number  of 
interesting  geyser  observations.   Ones  which  probably  have  the  greatest 
significance  are  that  the  Giant  Geyser  dujring  the  month  of  March 
erupted  tv;elve  times,  and  that  the  average  interval  between  eriiptions 
of  this  geyser  for  the  month  was  2  days  and  19  hours,  the  shortest 
interval  between  eruptions  was  47  hours  and  the  longest  4-  days  and 
14.  hours.  This  average  for  the  Giant  Geyser  is  about  one-half  that 
of  last  summers  period  of  activity  and  as  near  as  can  be  determined 
the  Giant  has  erupted  more  times  in  ^krch  of  this  year  than  it  has 
for  any  other  recorded  period  that  we  know  of. 

Natural  History  Association 

The  Association  has  carried  on  correspondence  with  the 
Edwards  Brothers,  Lithoprinters ,  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan  concerning 
the  possibility  of  printing  a  series  of  handbooks  on  key  Yellowstone 
areas  and  subjects.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  time  during  March  to  the  assembling,  reviewing  and  editing 
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of  two  iflanuscripts,  one  on  birds  and  the  other  on  aniiiials,  for  sub- 
mission to  the  Edwards  Brothers  for  printing.  At  months  close  these 
manuscripts  were  about  ready  to  be  sent  to  the  Regxonal  Director's 
office  for  review  and  if  satisfactory  they  were  to  be  sent  to  the 
printers • 

The  Association  continued  to  employ  Geor-e  D.  Marler  at  Old 
Faithful  on  geyser  observation  and  research  and  they  employed  Mrs. 
Alice  Quist  as  Association  clerk  on  three  afternoons  per  week. 

The  Association's  multilith  was  used  for  the  preparation  of 
the  cover  for  the  Superintendent's  annual  report.  Yellowstone  Park 
Nature  Notes  were  completed  and  in  the  mail  on  llarch  7.  The  new  zinc 
masters  for  Nature  Notes  covers  were  received  from  the  Multilith 
Corporation  on  March  6  and  one  of  these  was  used  on  the  January-February 
issue.

The  used  Cine  Special  motion  picture  camera  which  was  obtained 
by  the  National  Park  Service  by  purchase  from  a  surplus  list  was ^ sent 
to  the  Eastman  Kodak  Co,  to  have  it  checked  with  respect  to  repairs 
reauired  in  order  to  put  it  in  satisfactory  operating  condition.  It 
will  cost  $62,25  to  put  this  machine  in  good  operating  condition  and 
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'.65  to  place  it  in  A-1  condition.  Action  will  oe  taken  in  April 
to  get  this  machine  repaired  and  returned  to  Yellowstone. 

The  Natural  History  Association  purchased  a  print  dryer  for 
use  in  the  darlcroom  and  it  was  received  about  inid-March. 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

Darkroom  -  24  8x10  bleedout  prints  were  made  for  reports, 
12  8x10  glossy  prints  were  made  for  illustrative  purposes  and  12 
4^5  cut  film  were  processed. 

A  selection  of  2x2  Kodaslides  were  sent  to  Meston  Photos 
for  duplication  so  that  added  slides  can  be  placed  in  the  sets  for 
all  field  stations. 

Two  himdred  feet  of  l6mm  colored  motion  picture  film  was 
exposed  during  the  month. 

A  stock  of  photographic  paper  was  purchased,  including 
some  paper  of  20x2^  inch  size  for  use  in  making  large  enlargements 
of  some  of  Yellowstone <s  better  negatives. 

Of  the  visual  aids  materials  out  on  loan,  a  complete  set 
of  2x2  Kodaslides  of  Yellowstone  were  returned  to  the  park  by  Mr. 
Lowell  14iller  who  has  been  using  them  during  the  winter  months  at 
the  Davenport  Iowa  museum.

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General 
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Again  during  this  month  the  activities  of  the  Naturalist 
Division  were  confined  largely  to  the  headquarters  museum.  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  several  days  away  from  the  park  pre- 
senting programs  on  Yellowstone  to  school  groups  and  other  audiences. 
Most  of  the  divisions  work  confined  itself  to  preparations  for  the 
summer  program  and  in  catching  up  on  odd  jobs. 

Special  Activities  and  Corxferences 

Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  attended  the  staff 
meeting  in  the  conference  room  on  the  3rd  day  of  April  and  at  that 
time  met  Warren  Hamilton,  new  Assistant  Superintendent,  and  reviewed 
for  those  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  progress  of  work  in  the  Natur- 
alist Division, 

Mr.  Franz  Lipp,  who  has  been  making  a  photographic  interpre- 
tation of  Yellowstone  Parkas  landscape  and  other  natural  phenomena, 
was  in  the  park  on  the  14.th,  15th  and  l6th.  He  returned  skulls  and 
other  materials  loaned  the  Chicago  Art  Institute  for  use  in  conjunction 
with  their  exhibit  which  was  on  display  there  last  summer, 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton' s 
office  on  April  22  to  review  the  master  plans  for  certain  sections 
of  the  park.  In  attendance  at  this  meeting  were  Messrs,  Hamilton, 
^fe.ttson.  Brown,  Jay,  Wohlbrandt  and  Condon, 

On  April  28  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  confer- 
ence in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on  the  bear  problem  and  the 
matter  was  discussed  at  some  length  by  those  in  attendance.  Men 
there  were  Superintendent  Rogers,  Resident  Biologist  Kittams,  Assis- 
tant Superintendent  Hamilton,  Chief  Ranger  Brovm,  Assistant  Chief 
Ranger's  Jay  and  Evans  and  Park  Naturalist  Condon. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  d\n*ing  the  month  of  April  found  it 
necessary  to  devote  considerable  time  to  school  matters  and  on  several 
days  was  in  attendance  at  the  school  building  to  assist  teachers 
with  problems  and  especially  with  visual  aids  materials.  Mr,  Watson 
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attended  the  regiolar  staff  meeting  which  was  held  in  the  conference 
room  on  the  23rd,  At  that  time  l^tr.  Otto  Brovm,  the  new  Chief  Ranger, 
was  introduced  to  the  group.  At  this  tirae  Mr,  Watson  presented 
several  school  problems. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  was  used  for  the  regular  com- 
munity :Sunday  School  service  at  10:30  a,m,  each  Sunday,  with  the 
children  of  the  community  serving  as  leaders. 

On  April  6  Rev.  E.  A.  Syms  of  Livingston,  Montana  conducted 
the  inter-denominational  Protestant  services  at  7:30  p,mo 

The  Yellovrstone  Park  Church  Goraniittee  met  on  April  8  and 
after  considerable  discussion  decided  that  the  Easter  services  should 
be  handled  by  the  group  who  has  been  directing  the  Mammoth-Gardiner 
church  services  program  for  the  past  winter.  At  this  same  meeting 
it  was  decided  that  the  religious  services  program  for  the  1952 
season  should  fol3.ow  the  same  pattern  as  that  for  1951.  Following 
this  meeting  correspondence  was  prepared  for  the  superintendent's 
signature  to  the  Princeton  Seminary  relative  to  the  student  ministers. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  was  decorated  for  the  special 
Easter  suorise  services  and  this  was  held  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  13 
at  6:00  a,m.  The  Rev,  Arthur  W,  Seebart  of  Livingston,  Montana 
preached  the  sermon  and  music  was  provided  by  the  Gardiner-l^femmoth 
adult  choir  and  the  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  choir.  These 
services  were  well  attended  and  enjoyed  by  many  people,  and  the 
weather  for  this  program  was  ideal, 

In-Service  Training 

The  Naturalist  Division  continued  to  cut  the  stencils  and 
mimeograph  the  Yellowstone  Park  News  Letter  which  is  considered  to 
be  of  value  as  an  in-service  training  item. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  projected  a  l6mm  colored  motion 
picture  film  on  fire  fighting  for  a  group  of  Service  employees  on 
April  24,

The  majority  of  these  programs  were  given  in  conjunction 
and  in  cooperation  with  the  Montana  Conservation  Coimcil  as  pairt  of 
Montana  Conservation  Week  and  the  major  emphasis  in  the  discussion  of 
Yellowstone  Park  was  the  importance  of  conserving  the  resources  which 
provide  inspirational  values  for  people.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
also  prepared  a  15-minute  radio  broadcast  which  was  transmitted  over 
station  KOPR  of  Butte,  Montana, 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

In  the  museum  basement  considerable  improvement  of  storage 
facilities  has  been  made  by  the  completion  of  the  set  of  storage 
cabinets,  the  installation  of  a  new  section  to  the  negative  file 
cabinets  and  the  rearranging  and  painting  of  this  entire  unit;  and, 
by  the  installation  of  a  new  case  for  use  in  enlarging  the  Yellowstone 
Park  herbarium. 

A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  accomplished  on  weekends 
and  at  nights  in  setting  up  the  power  tools  and  in  arranging  hand 
tools  and  other  facilities  in  the  museum  work  shop.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  work  yet  to  be  done  to  make  this  unit  an  efficient 
and  well-arranged  one,  but  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  summer  pro- 
gram gets  underway  this  shop  will  be  in  top  operating  condition 
so  that  it  will  be  useable  for  carrying  out  the  summer  work. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  museimis  have  received  in  the  past  a 
number  of  historically  significant  artifacts  from  the  George  Ash 
collection,  and  during  April  we  received  an  additional  number  of 
pictures,  documents  and  other  artifacts  of  this  collection  from 
Mr,  Eivind  Scoyen.  These  were  accessioned  on  April  lA  for  the 
Yellowstone  Park  museum,  A  box  of  old  pictures  on  Yellowstone 
National  Park  which  are  untitled  and  undated  was  turned  in  to  the 
museum  by  i-lr.  Clarence  Scoyen,  These  were  the  property  of  Mr, 
Vfoi,  J.  O'Laughlin. 

Personnel 

Mrs,  Marjorie  Proper  terminated  her  services  as  clerk  in 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist »s  office  on  the  evening  of  April  4.  Mrs, 
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Proper  did  a  very  good  job  for  the  division  and  her  work  is  very  much 
appreciated. 

Bettilee  Proznick  retiirned  to  the  job  as  clerk-stenographer 
from  her  leave-without-pay  on  April  7,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  six  hours  annual  leave  on  the  15th, 
Park  Naturalist  VJatson  v&s   on  duty  all  month  except  for  one  hour 
annual  leave  taken  on  April  10. 

Negotiations  are  under  way  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr» 
Francis  H,  Elmore  from  Chaco  Canyon  National  Monument  to  fill  the 
the  position  vacated  by  Robert  F,  Upton  last  fall. 

Plans  call  for  the  entry  on  duty  as  park  ranger  naturalists 
during  the  month  of  May  of  Messrs,  George  D,  Marler,  Merrill  D.  Beal 
and  Ted  Parkinson, 

Mr,  George  I'larler  and  Mrs,  Alice  Quist  continued  as  employees 
of  the  Natural  History  Association  during  the  month  of  April, 

Research  and  Observation 

Considerable  time  was  spent  reviewing  literature  and 
finishing  up  the  editing  of  Harold  Brodrick's  manuscripts  on  the 
birds  of  Yellowstone  and  animals  of  Yellowstone,  These  manuscripts 
were  sent  to  the  Regional  Office  on  April  4-  and  then  on  to  the 
Edwards  Brothers,  Lithoprinters,  Ann  Arbor,  Mchigan,  At  the  close 
of  the  month  no  word  had  been  received  from  the  publisher  with 
respect  to  the  printing  of  these  books.  Considerable  time  was  spent 
in  setting  up  type  and  printing  sample  covers  for  these  publica- 
tions, and  then  in  selecting  those  which  seemed  the  most  suitable. ( 

Mr,  George  D,  l^rler  turned  in  his  manuscript  on  the 
^   Old  Faithful  Geyser  near  the  end  of  the  month  and  this  manuscript 
is  now  in  the  process  of  review. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  interpretive  section 
of  the  master  plan  development  outline  of  Yellowstone  Park.  This 
has  been  done  in  rough  form  and  as  soon  as  it  is  completed,  even 
though  in  rough  form,  it  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Regional  Office 
for  the  use  of  the  Regional  Naturalist  in  the  preparation  of  the 
interpretive  section  of  the  master  plan  development  outline  for 
Yellowstone, 

Field  trips  were  made  to  Old  Faithful  on  the  24.th  by  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  and  on  the  25th  by  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Several 
interesting  observations  were  made  at  that  time  and  a  number  of  things 
were  called  to  the  attention  of  these  park  naturalists  by  lv£r,  Jferler 
who  had  been  stationed  there  all  winter.  There  is  a  rather  serious 
erosion  problem  developing  on  the  front  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser  cone 
where  the  run-off  channel  is  cutting  a  deep  ditch  back  into  the  edge 
of  the  geyser  cone.  This  erosion  has  been  greatly  stimulated  by  the 
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continued  impact  of  people  on  the  ground  sxirface  area  around  the  Old 
Faithful  cone  and  it  is  this  type  of  erosion  which  could  probably  be 
avoided  if  steps  were  taken  to  keep  the  people  back  even  further 
than  they  are  kept  at  the  present  time,  > 

The  same  situation  prevails  at  the  Daisy  Geyser  area  where 
heavy  erosion  has  occurred  due  to  the  flooding  of  water  from  eruptions 
of  Splendid  Geyser  and  again  much  of  this  can  probably  be  attributed 
to  the  impact  of  both  motor  traffic  and  foot  travel  upon  the  geyserite 
formations.  Especially  can  the  wearing  av/ay  of  sinter  at  Brilliant 
Pool  be  attributed  to  this  sort  of  abuse,  and  because  of  this  type 
of  erosion  we  may  have  some  major  changes  develop  in  the  pattern  of 
activity  in  this  geyser  group.  This  development  at  the  Daisy  area 
I  think  further  justifies  the  recommended  change  in  the  road  loca- 
tion at  this  area  since  a  change  of  road  location  would  tend  to 
decrease  the  erosive  impact  of  man  and  his  vehicles  on  this  geyser 
group. 

The  material  accumulated  by  Hiram  M,  Chittenden  on  stage 
hold-ups  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  from  which  he  planned  to  write 
a  chapter  for  his  book  has  been  on  loan  to  Yellovrstone  Park  so  that 
copies  of  it  might  be  prepared  for  our  historical  files.  Consider- 
able time  of  the  clerk- stenographer  has  been  devoted  to  copying 
this  material  and  the  original  manuscript  has  been  returned  to 
Mrs.  Cress. 

On  April  30  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Natur- 
alist Watson  made  a  trip  to  the  Old  Faithful  area  and  at  that  time 
took  a  number  of  books  out,  and  also  signs  for  use  in  the  area. 
Some  time  was  spent  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  visiting  thermal 
features.  Considerable  damage  has  been  done  to  many  of  these  fea- 
tures by  the  concentration  of  bison  and  elk  in  that  area  during 
the  past  winter.  There  are  several  places  where  the  animals  have 
apparently  concentrated  and  have  broken  the  sinter  down.  In  some 
instances  they  have  pawed  holes,  and  in  the  Fountain  group  they 
have  used  the  thermal  area  as  a  thorough-fare  for  travel  and  a 
definite  path  has  been  tromped  across  the  thermal  area  run-offs, 
^Some  consideration  should  probably  be  given  to  reducing  to  some 
degree  the  population  of  these  animal  herds  in  order  to  decrease 
their  impact  on  the  thermal  areas  during  the  winter  concentrations. 
This  impact  coupled  with  the  heavy  impact  of  the  visitors  in  the 
summer  is  going  to  accelerate  a  change  in  these  geyser  basins^ 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  devoted  a  good  portion  of  his  time 
during  the  month  of  April  to  the  project  of  preparing  a  story  on  the 
N orris  Geyser  Basin  and  in  conjimction  with  this  he  spent  one  days 
time  in  the  Norris  Basin  on  field  observations.  One  of  the  interes- 
ting observations  made  by  him  was  a  pronounced  change  in  the  tem- 
perature of  the  Black  Growler  Steam  Vent,  This  vent  is  reported 
in  literature  to  have  a  temperature  of  280*^F,  yet  temperatures 
taken  of  recent  years  have  indicated  it  much  below  that.  The  tem- 
perature taken  in  November  1951  indicated  a  temperature  of  20A';T_ 
and  one  taken  in  April  1952  indicated  a  drop  to  201°F,  In  addition 
to  this  change  there  is  a  much  greater  volume  of  water  being  ejected 
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from  this  vent  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

On  Mr.  Watson »s  field  trip  to  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  on 
April  24.  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  witness  the  eruption  of  the 
Morning  Geyser  in  the  Lox^er  Geyser  Basin,  The  Morning  Geyser, 
Fountain  Geyser  and  Clepsydra  Geyser  were  in  a  very  active  phase 
two  years  ago  and  during  the  1951  season  vrere  dormant  all  season. 
Apparently  at  some  time  during  the  earlier  months  of  1952  these 
geysers  have  erupted.  They  seem  to  be  again  going  into  an  active 
phase,  Mr,  Watson  watched  the  Fountain  Geyser  and  recorded  most  of 
the  bursts  to  a  height  of  only  12  to  15  feet.  One  especially  power- 
ful jet  played  to  an  estimated  laeight  of  75  feet.  He  remained  until 
the  eruption  finished  and  f olloidng  the  eruption  the  water  level  in 
the  main  vent  of  the  Morning  Geyser  dropped  to  about  15  feet  below 
the  surface  while  the  water  level  in  the  Fountain  Geyser  was  only 
down   about  13  inches.  This  geyser  group  put  on  such  a  spectacular 
display  in  1950  that  it  is  hoped  they  have  again  entered  into  an 
active  phase  and  park  visitors  will  be  privileged,  to  see  then  again 
this  season. 

Natural  History  Association 

The  Yellowstone  Libraiy  and  Museum  Association  sent  a  l6mm 
colored  motion  picture  film  entitled  "Geyserland"  to  Hollywood  for 
duplication  of  this  film.  It  proved  to  be  1754-  feet  long  and  two 
copies  of  it  were  obtained.  These  were  returned  on  April  25  and 
inimediately  sent  to  the  Bell  and  Howell  Go,  for  the  placement  of  a 
magnetic  sound  strip*  in  hopes  that  we  will  be  able  to  obtain  a 
16mm  magnetic  sound  motion  picture  projector  and  place  sound  on 
these  films  for  use  in  the  interpretive  program. 

During  the  month  the  Association  purchased  a  large  supply 
of  paper  for  publishing  the  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes  and  also  a 
special  stock  of  paper  to  reproduce  the  Fur  Traders  and  Trappers 
again  by  multilith  for  sale. 

The  Iferch-April  Yellov/stone  Nature  Notes  were  edited, 
multilithed  and  placed  in  the  mail  by  April  29, 

The  Association  during  the  month  has  received  a  large 
portion  of  its  book  stock  for  si.mimer  sale  and  these  included  large 
numbers  of  Cubby  Books  and  Yellowstone  Geysers  from  the  University 
of  New  Mexico  Press,  The  Association  purchased  all  of  the  Yellow- 
stone Plant  Books  which  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  had  on 
hand,  and  in  addition  purchased  all  of  the  Custer  Battlefield  ^- 
ional  Monument  Handbooks  which  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  had, 
A  large  shipment  of  U.S.G.S.  topographic  maps  were  received  and 
book  stocks  are  now  being  prepared  for  distribution  to  the  field. 

The  Association  continued  to  employ  Mrs,  Alice  Quist  as 
clerk  and  she  is  now  working  five  afternoons  per  week,  Mr.  George 
D,  Marler  was  employed  by  the  Association  up  to  April  26  at  which 
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time  his  services  were  terminated  and  it  is  anticipated  that  when  he 
returns  to  the  park  in  my  he  will  be  employed  as  a  seasonal  park 
natiiralist.

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Division  in  years  and  all  personnel  on  haaid  found  themselves  involved 
in  major  projects  which  required  a  great  deal  of  effort  to  complete , 
The  v/eather  v;as  fine  for  field  trips  and  several  trips  were  made  into 
the  park  for  the  purpose  of  observation  and  to  accomplish  work  associa- 
ted with  the  opening  of  museuras  and  otherwise  preparing  for  the  antici- 
pated heavy  1952  travel  season. 

Administration 


The  activities  of  the  division  were  under  the  direction  of 
Chief  Park  Wat-uralist  Condon  for  the  month,  and  as  the  seasonal  staff 
began  reporting  administrative  responsibilities  have  been  delegated  to 
other  members  of  the  staff. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Park  Naturalist  Wa,tson  found  it  necessary  during  the  month 
of  Hay  to  devote  a  portion  of  iiis  tirae  to  the  Yellowstone  Park  School 
problems  in  order  to  satisfactorily  terminate  school  activities  and 
complete  certain  work  which  he  i:as  anxious  to  accomplish  before  termin- 
ating Us  membersh-ip  on  the  Yellowstone  Park  School  Board, 

On  May  2  Superintendent  E.  S.  Luce  of  the  Custer  Battlefield 
National  Monuraent  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  to  discuss 
matters  pertaining  to  the  cooperation  of  the  Yellovj stone  Library  and 
Museiffii  Association  with  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument. 

On  May  2  a  special  memorandum  x-ras  prepared  covering  the  dis- 
tribution of  informational,  place  name  and  directional  signs  for  the 
hydro thermal  areas. 

On  May  5  the  Cliief  Park  Naturalist  devoted  considerable  tine 
to  the  reviewing  of  the  master  plan  sheets  for  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin 
area,  the  Madison  Junction  area  and  the  western  entrance. 

On  May  7  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  accompanied  Superintendent 
Rogers,  Park  Engineer  Wohlbrandt  and  Assistant  Superintendent ^Hamilton, 
and  Construction  Foreman  Rorwick,  to  the  Lower,  Midway,  Biscuit^  ajid 
Upper  geyser  basin  for  the  purpose  oi  examining  installations  i;hich  it 
is  anticipated  will  be  made  in  these  areas  to  improve  parking  facilities 
and  provide  additional  protection  to  hydrotherroal  features. 
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On  May  13  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  a  critical  review 
of  Biologist  Kittams  paper  on  elk  reproduction  and  returned  the  publica- 
tion to  him. 

During  the  month  special  memoranda  were  prepared  for  the  Super- 
intendent expressing  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  reactions  and  opinions 
on  the  bear  problem  and  its  possible  solutions,  and  a  rather  lengthy 
memorandum  was  prepared  on  the  Yellowstone  Park  elk  management  problem. 

On  May  20  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  accompanied  Assistant  Sup- 
erintendent Hamilton  on  a  trip  around  the  entire  loop  at  which  time  the 
physical  facilities  utilized  by  the  Naturalist  Division  in  their  work 
were  examined  and  a  number  of  the  needs  for  the  improvement  of  these  fac- 
ilities were  discussed. 

On  May  27  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  reviewed  with  Assistant 
Superintendent  Hamilton  the  master  planning  development  outline  prograjm, 
and  on  this  same  date  it  became  necessary  to  prepare  a  portion  of  a 
memorandum  on  biological  research  that  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
might  be  participating  in  in  Yellowstone  Park,  Cliief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  recomiaended  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  study  of  beaver 
and  bison. 

On  the  28th  a  memorandum  reviewing  the  protective  measures 
taken  for  the  hydrothermal  areas  of  the  park  was  prepared.  It  was  also 
necessary  that  considerable  time  be  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  a 
report  covering  the  comments  made  in  an  extemporaneous  speech  given  to 
the  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  meeting  on  May  25. 

During  the  month  of  May  the  Engineering  Division  completed 
two  parking  areas  at  the  base  of  the  Maniaoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  which 
will  materially  improve  the  use  of  the  area  and  facilitate  the  inter- 
pretive activities  in  that  vicinity.  The  engineers  at  months  end  have 
virtually  completed  two  additional  parking  areas  in  the  Lower  Geyser 
Basin,  and  the  installation  of  a  new  observation  platform  at  Sapphire 
Pool, 

By  the  months  end  there  have  been  placed  in  the  various  hydro- 
thenaal  areas  throughout  the  park  212  place  name,  informational  and 
directional  signs.  These  signs  were  place  throughout  the  basins  by  a 
crew  supplied  by  the  Engineering  Division  and  directed  by  members  of  the 
Naturalist  Division, 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

Plans  for  the  religious  services  activities  for  Yellowstone 
Park  were  completed  and  correspondence  sent  to  many  of  the  ministers 
who  will  participate  in  the  sumraer's  religious  services  program. 

The  last  regular  Sunday  School  service  was  held  in  the  Yellow- 
stone National  Park  Chapel  on  May  IS,  at  which  time  special  awards  were 
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made  to  the  Simday  School  children  for  their  attendance  and  other  phases 
of  participation  in  the  winter  Sunday  School  program. 

On  Maj  4  the  Rev,  Lo  L,  Ortmayer  conducted  an  evening  service 
in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  Chapel  at  which  time  general  comraunion 
was  held  for  all  persons  interested  in  participating. 

On  May  18  the  Gardiner  High  School  held  their  baccalaureate 
services  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  Chapel,  and  the  Rev.  IJarren 
Strain  preached  the  baccalaureate  semnon. 

In-service  Training 

The  only  in-service  training  activities  which  have  been  conducted 
by  the  Naturalist  Division  were  the  weekly  participations  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Yellovfstone  Park  News  Letter  for  the  information  of  Park  Service 
employees. 

Interpretive  Services 

On  May  2  a  1600  ft.  l6iram  Kodaclirome  motion  picture  film  was 
loaned  to  Mr.  Thomas  F,  Mason  of  Cheyenne,  I^^oming  for  use  in  the 
presentation  of  a  program  to  the  Cosmopolitan  Club. 

On  May  9  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  conducted  21  automobile 
loads  of  senior  students  from  the  Park  County  High  School  on  an  auto 
carav3.n  trip  over  the  Mammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  and  the  general  vicinity 
of  l-fejmnoth,  [[This  trip  took  2|-  hours  tirae,  and  there  i-iere   89  persons 
participating  in  the  activities.  '  On  this  same  date  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  went  to  Bozeman,  Montana  8.nd  that  evening  talked  to  110  people 
in  the  Robert's  Hall  at  Montana  State  College,  This  program  was  sponsored 
by  the  Montana  Arts  Council, 

On  lyfey  12  the  geology  class  from  Park  County  High  School, 
Livingston,  Montana  was  conducted  on  a  special  guided  trip  over  the  hot 
spring  terraces  at  lySimiaoth,  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  and  as  far  as  Old 
Faithful  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  There  vere   26  students  parti- 
cipating in  this  trip. 

On  the  12th  also,  the  public  address  system  at  the  Old  Faithful 
Geyser "was  put  into  operation  for  the  purpose  of  giving  brief  geyser  talks 
prior  to  the  eruption  of  Old  Faitiiful, 

On  May  17  and  18  Cliief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  over  the  days 
to  conducting  the  graduate  students  of  the  Colorado  School  of  liines  through 
the  geyser  basins  and  to  other  points  of  geological  interest  in  Yellow- 
stone Park.^This  group  consisted  of  28  persons;  25  students,  a  bus  driver 
and  two  faculty  members.  Dr.  Trniman  H.  Kuhn  was  in  charge  of  the  party 
and  was  assisted  by  Professor  K.  S.  Herness.  The  greatest  portion  of 
this  party's  tiiae  was  spent  in  the  geyser  basins  of  the  Firehole  River, 
the  Mud  Volcano  area  and  in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 
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On  May  21  Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon  went  to  Bozeman,  Montana 
where  he  presented  a  talk  to  the  Eaculty  Science  Club  of  Montana  State 
College,  There  were  4.0  persons  in  attendance  at  this  dinner  and  program, 

]0n  May  23  at  about  noon  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  asked 
to  present  a  talk  to  the  Absaroka  Conservation  Coiamittee  at  their  annual 
spring  meeting  on  May  25,  On  tfey  25  Mr.  Condon  presented  a  talk  to  this 
group  on  vandalism  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  and  the  abuse  of  its 
natural  resources  and  the  need  for  a  broader  interest  in  the  conservation 
of  all  of  Yellowstone  Park's  resources  rather  than  concentrating  all 
energy  and  interest  on  one  phase.  Assistance  was  given  to  the  members 
of  the  /bsaroka  Conservation  Coranittee  in  the  presentation  of  their 
program  of  entertainment  on  the  night  of  May  2^, 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  park  headquarters  museum  at  MaiiMoth  was  opened  to  the  general 
public  on  May  1  and  remained  open  throughout  the  month.  Old  Faithful 
museum  was  opened  to  the  general  public  on  May  12  and  remained  open 
throughout  the  balance  of  May,  The  Fishing  Bridge  museum  was  opened  on 
May  29, 

The  carpenters  completed  the  installation  of  ventilators  in  the 
book  room  in  the  MaLinoth  headquarters  museum  baseinent,  and  also  completed 
the  installation  of  locks  on  all  of  the  new  cupboards  constructed  there. 

The  Artist  Point  exhibit  structure  had  rotted  to  the  extent 
that  it  was  pushed  over  by  snow  during  the  winter  months,  and  it  is 
planned  to  move  this  exhibit  structure  to  a  nevr  location  where  a  new 
unit  will  be  constructed.  The  exhibit  itself  was  in  storage  at  the 
park  headquarters  museum  in  Mammoth, 

^n  a  field  trip  to  Sylvan  Pass  it  was  noted  that  there  has 
been  considerable  damage  done  to  place  name  signs  along  this  road,  and 
there  are  several  of  these  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  before 
another  season,  .: 

The  Obsidian  Cliff,  Horris  foyer  and  Firehole  Canyon  exhibits 
were  opened  for  public  inspection  on  i'jay  17, 

Personnel 

Clerk-stenographer  Bettilee  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park 
Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
was  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  InYancis  H.  Elmore  entered  on  duty 
May  29  at  the  termination  of  his  services  at  Chaco  Caxiyon  National  Monument, 
Mr.  EMore  arrived  in  Yellowstone  Park  on  the  evening  of  May  31. 

The  seasonal  personnel  who  entered  on  duty  during  the  month  of 
May  were:  David  Beal,  Park  Ranger  Naturalist,  l-fey  3;  George  D.  Marler, 
Park  Naturalist,  May  12;  iOJiia  Teuscher,  Park  Ranger  Naturalist,  May  29, 
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Research  and  Observation 

Park  Natui'alist  ¥,  Verde  l-'atson  completed  the  roiogh  draft  of 
a  manuscript  for  a  booldL.et  on  llorris  Geyser  Basin  on  the  22nd  and  sub- 
mitted it  to  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  for  his  revievx.  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  'Watson  completed  the  review  of  the 
m8.nuscript  prepared  on  Old  Faithful  Geyser  by  Park  Naturalist  George  D. 
Marler,  and  at  the  months  close  it  ^^^as  in  the  hands  of  the  author  for 
typing  in  the  finished  form. 

On  yj^y  16  Park  Naturalists  V/atson  and  Condon  iiiade  a  field  trip 
to  the  Sylvan  Pass  area  and  return,  and  at  that  tirae  inspected  the  Fishing- 
Bridge  museura.  They  also  found  the  Artist  Point  exhibit  to  have  been 
broken  do\ra  by  the  snow  during  the  xiinter  months »  On  this  trip  a  number 
of  interesting  observations  were  made,  A  female  grizzly  xrith  three  of 
this  years  cubs  accompanying  her  v;as  seen  near  the  Lake  Butte  road, 
American  golden-eye  I'/ere  seen  on  Sylvan  Lake,  A  muskrat  colony  was  watched 
for  some  time  in  this  same  axea.  Three  different  rats  were  observed 
active.  There  were  several  black  bears  seen  along  the  roads,  and  on 
Antelope  Creek  three  were  observed  quarreling.  An  inspection  of  the 
Black  Dragon  Cauldron  above  the  Mud  Volcano  revealed  that  this  phenomena 
is  as  active  as  it  was  last  season.  It  is,  however,  in  jeopardy  of 
being  greatly  altered  in  character,  for  on  Ijay  16  there  xras  only  a 
small  clay  bank  about  five  inches  in  height  and  from  five  to  ten  inches 
in  \;idth  which  was  preventing  the  large  sour  lal^e  adjacent  to  this  feature 
from  running  into  it,  ¥hen  this  large  volume  of  water  gains  access  to 
the  cauldron  it  will  ujidoubtedly  appreciably  change  the  character  of  this 
feature. 

One  of  the  unusual  things  observed  on  the  l6th  was  a  bed  of 
double  daffodils  blooming  in  the  barrow  pit  near  Mary  Bay,  These  speci- 
mens were  dug  up  and  transported  to  the  park  headquarters, 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  Lake  Butte  to  review  the  possibility  of 
installing  at  tliis  point  a  telescope  for  public  use  in  viewing  the  land- 
scape. 

During  the  days  activities  five  dead  bison  \iere   observed  in 
areas  adjacent  to  the  road.  The  return  trip  was  made  over  Dunraven 
Pass  and  considerable  evidence  of  both  black  and  grizzly  bears  was  seen 
in  the  snow.  Sandhill  crane  were  observed  nesting  in  the  large  swamp 
near  the  Mud  Volcano  area,  and  four  pair  of  Harlequin  ducks  were  seen  in 
the  vicinity  of  LeHardys  Cascades, 

On  the  18th  District  Park  Ranger  John  Bauman  found  aji  abandoned, 
this  years,  grizzly  bear  cub  in  the  Lamar  Valley  near  the  eastern  end  of 
Junction  Butte,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  left  F^moioth  early  and  was 
able  to  obtain  some  pictures  of  this  orphan,  although  it  was  storming  at 
the  time.  The  small  bear  was  taken  to  the  Tower  Fall  ranger  station  and 
later  turned  over  to  James  Siiion  of  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park,  who  m 
turn  shipped  it  to  the  New  lork  Zoological  Gardens, 
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Trumpeter  swan  are  knovm  to  be  nesting  on  Svan  Lake,  on  a  small 
lake  near  the  junction  of  Slough  Creek  and  the  Lamar  River  and  on  the 
small  lake  below  Madison  Jimction,  These  are  the  only  birds  that  have 
been  observed  by  the  Naturalist  Division  during  the  month. 

On  the  19th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  prepared  in  rough 
draft  form  articles  for  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes  based  on  information 
supplied  the  Naturalist  Division  by  various  individuals,  Mr,   E«  E, 
Gabbert  supplied  information  for  an  antelope  article,  District  Ranger 
Baiman  the  background  for  a  story  of  the  grizzly  bear  orphan  and  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  \rrote   articles  on  the  daffodils  and  the  bison. 

On  the  19th  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Watson  made  a  field 
trip  out  into  the  Lamar  Valley  and  return,  and  on  this  occasion  hundreds 
of  elk  were  observed  on  the  Hellroaring  slopes. 

In  the  insect  Infestation  area  an  unusual  moose  was  observed. 
This  animal  had  an  antler  on  the  right  side  of  the  head  in  the  velvet 
stage,  but  on  the  left  side  of  the  head  there  was  no  evidence  of  antler 
growth  at  all  and  the  animal  seemed  to  be  completely  blind  in  the  left 
eye,  viith  a  white  mass  of  scar  tissue  where  the  antler  might  have  been. 

On  May  26  a  very  interesting  find  was  made  by  Adolph  Eggar, 
engineer  for  the  Yellowstone  Park  Co.,  in  a  trench  which  they  v/ere  digging 
near  the  service  station  above  Pryor's  store.  Kt   a  depth  of  about  32 
inches  in  the  travertine  deposit  there  he  found  a  fossil  bone  which,  as 
near  as  can  be  determined,  is  the  tibia  of  a  bison „  Associated  with 
this  bone  was  also  later  found  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  a  rib 
bone.  There  was  a  thin  silt  bed  of  about  four  inches  in  which  portions 
of  these  bones  were  preserved,  and  associated  with  this  silt  was  a  great 
deal  of  charcoal,  indicating  that  probably  there  had  been  a  forest  fire 
in  the  general  area  at  the  time  the  animals  remains  were  deposited  there. 
It  is  thought  that  this  charcoal  material  will  be  submitted  to  some  quali- 
fied laboratory  to  see  if  an  age  determination  can  be  given  on  the  probable 
time  when  the  animal  died.  These  bones  are  preserved  at  the  headquarters 
museum, 

A  good  deal  of  tirae,  especially  in  the  form  of  night  work,  has 
been  devoted  to  v;ork  on  the  development  outline  for  the  master  plan  on 
the  interpretive  section. 

Natural  History  Association 

During  the  month  2500  copies  of  the  Fur  Traders  and  Trappers 
pamphlet  were  multilithed  by  the  Association  and  these  will  be  assembled 
in  June  and  placed  on  sale  at  the  Yellowstone  Park  information  desks. 
Division  personnel  and  the  Association  clerk,  Mrs.  Quist,  have  devoted 
considerable  tiiue  to  this  project. 

The  book  sales  stock  for  Old  Faithful  museum  was  taken  out  on 
the  12th,  for  the  MaviMoth  headquarters  museum  on  the  14th  and  for  the 
Fishing  Bridge  museum  on  the  29tho 


Mrs.  Arnold  Quist  has  continued  her  employment  as  an  Associa- 
tion clerk,  and  during  the  month  Xiforked  five  days  per  week,  on  some  days 
i/orking  six  hours,  but  most  days  only  four.

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Park  travel  for  the  month  of  June  was" the  hfeSvlest  in  history 
of  Yellowstone,  and  the  interpretive  activities  were  well  attended  by 
park  visitors.  Weather  conditions  were  delightful  until  June  21,  at 
which  time  an  intensive  storm  period  prevailed  imtil  the  27tho  Consi- 
derable snow  at  the  higher  elevations  and  at  some  of  the  interior  park 
stations  combined  with  the  weather  and  cold  to  some  extent  interferred 
with  some  outdoor  programs,  especially  the  campfire  programs  in  the 
eveningsr.  At  the  close  of  the  month  the  weather  had  cleared  and  large 
crowds  were  attending  the  various  activities. 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Elmore  were  each  responsible  for  some  administrative  activi- 
ties at  the  field  stations  and  the  five  GS-5  Park  Naturalists  who  func- 
tioned as  senior  park  naturalists  were  each  directing  a  program  at 
their  respective  field  station. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  June  2  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Chief  Ranger  Brown 
spent  the  better  part  of  one  afternoon  in  conference  on  matters  rela- 
tive to  the  coordination  of  the  activities  of  the  Protection  Division 
and  the  Naturalist  Division, 

On  June  3  MTo  Gardell  Dano  Christensen  of  the  Museum  Branch 
of  the  Director's  office  visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office, 
and  on  the  J+th   14r,  Christensen  spent  the  better  part  of  the  day  in  the 
park  interior  observing  and  photographing  animals. 

On  the  evening  of  June  U   a  picnic  for  those  members  of  the 
Naturalist  Division  staff  was  held  at  the  picnic  site  at  Park  Naturalist 
Watson's  place,  and  that  evening  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  David  Beal 
presented  to  the  group  a  talk  on  Everglades  National  Park  and  showed 
his  l6mtt  motion  pictures. 

There  have  been  several  articles  on  the  problem  of  vandalism 
appear  in  the  popular  periodicals.

A  staff  meeting  for  Superintendent  Roger's  staff  was  held  in 
the  conference  room  on  June  12  at  which  time  the  U.  S.  Commissioner 
James  Brown  and  Park  Naturalist  Francis  Elmore  were  introduced  to  the 
other  members  of  the  staff. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  welcomed  the  conferees  of  the 
Region  IX  Rehabilitation  Conference  to  Yellowstone  Park  for  Superintendent 
Rogers  on  July  18,  At  this  time  Governor  Barrett  of  Wyoming  presented 
a  talk  to  the  group  and  the  key  speaker  was  Dr.  Alan  Bateman  of  Salt 
Lake  City, 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  devoted  considerable  time  during 
the  month  to  the  preparation  of  detailed  reports  for  the  Fiscal  Office 
on  the  expenditures  to  be  made  by  the  Naturalist  Division  during  the 
balance  of  the  1952  fiscal  year,  and  also  in  the  preparation  of  pro- 
posed personnel  and  expenditures  for  the  division  for  the  1953  fiscal 
year  so  that  obligations  of  funds  could  be  made  by  the  Fiscal  office, 

A  memory  book  consisting  of  letters  from  old  friends  and 
pictures  of  Yellowstone  experiences  was  prepared  by  the  Naturalist 
Division  and  sent  to  Dr.  C,  Max  Bauer,  former  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
of  Yellowstone  who  retired  from  the  National  Park  Service  on  June  30, 
This  was  sent  to  Dr.  Bauer  on  June  23, 

On  June  27  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  Park  Engineer  Wohlbrandt 
and  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton  went  over  the  hot  spring  terraces 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  proper  placement  of  duck  board  walks, 
signs  and  other  protective  devices  which  will  improve  conditions  in  this 
area, 

Mr,  John  E,  Doerr,  Chief  Naturalist  of  the  National  Park 
Service,  arrived  in  Livingston,  Montana  on  the  afternoon  of  June  28 
and  was  met  by  Park  Naturalist  Francis  Elmore  and  brought  to  the 
Yellowstone  Park  headquarters  at  Mammoth. 

A  review  of  the  hydrothermal  areas  on  the  west  side  of  the 
park  was  conducted  to  examine  the  progress  made  for  the  protection  of 
these  and  to  determine  further  protective  needs  by  the  following  group 
on  June  29:  Assistant  Director  Ronald  Lee,  Chief  Naturalist  John  E, 
Doerr,  Chief  of  the  Design  and  Construction  Division  Thomas  Vint, 
Assistant  Regional  Director  Robert  Hall,  Assistant  Regional  Director 
John  McLaughlin,  Superintendent  Edmund  B,  Rogers,  Resident  Landscape 
Architect  Frank  Mattson,  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton,  Park 
Engineer  Wohlbrandt,  and  Chief  Park  Natiiralist  Condon, 

Mr,  James  Simon  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office 
on  the  30th  arranging  for  authorization  to  photograph  bison  in  Hayden 
Valley,  The  matter  was  reviewed  with  Superintendent  Rogers  and  per- 
mission granted  to  Mr,  Simon, 
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On  June  30  a  conference  was  held  in  the  Park  Engineers  office 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  progress  made  on  the  elk  management 
problem  and  to  discuss  the  proposed  program  for  the  coming  winter. 
In  attendance  at  this  conference  were:  Messrs,  Ronald  Lee,  John  McLaughlin, 
Edmund  B.  Rogers,  John  E.  Doerr,  Walter  H,  Kittams,  Otto  M.  Brown,  ¥, 
Leon  Evans  and  David  de  L,  Condon, 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

During  the  month  of  Jime  final  and  complete  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  religious  services  program  for  the  1952  season  for 
the  entire  park.  Correspondence  was  carried  on  with  the  Cody  Ministerial 
Association,  the  Park  County  Ministerial  Association,  Father  Francis  T, 
Penny  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  the  Princeton  Seminary  and  the  Latter 
Day  Saints  missionary  headquarters  at  Butte,  Montana  in  order  to  be  sure 
that  the  entire  program  was  well  coordinated  and  that  all  faiths  were 
properly  represented. 

The  first  church  service  of  the  student  minister  program  was 
conducted  by  Rev,  Warren  W.  Ost  at  10:30  a.m,  on  June  8,  at  which  time 
the  alter  hangings  which  were  given  in  memory  of  Arnold  Van  Heuvelen 
who  drowned  in  August,  1951,  were  dedicated. 

On  June  11  the  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Cormnittee  held  a  meeting 
at  which  time  Rev,  Warren  W,  Ost  and  Student  Minister  Thomas  Ewing 
explained  to  the  coanraittee  the  program  of  the  student  ministry  as  planned 
for  the  1952  season.  At  that  time  Mr,  Ost  outlined  the  collaborator- 
ship  program  which  the  United  Coimcil  of  Churches  of  Christ  is  arranging 
with  the  National  Park  Service. 

On  the  evening  of  June  13  Mr,  Edward  White  of  Livingston, 
Montana  presented  an  organ  concert  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel, 
This  program  was  sponsored  by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School, 

The  dates  for  the  beginning  of  services  in  Yellowstone  Park 
are  shown  on  the  attached  copy  of  the  Religious  Services  Circular 
issued  by  the  Superintendent,  A  special  Roman  Catholic  service  was 
held  in  the  Canyon  Hotel  at  7:00  a,m,  on  June  22, 

The  annual  church  services  announcements  for  posting  on 
bulletin  boards  were  printed  by  Mr.  Joe  Bill  in  the  Yello\-Jstone  Park 
Co,  print  shop  and  these  were  placed  on  bulletin  boards  throughout 
the  park  so  that  people  would  be  advised  as  to  where  the  various  reli- 
gious services  of  the  different  denominations  might  be  attended. 

On  June  20  a  conference  was  held  with  Superintendent  Rogers 
and  Rev,  Warren  W,  Ost  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  with  Mr,  Rogers 
the  proposed  prograa  of  the  United  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in 
Yellowstone  National  Park  and  other  National  Park  Service  areas, 

In-Service  Training 

Park  Naturalist  Francis  Elmore  was  given  the  opportunity  of 
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accompanying  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  on 
trips  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  him  with  Yellowstone  Park,  and 
especially  with  the  program  of  the  Naturalist  Division,  Mr,  Elmore, 
on  June  2,  was  taken  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  throxighout  the 
Mammoth  community  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  him  with  the  permanent 
Service  personnel  and  the  functions  of  the  various  divisions. 

On  June  4-  Park  Naturalists  Elmore,  Watson  and  Condon  attended 
in-service  fire  training  sessions  at  the  fire  engine  house.  These 
three  men  are  members  of  the  rescue  and  first-aid  crew. 

On  June  11  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  delivered  an  in-service 
training  talk  to  the  Yellowstone  Park  Co,  bus  drivers  in  the  canteen 
building.  At  this  time  other  people,  especially  employees,  attended 
the  program  and  a  total  of  150  people  heard  the  discussion  as  presented 
to  this  group. 

On  June  15  a  similar  type  of  presentation  was  made  to  the 
employees  in  the  Old  Faithful  area  in  the  Old  Faithful  recreation  hall 
by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  and  at  this  time  there  were  350  persons 
in  attendance. 

On  June  16  a  similar  program  was  given  to  the  employees  at 
the  Canyon  hotel  in  the  Canyon  hotel  lounge;  and,  in  addition  to  the 
more  than  200  employees  in  attendance  there  were  about  150  guests  who 
participated. 

On  June  17  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  talked  to  the  seasonal 
park  rangers  at  their  in-service  training  program  in  the  canteen  building 
and  discussed  with  them  the  history  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  and 
the  National  Park  Service,  and  also  presented  to  them  a  review  of  the 
program  of  activities  as  conducted  by  the  Naturalist  Division,  On 
June  18  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  met  this  group  on  their  pre-seascn 
training  trip  and  presented  to  them  a  30-minute  talk  at  Lake  Butte  on 
National  Park  value s« 
.1 

Projectors,  l6mm  motion  picture  films  and  screens  were  loaned 
to  District  Rangers  for  their  use  in  presenting  in-service  training 
programs  to  employees  in  their  respective  districts. 

Interpretive  Services 

The  entire  interpretive  services  program  was  in  full  swing 
by  June  20,  and  the  program  for  the  1952  season  is  in  keeping  with 
the  attached  memorandum  which  outlines  all  the  walks,  talks,  hikes 
and  other  activities.  The  statistical  report  on  interpretive  services 
rendered  which  is  attached  shows  the  number  of  people  participating. 

On  the  evenings  of  June  6  and  7th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Con- 
don presented  talks  to  the  group  in  attendance  at  the  Absaroka  District 
Boy  Scout  Camporee  at  Indian  Creek,  On  each  of  the  evenings  there 
were  about  100  persons  present  at  the  program, 
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Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  several  special  talks  to 
groups  during  the  month  and  these  were  as  follows:

The  self-^guiding  trails  at  Mammoth  and  Norris  were  completed 
and  labels  out  for  public  use  on  J\me  2$,  In  addition,  by  the  months 
end  the  self-guiding  trails  at  Old  Faithful  and  Tower  Fall  were  also 
in  operation. 

The  public  address  unit  was  taken  to  Old  Faithful  on  the  27th 
for  the  purpose  of  experimenting  with  it  in  order  to  determine  whether 
or  not  its  use  would  improve  the  quality  of  programs  at  this  place. 
If  this  unit  proves  satisfactory  it  is  anticipated  that  a  more  modern 
and  satisfactory  one  will  be  obtained  for  each  of  the  amphitheaters. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  l>femmoth.  Old  Faithful  and  Fishing  Bridge  museums  were 
opened  for  public  use  all  month,  Madison  Museum  was  opened  June  12 
and  the  Norris  Museum  on  June  15* 

New  introductory  signs  of  rather  impressive  appearance  have 
been  installed  at  the  beginning  of  each  of  the  self-guiding  nature 
trails  at  Mammoth,  Norris,  Old  Faithful  and  Tower  Fall, 

The  Artist  Point  exhibit  was  installed  on  June  28.  This 
exhibit  has  been  placed  down  in  the  lower  landing  near  Artist  Point 
and  a  complete  new  structure,  including  asphalt  walks,  has  been  in- 
stalled. 

Some  interesting  historical  material  was  received  during  the 
month  concerning  the  first  automobile  in  lellowstone  Park,  which  was 
brought  into  the  park  in  1902  by  Mr,  Merry.  Photographs  of  this 
automobile  and  the  diary  entry  concerning  its  use  in  the  park  were 
copied  for  our  historical  file. 

At  both  Fishing  Bridge  and  Mammoth  the  cut  flower  displays 
have  attracted  considerable  attention  by  park  visitors «

Mr,  Burton  E,  Anderson  entered  on  duty  as  janitor  at  the 
Fishing  Bridge  museum  on  June  7,  Mr,  Robert  Musum,  who  was  employed 
as  janitor  at  the  Old  FaithJ'ul  museum,  entered  on  duty  the  4.th  and 
resigned  on  the  6th,  Mr.  Wayne  I^ngus  was  employed  to  succeed  Mr, 
Musum  at  Old  Faithful  and  he  entered  on  duty  June  11,  Mr.  Lynn  Davis 
entered  on  duty  as  janitor  at  the  headquarters  museum  on  June  5» 

Satisfactory  quarters  have  been  obtained  for  all  personnel 
and  at  the  months  close  everyone  seems  to  be  happy  and  the  work  seems 
to  be  progressing  nicely  for  the  division.  Arrangements  were  made 
through  Mr.  Huntley  Child,  Jr,  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Co,  for  bathing 
facilities  for  personnel  at  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth, 

Research  and  Observation 

Of  unusual  interest  this  year  was  the  abundance  of  the  small 
but  beautiful  orchid  Calypso  biilbosa  on  the  old  road  down  Elk  Creek 
toward  Tower  Junction,  These  flowers  were  blooming  profusely  by  June  1, 

A  Mr,  Harting  of  Utrecht,  Holland  made  a  solo  climb  of  Electric 
Peak  on  June  4-,  Mr,  Harting  returned  to  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
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office  on  June  6  and  described  with  considerable  enthusiasm  the  exper- 
iences which  he  had  in  climbing  the  mountain  and  returning.  He  en- 
countered no  difficulties  whatsoever  in  his  climb  and  had  the  pleasant 
experience  of  seeing  an  interesting  array  of  wild  animals. 

Park  Naturalist  George  D,  Marler's  manuscript  on  Old  Faith- 
ful geyser  was  redone  by  him  after  it  had  been  carefully  reviewed  in 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalistts  office,  and  it  is  now  ready  for  final 
preparation  for  the  publisher  and  review  and  approval  by  the  Regional 
Office. 

On  June  5  when  returning  from  Old  Faithful  Chief  Park  Natur- 
alist Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Elmore  found  an  old  cow  elk  near  North 
Twin  Lake  which  was  in  a  very  poor  state  of  flesh  and  was  experiencing 
a  great  deal  of  trouble  breathing,  coughing,  groaning  and  grunting 
with  a  great  deal  of  vigor, &  all  in  all  was  one  of  the  saddest  looking 
animals  these  men  had  ever  seen.  This  cow  was  accompanied  by  a  yoimg 
bull,  and  these  two  animals  were  the  only  ones  seen  in  this  particular 
area,  A  return  to  the  site  on  a  future  date  did  not  reveal  the  carcass 
of  this  animal  in  that  area. 

On  June  lU   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  visited  the  Blacktail 
Deer  Plateau  area  and  the  Lamar  Valley  for  the  purpose  of  making  pic- 
tures and  field  observations.  Several  bison  were  observed  on  this  trip 
and  a  large  bull  moose  was  photographed  and  watched  for  some  time  in 
the  vicinity  of  Tower  Junction,  Two  coyotes  were  watched  as  they 
teamed  up  to  hunt  picket  pins.  Some  pictures  were  made  of  these  animals. 
A  visit  was  made  to  the  smaH  lal-ces  near  the  jimction  of  Slough  Creek 
and  the  Lamar  River  and  the  swan  nesting  at  this  site  have  been  success- 
ful in  incubating  their  eggs  and  have  a  family  of  four  cygnets.  On 
this  same  trip  seven  adult  trumpeter  swan  were  observed  on  one  of  the 
lakes  near  the  mouth  of  Hellroaring  Creek. 

On  June  17  I^,  TJillard  Matzka  of  Winona,  Minnesota  had  the 
interesting  experience  of  catching  a  large  Brovm  trout  from  the  Gibbon 
River  in  the  meadows  near  the  Norris  ranger  station.  This  fish  weighed 
9  lbs  6  oz.,  had  a  length  of  27  inches  and  a  girth  of  17  inches. 

Mr.  Thomas  McHugh  was  in  Yellowstone  Park  on  the  18th  and 
19th  for  the  purpose  of  photographing  antelope  and  bison  and  continuing 
his  study  of  the  bison. 

An  article  by  Chief  Park  Natiuralist  Condon  was  featured  in 
the  magazine  section  of  the  "Salt  Lake  Tribune"  on  June  22,  The  title 
of  this  article  was  "Are  We  The  People  Ruining  Yellowstone?". 

A  female  grizzly  bear  was  killed  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  caiup- 
ground  on  the  night  of  June  27  by  District  Ranger  Stevens,  and  on  June 
28  this  animal  was  skinned  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park 
Ranger  Naturalist  Robert  Breitenbach,  It  is  planned  that  the  skeleton 
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of  this  animal  and  its  skin  will  be  made  available  to  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  Zoology  Department,  Park  Ranger  NatiJralist  Breitenbach  is 
preparing  the  skeleton  and  skin  for  this  institution. 

Natural  History  Association 

The  galley  proof  on  the  boolclets  which  are  being  published  by 
the  Association  on  birds  of  Yellowstone  and  the  v;ild  animals  of  fellow- 
stone  were  completed  and  returned  to  the  publisher  during  the  month. 
The  last  day  of  the  month  2^500  copies  of  the  booklet  on  the  wild  animals 
of  Yellowstone  were  received,  and  it  is  exi)ected  that  those  on  the  birds 
of  Yellowstone  will  be  received  early  in  July, 

The  Association  prepared  3000  programs  for  the  Custer  Battle- 
field National  Monument  to  use  at  their  dedicatory  services  for  the 
Custer  museum. 

The  Association  employed  during  the  month  Mrs,  Alice  Quist 
as  clerk,  Mrs.  Lucille  B,  ¥agner  entered  on  duty  for  the  Association 
as  librarian  on  June  12 « 

The  assembling  of  the  "Fur  Traders  and  Trappers"  which  were 
multilithed  during  y^y  was  completed,  and  there  were  2700  saleable 
copies  placed  in  the  Association's  book  stock  room. 

The  Association  is  planning  to  delete  from  its  list  of  books 
several  titles  which  are  slow-moving.

Although  the  weather  was  fine  for  photographic  work,  members 
of  the  permanent  staff  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  get  into  the 
field  for  this  purpose  and  very  few  pictures  were  taken,  although  there 
were  54-  4^x5  black  and  white  pictures  exposed  and  30  4x5  Kodachrome; 
100  ft.  of  l6nm  colored  movie  film  and  1  roll  of  K135.  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  made  quite  a  number  of  pictures  of  the  automobile  accident  in 
which  Ralph  Johnson  was  killed  in  the  Gardner  River  between  Mammoth 
and  Gardiner,  There  were  25  SxlO   enlargements  made  in  the  darkroom 
and  a  series  of  photostatic  copies  were  made  of  historical  material 
for  the  Yellowstone  Park  library  files. 

Mrs,  Alice  Quist  is  working  on  the  photographic  files,  titling, 
numbering  and  labeling  negatives  and  placing  these  in  the  files.  She 
is  also  placing  the  prints  of  these  negatives  in  the  photo  albums.

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General 


The  weather  during  the  month  of '  July  was^favorable  for  most 
outdoor  activities  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  interpretive 
program  and  activities  were  conducted  at  all  stations.  The  park  travel 
was  the  greatest  during  the  entire  history  of  the  park,  and  all  inter- 
pretive activities  were  attended  1:^  more  people  than  ever  before.  On 
two  occasions  during  the  month  storms  prevented  the  conducting  of  evening 
outdoor  programs,  but  substitute  programs  were  held  inside. 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  v/ere  under  the 
direct  administrative  supervision  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
and  the  park  naturalists  in  charge  at  the  various  field  stations 
took  an  active  part  in  directing  the  programs  at  their  stations. 
Park  Naturalists  ¥,  Verde  Watson  and  Francis  H,  Elmore  handled  certain 
administrative  responsibilities  for  field  stations  on  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  the  park  respectively. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Mr,  James  Simon  of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park  was  in 
Yellowstone  on  July  1  and  obtained  clearance  from  Superintendent  Rogers 
to  conduct  certain  l6nim  motion  picture  photography  in  Hayden  Valley. 
He  is  especially  photographing  bison. 

On  July  1  a  special  conference  was  held  in  the  barracks  building 
on  the  elk  and  bear  wildlife  management  problems.  In  attendance  at  this 
conference  were  Chief  Natxiralist  John  E,  Doerr,  Assistant  Regional  Direc- 
tor John  McLaughlin,  Assistant  Superintendent  Warren  Hamilton,  Chief 
Ranger  Otto  Brown,  Resident  Biologist  Walter  Kittams,  Assistant  Chief 
Ranger  Leon  Evans  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon. 

On  July  1  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  took  Chief  Naturalist 
Doerr  and  Assistant  Director  Ronald  Lee  around  the  main  loop  of  Yellow- 
stone Park,  visited  the  hydrothermal  areas,  the  Service  museums  and 
attended  the  campfire  program  at  CarQTon,  Assistant  Director  Lee  was 
taken  through  the  Fishing  Bridge  campground  so  that  he  might  have  a 
better  concept  of  the  con jested  conditions  which  prevail  there.

On  July  2  Chief  Naturalist  Doerr  held  a  conference  with  the 
permanent  naturalist  staff  at  park  headquarters  and  at  that  time  dis- 
cussed with  Park  Naturalists  Elmore,  Watson  and  Condon  some  of  the 
problems  of  the  educational  program, 

Mr,  Jfyron  Griswold  of  Crosby,  Minnesota,  a  former  seasonal 
park  ranger  naturalist  during  the  seasons  of  1935  and  1936  was  in  the 
park  for  several  days  around  July  3  and  U  and  renewed  acquaintances 
vdth  many  of  his  old  friends. 

Chief  Naturalist  Doerr  and  Regional  Naturalist  Carl  Swarzlow 
arrived  in  Yellowstone  from  Teton  National  Park  on  July  6,  On  July  7 
Chief  Park  Natux-alist  Condon  took  Mr.  Doerr  to  Billings,  Montana  where 
he  could  make  contact  with  the  airlines  for  travel  to  Glacier  National 
Paric.  At  that  time  Mr,  Swartzlow  went  along  and  during  the  course  of 
the  days  travel  many  of  the  educational  problems  confronting  Yellowstone 
National  Park  were  reviewed  by  these  men. 

On  July  8  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  took  Regional  Naturalist 
Swartzlow  to  Old  Faithful  and  return,  and  on  this  occasion  went  over 
the  vandalism  problems  in  the  hydrothermal  areas  and  visited  portions 
of  the  self -guiding  nature  trails  at  Norris  and  Mammoth. 

On  July  9,   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  in  corapany  with 
Biologist  Kittams  and  Regional  Naturalist  Swarzlow  made  a  critical 
review  of  seme  of  the  northern  Yellowstone  elk  range  azid  also  examined 
the  effects  of  grasshopper  spray  as  a  control  measure  for  the  grass- 
hopper infestation  in  the  Stevens  Creek  area.  The  afternoon  of  the  9th 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  took  Mr,  Swartzlow  to  Fishing  Bridge  and 
return,  at  which  time  a  brief  inspection  was  made  of  interpretive 
activities  at  Tower  Fall,  Canyon  and  Fishing  Bridge, 

On  JvlLj  11  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  a  field  trip 
with  Chief  Ranger  Brown  to  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  and  at  that  time 
inspected  the  Punch  Bowl  Spring  area  where  a  man  \ia.s   severely  burned  the 
preceding  day,  Mr,  Swartzlow  was  also  present  at  this  inspection  and 
after  reviewing  the  prevailing  conditions  in  this  area  it  was  determined 
that  it  was  desirable  to  install  a  duckboard  walk  and  better  signing  in 
this  particular  section  of  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin, 

On  July  17  Mr,  John  Cotter,  Acting  Chief  of  Archeological 
Investigations  in  the  Washington  office,  visited  in  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office  and  at  that  time  was  shown  some  of  the  archeological 
materials  that  have  been  recovered  in  Yellowstone, 

On  the  evening  of  July  17  Mr,  Mark  Williamson  of  California 
showed  to  members  of  the  Mammoth  camaunity  a  series  of  three-dimensicmal 
pictures  in  the  canteen  building.  These  pictures  included  subject 
matter  from  Glacier,  Teton  and  Yellowstone  national  parks.  It  was 
well  attended  by  local  employees  and  all  appreciated  Dr.  Williamson's 
presentation. 
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On  July  18  Chief  Park  Nattcralist  Condon  attended  a  conference 
in  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton's  office  on  the  development  of 
the  Canyon  campground, 

Mr,  Howard  Baker,  Regional  Director  of  Region  Two,  stopped 
in  the  Chief  Paxk  Naturalist's  office  for  a  short  visit  on  July  21« 

On  July  25  Mr,  Ernest  L,  Verity  of  Walt  Disney  Motion  Picture 
Productions  vtsls   in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  and  arrar^ed  for 
Mir.  Tom  McHugh  and  Mr,  James  Simon  to  continue  their  efforts  in  the 
Hayden  Valley  to  get  specific  types  of  motion  pictures  of  American 
bison  in  that  area, 

Mr,  W,  J,  Schoonmaker  of  the  New  York  State  University  Museum 
was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  July  28  and  is  planning 
to  spend  two  weeks  in  Yellowstone  photographing  wildlife  and  other 
phenomena. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  religious  services  were  conducted  in  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  Chapel  each  Simday  by  the  Roman  Catholic,  Latter  Day  Saint 
and  Protestant  groups.  The  Student  Ministry  program  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Rev,  Warren  W,  Ost  has  progressed  splendidly  throughout  the 
summer  with  a  fine  religious  services  program  being  presented  at 
eight  places  throughout  the  park  each  Sunday,  and  with  fine  choruses 
functioning  at  Mammoth,  Canyon,  Lake  and  Old  Faithful,  The  student 
ministers  have  organized  bible  study  groups,  choral  groups  and  child- 
rens  choirs. 

The  ministerial  associations  from  Cody  have  been  conducting 
services  at  Fishing  Bridge  and  Lake  and  the  Park  County  Ministerial 
Association  of  Livingston  conducted  services  at  Old  Faithful, 

In-Service  T-raining 

There  was  no  active  in-service  training  program  conducted 
by  the  Naturalist  Division  during  the  month  of  July,  but  the  Division 
did  continue  to  publish  the  Yellowstone  Weekly  News, 

Interpretive  Services 

All  of  the  activities  regularly  scheduled  as  part  of  the  in- 
terpretive program  for  the  1952  season  were  conducted  throughout  the 
month  at  all  stations  and  a  statistical  report  showing  the  attendance  •  ^- > 
and  use  of  these  is  attached. 

The  attendance  at  every  field  station  has  shown  a  marked 
increase  during  the  month  of  July  1952  over  the  month  of  July  1951. 
Large  crowds  concentrated  in  all  the  focal  points  and  increased  the 
work  loads  of  the  individual  naturalists  greatly.  In  some  instances 
crowds  have  been  almost  beyond  the  ability  of  one  man  to  reasonably 
handle. 
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Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  the  movie  entitled 
"Geyserland"  at  Fishing  Bridge  on  the  18th  and  at  Old  Faithful  on  the 
23rd  to  capacity  crowds.  The  programs  at  all  the  field  stations  were 
audited  a  number  of  times  during  the  month  by  the  three  permanent  members 
of  the  naturalist  staff  and  the  presentation  of  the  programs  was  reviewed 
with  the  naturalists  who  handled  the  work  for  the  evening. 

All  the  self -guiding  nature  trails  in  the  park  were  in  opera- 
tion throughout  the  month  and  they  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  many 
people.  These  trails  are  located  at  Mammoth,  Norris,  Old  Faithful  and 
Tower  Fall.  Park  Natiiralist  Watson  presented  two  talks  during  the  month 
on  popular  misconceptions^  of  ^Yellowstone.  These  were  at  Mammoth  on  the 
23rd  and  at  Camp  Roosevelt  on  the  31st, 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  museums  of  Yellowstone  were  reviewed  and  visited  by 
several  park  people  during  the  month  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  something  definitely  needs  to  be  done  toward  the  revision  of 
the  Old  Faithful  museiam  to  bring  it  in  keeping  with  modern  times 
and  to  more  adequately  meet  the  heavy  pressure  and  exhibit  needs  for 
that  area.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  winter  months  com- 
plete plans  can  be  made  for  revising  all  exhibits  at  the  museum  and 
that  some  progress  can  be  made  toward  the  installation  of  several  new 
exhibits, 

Mir,  Ralph  Lewis  of  the  Museum  Branch  in  the  Director's  office 
visited  Yellowstone  on  vacation  during  the  period  July  20-23  and  at  that 
time  visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  and  discussed  some  of 
the  museum  exhibits  and  wayside  exhibit  plans. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  construction  of  a  log 
guardrail  to  stand  around  the  grizzly  bear  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  museum. 
This  guardrail  is  to  be  constructed  of  logs  that  match  the  interior  log 
trim  of  this  building  and  will  afford  protection  to  the  grizzly  bear. 

During  the  month  at  the  park  headquarters  museum  several  infor- 
mational labels  for  exhibits  were  printed  and  new  herbarium  sheet  labels 
were  printed.  A  large  number  of  warning  cards  for  placement  on  exhibit 
cases  and  specimens  which  are  on  open  display  were  also  printed.  These 
warning  labels  urged  people  to  please  not  touch  this  and  not  touch  that. 

All  of  the  museums  in  the  park  were  open  for  the  maximum  period 
of  time  possible  each  day  and  were  heavily  attended  by  park  visitors. 

Personnel 

On  July  3  Chief  Naturalist  Doerr  in  conference  reviewed  some 
of  the  personnel  plans  for  the  naturalist  program  with  members  of  the 
permanent  naturalist  staff. 
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Park  Naturalist  Wayne  Replogle  and  Park  Ranger  Naturalists 
Samuel  Beal,  John  Heaton,  Walter  Herri  man  and  Frank  Rentchler  v/ere  on 
fire  fighting  duty  for  several  days  during  the  period  July  5  through 
10th. 

Wayne  Ifengus,  who  was  employed  as  janitor  at  the  Old  Faithful 
museiM,  resigned  on  July  19  and  Walton  Clark  III  was  hired  to  replace 
Mr.  Mangus.  Mr.  Clark  entered  on  duty  July  21* 

John  Heaton,  who  had  been  employed  the  past  three  seasons  as 
a  park  ranger  natiiralist  in  Yellovfstone  National  Park,  resigned  his 
position  on  July  19  to  enter  into  pennanent  employment  with  the  Oregon 
State  Fish  and  Game  Department,  Mr,  Heaton *s  position  was  filled  through 
the  employment  of  Angus  Black  as  a  park  ranger  naturalist,  Mr.  Black 
entered  on  duty  July  22, 

Chief  Pfiirk  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park 
Naturalist  Elmore  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  was 
on  duty  all  month  except  for  eight  hoTn*s  of  annual  leave  taken  on 
July  13.  Clerk-stenographer  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for 
12  hours  annual  leave  taken  on  July  14-  and  22nd, 

Research  and  Observation 

On  July  4-  and  5  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  fneld  trips 
to  various  parts  of  the  park  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the  public 
use  of  the  park  and  to  obtain  photographs  of  the  intense  activity  which 
was  going  on  over  this  holiday  period.  On  July  4  pictures  were  made  of 
activities  at  Car^ron,  Mud  Volcano  area,  Lake  and  Fishing  Bridge,  On 
July  5  observations  were  made  on  the  southern  side  of  the  park  at 
Mammoth,  Norris,  Madison  and  the  geyser  basin  areas. 

On  the  evening  of  July  4  and  16  observations  were  made  of 
the  grizzly  bear  at  the  Trout  Creek  dump  in  Hayden  Valley.  On  both 
occasions  a  total  of  11  different  grizzly  were  watched  and  at  that 
time  some  photographs  were  made  of  them.  On  no  occasion  were  black 
bear  observed  in  the  Hayden  Valley  area  nor  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Trout  Creek  dump, 

Mr,  G,  W,  Pierce  of  the  U.S,G.S,  Fuels  Branch  was  in  during 
the  month  to  arrange  to  conduct  some  stratographic  studies  in  the 
northeast  comer  of  the  park  and  expects  to  be  back  in  mid-August  to 
do  his  field  work. 

Dr.  Davis  of  the  U.S.G.S.  was  in  with  a  party  and  planned  to 
collect  some  rock  specimens  of  rhyolite.  Drs.  Ralph  S,  Camas  Jr.  and 
George  J.  Newbury  of  the  U,  S.  G,  S.  Collected  specimens  of  obsidian 
for  studies  which  are  being  made  by  the  survey  of  this  type  of  rock. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  visited  the  Rabbit  Creek  dump- 
ground  on  July  5,  10,  15,  24,  27  and  31  for  the  purpose  of  watching 
the  bears  activities  in  this  area.  As  many  as  13  black  bear  were 
observed  in  sight  at  one  time.  Two  coyotes  were  seen  on  several 
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occasions  and  a  maximum  of  11  grizzly  bear  were  seen.  One  group  of 
8  grizzlies  came  into  the  dump  on  the  night  of  the  27th.  In  addition 
to  these  8,  2  other  bears  came  and  one  lone  animal.  The  antics  which 
these  animals  carried  on  were  interesting  to  watch  and  their  tendency 
to  move  about  as  a  herd  tended  to  frighten  all  the  black  bears  out  of 
the  general  vicinity  of  the  dimip.  There  was  one  large  brown  colored 
black  bear  which  vjould  not  frighten  under  any  circumstances  and  on  one 
occasion  grabbed  one  of  the  grizzly  bears  by  the  foreleg  and  so  severely 
injured  the  animal  that  it  was  still  not  touching  the  ground  with  its 
foot  when  it  vjas  seen  coming  into  the  dump  three  days  later.  Photographs 
of  these  animals  were  obtained,  both  as  Kodachromes  and  black  and  white, 
and  I6mm  motion  pictures. 

Park  Ranger  Natioralist  Fred  Turner,  Fishing  Bridge,  has  been 
collecting  reptiles  and  amphibians  for  addition  to  the  headquarters  museum 
and  he  has  carefully  gone  over  all  specimens  which  we  did  have  in  storage, 
taking  the  information  from  many  of  them  and  then  disposing  of  them  due 
to  improper  preservation  and  a  deterioration  of  the  specimen.  Park  Ranger 
Naturalists  Joseph  Murphy,  Ted  Roeder  and  Dr.  Ray  J.  Davis  have  been 
working  on  museua  collections  -  Murphy  on  birds  and  mammals,  and  Roeder 
and  Davis  on  the  herbarium,  A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  improving  of  the  study  collections  which  we  have  at  Mammoth, 

On  July  16  a  party  consisting  of  Dr.  Ray  J.  Davis,  Jay  Davis, 
Lynn  Davis,  Wayne  ifemilton,  Paul  Windham,  Dennis  Brown,  Chief  Ranger 
Otto  Brown,  George  Downing,  Dr.  Samuel  M.  Beal,  Dr.  Lowell  G.  Biddulph, 
Dr.  Arthur  Nash,  Wilson  Condon,  Angus  Black  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  went  to  the  Molly  Islands  at  the  southern  end  of  Yellowstone 
Lake  for  the  purpose  of  banding  birds  at  the  bird  rookeries  there.  The 
group  banded  300  Calif  orni.  grills ,  74.  pelicans  and  2  double-crested 
cormorants.  By  far  the  largest  group  of  yoimg  pelicans  were  on  the 
sandy  island  and  in  their  banding  operations  the  party  did  not  disturb 
these  birds  nor  did  anyone  land  on  the  island.  In  the  process  of 
banding  the  birds  the  group  recovered  4-7  fish  tags  which  had  been 
brought  to  the  island  with  fish  that  had  been  tagged  by  the  U.  S. 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  in  their  fisheries  research  work.  In  one 
mess  of  food  regurgitated  by  one  of  the  pelicans  six  of  these  fish 
tags  were  recovered.  It  is  estimated  that  there  were  more  than  300 
young  pelicans  on  the  one  island,  several  hundred  yoiong  gulls,  25  to  30 
young  cormorants  and  there  were  no  young  Caspian  tern  seen.  At  the 
Trail  Creek  boat  dock  there  ^^ra.s  a  Rocky  Mountain  mule  deer  doe  which 
was  very  friendly  and  also  a  brovm  colored  black  bear.  Both  of  these 
animals  came  fairly  close  to  the  party  at  the  time  they  landed, 

Diiring  the  month  the  dog  skulls  and  other  bones  found  with 
the  Indian  burial  excavation  in  the  Fishing  Bridge  area  in  194-0  were  sent 
to  Dr.  William  G.  Haag  for  his  study  and  identification. 

The  Fungoid  Pool  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  has  been  erupting 
during  the  month  of  July  as  a  geyser  and  on  occasions  has  been  seen 
to  play  to  heights  of  about  35  feet.  The  Morning,  Fountain  and  Clepsydra 
geysers  continued  in  their  active  phase  throughout  the  month  of  July 
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and  on  Jialy  30  several  people  were  rather  severely  burned  by  splashing 
water  from  the  Fountain  Geyser,  The  major  geysers  in  the  Upper  Geyser 
B«sin  have  been  very  active  throughout  the  month  and  the  Giant,  Grand 
and  Bee  Hive  have  erupted  many  times  din-ing  the  daylight  hours  for  large 
crowds  of  park  visitors.  On  July  24.  large  numbers  of  people  saw  the 
Old  Faithful,  Grand,  Grotto,  Giant,  Castle  and  Daisy  geysers  all  in 
eruption  at  the  same  time.  This  phenomena  has  occurred  in  the  past  but 
is  exceedingly  rare  and  the  hundreds  of  people  xjho  saw  them  were  indeed 
fortimate. 

On  July  23  two  quiescent  pools  which  had  been  harboring  an 
abundant  algal  growth  and  which  are  located  just  above  Mirror  Pool  and 
just  below  Gem  Pool  changed  their  character  and  became  very  violent 
fountain  type  geysers.  These  geysers  erupted  several  times  during  the 
afternoon  of  the  23rd  and  have  been  seen  in  eruption  on  occasions  since 
then.  Considerable  porous  and  friable  sinter  was  thrown  out  of  one 
of  these  vents  at  the  time  of  the  first  initial  eruption.  It  is 
planned  to  continue  observations  of  these  features  to  see  if  they  will 
continue  this  type  of  activity  or  return  to  a  quiescent  state. 

On  July  29  Park  Naturalists  Watson  and  Condon  made  a  trip 
to  the  top  of  Mt,  Washburn  and  at  this  time  made  a  number  of  pictures 
of  various  kinds  and  studied  the  flora  of  the  mountain  and  were  fortun- 
ate enough  to  see  bighorn  sheep. 

On  July  31  Resident  Biologist  Kittams  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  spent  the  day  examining  the  effects  of  the  bison,  elk  and  mule 
deer  on  the  geyser  basin  areas,  A  survey  was  made  of  the  physical  con- 
ditions of  the  Terrace  Spring  area  in  the  Madison  Junction  sxea,  the 
hydrothermal  area  at  Nez  Perce  Creek,  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  area,  Mid- 
way Geyser  Basin,  Biscuit  Basin  and  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  They  also 
visited  the  Fairy  Creek  area  and  ^^rhile  up  Nez  Perce  Creek  were  fortunate 
enough  to  see  a  large  herd  of  bison.  The  maximum  nianber  counted  was 
127  animals  and  it  was  estimated  that  there  were  more  than  130  in  the 
herd.  Thirteen  calves  in  the  herd  were  counted  and  it  was  felt  that 
several  of  these  animals  were  missed  because  of  their  size  and  the  com- 
pact manner  of  the  herd's  movements  which  made  it  hard  to  see  small 
anijnals.  Large  bulls  in  this  group  were  constantly  roaring  and  could  be 
heard  a  distance  of  about  a  mile  away. 

Library 

Mrs.  Lucile  B,  Wagner  continued  to  serve  as  librarian  in  the 
employ  of  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museiim  Association.  The  library 
was  popular  with  many  government  and  concessioner  employees  and  consid- 
erable time  was  spent  by  many  people  using  the  periodicals,  books  in 
the  stacks  and  the  reading  tables.

Equiianent  and  Supplies 

During  the  month  a  supply  of  museum  case  bulbs  were  obtained 
and  in  addition  to  these  a  nuiiiber  of  projection  bulbs  for  the  motion 
picture  projector  and  Kodaslide  projector  were  also  p-urchased. 

The  binocular  telescope  which  used  to  be  at  the  old  buffalo 
show  corral  was  installed  at  the  Lake  Butte  overlook  area  on  July  15. 
Mr.  Wohlbrandt,  Park  Engineer,  cooperated  with  the  Naturalist  Division 
by  installing  the  concrete  base  for  this  instrument  and  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  installed  it.  It  has  proven  to  be  popular  with  visitors 
at  this  site, 

A  new  case  for  the  l6mm  Bell  and  Howell  Model  70-DA  motion  pic- 
ture camera  was  received  on  the  24.th, 

Photographic  and  Visual  Aids 

There  was  considerable  time  spent  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
on  photographic  work,  especially  in  attempting  to  obtain  pictures  of 
flowers  and  small  mammals,  and  during  the  month  he  exposed  considerable 
Kodachrome  film  and  some  black  and  white.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
exposed  a  large  number  of  black  and  white  4^5  negatives,  especially 
of  park  activities.  Some  l6ram  motion  picture  film  was  exposed  by  each 
of  the  park  naturalists.

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The  weather  was  delightful  for  travel  dialing  the  month  of 
August  and  Yellowstone  National  Park  enjoyed  its  greatest  travel  month 
in  the  history  of  the  park.  The  Naturalist  Division  activities  were 
well  attended  and  August  sho^;s  a  pronounced  increase  in  contacts  over 
the  same  month  in  the  1951  season.  Early  school  teaching  obligations 
made  it  necessary  for  some  of  the  seasonal  naturalists  to  leave  earlier 
than  in  years  past  and  this  brought  some  curbing  of  the  program.  In 
general,  however,  the  full  program  will  carry  through  Labor  Day  in 
September , 

Administration 

The  division  activities  were  under  the  administrative  direc- 
tion of  the  permanent  naturalist  staff,  with  Park  Naturalists  Watson 
and  Elmore  delegated  responsibility  for  certain  aspects  of  the  program 
and  the  park  naturalists  at  the  various  field  stations  in  charge  of 
their  local  area.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  functioned  in  the 
capacity  of  director  of  the  entire  prograia. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  met  Engineer  Wohlbrandt  in  the 
Lower  Geyser  Basin  on  the  first  of  August  to  determine  the  relocation 
site  for  the  duck  v;alks  in  that  particular  area  since  people  had  been 
burned  at  the  Fountain  Geyser, 

A  conference  was  held  in  the  Superintendent's  office  on 
August  6  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  Gallatin  elk  problem.  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  this  conference  with  Biologist  Walter 
Kittams,  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Leon  Evans,  Chief  Ranger  Otto  Brown 
and  Superintendent  Rogers.  At  this  conference  it  was  decided  that 
Yellowstone  Park  would  seek  a  reduction  of  700  animals  from  the  Gallatin 
herd  during  the  coming  himting  season.  This  matter  was  to  be  presented 
in  this  way  to  the  Gallatin  Conservation  Committee  meeting  in  August, 

Mr,  George  Grant,  National  Park  Service  photographer,  and 
Mr,  Harry  B,  Robinson,  Historian  from  the  Omaha  Regional  Office,  were 
in  Yellowstone  National  Park  and  visited  the  Chief  Park  Natui^alist's 
office  on  the  8th.

Miss  M:lldred  Ericson,  a  former  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist 
in  Yellowstone,  visited  here  for  several  days  and  was  in  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office  on  the  11th, 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  the  outline 
of  proposed  expenditure  of  funds  by  quarters  for  the  1953  fiscal  year, 
A  special  report  on  this  subject  was  submitted  to  the  Chief  Clerk  on 
the  13th, 

Dr.  Them  of  Princeton  University,  Geology  Department,  and 
Dr.  Kulp  of  the  Lament  Observatory,  Palisades,  Ne^;  York  were  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  13th.  Dr.  KiLLp  is  very  much 
interested  in  obtaining  specimens  of  petrified  v/ood  vrhich  might  contain 
carbon  since  at  the  Lament  Observatory  they  are  conducting  extensive 
research  on  the  determination  of  the  age  of  fonnations  through  the 
carbon  analysis. 

On  the  17th  of  August  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent 
considerable  tirae  reviewing  Biologist  Kittams  annual  ra.nge  report, 
and  on  the  18th  he  presented  to  tir.  Kittams  his  comments  on  the  content 
of  this  report. 

Park  Nat\:iralist  Watson  took  two  geologists  from  India,  Dr. 
Sahni  and  Dr.  Ghosh,  who  are  both  key  men  in  the  Indian  Geological 
S-urvey  around  the  park  to  see  the  significant  points  of  interest  on 
August  18  and  19. 

A  conference  was  held  in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on 
the  18th  to  discuss  the  need  for  additional  wooden  duck  X'/alks  in 
the  hydrothermal  areas.  In  attendance  at  this  conference  were  Wr, 
I^ueger,  Regional  Landscape  Architect,  Frank  Mattson,  Resident  Land- 
scape Architect,  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton  and  Chief  Park 
Natiu*alist  Condon, 

On  the  25th  there  was  a  conference  held  in  the  Chief  Clerk's 
office  when  Mr.  /nderson.  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton  and  Chief 
Ranger  Brown  discussed  along  with  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  budget 
matters  pertaining  to  the  protection  and  interpretive  divisions. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  Finance  Officer 
Keith  Neilson  and  Chief  Ranger  Otto  Brown  on  a  field  trip  to  Old 
FaitlTful  with  Vir,   Carson  Gulp,  Executive  Secretary,  Interior  Sub- 
Comraittee  of  House  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Mr.  Ross  Pope, 
who  functions  in  the  same  capacity  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
These  men  were  shown  the  hydrothermal  areas  and  problems  vrhich  are 
existent  in  them  in  considerable  detail. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  religious  services  were  held  each  Sunday  at  the 
various  locations  throughout  Yellowstone  Park  in  conformance  with  the 
schedule  set  up  earlier  in  the  season  for  the  Protestants,  Latter  Day 
Saints  and  Reman  Catholics.  The  Roman  Catholic  services  terminated 
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for  the  season  on  Ai:igust  31.  The  Protestant  services  will  continue 
into  September  and  also  the  Latter  Day  Saint  services. 

The  Student  Ministry  program  continued  to  fimction  and  serve 
the  needs  of  Yellowstone  in  a  fine  manner  throughout  the  month.  There 
were  five  Communion  services  held  at  the  various  points.  These  were 
as  follows:

In  addition  to  this  group  of  Communion  services  the  Student 
Ministry  through  their  program  presented  Handel's  "Messiah"  at  three 
locations  -  on  August  3  at  the  Canyon  Lodge  recreation  hall,  on  August  8 
at  the  Old  Faithful  lodge  recreation  hall  and  in  the  Yellowstone  Park 
Chapel  at  Mammoth  on  the  evening  of  August  15. 

The  student  ministry  program  has  organized  a  new  church  commi- 
ttee to  function  in  cooperation  with  it  and  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  There  was  a  meeting  of  this  committee  held  on  the  evening 
of  August  19.

In-Service  Training 

The  Naturalist  Division  held  a  series  of  in-service  training 
seminars  during  the  month.  On  the  afternoon  of  August  5   the  personnel 
of  the  Naturalist  Division  at  I^mmoth,  Norris  and  Tower  Fall  partici- 
pated in  a  three-hour  in-service  training  session.  On  August  6  the 
personnel  from  Madison  Junction  and  Old  Faithful  participated  in  the 
in-service  training  program  and  on  the  7th  personnel  of  Fisliing  Bridge, 
Canyon  and  West  Thumb  participated  in  a  program  conducted  at  the 
Fishing  Bridge  museum.  In  each  instance  the  three  peraianent  naturalists, 
Elmore,  Watson  and  Condon  conducted  the  in-service  training  aspects 
of  the  program. 

The  Naturalist  Division  continued  to  publish  the  Yellowstone 
Weekly  News  for  distribution  to  employees , 

Interpretive  Services 

All  activities  as  outlined  in  the  program  for  the  1952  season 
were  in  full  effect  through  August  18,  when  some  activities  were  cut 
due  to  the  departure  of  some  men  for  other  jobs.  The  program  at  Tower

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On  August  4-  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  again  functioned 
as  the  eyes  for  the  blind  group  from  Bozeman,  Montana,  This  year 
there  i-Jere  4.1  people  in  the  party  and  they  v/ere  taken  around  the 
lower  loop  of  Yellowstone  Park,  across  the  Norris  cutoff  to  the 
Flammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  and  departed  from  Yellowstone  out  the 
northern  entrance.  The  party  entered  the  park  at  West  Yellowstone 
at  9:00  a.m.  and  left  the  park  at  8:00  p.m. 

On  the  22nd  and  23rd  of  August  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
conducted  the  special  party  consisting  of  members  of  the  International 
Geographical  Congress  which  had  been  meeting  in  Washington,  D,  C, 
iylembers  on  this  tour  represented  27  different  countries.  They  were 
taken  on  a  walk  over  geyser  hill  on  the  evening  of  the  22nd  and  the 
entire  day  of  the  23rd  was  spent  in  visiting  the  geyser  basins,  the 
Grajid  Canyon  area,  the  Tower  Fall  area  and  the  Mammoth  Hot  Spring 
Terraces,  Dr.  W,  E,  Po^^rers  was  in  charge  of  the  group  of  35  people 
who  were^traveling  t^  special  chartered  Greyhound  bus.

The  high  power  binocular  viewer  at  Lake  Butte  has  proven  to 
be  a  popular  addition  to  that  point  and  was  used  extensively  by  the 
public  throughout  the  month. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  museums  were  open  to  the  public  throughout  the  entire 
month  with  the  exception  of  the  Idadison  Museum  which  v;as  closed  on 
the  22nd,  28th  and  29th  when  no  relief  man  was  available  for  assign- 
ment to  this  station. 
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The  George  Ash  collection  of  clippings,  correspondence, 
other  dociMents  and  photographs  was  received  during  the  month  for  the 
museum  and  will  be  accessioned  and  catalogued  as  additions  to  the  his- 
torical material  here. 

On  August  3  sixteen  different  artifacts  of  Indian  origin 
were  received  from  the  Dale  Nuss  Camp  Trails  party.  There  were  several 
others  turned  in  for  accessioning  during  the  month  by  I-ir,  Replogle, 
tir,  Condon  and  Mr,  Rentchler, 

Mrs,  Fay  Compton  Pyle  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's 
office  on  the  19th  and  left  four  pictures  taken  by  her  father  in  1910, 
1#.  Compton  was  employed  as  a  carpenter  in  Yellovjstone  at  that  time. 
These  pictures  liave  historical  significance  and  are  being  added  to 
Yellowstone's  collection. 

Park  Naturalist  Francis  Elmore  has  devoted  a  great  deal  of 
time  diiring  the  month  to  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  Willow  Park 
moose  exhibit,

Research  and  Observation 

A  field  trip  was  made  on  August  2  to  the  hydrothermal  area 
above  the  Lone  Star  Geyser  on  the  Firehole  River  whOx'e  membern  of  the 
Da]eNuss  Gamp  Trails  party  had  found  some  Indian  artifacts,  A  thorough 
inspection  of  this  area  uncovered  several  more  artifacts  which  in  all 
totaled  17  different  significant  items  that  were  worth  cataloguing  for 
the  museum  accession  files  from  this  particular  area.  It  appears  that 
the  Indians  had  camped  in  this  hydrothermal  area  for  some  time, 

"  There  v;ere  several  interesting  silicious  specimens  in  the 
waters  of  some  of  the  pools  and  some  of  these  viere  collected  for  the 
headquarters  museum  geological  specimen  group,  j 

There  v;ere  several  interesting  study  skins  obtained  during 
the  month  for  the  museum  collection.  Among  these  were  two  mink  - 
one  found  dead  on  the  Madison  bridge  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
and  the  other  found  on  the  highway  bet\>reen  Gardiner  and  Mammoth  by 
Park  Natin*alist  Breitenbach,  In  addition  to  these  items  a  mole   deer 
favm  was  turned  in  and  a  study  sl:in  v;as  made  from  it,  and  a  badger 
which  it  is  anticipated  v;ill  be  mounted  for  a  museum  specimen, 

'  On  August  1  and  2  heavy  storms  in  the  vicinity  of  Nez  Perce 

Creek  caused  considerable  erosion  in  that  area  and  the  creek  was 

heavily  laden  with  silt.  This  is  an  uncommon  situation  to  prevail 

in  this  particular  section  of  the  park. 

On  the  trip  up  the  Lamar  River  which  was  made  by  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  and  Ranger  Naturalist  Replogle  for  the  purpose  of 
following  through  sections  of  the  old  Bannock  Indian  trail  travel  was 
made  up  the  Lamar  to  the  ridge  between  Cache  Creek  and  Calfee  Creek, 
It  was  found  that  definite  trails  followed  up  this  ridge  to  the  park 
boundary  on  the  crest  of  the  Absarolca  range  and  then  continued  on  over 
and  dov;n  Tijaber  Creek,  It  was  decided  th^at  probably  this  vras  tho  most 
logical  route  for  the  Indians  to  have  traveled  since  there  v/as  no 
difficult  terrain  to  cross  over  and  no  tii-flber  which  it  was  necessary 
that  travel  be  made  through.  Along  this  route  several  Indian  artifacts 
were  foimd  by  Condon  and  Replogle  and  these  have  been  added  to  the 
Yellowstone  Park  collection,  A  number  of  interesting  fossil  trees 
were  seen  and  on  the  entire  trip  v/hich  involved  three  days  with  travel 
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going  to  Canoe  Lake,  the  upper  Mller  Creek  patrol  cabin,  up  as  far  as 
Parker  Peak  and  Hoodoo  Basin  and  return  to  the  Buffalo  Ranch  the  wildlife 
seen  were  eight  deer,  seven  moose,  one  bison  and   several  hundred  elk. 
Large  bands  were  observed  in  a  number  of  high  alpine  meadov/s, 

! During  the  month  a  survey  was  made  for  the  need  of  additional 
duck  board  walks  in  the  hydr ©thermal  areas,  and  a  report  is  being  pre- 
pared for  consideration  along  with  the  recommendations  wliich  are  made 
by  others  interested  in  this  problem. 

The  Giant  Geyser  was  observed  in  action  on  the  21st  and 
photographed  from  several  angles.  Large  crowds  were  congregated  in 
the  vicinity  of  this  geyser  from  early  morning  up  to  eruption  time  at 
5:45  p.ni,,  and  on  a  number  of  occasions  traffic  was  blocked  for  some 
time  when  cars  refused  to  move  at  intervals  v;hen  it  appeared  that 
the  geyser  \ms   about  to  play,  ;  Kodachjrome  transparencies,  I6ni!ii  motion 
pictures  and  black  and  white  stills  were  made  of  the  crov/d  and  the 
geyser  in  eruption.  The  pictures  made  of  the  crowd  in  the  con|-ested 
condition  Xvrill  graphically  show  the  need  for  additional  parking  space 
in  the  con|ested  upper  geyser  basin  area. 

During  July  and  August  numerous  reports  of  mountain  lions 
having  been  seen  have  been  reported  to  the  information  desks  by  park 
visitors.  Some  of  these  reports  have  also  been  made  to  the  ranger 
stations  out  in  the  park.  District  Ranger  Lee  Coleman  reported  recently 
that  a  visitor  had  seen  a  pride  of  lions  between  the  Lamar  Unit  and 
Soda  Butte,  A  lion  was  reported  at  least  three  times  to  the  Mammoth 
information  desk  in  August  as  having  been  seen  between  Lava  Creek  and 
Blacktail  Deer  Creek  by  visitors.  All  of  these  reports  are  indicative 
that  there  may  be  a  family  of  mountain  lions  which  has  established 
itself  in  the  park. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Frederick  Turner  continued  hJ.s  research 
work  on  the  collection  and  classification  of  amphibians  and  reptiles 
and  a  number  of  nei-i   specimens  have  been  added  to  the  Yellowstone  Park 
study  collection. 

Dr,  Ray  J,  Davis  and  Ted  Roeder  have  done  a  lot  of  work  on 
the  herbarium  and  Joe  Murphy  and  Ted  Roeder  have  added  a  number  of 
study  skins  to  the  Yellowstone  archives, 

A  hibernation  den  for  bears  near  Rainy  Lake  was  reported  by 
District  Ranger  Scotty  Bauman,  This  was  investigated  by  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  on  the  27th  and  plans  are  under  way  to  attempt  to  get  photographs 
of  bears  later  in  the  season  in  the  vicinity  of  this  den  and  possibly 
using  it.  The  den  h-as  a  hole  about  tv;o  feet  in  diameter  for  an  opening 
and  this  enters  into  a  room  which  is  about  ten  feet  long,  four  feet 
vdde  and  four  feet  high.  All  evidence  indicates  that  it  has  been  used 
quite  regularly  by  bears  as  a  hibernating  place.

The  Naturalist  Division  during  the  month  received  a  new 
6- inch  and  a  nex;  3-inch  telephoto  lens  for  use  with  the  Model  70-DA 
Bell  and  Howell  l6!3iri  motion  picture  camera.  In  addition  to  this 
equipment  a  new  Model  202  Bell  and  Howell  magnetic  tape  soimd  motion 
picture  projector  was  received  on  the  27th,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
during  the  winter  months  films  will  be  prepared  for  use  in  the  inter- 
pretive program  next  season. 

A  new  Multiplex  Kodaslide  file  case  v;as  received. 

The  projection  equipment  and  kodaslides  which  have  been  in 
use  at  West  Thumb  and  Tov/er  Fall  x^rere  brought  in  for  winter  storage 
and  checking,  and  in  addition,  property  inventories  were  made  of  the 
physical  property  and  quarters  at  these  particular  stations. 

Photographic  and  Visual  /ids 

During  the  month  there  were  eighty  4x5  black  and  white  filns 
exposed  and  developed.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  devoted  several  days  to 
photographic  V7ork  in  the  field.  Pictures  were  obtained  of  subjects  not 
on  hand  in  the  present  kodaslide  collection  and  in  the  black  and  white 
photograph  files. 

During  the  month  there  were  four  rolls  of  20  exposure  K-135 
exposed,  one  roll  of  36  exposiire  K-135  and  4-00  feet  of  l6mn  Kodachrome. 
There  has  been  an  accumulation  during  the  summer  of  several  huncired 
additional  Kodaslides  for  use  by  the  interpretive  personnel  during  the 
siHimer  seasons.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  nimiber  of  these  will  be  of 
sufficient  quality  for  duplication  and  addition  to  the  permanent  sets 
which  are  in  use  at  the  field  stations. 

The  kodaslide  sets  from  Tower  Fall  and  West  Thumb  were  re- 
turned to  the  park  headquarters  museum  before  the  months  close  and 
dm'ing  September  these  will  be  carefully  checked  and  placed  in  storage 
for  the  winter.

General 


Yellov:stone  National  Park  experienced  for  the  first  time  in 
years  a  September  in  which  the  weather  xvas  virtually  perfect.  The  period 
from  September  8  throTJgh  September  13  was 'one  of  unsettled  weather,  but 
not  severe,  a.nd  as  a  result  travel  through  the  park  has  been  exceedingly- 
heavy  for  the  entire  montho  At  the  months  close  there  are  still  plenty 
of  park  visitors  coming  in  and  a  large  number  staying  in  the  Old  Faithful 
area.  There  vrere  a  sufficient  number  of  people  throughout  the  month  of 
September  to  have  warranted  the  continuation  of  programs  at  Old  Faithful 
and  Mammoth,

The  Naturalist  Division  \ms  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  v/ith  r^.rk  !Tat;iralists  Watson  and  Elir^ore 
assisting  Td.th  the  administrative  responsibilities. 

Special  Acti'^d.ties  or^d  Conferences 

i'Ir«  Herbert  Evison,  Chief  of  the  Branch  of  Information,  visited 
in  the  Chief  Park  Na-turalist ' s  office  on  September  1  and  at  that  tjjiie  dis- 
cussed natural  history  publications  v/ith  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist, 

Also  on  the  1st,  Mr,  George  Fry,  Chief  Ranger  of  Everglades 
National  Park,  stopped  in.  On  September  2  I-Ir,  Lyle  Linch,  Superintendent 
of  Pipestone  National  Monument  "'/isited  for  some  time  vdth  the  members  of 
the  Naturalist  Division, 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Chaney,  member  of  the  National  Parks  Ad.visory 
Board,  \-j-as  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  10th  and  11th, 
On  the  10th  Dr.  Chaney  and  Mrs.  Chaney  were  taken  to  Old  Faithful  and 
return.  On  this  trip  they  had  one  of  the  most  unusual  experiences  that 
a  park  visitor  can  have,  in  that  they  "i^/itnessed  one  of  the  greatest  geyser 
shows  of  the  season.  The  Chaneys  were  fortunate  enough  to  see  the  fol- 
lov^ing  geysers  begin  their  eruptions  and  the  period  of  play  for  each  of 
them:  Great  Fountain  and  Miite  Dome  geysers  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin, 
the  Grand,  Castle,  Giant  and  Old  Faithful  geysers  in  the  Upper  Geyser 
Basin,  For  one  to  be  able  to  see  this  array  of  major  geysers  is  indeed  a 
unique  experience.  In  addition  to  seeing  many  interesting  hydrothermal 
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features  the  Chan ays  were  fortunate  to  sec  a  large  arra^  of  vri.ldlife,  in- 
cluding group  of  lo  bison  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin. 

Dr,  Harold  C,  Brj^ant,  Superintendent  of  Grand  Canyon  national 
Park  stopped  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  for  a  fev-;  minutes  on 
the  11th,  William  A.  Schnettler  of  the  Director's  office  vras   in  on  the 
12th  and  13th«  l-lr,  Frank  Cberhansley,  Superintendent  of  Hawaii  National 
Park,  visited  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  15th.  liilo 
Semingsen,  Superintend.ent  of  Mind  Cave  National  Park,  vras  in  on  the  iSth, 

A  small  abandoned  cajiipfire  along  the  Gibbon  River  in  the  area 
commonly  used  by  picnickers  on  the  old  Mesa  road  v;as  put  out  on  the  14th 
bj   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 

On  the  19th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  Assistant 
Superintendent  Hamilton,  Resident  Landscape  Architect  Matt son.  Park  Rigin- 
eer  Wohlbrandt  and  Chief  Ranger  Brovm  on  a  trip  around  the  loop  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  locations  for  the  installation  of  additional 
duck  v/'alks  near  hydrothermal  areas, 

Mrs.  Helena  Huntington  Smith  Pringle,  a  fe3,ture  writer  for  the 
Saturda7/  Evening  Post,  and  a  photographer  from  Missoula,  I'Ir.  Peterson, 
xfere  in  the  park  on  several  occasions  during  the  month  for  the  purpose 
of  gathering  information  for  an  article  which  is  being  prepared  for  the 
Post  on  vandalism  and  the  abuse  of  natural  resources  in  national  parks. 
The  Chief  Park  Na-turalist  and  members  cf  the  staff  in  the  Naturalist 
Division  cooperated  with  Mrs.  Pringle  in  her  vrc>rk, 

I'Ir.  George  I'iiller,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Glacier,  and 
Dick  Montgomery,  Park  Engineer  of  Glacier,  visited  in  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office  on  the  24th, 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the  Absaroka  Conserva- 
tion Committee  m.eeting  on  the  28th  and  obtained  a  complete  tape  recording 
of  the  entire  proceedings  x\^'iich  transpired  at  this  meeting. 

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Theodore  S.  Roeder  and  i/ife  had  their  first 
child,  Julia  Louise,  on  September  8  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  hospital  at 
I'Jammoth,  This  is  the  first  child  to  be  boi-n  to  a  park  ranger  paturalist 
in  the  park  that  we  know  of. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

There  was  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Superintendent's  church 
committee  on  September  9  at  which  time  certain  aspects  of  the  religious 
services  program  for  the  vri-nter  months  were  discussed  and  decisions  made 
on  them. 

On  the  evening  of  the  10th  the  Committee  on  the  Christian 
Mnistry  (Protestant)  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  for  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  of  the  United  States  of  America  met  in 
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conference  room  and  reviev;ed  plans  for  the  development  of  a  Protestant 
student  ministry  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  and  made  plans  toward  the 
establishment  of  a  resident  minister  to  conduct  inter-denominational 
services  in  Yellowstone  and  Gardiner,  Montana  during  the  winter  months. 
This  committee  was  fully  organized  and  responsibilities  distributed  to 
sub-committees,  lit  is  hoped  that  by  a  year  from  nox-j"  arrangements  can  be 
roDAe   for  retention  of  a  resident  minister  here," 

During  the  month  a  special  sub-committee  of  the  Student  Ilinistry 
committee  arranged  mth  the  ministers  of  Livingston,  Montana  to  conduct 
the  religious  services  during  the  coming  winter  at  Mairuiioth  and  Gardiner. 
The  first  of  these  church  services  mil  be  held  in  the  Yellowstone  Pa.rk 
Chapel  on  October  5» 

The  last  services  conducted  by  the  regular  student  ministry 
program  which  was  in  force  during  the  past  season  x^ere  held  by  Rev,  Warren 
W.  Ost  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  on  September  14. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School 
was  lield  at  10:30  a.m.  on  Sunday  the  21st,  and  Sunday  School  has  been  held 
regu.larly  since  that  date, 

In-Service  Traiiiing 

There  has  been  no  in-service  training  work  conducted  in  the 
Naturalist  Division  during  the  month  vri.th  the  exception  of  the  publication 
of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Nev/s  Letter, 

Interpretive  Services 

All  interpretive  services  throughout  the  park  continued  through 
Labor  Day,  September  1,  and  from  that  date  on  tapered  off  to  a  complete 
closing  of  activities  as  of  September  30,  Hikes  continued  at  Old  Faithful 
through  the  14th,  cone  talks  and  museum  inform3.tion  service  through  the 
25th,  At  1-Iammoth  the  talks  and  walks  terminated  on  September  6  and  museum 
information  service  on  September  30,  Talks  and  walks  at  Fishing  Bridge 
terminated  on  the  7th  and  the  museum  information  service  on  the  11th, 
At  Canyon  the  talks  and  x^ralks  terminated  on  the  3rd,  Th,o  Madison  Junction 
museum  rendered  infoimation  service  and  museum  talks  to  bus  groups  and 
interested  parties  through  the  Sth,  All  other  stations  closed  by  or 
before  September  1,  CThe  statistical  presentation  of  the  quantity  of 
services_  rendered  is  shovm  in  the  statistical  report  attached  to  this 
report ,_/ 

A  special  party  consisting  of  I-'Ir.  Otto  Mallory,  President  of 
the  National  Recreational  Association,  ajid  his  wife  and  Dr.  Edith  Eber 
of  Munich,  Germany  were  taken  around  the  loop  to  see  Yellowstone  natural 
resources  on  the  26th  and  27th  hj   Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  These 
people  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  an  interesting  array  of  wildlife 
forms  and  were  especially  thrilled  vdth  the  hydrothermal  phenomena. 
It  was  possible  for  them  to  see  several  of  the  major  geysers  in  eruption 
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and  to  enjoy  viei'/ing  many  of  the  beautifial  springs  and  pools.  The  v/eather 
was  perfect  and  the  view  of  Yellowstone  Lake  from  Lake  Butte  was  a  stimu- 
lating experience  for  them.  They  were  greatly  thrilled  vri.th  the  Grand 
Canyon  of  the  Yellox/stone  and  v/ere  taken  to  Livingston,  Montana  where  they 
were  left  at  the  Park  Hotel,  and  upon  leaving  them  they  informed  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  that  their  experience  here  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
ones  of  their  life,  t 

Chief  Park  Natin^alist  Condon  gave  a  talk  on  "Gej^serland"  in 
Livingston  on  the  evening  of'  the  27th  to  the  Annus.l  Montana  Motor  Court 
Association  convention.  There  were  42  persons  present  at  this  talk. 

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  projected  pictures  for  the  Absaroka 
Conservation  Committee's  annual  fall  program  in  the  canteen  on  the  evening 
of  the  27th,  There  vrere   100  persons  in  attendance, 

I-iuseum  Activities  and  E;driibits 

The  Norris  Museimi  vjas  closed  on  the  night  of  September  1,  Madison 
the  night  of  the  S^bh,  Fishing  Bridge  the  night  of  the  11th,  Old  Faithful 
the  night  of  the  25th  and  the  Mammoth  muse-am  reiaained  open  throughout  the 
month. 

The  self-guiding  ne.ture  trail  introductory'"  signs  v/ere  taken  dovffi 
on  the  7th  of  September  and  the  trail  labels  taken  in  from  the  trails. 

The  high-powered  binocular  viev;er  whJLch  hci.s  been  at  Lake  Butte 
throughout  the  surauer  was  taken  doMi  on  the  9th  and  returned  to  park 
headquarters  for  storage. 

New  fluorescent  lights  were  installed  in  the  biology  room  at 
the  Fishing  Bridge  museum  by  the  Electrical  Division  on  the  10th  of 
September.  This  neiv  lighting  is  a  marked  improvement  for  the  biology 
room  land  it  is  hoped  that  similar  installations  can  be  made  in  the 
geology  and  library  room  for  next  year, j 

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  devoted  several  days  time  during  the  month 
of  September  to  the  preparation  and  completion  of  plans  for  the  moose 
exhibit  which  is  to  be  installed  at  ¥illox^  Park,

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month.  Park  Nat- 
uralist Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  one  hour  annual  leave 
taken  on  the  l6th  and  two  hours  taken  on  the  23rd,  Park  Naturalist 
Elmore  via.s   on  duty  all  month  except  for  six  hours  annual  leave  taken  on 
the  21st,  Clerk-stenographer  Betty  Lee  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month 
except  for  l/2  day  annual  leave  taken  the  5th  and  annual  leave  taken  the 
22nd  and  23rd. 

During  the  month  an  attempt  was  made  through  correspondence 
\-n.th.   the  regional  office  to  obtain  funds  with  Vvririich  to  hire  Park  Natur- 
alist George  D,  I^krler  for  another  winter  so  that  he  might  continue  his 
observations  of  the  major  hydrothermal  features  in  the  upper  geyser  basin. 
This  attempt  did  not  meet  xvith  success  and  at  the  close  of  the  m.onth  v/e 
are  at  a  loss  as  to  what  to  do  mth  respect  to  obtaining  his  services, 

Lynn  Davis,  janitor  for  the  headquarters  museum,  terminated  his 
services  on  the  night  of  the  13th, 

Park  Naturalist  George  D,  Marler  and  Park  Ranger  Naturalist 
David  Beal  began  x/orking  on  the  geyser  basin  cleanup  as  of  Septem.ber  15 
and  they  were  joined  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Ted  Parkinson  on  Septem- 
ber 29.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  work  mil  be  completed  by  October  10. 

Research  and  Observation 

Mr,  Kenneth  Armitage,  park  ranger  naturalist,  terminated  iiis 
services  as  a  park  ranger  naturalist  on  the  l6th  of  Septem.ber  and  entered 
on  duty  as  a  National  Park  Service  collaborator  on  the  17th,  Mr.  Armitage 
is  continuing  his  limnology  study  on  the  Firehole  River  and  other  Yellow- 
stone Park  streams.  It  is  anticipated  that  I-Ir.  Armitage  vrill   continue  his 
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studies  •until  October  18  and  id.ll  return  to  Yellov/stone  early  next  springs 

On  the  4th  and  5th  the  Giantess  gej^-ser  was  in  eruption  in  the 
upper  geyser  basin,  and  at  the  time  of  this  eruption  there  was  a  great 
deal  of  additional  activity  taking  place  on  Geyser  Hill  i\;iiich  indicates 
tha.t  virtually  all  of  the  features  found  on  this  great  mound  of  sinter 
are  subterraneously  connected.  Ear  Spring  overflovred  hee.vily,  as  did 
Doublet  Pool,  The  Infant  Geyser  continued  to  erupt  violently  after  the 
beginning  of  the  Giantess  eruption,  the  Bee  Flive  erupted  and  a  small  vent 
near  the  Lion  Geyser  erupted.  There  vras  increased  activity  in  the  Lion 
group.  All  of  this  increased  activity  and  flooding  seemed  to  be  attributed 
to  the  violent  eruptions  of  the  Giantess  Geyser,  This  geyser  continued 
to  erupt  through  the  4th  and  on  through  the  5th,  On  the  5th  one  of  the 
unusual  occurences  of  the  summer  took  place  when  Park  Ranger  Naturalist 
Armitage,  mth  a  large  hiking  party  on  the  afternoon  geyser  walk,  v/as 
fortunate  enough  to  see  the  Giantess  in  eruption,  to  arrive  at  the  Gra.nd 
Geyser  just  in  time  to  x\a.tness  it  begin  its  period  of  play  and  to  leave 
the  Grand  Geyser  and  arrive  in  front  of  the  Giant  Geyser  just  in  time  to 
see  this  feature  begin  its  interval  of  play.  This  was  an  unusual  experience 
for  anyone  who  has  constantly  watched  and  chased  geysers,  but  the  hiking 
party  undoubtedly  gathered  the  impression  that  Yellowstone  was  a  three-ring 
circus  and  that  the  geysers  were  always  all  going  off. 

On  September  5  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  spent  considerable 
tip^e  v;atching  the  bears  at  the  Rabbit  Creek  dump  near  Old  Faithful,  On 
that  occasion  he  saw  23  different  black  bears  and  was  able  to  identify 
15  of  these  as  males,  two  as  yearling  bears  and  one  cub.  The  other  five 
were  females.  There  was  one  exceptionally  large  black  bear  and  one 
very  large  broim  colored  blackjbear  which  had  a  very  bad  scar  on  the  left 
side,  part  of  Wnich  was  still  a  running  sore.  On  this  particular  evening 
only  four  grizzly  bears  cam.e  into  the  dujnp.  The  iiiaxim;im  which  has  been 
reported  by  those  v/atching  this  dmnp  area  v;as  a  visitation  of  1?  different 
grizzly  bears  during  one  nights  observations, 

I'lr,  George  J,  Neurburg,  geologist  for  the  U,  S,  Geological  Survey, 
vra.s  issued  a  collecting  permit  to  collect  rock  specimens  and  also  samples 
of  sulphur  from  hydrothermal  areas,  Ifr,  Neurburg  was  in  the  park  on 
September  7, 

On  the  13th  and  again  on  the  21st  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
visited  the  upper  reaches  of  Hayden  Valley  for  the  purpose  of  observing 
bison  and  also  to  make  observations  of  other  phenomena  in  the  area.  On 
both  occasions  large  herds  of  bison  x-zere  seen^  On  the  13th  a  total  of 
307  anjjiials  were  counted  and  it  was  thought  that  additional  ones  viere 
hidden  in  ravines  and  could  not  be  seen, 

A  bear  den  near  Rainy  Lake  is  under  observation  and  if  it  is 
occupied  this  winter  attempts  will  be  made  to  get  photographs  of  these 
animals  in  hibernation.  District  Park  Ranger  John  Baimian  reports  having 
seen  bears  enter  and  leave  this  den  and  it  is  hoped  that  something  va.ll 
choose  this  for  xvinter  use. 
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A  survey  was  made  during  the  month  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon  on  areas  in  need  of  additional  board  walks  in  order  to  afford 
better  protection  to  the  thermal  areas  and  to  provide  guidance  to  people 
to  places  of  interest.  A  special  memorandum  was  prepared  on  this  subject 
and  it  x^as  determined  that  probably  the  geyser  basins  in  the  park  need 
approximately  3900  feet  of  walks  and  the  Mammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  need 
a  miniimim  of  2600  feet  of  additional  wooden  wa.lks.  In  keeping  v^ith  the 
need  for  walks  in  the  thermal  areas,  a  review  of  suggestions  for  vjalks 
needed  that  have  been  made  in  past  years  was  made  and  the  location  for 
such  walks  gone  over  in  the  field.  It  x^ras  determined  that  there  should 
still  be  installed  a  walk  about  2300  feet  in  length  from  midway  between 
the  Castle  Geyser  and  Crested  Pool  to  the  end  of  the  parkiing  area  at 
Old  Faithful  geyser,  and  in  addition  to  this  walk  there  should  be  a  700 
foot  spur  walk  from,  this  extendi.ng  out  past  the  highway  to  connect  vd.th 
the  vra,lk  which  comes  dovm  to  Hamilton's  lower  store  from  Old  Faithful 
Inn,  Another  1200  foot  section  of  vralic  should  be  constructed  from  this 
around  the  lower  side  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser,  past  the  Chinaraan  and 
Blue  Star  springs  to  join  up  i'\ri.th  the  Geyser  Hill  walk  near  the  Firehole 
River  bridge.  The  m£ijor  portion  of  this  4200  feet  of  walk  could  be  con- 
striacted  out  of  concrete,  asphalt  or  just  a  good  compacted  gravel  walk,  / 
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In  addition  to  this,  at  the  ^Ikiimoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces  there 
should  be  at  least  9300  feet  of  vjalks  and  paths  refurbished  or  installed 
so  that  people  would  have  access  to  the  phenomena  of  this  area.   In  con- 
stracting  these  walks,  part  of  them  should  be  wooden  walks,  extensive 
areas  could  be  made  of  asphalt  and  in  many  places  •i,\ralks  could  be  outlined 
and  the  natural  sinter  surfacing  used. 


ICoyotes  have  been  quite  commonly  seen  during  the  month,  es- 
pecially in  the  vicinity  of  the  Trout  Creek  dump  and  the  Old  Faithful 
dump.  Three  coyotes  were  seen  at  the  Three  Sisters  Spring  at  Old  Faithful 
by  Condon  and  his  special  party  on  the  27tlu( 

Jemes  Sim.on  of  the  Jackson  Hole  Wildlife  Park,  reported  seeing 
what  he  thought  to  be  a  \>rolf  in  the  Kayden  Valley  near  the  Trout  Creek 
dump  on  the  27th,  A  park  visitor  rq^iorted  seeing  a  three-legged  x>rolf 
in  the  vicinity  of  Trout  Creek  on  the  29th, 

The  moose  have  been  commonly  seen  at  Pelican  Creek,  at  Willovf 
Park  and  other  sections  of  the  park  throughout  the  m.onth,  moose  havDjig 
been  seen  at  Willov:  Park  on  the  30th  and  at  Pelican  Creek  on  the  2nd  and 
on  the  27th.  Park  Naturalist  VJatson  saxir  a  b"ull  and  cow  moose  along  the 
Gardner  River  below  the  Chinaman's  garden  between  Manmioth  and  Gardiner 
and  these  aninals  are  not  commonly  reported  from,  that  sectini  of  the  park. 

In  the  aspen  thickets  between  the  hot  spring  terraces  and  the 
hoodoos  there  has  been  rather  an  interesting  moose  show  throughout  most 
of  the  month.  On  occasions  there  have  been  as  many  as  four  bull  moose, 
tvro  cows  and  one  calf  seen  there.   The  bulls  have  been  xidtnessed  by  some 
to  be  thrashing  their  antlers  in  the  brush  and  on  occasions  are  reported 
to  have  called  or  challenged  one  another. 
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The  trumpeter  swan  moved,  from  their  nesting  areas  and  tovrard. 
the  middle  of  the  month  and  near  the  end  of  the  month  they  were  commonly 
seen  on  the  lellox^retone  Pliver  in  Hayden  Valley^  on  the  glacial  lakes  and. 
ponds  in  Lamar  Valley,  on  Swan  Lake  and  the  Beach  Spring  lagoon  at  Mary 
Bay,  Five  swan  v;ere  seen  on  one  pond  in  the  Lajnar  Valley  on  the  13th 
by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,   A  check  on  the  cygnet  population  ?,t 
the  months  close  revealed  that  probably  there  was  only  a  population  of 
three  cygnets  survived  to  flight  age, 

!  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  reviewed  the  new  interpretive 
section  of  the  administrative  manual  and  plans  to  prepare  comments  mth 
respect  to  it  during  the  month  of  October.  Park  Naturalists  Viatson  and 
Elmore  are  revievri.ng  this  section  at  the  present  time, 

'Considerable  time  -was  spent  in  reviewing  the  me.nuscript  on  the 
Norris  Gsyser  Basin  which  is  being  prepared  by  Park  Na-turalist  VJatson, 
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On  September  22  a  herd  of  bison  estijnated  at  m.ore  than  125 
head  v/ere  X'/atched  in  the  area  near  the  mouth  of  Nez  Perce  Creek  by 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  A  large  crowd  of  people  were  congregated 
in  the  vicini'::.;;-  of  this  herd  and  many  persons  wa.ndered  cut  among  the 
animals  in  order  to  obtain  pictures  of  individuals  in  v/hich  they  were 
interested.   It  was  a  dramatic  animal  shew,  but  it  \-ias  surprising  that 
someone  was  not  injured  because  of  the  risk  xvhich  it  seem.ed  some  people 
were  taking.  There  x\rere  several  small  calves  observed  in  this  herd.  One 
such  animal  v;as  still  jersey  colored.] 

1  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  made  an  attempt  on  the  evening  of 
the  23rd  to  get  tape  recordings  of  elk  bugling,  and  several  areas  wiriich 
other  seasons  have  provided  a  great  deal  of  bugling  on  the  ps,rt  of  the 
bulls  w"ere  completely  barren  during  the  entire  evenings  attempts.  Only 
one  bull  elk  was  heard  to  bugle.  It  is  hoped  that  the  opportunity  will 
arise  for  another  attempt  to  obtain  this  sort  of  recording, 

A  large  female  bull  sna-ke  measuring  67-2-  inches  in  length  has 
been  retained  in  the  museum  basement  throughout  a  good  part  of  the  month. 
Photographs  have  been  made  of  it.   It  has  been  held  in  capti^/ity  in  order 
to  prevent  tourist  from  probably  killing  her.  She  was  recovered  from,  the 
tourist  cabin  area,  taken  away,  she  returned  to  the  cabin  area  and  so  it 
was  determined  that  since  people  were  apt  to  kill  her  it  vjould  be  cost 
to  keep  her  in  captivity.  She  readily  eats  dead  as  vxell  as  live  mice, 
and  on  one  occasion  consumed  five  of  those  aiiimals  at  one  feeding. 

On  September  29  an  3/btem.-pt  was  made  by  the  geyser  basin  cleanup 
crew.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  l^iaster  Mechanic  Robinson  to  make 
Morning  Glory  Pool  erupt  and  thus  disgorge  the  rubbish  which  has  gone 
clear  do-vm  into  the  lower  reaches  of  this  pool.  The  water  level  was 
piomped  doim  about  3I2  inches  xvith  a  small  pump.  The  beginning  tem.perature 
of  the  pool  was  l69°F.  a.nd  the  maximum  temperature  reached  was  1S6'^F, 
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Since  the  pool  did  not  erupt  on  this  day  it  was  determined  to  trj   it  again 
on  the  30th,  On  the  30th,  xd.th  two  piiiups  working,  the  v/ater  level  was 
lowered  42  inches.  The  water  teraperature  at  the  beginning  of  this  opera- 
tion was  177°F,  and  when  the  pumps  refused  to  pump  more  water  due  to  the 
high  temperature  of  the  water  the  temperature  had  reached  197°F»  The 
pool  did.  not  erupt  nor  give  indications  of  eruption.  At  this  point  an 
attempt  was  m.ade  to  bring  this  about  by  inserting  soap,  and  although  it 
ra,ised  the  water  temperature  1  no  eruption  took  place.  Efforts  to 
clean  the  pool  by  this  m.ethod  were  discontinued,

the  m.onth  to  making  geyser  observations  and  mapping  in  the  Norris  Gej^ser 
Basin  in  order  to  have  more  accurate  information  on  phenomena  of  that 
area  for  inclusion  in  the  text  of  the  handbook  vjhich  he  is  preparing  on 
that  area.

■Weatiier  Gondiiions  during  the  month  persisted  in  being  nice  and 
travel  continued  good  around  the  entire  loop  highway,  with  a  considerable 
nimber  of  visitors  coming  into  the  park.  It  was  possible  for  considerable 
time  to  be  spent  in  the  field  by  some  of  the  naturalist  personnel  and  there 
ivas  some  constructive  field  research  accomplishedo 

Admini  st  rat  ion 

The  activities  of  the  division  were  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  during  the  months 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  the  Rotary  Club  meeting  on 
the  20th  in  company  with  Superintendent  Rogers,  Assistant  Superintendent 
Hamilton,  Administrative  Assistant  Jofie,  Chief  Ranger  Brown  and  Commissioner 
Brovm, 

Mr.  Harvey  Reynolds  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  National  Memorial  Park 
visited  the  headquarters  museum  on  October  28  and  at  this  time  examined 
some  of  the  museum  storage  facilities  and  the  museum  workshop. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sunday  School  services  were  held  each  Sunday  in  the 
Yellovratone  National  Park  Chapel  at  10:30  a.m.,  with  these  services  being 
well  attended  by  park  residents. 

Rev.  Ben  Davis  of  Pine  Creek  conducted  an  evening  service  in  the 
Yellov^stone  National  Park  Chapel  at  7:30  p.m.  on  the  19th. 

Mr.  C,  Robert  Morey  was  married  to  Miss  Nola  Bailey  in  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  Chapel  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  3*  at  2:30  p.m. 

In-Service  Training 

There  was  one  in-service  training  program  held  in  the  conference 
room  in  the  Barracks  building  on  the  17th  for  all  division  heads  and  super- 
visory personnel.  At  this  time  the  fair  employment  practices  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  were  reviewed  and  discussed. 
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The  only  other  in-service  training  vra.s  the  continued  publication 
of  the  Yellowstone  Park  weekly  news  letter. 

Interpretive  Services 

Park  Naturalist  W.  Verde  Watson  had  a  very  interesting  e:xperience 
when  he  conducted  a  special  party  from  the  Nei'rt.on,  I^assachusetts  high  school 
on  an  all  day  trip  aroiind  the  loop.  This  party  consisted  of  32  people  - 
two  adult  supervisors,  15  boys  and  15  girls  from  the  high  school  at  Ne^Arton, 
Massachusetts,  This  group  was  on  an  exchange  basis  with  a  comparable  nxAinber 
of  high  school  boys  and  girls  from  Idaho  Falls,  The  .group  had  wonderful 
weather  for  their  trip  and  were  able  to  see  many  interesting  geysers,  a  great 
array  of  wildlife  and  actually  saw  14  bears  still  begging  along  the  roads, 

A  special  program  was  given  in  the  Canteen  on  the  evening  of 
October  6  by  Mr,  Francis  P,  Farquhar  and  his  wife.  They  presented  a  talk  on 
their  trip  around  the  world,  illustrated  with  Kodaslides  and  l6ram  motion 
pictures.  About  120  people  in  the  community  attended. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  talks  during  the  month  as  follovre: 
October  9  at  the  Billings  Lions  Club  using  a  new  motion  picture  on  hydrothermal 
phenomena  -  about  150  persons  in  attendance;  Episcopal  Church  group  in  Living- 
ston, Montana  the  evoiing  of  the  15th  using  the  motion  picture  "Geyserland"  - 
about  65  persons  in  attendance;  and.  Park  County  Federated  Womens  Clubs  on 
the  29th  -  about  30  persons  in  attendance. 

The  September-October  issue  of  YELLOWSTONE  NATURE  MOTES  was  edited 
by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist,  typed  and  multilithed  by  Clerk-stenographer 
Proznick  and  placed  in  the  mail  on  the  22nd, 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  final  draft  for  the  preparation  of  the  museum  exhibit  to  be 
installed  at  Willow  Park  was  completed  and  sent  to  the  Director's  office 
on  the  27th, 

During  the  month  there  were  catalogued  for  the  museum  and  placed 
in  storage  the  following:  one  marten,  one  Richardson's  grouse,  one  sparrow, 
one  Arizona  weasel  which  changed  to  winter  pelage  and  one  pair  of  army  skis. 

The  Mammoth  museum  remained  open  to  visitors  throughout  the  entire 
month  of  October  and  on  a  niimber  of  days  quite  a  number  of  people  viewed  the 
exhibits. 

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  made  inventories  in  the  various  museums  and 
checked  the  property  and  all  museums  were  closed  except  the  Mamnoth  museum, 

A  copy  was  made  of  the  exhibit  on  plant  disease  which  is  in  the 
Fishing  Bridge  museum  with  the  thought  in  m^.nd  that  during  the  winter  months 
it  is  possible  that  this  exhibit  can  be  redone.  Park  Naturalist  Elmore  is 
now  working  on  the  exhibit  draft  for  the  vandalism  case  at  the  Old  Faithful 
museum. 
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A  paper  covering  the  stage  holdups  in  Yellowstone  National  Park 
prepared  by  Mr,  Jack  E,  Haynes  was  given  to  the  museum  by  him  and  placed 
in  the  Yellowstone  Park  library  on  the  13tho 

The  Old  Faithful  museum  had  shutters  placed  on  it  and  was  closed 
permanently  for  the  season  on  the  l6th.  This  building  had  been  left  open 
for  visitors  to  go  in  and  examine  the  exhibits  although  it  was  not  attended 
by  a  naturalist • 

Mr.  Ben  Arnold  gave  a  number  of  books  to  the  Yellowstone  Park  library 
and  in  addition  a  pair  of  old  army  skis  for  accessioning. 

The  wayside  exhibits  at  Willow  Park,  Obsidian  Cliff,  Firehole  Canyon 
and  Artist  Point  were  closed  during  the  month. 

Personnel 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  32  hours 
annual  leave.  Park  Naturalist  Elmore  was  on  duty  all  month.  Clerk-stenographer 
Pro2aiick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  12  hours  annual  leave.  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  20  hours  annual  leave* 

George  D.  Marler  terminated  his  services  as  a  laborer-leadnan  on 
the  geyser  basin  cleanup  work  on  October  3*  Ted  Parkinson  and  Dave  Beal 
terminated  their  services  on  October  10. 

Research  and  Observation 

Mr,  Kenneth  Armitage  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  continued  his 
research  work  on  the  limnologj'-  of  the  Firehole  River  as  a  collaborator  and 
left  for  the  University  of  Wisconsin  on  October  20. 

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  reviewed  the  interpretive  manual  section  for 
the  administrative  manual,  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  was  working  on  this 
review  at  the  close  of  the  month.  Both  of  these  men  are  preparing  detailed 
comments  on  their  reaction  to  this  section  of  the  administrative  manual. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  spent  eight  days  during  the  month  in  the 
Norris  Geyser  Basin  making  observations  of  the  hydrothermal  phenomena  and 
notes  on  the  actions  of  these  various  features.  He  has  also  been  making  a 
map  of  the  basin  showing  the  geologic  relationship  of  the  features  one  to 
the  other  and  by  combining  this  information  with  published  information  he 
hopes  to  complete  the  manuscript  on  Norris  Geyser  Basin, 

There  were  40  cars  reported  waiting  for  the  noon  eruption  of  the 
Old  Faithful  geyser  on  the  26th  and  on  the  afternoon  of  the  27th  at  4:30 
there  were  15  cars  lined  up  in  front  of  this  geyser. 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  reported  seeing  large  numbers  of  water  fowl 
along  the  Yellowstcaie  River  in  the  Hayden  Valley  area  and  estinates  there 
were  at  least  300  geese  along  the  river  in  the  valley  on  a  trip  through  there 
on  the  28th, 
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There  are  a  large  number  of  muskrat  houses  along  the  river  at  the 
present  time  near  the  mouth  of  Alum  Creek  and  the  mouth  of  Trout  Creek  in 
Hayden  Valley.  Park  Naturalist  Watson  on  a  trip  into  the  Lamar  Valley  saw 
ten  coyotes  in  the  area  immediately  above  the  Lamar  unit.  There  were  six 
animals  in  one  group  and  four  in  the  other  -  all  of  them  seeming  to  be  re- 
laxing and  enjo;^/lng  the  warm  autumn  sunshine. 

The  cold  water  geyser  in  the  Hayden  Valley  near  the  Mud  Volcano 
area  was  observed  several  times  during  the  month.  One  eruption  was  timed 
on  October  8  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  watched  this  geyser  again  on  the 
9th  and  28th.  From  the  eruptions  observed  it  was  determined  that  the  inter- 
val is  about  one  hour  20  minutes,  the  duration  of  play  from  10-12  minutes. 
The  temperature  of  the  water  in  the  geyser  was  68°F,  and  the  Yellowstone 
River's  temperature  was  recorded  at  46  F. 

Vandals  sometime  between  the  26th  and  28th  rather  severely  damaged 
the  sinter  cone  Wnich  has  been  building  up  by  the  Black  Growler  geyser  in 
the  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  Large  rocks  of  rhyolite  and  basalt  were  thrown  at 
this  cone  and  several  chunks  of  sinter  broken  out  of  it.  This  debris  was 
cleaned  up  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  on  the  28th,  Whoever  the  vandals  were 
had  to  go  to  considerable  effort  to  find  the  boulders  and  bring  them  in  to 
throw  at  the  geyser  cone. 

On  the  8th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
made  a  field  trip  and  inspection  trip  to  the  Tower  Fall,  Canyon  and  Fishing 
Bridge  areas,  and  at  that  time  visited  the  top  of  Mt,  Washburn,  The  atmos- 
phere was  exceedingly  clear  on  this  day  and  the  mountain  ranges  in  the  far 
distance  could  be  clearly  and  very  easily  seen.  There  was  only  one  mountain 
sheep  observed  at  the  time  of  this  visit. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  on  a  visit  to  the  Old  Faithful  area 
on  Friday  the  10th  was  fortunate  enough  to  see  the  Splendid,  Grand,  Giant, 
Cliff  and  Castle  geysers  in  eruption,  and  on  this  same  day  visited  the 
Rabbit  Creek  dump  in  the  evening,  at  >^ich  time  he  saw  13  different  black 
bears,  but  no  grizzly  bears.  In  addition  to  the  13  black  bears,  five  addi- 
tional ones  were  seen  along  the  road  between  Old  Faithful  and  Mammoth. 

Mr,  James  Simon  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on 
October  20  and  at  that  time  told  of  a  very  interesting  experience  which  he 
had  on  October  19.  On  the  19th  Mr.  Simon  was  passing  the  elk  which  are  in 
captivity  at  Cinnabar  and  witnessed  and  photographed  the  birth  of  a  calf 
elk.  Calves  bom  at  this  season  of  the  year  are  considered  to  be  an  ab- 
normal occurrence.

EACH  MONTH  IN  ACCORDANCE  ADMINISTRATIVE  MANUAL,  VOL.  16,  CHAPTER  8  (REPORT  8m3)  AND  9  (REPORT  9m3). 
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The  month  of  November  proved  to  b*e  one  i.-j-hich  was  relatively  free 
of  snovj-  although  a  good  portion  of  the  month  skies  were  overcast.  There 
\j8.s   some  visita,tion  to  Yellovj-stone  by  tourist  and  the  roads  into  the  in- 
terior of  the  park  were  open  until  November  16.  At  that  time  all  of  the 
roads  out  into  the  interior  of  the  park  were  barricaded  although  it  was 
still  possible  to  travel  most  of  the  entire  loop  until  after  the  first 
of  December,  On  the  25th  and  26th  of  the  month  temperatures  dropped  very 
low  with  a  minimiim  of  about  20°  belov;  zero  at  Mammoth  and  minimums  of 
32*^  below  and  37°  below  respectively  were  recorded  at  West  Yellov/stone 
on  these  dates.  Several  interested  visitors  visited  the  Yellowstone 
Park  museum  and  spent  considerable  time  examining  the  exhibits. 

Administration

Naturalist  Condon  for  part  of  the  month  and  the  balance  of  it  by  Park 
Naturalist  V/atson, 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

The  interpretive  section  of  the  administrative  manual  was  reviewed 
by  Park  Naturalists  Elmore  and  Watson  during  November  and  a  memorandwn 
commenting  on  this  subject  was  prepared. 

On  the  14th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  attended  a  conference 
in  Superintendent  Roger's  office  on  the  elk  management  program  and  especially 
to  review  the  long-range  management  plan  prepared  by  Biologist  Kittams, 
In  attendance  at  this  meeting  were  Superintendent  Rogers,  Assistant  Super- 
intendent Hamilton,  Administrative  Assistant  Joffe,  Chief  Ranger  Brovm, 
Biologist  Kittams  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  served  as  Acting  Superintendent  for 
the  period  November  17-19.

This  Christian  activity  is  being  sponsored  by 
Mr.  and  Rrs,  Bill  Armstrong  and  I'lr,  and  Hrso  Dolph  Egger,  The  group  meets 
every  Sunday  eveaing  at  6:15  and  ^^dll  meet  two  successive  Sundays  each  month 
in  t'kmmoth  and  the  succeeding  two  Sundays  in  Gardiner,  alternating  in  this 
manner  lor  the  balance  of  the  winter.  Fourteen  young  people  attended  the 
initial  meeting  of  this  group  and  it  is  anticipated  that  participation  in 
the  program  mil  be  even  greater  as  the  vri.nter  progresses,  Wayne  Hamilton, 
son  of  Assistant  Superintendent  Hamilton,  was  elected  president  of  this 
youth  organization.

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  a  talk  at  the  banOjUet  for  the 
second  annual  Sanitary  Training  course  at  the  Montana  State  College  on  the 
evening  of  November  20,  The  subject  of  his  talk  was  "Geyser land".  There 
v/ere  about  100  people  in  attendance  at  the  program, 

Mus eum  Activaties  and  E:xhibits 

The  Fiuseum  workshop  is  now  in  a  sufficiently  corrLpleted  state  that 
many  odd  jobs  can  be  handled  there,  and  the  power  tools  are  all  set  up  and 
in  operation. 

At  mid-month  all  of  the  wayside  exhibits  throu^out  the  park  were 
shuttered  and  the  exhibit?  in  the  museum  foyer  at  Norris  Museum  were  placed 
under  cover. 

The  plans  for  a  vandalism  exhibit  case  for  installation  at  the 
Old  Faithful  museum  were  finished  in  rough  form  and  submitted  to  the  Re- 
gional office  for  transmission  to  the  Director's  office  if  the  plans  were

A  great  deal  of  v/ork  was  accomplished  in  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  a  museum  exhibit  case  for  the  Old  Faithful  museum  v/hich  vrould 
treat  the  subject  of  piio  to  graphing  the  geysers  in  geyser  land.

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  left  bhe  inorning 
of  the  26th  to  be  gone  on  an  ual  leave  until  January  12.  Mr.  Elmore  expects 
to  return  to  Yellowstone  on  that  date  unless  clearance  is  given  for  h::jn 
to  attend  the  museum  training  school  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Clerk- stenographer 
Proznick  v/as  on  'uty  all  month  except  for  4  hours  annual  leave, 

I4r.  George  D.  Marler  v;as  e::iployed  as  a  park  naturalist  G3-5  to  con- 
duct observations  in  the  hydrothermal  areas  on  the  Firehole  River  and  >ri.ll 
be  stationed  at  Old  Faithful,  lir,   Marler  entered  on  duty  Monday,  November  3» 

Research  and  Observation 

Park  Naturalists  Vfetson  and  Elrnore  visited  the  beaver  dams  along 
the  highway  near  the  Northeast  entrance  on  November  6  and  they  have  this 
to  report: 

(  "On  the  6th  of  November,  in  company  with  Park  Naturalist  Elmore, 

a  trip  i-^s  made  to  observe  reported  beaver  workings  out  tov/ard  the  North- 
east Entrance,   The  vrork'.ngs  were  found  somev^hat  more  than  a  mile  below  the 
checldng  station  on  a  very  small  stream  which  flows  under  the  road  from 
the  north  at  this  point  to  join  Soda  Butte  Creek.  Belovr  the  road  four 
dams  are  built,  certain  aspects  of  which  we  found  most  interesting,  and 
above  the  large  metal  c\ilvert  under  the  road  in  the  deeper  water  there  is 
located  a  considerable  raft  of  food  consisting  of  sticks  gathered  from  the 
surroundi.ng  wiUov/  patch.  The  beaver  lodge  or  house  is  located  in  the  bank 
some  fifty  feet  up  streaia  from  the  road  on  the  left  hand  side,  and  appears 
to  have  both  a  dry  and  water  entrance.   The  largest  dami  is  probably  no  more 
than  25  feet  in  length,  and  the  srnalj.er  ones  on  dovm  stream  vary  in  length 
from  about  six  to  ten  feet.  Each  is  a  rather  scraggly  \mimposing  appearing 
structure  which  reflects  the  available  t.  pe  of  construction  materials,  con- 
sisting mostly  of  old  pieces  of  drift  wood  of  miscellaneous  size  and  shape, 
and  a  striking  amount  of  sagebrush,  especially  in  the  largest  dam.  The 
latter  appears  as  small  sticks  and  as  sraall  to  fairly  large  pieces  of  brush, 
some  with  several  branches,  cut  from  the  dry  flat  toward  the  east  and  placed 
in  the  dam,  vcenj   of  them  in  an  upright  position  thus  adding  to  the  ragged 
appearance  of  the  structure  and  presenting  the  rather  incongruous  aspect  of 
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Part  of  the  bison  herd  x^/hlch  remained  in  the  immediate  vicinity  I'oi- 
lowing  i-.-he  experi..  ental   shooting  in  Fairy  Cryek  Meadows ,    J.ower  Geyser 
Basin  area,   TJovember  19,   1952.     Large  biLil  in  ridit  foreground  v/as 
critically  vrounded  and  v/as   shortly  kilJed, 
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arid  plants  in  a  pond.  Previous  reports  indicated  this  to  be  a  very  co- 
operative colony  of  beaver  but  our  presence  i.n  the  area  for  some  four  hours 
during  which  time  tv70  breaks  were  made  in  the  d:-jn  was  rewarded  by  the  sight 
of  but  one  aninial  and  this  too  late  in  the  day  for  pictures." 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  participated  in  and  took  pictures  of  the 
test  shooting  of  bison  in  the  Lovrer   Geyser  Basin  v^ich  v;as  made  by  members 
of  the  protection  division  in  an  attempt  to  deterraine  v/hat  tlie  piiysical 
reaction  of  these  herds  vrould  be  to  open  range  shooting  should  it  be  desirable 
to^launch  a  management  program  of  this  type  early  in  the  fall  another  season. 

Park  Naturalist  Vfetson  devoted  several  days  time  to  a  continuation 
of  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  study  and  tO'//ard  the  end  of  the  laonth  was  devoting 
his  time  to  a  reviev/  of  the  field  notes  and  vn^iting  manuscript  material. 

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  visited  the  Shoshone  Geyser  Basin  on  November  1 
and  2nd  s.nd  has  this  to  say: 

"'was  not  fortunate  enou^ii  to  see  the  Union  Geyser  erupt  although 
v;e  spent  considerable  time  waiting  in  its  vlciuity.  Minute  Man  was  as  regu- 
lar as  has  been  reported  and  it  v/as  stimiilating  to  see  a  practically  untouched 
area  i,d.th  all  of  the  geyserite  and  pool  edp:es  still  intact.  And  not  only 
that  but  all  still  beautifully  colored," 

Park  Natui^alist  Marler  on  reporting  the  activities  of  the  geysers 
in  the  geyser  basins  indicates  that  all  the  features  are  continuing  to  erupt 
mth  undiminishing  regu.larity  and  that  such  major  gcyse 'S  as  the  Bee  Hive, 
Giant,  Splendid  and  Morning  geyser  are  all  erupting  on  intervals  as  frequent 
or  more  so  than  during  the  summer  months.  On  November  22  Chief  Park  Natur- 
alist Condon  rns,de  a  trip  to  the  Upper  Geysc;r  Basin  areas  and  at  that  time 
reviewed  with  L'lr.  I-larler  the  program  of  research  observations  vjhich  he  is 
to  conduct  this  ;d.nter.

MONTHLY  REPORT  OF  THE  NATURALIST 
DECEMBER  195^ 


General 

During  the  month  of  December  very  little  snow  accumulated  in  the 
park  although  the  major  part  of  the  month  was  over-cast  and  cloudy.  The 
activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  limited  due  to  the  fact  that 
most  employees  were  using  up  annual  leave  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
lost  to  them  after  December  20,  Park  Naturalist  Elmore  was  gone  all  month 
and  with  the  holiday  period  occurring  at  the  close  of  the  month  the  number 
of  man  hours  spent  in  Naturalist  Division  activities  was  not  as  great  as 
for  other  years. 

Administration 

The  activities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  directed  by  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  when  he  was  on  duty  and  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson 
at  other  times. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  December  1  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  discussed  with  Acting 
Superintendent  Hamilton  a  proposal  vrfiich  was  made  to  open  Riddle  Lake  to 
fishing.  At  this  time  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  discouraged  the  opening 
of  this  lake. 

On  December  9  a  special  Court  of  Honor  was  held  in  the  canteen 
building  for  the  Yellowstone  Park  Boy  Scout  Troop  and  at  this  several  boys 
received  awards  which  were  presented  by  the  president  of  the  P«T,A,,  J. 
Stanley  Fillmore.  Park  Naturalist  W,  Verde  Watson  has  been  spending  a  great 
deal  of  his  off-duty  time  with  the  Scouts  and  is  to  be  commended  with  doing 
a  fine  job  with  this  group  of  boys. 

Religious  Services  and  Chapel  Use 

The  regular  Sionday  School  services  were  held  each  Sunday  during  the 
month  with  the  exception  of  December  28  v±ien  no  Sunday  School  was  held. 

On  December  14  the  Rev,  Fee  of  Livingston,  Montana  conducted  the 
inter-denominational  Protestant  services  at  700  in  the  Yellowstone  National 
Park  chapel. 

On  December  14  the  Youth  Fellowship  organization  met  in  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  chapel  and  on  December  21  this  saiie  group  presented  a  very  fine 
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pageant  in  the  chapel.  The  theme  of  the  pageant  was  "The  Light  of  the  World". 
This  program  was  well  attended  by  the  members  of  the  communities  of  Gardiner 
and  Mammoth, 

In-Service  Training. 

The  Naturalist  Division  continued  to  publish  the  YeLlov/stone  Park 
news  letter, 

A  large  supply  of  pamphlets  entitled  "Hi^way  Accidents  are  Definitely 
Engineered"  published  by  the  International  Harvester  Company  were  obtained 
and  a  ooj^y  of  this  was  distributed  to  each  employee, 

Robert  R,  Robinson,  Master  Mechanic,  ran  off  l6ram  sound  motion 
picture  film  on  safety  and  building  fire  fighting  for  the  enlightenment  of 
Park  Service  employees. 

Interpretive  Services 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  presented  two  outside  programs  during 
the  month  -  one  on  December  15  to  the  F.T.A.  organization  and  their  guests 
at  Clyde  Park,  Montana  at  8:30  p,m.  The  movie  presented  was  "Geyserland"; 
there  were  140  people  in  attendance.  On  December  23  he  presented  the  Christ- 
mas program  for  the  Lions  Club  in  Gardiner,  Montana,  There  were  54  persons 
in  attendance, 

A  set  of  8x10  black  and  white  enlargements  were  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Director's  office  for  use  in  illustrating  the  interpretive  and  educa- 
tional value  of  the  national  parks  to  school  systems. 


On  December  29  a  l6ram  magnetic  sound  motion  picture  entitled  "Geyser- 
land" was  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  National  Capital  Parks  for  use  by 
Yellowstone's  superintendent,  Edmund  B,  Rogers,  in  presenting  a  program  in 
Januarj^o 

Museum  Activities  and  Ebdiibits 

Collections  of  hand  specimens  representing  the  common  rocks  of 
Yellowstone  were  sent  to  several  high  schools  for  use  in  their  educational 
work  in  school  rauseunis.  One  substantially  large  set  of  rocks  was  sent  to 
Tulsa  University, 

A  number  of  negatives  were  sent  to  the  Museum  Branch,  Washington, 
for  their  use  in  preparing  illustrations  to  be  used  in  the  moose  wayside 
exhibit  for  Willow  Park, 

Personnel 

Park  Naturalist  Elmore  was  on  leave  all  month.  Park  Naturalist 
Watson  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  32  hours  annual  leave.  Clerk-stenographer 
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Bettilee  Proznick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  21  hours  of  annual  leave* 
Park  Naturalist  Marler  was  on  duty  all  month.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  72  hours  of  annual  leave,  Mrs,  Alice  Quist 
was  employed  intermittently  by  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  Museum  Association, 

Several  applications  were  received  during  the  month  from  persons 
interested  in  employment  as  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists,  A  Christmas 
letter  was  sent  by  the  Division  to  about  50  former  park  ranger  naturalists 
and  at  the  months  close  replies  have  been  received  from  some  of  them  that 
they  hope  to  return  for  the  1953  season. 

Research  and  Observation 

The  geyser  basin  observations  were  continued  by  Park  Naturalist 
Marler  throughout  the  month  of  December  and  he  reports  that  the  Giant  einipted 
13  times,  the  Grand  maintained  an  average  of  a  48  hour  interval,  the  Daisy 
was  active  only  once  during  December  and  the  Splendid  had  several  active 
phases  during  the  month. 

Reprints  were  ordered  of  papers  published  by  Dr,  William  G.  Walter 
of  Montana  State  College  on  thermophylic  bacteria.  These  papers  include 
data  on  specimens  collected  in  Yellovretone  National  Park, 

Library 

Mr,  James  Cole  presented  to  the  library  a  copy  of  "Predatory  and 
Fur-Bearing  Animals  of  Yellowstone  Park"  -  a  Roosevelt  Wildlife  Bulletin, 
During  the  month  several  books  were  purcliased  from  book  dealers  and  were 
added  to  the  library  as  follov/s:

A  total  of  twenty  8x10  enlargements  of  Yellowstone  Park  scenery 
and  animal  life  was  sent  to  the  Junior  College  at  Casper,  Wyoming  for  use  as 
illustrations  in  their  school  annual.
